IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 

1.  The  following  regulations  entitled  * 'Regulations  for  the 
Prevention  and  Control  of  Fires*'  are  prescribed  and  apply  to  all 
railways  subject  to  the  Board's  jurisdiction. 

Definitions.  2.  In  these  regulations  — 

(a)  The  Director  of  Operation  means  the  Director  of  Opera- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for 
Canada. 

(b)  Railway  Company  means  any  railway  company  subject 
to  the  Board's  jurisdiction. 

(c)  Fire  Season  means  the  period  from  April  1st  to  October 
31st  of  each  year  both  dates  inclusive,  unless  otherwise 
specified. 
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STEAM  LOCOMOTIVES  AND  OTHER  EQUIPMENT 
EMPLOYING  BOILERS  BURNING  WOOD,  COAL 
OR  OIL 

3.  During  the  fire  season,  every  steam  operated  locomotive, 
shovel,  ditching  machine,  pile  driver  or  other  work  equipment 
burning  wood,  coal  or  oil  as  fuel,  shall  be  equipped  with  spark 
arrestors  and  other  fire  protection  appliances  of  a  type  approved  by 
the  Director  of  Operation.  If  any  spark  arrestor  or  other  fire  protec- 
tion appliance  is  found  to  be  defective  or  of  a  type  not  so  approved/ 
the  said  equipment  shall  be  removed  from  service. 

4.  During  the  fire  season  no  railway  company  shall  burn  as 
fuel  on  its  locomotives,  steam  shovels,  ditching  machines  and 
other  work  equipment,  any  coal  not  possessing  good  coking  proper- 
ties. Such  good  coking  properties  shall  be  verified  by  a  certificate 
bf  the  Mines  Branch,  Department  of  Mines  and  Technical  Surveys, 
Ottawa.

INTERNAL  COMBUSTION  ENGINES 

5.  (a)  Unless  exempted  by  the  Board's  Director  of  Operation, 

internal  combustion  engines  of  motive  power  other  than 
steam  used  in  road  service,  if  not  equipped  with  exhaust 
driven  centrifugal  turbo-charger,  shall  have  installed 
integral  with  the  exhaust  gas  system,  a  spark  arresting 
device  approved  by  the  Director  of  Operation. 

(b)  The  exhaust  passages  of  internal  combustion  engines, 
on  the  discharge  side  of  the  spark  arresting  device  or 
turbo-charger,  shall  be  maintained  free  of  any  obstruc- 
tion v/hich  may  cause  carbonaceous  deposits  to  accu- 
mulate. 

(c)  All  on-track  work  equipment  with  standard  A.A.R.  trucks 
and  couplers  not  equipped  with  exhaust  driven  centrifugal 
type  turbo-charger  or  mufflers  of  a  type  designed  to 
arrest  sparks,  shall  have  a  spark  arrester  of  a  design 
approved  by  the  Director  of  Operation. 

6.  (a)  During  the  fire  season,   the  railway  shall  cause  all 

locomotives  and  work  equipment  equipped  with  spark 
arresting  devices  or  turbo-chargers  to  be  inspected 
at  least  once  a  month,  to  ensure  that  the  said  devices 
are  operating  satisfactorily  and  that  exhaust  passages 
are  maintained  as  free  of  any  carbonaceous  deposits 
as  possible. 
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(b)  If  the  spark  arresting  device  is  found  to  be  defective, 
the  unit  shall  be  removed  from  service  until  repaired. 

(c)  Any  accumulation  of  carbonaceous  material  on  the  inner 
or  outer  surface  of  the  exhaust  stacks  or  engine-room 
vent  extensions  surrounding  the  exhaust  stacks  must  be 
removed  during  the  monthly  inspection. 

(d)  A  record  of  the  date  of  the  last  inspection  shall  be 
displayed  on  the  face  of  Form  B.T.C.  No.  22. 

(e)  Any  time  a  locomotive  or  work  unit  is  found  to  have 
a  deposit  of  carbonaceous  material  in  excess  of  1/8 
inch  in  thickness  on  its  exhaust  stack  on  the  discharge 
side  of  the  spark  arrestor  or  on  the  engine-room  vent 
extensions  surrounding  the  exhaust  stack  such  equip- 
ment shall  be  removed  from  service  and  cleaned. 
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GENERAL 

7.  Fire,  live  coals,  or  hot  ashes  shall  not  be  deposited  upon 
the  tracks  or  right  of  way,  unless  they  are  extinguished  immediately. 
No  ashes  from  passenger  cars,  boarding  cars  or  cabooses,  nor 
clinkers  from  the  firebox  of  a  locomotive  shall  be  thrown  out  while 
running.  Burning  or  smouldering  waste  or  lubricators  taken  from 
journal  boxes  shall  be  immediately  extinguished  and  buried. 
Care  must  be  taken  to  avoid  throwing  fusees  where  they  can  cause 
fire. 

8.  During  the  fire  season,  the  Railway  Company  shall  take 
all  reasonable  precautions  to  eliminate  the  danger  of  passengers 
or  employees  throwing  burning  materials  from  trains.  In  forested 
territory,  smoking  shall  only  be  permitted  in  air-conditioned  passen- 
ger cars  or  in  cars  the  windows  of  which  cannot  be  opened  or  are 
fully  screened.  Smoking  shall  be  prohibited  in  the  vestibules  of 
passenger  cars.  Receptacles  shall  be  provided  on  motive  power 
units,  cabooses,  occupied  express  and  baggage  cars  and  work 
equipment,  to  receive  discarded  smoking  material,  and  notices 
posted  prohibiting  such  material  being  thrown  from  the  vehicle. 


FIRE  PROTECTION  FOR  WOODEN  TRESTLES  AND  BRIDGES 

9.  Unless  otherwise  authorized,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Railway  Company  to  see  that  water-barrels,  each  of  at  least  45 
Imperial  gallon  capacity,  with  cover  and  containing  one  bucket  or 
pail,  are  placed  and  maintained  at  all  timber  bridges  and  trestles, 
and  all  bridges  having  timber  decks  as  follows: 
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(a)  Trestles  and  bridges  up  to  30  feet  Jong:  One  barrel 
placed  at  one  end  of  structure. 

(b)  Trestles  and  bridges  over  30  feet  and  up  to  150  feet 
long:  One  barrel  placed  at  each  end  of  structure. 

(c)  Trestles  and  deck  bridges  over  150  feet  long:  One 
barrel  placed  at  each  end  of  structure  and  also  along 
the  deck  at  intervals  not  exceeding  150  feet. 

(d)  Through  bridges  over  150  feet  long:  One  barrel  placed 
at  each  end  of  bridge  and  one  barrel  at  each  pier  or  at 
such  intermediate  points  as  may  be  necessary. 

(e)  Timber  trestles  20  feet  in  height  or  over:  In  addition 
to  the  foregoing,  barrels  shall  be  placed  on  the  ground 
below  the  trestle  at  intervals  of  not  over  150  feet  along 
the  base  of  the  trestle.  Where  the  trestle  is  entirely  or 
partly  over  water,  barrels  need  not  be  placed  closer 
than  150  feet  to  the  water. 

(0  Barrels  must  be  kept  filled  with  water  to  within  10 
inches  of  the  top  during  the  fire  season. 

(g)  All  brush,  dead  grass  and  combustible  material  shall 
be  removed  from  within  50  feet  of  all  timber  trestles  or 
bridges  or  to  the  railway  right  of  way  boundary  in  the 
vicinity  of  all  such  trestles  or  bridges,  whichever  dis- 
tance is  the  lesser. 
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FIRE  GUARDS  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  RIGHT  OF  WAY 

10.  Every  Railway  Company  shall  establish  and  maintain  fire 
guards  along  the  route  of  its  railway  as  the  Director  of  Operation 
may  prescribe,  as  follows: 

(a)  The  Director  of  Operation  shall  from  time  to  time 
prepare  and  submit  to  every  Railway  Company  a  state- 
ment of  measures  necessary  for  establishing  and  main- 
taining the  route  of  such  railways  in  a  condition  as 
safe  from  fire  as  is  practicable. 

(b)  Such  measures  may  provide  for: 

(1)  the  cutting  and  disposal  of  all  or  any  growth  of  a 
flammable  character,  and  the  burning  or  other 
disposal  of  debris  and  litter,  on  a  strip  of  land  of 
sufficient  width  on  one  or  both  sides  of  the  track; 

(2)  The  ploughing  or  digging  of  lands  in  strips  of  suffi- 
cient width  on  one  or  both  sides  of  the  track; 
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(3)  such  other  work  as  may,  under  the  existing  local 
conditions,  tend  to  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  occur- 
rence and  spread  of  fire. 

(c)  The  said  statements  of  the  Director  of  Operation  shall 
be  so  arranged  as  to  deal  with  and  prescribe  measures 
for  each  separate  portion  of  railway  upon  and  adjacent 
to  which  the  fire  risk  calls  for  specific  treatment.  The 
intention  is  to  adjust  protective  measures  to  local 
conditions,  and  to  make  expense  proportionate  to  the 
fire  risk  and  possible  damag^e. 

(d)  The  said  statements  of  the  Director  of  Operation  shall 
prescribe  dates  on  or  within  which  such  protective 
measures,  including  the  maintenance  of  fire  guards  in 
a  clean  and  safe  condition,  shall  be  in  force. 

(e)  No  Railway  Company  shall  permit  its  employees,  agents, 
or  contractors  to  enter  upon  land  under  cultivation  to 
construct  or  maintain  fire  guards  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such  land.  If  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  such  land  objects  to  the  construction  or 
maintenance  of  fire  guards,  the  company  shall  refer 
the  matter  to  the  Board  at  once,  giving  full  particulars 
thereof,  and  shall,  in  the  meantime,  refrain  from  pro- 
ceeding with  the  work. 

(0  No  Railway  Company  shall  permit  its  agents,  employees 
or  contractors  to  leave  gates  open,  or  to  cut  or  leave 
fences  down,  or  to  do  any  other  unnecessary  damage  to 
property  in  the  construction  or  maintenance  of  fire 
guards. 

11,  In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  Section  283  of  the  Railway 
Act,  which  prescribes  that  *'the  company  shall  at  all  times  maintain 
and  keep  its  right  of  way  free  from  dead  or  dry  grass,  weeds,  and 
other  unnecessary  combustible  matter*',  no  Railway  Company,  its 
agents,  or  contractors,  shall  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned,  any  ties, 
cuttings,  debris,  or  litter  upon  or  near  its  right  of  way  during  the 
fire  season,  except  under  such  supervision  as  will  prevent  such 
fires  from  spreading  beyond  the  strip  being  cleared.  The  Director 
of  Operation  or  other  authorized  officer  of  the  Board  may  require 
that  no  such  burning  be  done  along  any  specified  portions  of  the 
line  of  any  railway,  without  the  railway  first  having  obtained  a 
written  permit  to  burn  from  an  authorized  officer  of  the  Board.

FIRE  PATROLS  AND  EXTINGUISHING  AND  REPORTING  OF  FIRES 

12.  During  the  fire  season,  the  Railway  Company,  when  so 
instructed  by  the  Director  of  Operation,  shall  provide  and  maintain 
a  force  of  fire  rangers  sufficient  for  efficient  patrol  and  fire-fighting 
duty.  This  force  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  Board 
as  prescribed  by  the  Director  of  Operation  or  other  authorized 
officer  of  the  Board. 

13.  The  Director  of  Operation  each  year  shall  prepare  and 
submit  to  every  railway  company  a  statement  of  the  measures  to 
be  taken  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  fire  patrols. 
Such  statements,  among  other  matters,  may  provide  for: 

(a)  The  number,  location  and  general  duties  of  men  to  be 
employed  on  patrol,  and  the  methods  and  frequency  of 
the  patrol; 

(b)  The  acquisition  and  location  of  necessary  equipment 
for  transporting  such  patrols  and  the  acquisition  and 
distribution  of  necessary  tools  and  equipment; 

(c)  Any  measures  which  may  be  essentia]  for  the  immediate 
control  of  fire. 

14.  Every  Railway  Company  shall  instruct  and  require  its 
sectionmen,  agents,  other  employees  and  contractors  to  report 
and  to  take  measures  to  extinguish  fires  on  or  near  the  railway 
right  of  way  as  follows: 

(a)  Conductors,  enginemen,  or  trainmen  who  discover  or 
receive  notice  of  the  existence  and  location  of  a  fire 
burning  upon  or  near  the  right  of  way,  or  of  a  fire  which 
threatens  land  adjacent  to  the  right  of  way,  shall  report 
the  same  by  wire  to  the  Chief  Dispatcher  or  other 
designated  officer,  and  shall  also  report  it  to  the  agent 
or  persons  in  charge  at  the  next  point  at  which  there 
shall  be  communication  by  telegraph,  telephone  or 
other  means,  and  to  the  first  section  employees  passed. 
Notice  of  such  fire  shall  also  be  given  immediately  by 
a  system  of  warning  whistles  or  by  such  other  method 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  Board. 

(b)  Upon  being  advised,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief 
Dispatcher,  or  other  designated  person,  to  notify  imme- 
diately the  nearest  forest  officer  and  the  nearest  sec- 
tion employees  of  the  railway  of  the  existence  and 
location  of  the  fire. 
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(c)  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Railway  Company  to 
effect  the  extinguishment  of  fires  that  are  presumably 
started  by  the  railway,  regardless  of  the  site  of  such 
fires,  as  well  as  all  fires  located  on  the  railway  right 
of  way,  no  matter  how  started.  Sectionmen  or  any  other 
employees  of  the  railway  as  are  available  shall  either 
independently  or  at  the  request  of  any  authorized  forest 
officer,  proceed  to  the  fire  immediately  and  take  action 
to  extinguish  it.  When  such  sectionmen  or  other  employ- 
ees are  engaged  in  labours  immediately  necessary  to 
the  safety  of  trains,  and  are  unable  to  proceed  to  the 
fire  immediately,  or  in  the  event  that  the  efforts  of  the 
railway  company  are  inadequate  for  any  reason  to  cope 
with  the  fire,  the  Railway  Company  shall  promptly 
request  the  Forest  Service  to  take  the  necessary  action 
to  control  the  fire  on  behalf  of  the  Railway  Company. 

(d)  In  case  the  sectionmen  or  other  employees  available 
are  not  a  sufficient  force  to  extinguish  the  fire  promptly, 
the  Railway  Company  shall,  either  independently,  or 
at  the  request  of  any  authorized  forest  officer,  employ 
such  other  labourers  as  may  be  necessary  to  extinguish 
the  fire;  and  as  soon  as  a  sufficient  number  of  men, 
other  than  the  sectionmen  and  regular  employees,  are 
obtained,  the  sectionmen  and  other  regular  employees 
shall  be  allowed  to  resume  their  regular  duties. 

(e)  The  provisions  of  this  section  concerning  reporting  of 
fires  apply  to  all  fires  occurring  within  300  feet  of  the 
railway  track. 

(f)  The  provisions  with  respect  to  the  extinguishment  of 
fires  apply  to  fires  which  originate  within  300  feet  of 
the  nearest  track.  However,  where  a  public  road  parallels 
the  railway  tracks  within  300  feet,  these  provisions 
apply  only  to  those  fires  occurring  between  the  driven 
portion  of  the  roadway  and  the  track.  The  Railway 
Company's  forces  shall  follow  and  extinguish  fires 
which  spread  from  the  railway  to  other  lands. 

15.  All  fires  which  occur  within  300  feet  of  any  track  in  any 
National  or  Provincial  Park,  Forest  Reserve  or  in  any  area  enumer- 
ated by  the  Director  of  Operation  in  his  annual  instructions  issued 
to  the  Railways  under  the  provisions  of  Section  14  of  this  General 
Order,  shall  be  reported  promptly  to  the  Director  of  Operation  on 
approved  form,  except  as  follows:

(a)  Fires  started  by  section  forces  to  clear  the  right  of  way 
and  which  are  confined  within  the  right  of  way  limits; 

(b)  Fires  which  bum  between  the  rails  and  do  not  spread 
to  adjacent  area; 

(c)  Property  fires  in  the  built-up  portions  of  cities,  towns 
or  villages. 

16.  Every  Railway  Company  shall  give  instructions  to  its 
employees  concerning  the  foregoing  regulations,  and  cause  such 
instructions  to  be  posted  at  all  stations,  terminals  and  section 
tool  houses  along  its  lines  of  railway.  In  case  said  instructions 
are  not  also  carried  in  employees'  timetables  during  said  prescribed 
period,  or  in  "operating"  and  ''maintenance  of  way*'  rule  books, 
they  shall,  previous  to  April  1st  of  each  year,  be  reissued  to  all 
employees  concerned  in  the  form  of  special  instructions.  The 
Director  of  Operation  may  waive  the  above  requirements  in  whole, 
or  in  part,  as  to  such  lines  or  portion  of  lines  where,  in  his  judg- 
ment, fire  danger  is  not  great. 

17.  Fire  reports  submitted  under  this  Order  are  declared  to  be 
privileged  and  shall  only  be  made  public  by  Order  or  direction  of 
the  Board. 

18.  These  regulations  are  not  mandatory  for  any  fire  which 
originates  off  railway  property  and  not  caused  by  the  railway,  but 
the  railway  is  not  relieved  of  the  duty  of  reporting  such  fires  as 
provided  in  Section  15. 

19.  Violations  of  any  of  the  regulations  herein  set  out  are 
subject  to  such  penalty  as  may  be  provided  in  the  Railway  Act. 

20.  General  Order  No.  548,  dated  December  4,  1935,  is 
rescinded.

JUDGMENT 

WOODARD,  C. 

By  its  application  of  July  19,  1962,  under  Section  168  of  the  Railway  Act, 
Canadian  National  Railways  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  **Railway")  applied 
for  leave  to  abandon  that  portion  of  its  Buctouche  Subdivision  from  Buctouche 
Junction,  Mile  0.25  to  Buctouche  Mile  29.95,  a  total  distance  of  29.70  miles, 
all  within  the  province  of  New  Brunswick. 

General  Description: 

This  line  runs  almost  due  north  from  its  junction  with  the  Railway's  Spring- 
hill  Subdivision  at  Buctouche  Junction  (Mile  0,0  Buctouche  Subdivision)  (Mile 
122.3  Springhill  Subdivision)  to  its  terminus  at  Buctouche  (Mile  29.95). 
The  0.25  miles  excepted  from  the  application  is  at  the  south  end  and  it 
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is  the  Railway's  wish  to  retain  this  portion  to  serve  nearby  industrial 
sidings. 

The  area  served  by  this  line  is  mainly  a  mixed  farming  district  with  con- 
siderable pulpwood  production  from  privately  owned  woodlots,  some  lumber  and 
some  Christmas  trees  also  being  cut  throughout  the  area. 

The  line  serves  six  small  settlements,  Irishtown  (M  5.7),  Scotch  Settlement 
(M  10.1),  MacDougall  (M  13.3),  Notre  Dame  (M  17.0),  St.  Anthony  (M  21.6), 
McKee  Mills  (M  25.8),  and  the  Village  of  Buctouche  (M  29.9).  The  only  station 
agent  on  the  line  is  located  at  Buctouche  and  a  caretaker  is  employed  at  St. 
Anthony. 

The  area  is  served  by  good  secondary  roads,  kept  open  all  year.  Highway 
31  closely  parallels  the  railway  and  is  paved  through  from  Moncton  to  St.  Anthony. 
The  Village  of  Buctouche  is  served  by  Highway  11,  also  paved. 

Buctouche  is  located  on  Northumberland  Strait  and  has  a  good  harbour  and 
wharf  facilities.  Some  pulpwood  is  loaded  at  this  port  onto  coastal  and  ocean 
vessels.  The  K.  C.  Irving  Company  has  an  oil  and  gasoline  bulk  storage  plant 
which  is  supplied  by  tankers. 

Physical  Characteristics  of  the  Line: 

The  general  condition  of  the  subdivision  is  fair,  with  the  exception  of  five 
steel  bridges  on  the  line,  most  of  which  are  in  need  of  repair  work  and  strength- 
ening in  the  near  future.  In  particular  the  steel  bridge  at  Mileage  29.3  now  has 
a  permanent  speed  restriction  of  5  m.p.h.,  with  ER  6a  class  locomotive,  the 
heaviest  permitted.  Strengthening  of  this  bridge  is  needed  at  an  early  date. 

The  rail  in  this  line  is  a  mixture  of  from  56  lbs.  to  100  lbs.  per  yard,  mostly 
in  poor  condition.  Ties  are  mostly  treated,  in  fair  to  good  condition,  and  ballast, 
consisting  of  some  pit  run  ballast  and  the  balance  cinders,  is  generally  poor. 
The  maximum  speed  limit  over  the  line  is  20  miles  per  hour.  There  are  a  total  of 
23  highway  crossings  at  grade. 

Train  Service: 

Train  service  is  on  an  as  required  basis,  usually  operated  on  Thursdays 
from  Moncton  to  Buctouche  and  return.  There  is  no  passenger  service. 

L.C.L.  Freight  and  Express: 

L.C.L.  Service  and  Express  Service  is  supplied  by  highway  truck  to 
Buctouche,  five  days  a  week,  and  an  L.C.L.  truck  serves  Irishtown,  Notre  Dame 
and  St.  Anthony  three  days  a  week.  It  is  not  the  Railway's  intention  to  alter 
these  services. 
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Alternate  Transportation: 

Because  of  the  good  network  of  secondary  roads  in  the  area,  service  by 
trucking  firms  in  that  portion  of  the  Province  wouJd  create  no  special  problems, 
but  would  result  in  additional  costs  to  some  shippers  and  receivers. 

Effect  on  Railway  Employees: 

Abandonment  of  the  line  would  result  in  the  displacement  of  one  Section 
Foreman,  three  Sectionmen,  one  Agent  arid  one  Caretaker.  These  employees, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Caretaker,  could  exercise  their  seniority  elsewhere. 
Train  service  employees  would  not  be  affected  materially,  as  work  on  this  sub- 
division forms  part  of  other  assignments  which  would  not  be  changed  should 
abandonment  be  allowed. 

Financial  Position  of  Company: 

Evidence  as  to  the  revenue  position  of  the  Company,  on  the  Buctouche 
Subdivision,  was  given  by  the  Freight  Sales  Manager  of  the  Maritime  area.  The 
evidence  in  respect  of  cost  was  later  presented  by  the  Special  Projects  Engineer. 
The  revenue  witness  said  that  the  outbound  freight  was  predominantly  pulpwood 
and  that  there  were  also  shipments  of  Christmas  trees  and  lumber.  The  inbound 
freight  was  generally  building  materials,  fertilizer,  ground  limestone,  feed  stuffs, 
flour  and  grain  products.  There  had  been  a  marked  decline  in  revenue  from 
petroleum  products  since  the  oil  companies  had  changed  their  mode  of  transport. 
Under  cross-examination  by  Counsel  for  the  respondents  the  witness  said  that 
he  did  not  know  why  the  oil  companies  had  decided  to  change  their  pattern  of 
shipment  from  rail  to  truck.  He  also  said  that  he  had  no  knowledge  of  any  recent 
survey  in  respect  of  any  movement  of  pulpwood  or  Christmas  trees. 

The  recent  trend  of  carload  traffic  on  the  Buctouche  Subdivision  was  indicated 
in  Exhibits  9,  10,  11  and  12.  Data  from  these  Exhibits  have  been  summarized  in 
the  table  hereunder:

The  record  of  inbound  carloads  shows  a  decline  from  1950  to  1962-63.  The 
record  of  outbound  carloads  has  fluctuated  for  the  years  shown,  the  figure  for 
1962-63  being  almost  as  high  as  the  outbound  carloads  in  1950.  This  variation 
in  outbound  traffic  was  closely  examined  by  Counsel  for  the  respondents  during 
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his  cross-examination  of  Company  witnesses.  There  was  evidence  presented  by 
both  sides  in  respect  of  the  movement  of  some  230  cars  of  pulpwood,  beginning 
in  July,  1962,  which  was  said  to  have  moved  by  rail  due  to  the  fact  that  some 
boat  sailings,  which  ordinarily  would  have  taken  the  wood,  had  been  cancelled. 
Considerable  evidence  was  also  presented  in  respect  of  potential  new  traffic 
in  the  area. 

A  factory  recently  opened  at  Buctouche  producing  prefabricated  housing 
units  may  be  a  source  of  new  traffic,  but  to  what  extent  is  dependent  upon  market 
locations.  Evidence  indicated  that  units  destined  for  delivery  points  less  than 
300  miles  from  Buctouche  will  be  truck  hauled;  units  for  more  distant  destinations 
would  possibly  go  by  rail.  Some  raw  materials  for  tiiis  factory  are  being  brought 
in  by  rail. 

The  cost  witness  for  the  Company  testified  that  in  1950  the  gross  revenues 
were  $114,190  and  that  at  that  time  the  expenses  were  $112,467,  resulting  in  a 
profit  of  $1,723.  In  1954  the  revenues  had  declined  to  $105,960,  but  the  expenses 
had  increased  to  $153,325,  resulting  in  a  net  loss  in  that  year  of  $47,365.  It  was 
as  a  result  of  a  1954  study  that  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  the  passenger 
train  service  and  divert  the  L.C.L.  and  the  express  traffic  to  highway  operations. 

The  loss  position,  however,  did  not  improve,  and  a  study  for  the  period 
April,  1960  to  March,  1961  showed  that  while  the  expenses  were  reduced  by 
about  $12,000  to  $141,679,  the  gross  revenues  were  similarly  reduced  to  $94,538, 
with  the  resulting  net  loss  still  about  $47,000.  The  latter  figures  were  shown  in 
Exhibit  No.  17  which  is  reproduced  hereunder.  The  Company  also  presented  a 
breakdown  of  the  variable  expenses  which  were  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  16,  also 
reproduced  hereunder.  Following  these  two  tables  I  will  set  out  the  explanations 
of  the  cost  witness  and  indicate  adjustments  in  certain  expense  items  which 
I  would  make  for  purposes  of  the  Judgment  in  this  case.

The  cost  witness  explained  that  the  variable  expenses  were  those  expenses 
which  it  had  been  found  by  detailed  study  varied  directly  with  the  volume  of 
traffic.  Opposite  each  category  of  expense  is  shown  the  titles  and  the  numbers 
of  the  Uniform  Classification  of  Accounts  under  which  the  expenses  are  reported. 

The  first  category  of  variable  expense,  freight  car  expenses,  involves  the 
expenses  for  the  maintenance  of  the  freight  equipment  used  in  handling  the 
traffic  to  and  from  the  Buctouche  Subdivision,  both  the  back  shop  and  the  running 
repairs.  It  covers  the  cost  of  lubrication,  and  it  covers  the  depreciation  on  the 
cars  based  on  the  value  and  type  of  car  used  in  the  service.  It  amounted  to 
$9,968  for  the  period  April  1,  1960  to  March  31,  1961,  of  which  $672  is  charge- 
able to  the  on-line  portion  and  $9,296  to  the  off-line  operations.  In  determining 
the  freight  car  expenses  it  was  necessary  to  trace  the  movement  of  all  cars  used 
on  the  Buctouche  Subdivision,  either  to  pick  up  or  deliver  material,  the  routings 
that  those  cars  followed,  the  weight  and  commodity  that  was  in  them  and  the 
type  of  cars;  the  expenses  were  calculated  on  the  basis  of  this  information. 

Train  mile  expense  includes  train  control  which  is  the  apportionment  of 
signals,  interlocker  and  the  dispatching  of  trains;  the  train  other  expenses 
such  as  flags,  fusees,  lamps,  torpedoes,  tools  and  car  cleaning.  It  also  includes 
the  operation  and  maintenance  of  water  and  fuel  stations.  The  total  train  mile 
expense  is  $2,355  of  which  $1,326  is  incurred  on  the  branch  and  $1,029  is 
incurred  on  the  balance  of  the  system. 

The  diesel  unit  mile  costs  involve  the  locomotive  maintenance  and  loco- 
motive depreciation  for  the  diesel  units  used  in  moving  the  traffic.  The  total 
amount  here  is  $6,606,  of  which  $3,355  is  attributable  to  the  branch  and  $3,251 
is  balance  of  system  operations. 

Yard  switching  expense  represents  the  costs  of  switching  the  cars  that 
were  handling  the  traffic  in  the  various  yards  through  which  they  pass,  their 
movement  to  repair  tracks,  scales,  other  switch  movements  exclusive  of  over 
the  line  train  movement.  This  has  been  developed  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of 
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switching  items  or  the  number  of  switching  minutes  required  to  carry  out  the 
various  functions  in  marshalling,  scaling  and  so  on  and  the  cost  of  performing 
that  service  in  the  different  yards  through  which  the  cars  passed.  It  has  been 
calculated  at  $6,880.  All  the  yard  switching  was  done  off  the  Buctouche  Sub- 
division; therefore  there  is  no  on-line  expense  in  this  connection. 

The  gross  ton  mile  cost  covers  road  maintenance  and  road  property  deprecia- 
tion on  the  balance  of  the  system.  Study  has  shown  that  on  the  Canadian  National 
approximately  40  per  cent  of  total  maintenance  of  way  expenses  are  variable 
with  the  tonnage  handled,  and  that  40  per  cent  portion  that  is  variable  has  been 
related  to  the  total  gross  ton  miles  handled  over  the  track  giving  us  a  unit  cost 
per  gross  ton  mile.  The  total  for  the  movements  occasioned  by  traffic  destinated 
to  or  originating  on  the  Buctouche  Subdivision  accounted  for  $2,635  of  roadway 
maintenance. 

Diesel  unit  dispatch  refers  to  the  cost  of  preparing  the  diesel  units  for 
their  train  runs,  including  enginehouse  expense  and  the  locomotive  supplies 
required  for  the  diesel  units.  In  this  case  there  are  $726  of  diesel  unit  dispatch 
cost  incurred  on  the  branch  line  and  $432  attributable  to  the  off-line  movement. 

The  station  and  distribution  expenses  deal  with  train  control,  that  is  the 
amount  of  time  that  is  spent  at  the  station,  off-line  stations,  in  issuing  train 
orders  and  various  operations  connected  with  the  movement  of  trains;  it  includes 
the  cost  of  car  distribution,  car  tracing,  car  supply,  and  the  applicable  items  of 
station  costs  such  as  billing  and  other  work  that  the  agents  must  do  in  connec- 
tion with  this  traffic.  In  this  case  it  amounted  to  $1,508. 

The  crew  wages  are  developed  from  the  actual  time  cards  of  the  crews  on 
the  trains  that  were  operated,  to  which  has  been  added  allowances  for  vacation, 
unproductive  time,  unemployment  insurance,  health  and  welfare  and  pensions. 
Crew  wages  amounted  to  $5,414  on  the  branch  line  and  $3,138  on  the  balance  of 
the  system. 

Fuel  expense  is  the  cost  of  fuel  required  to  move  or  to  handle  the  trailing 
tonnage.  In  this  case  it  amounted  to  $131  on  the  branch  and  $937  off-line. 

Superintendence  expense  applies  to  the  applicable  portion  of  the  wages  of 
the  officers,  their  staffs,  their  office,  their  office  supplies  and  equipment  charged 
with  the  direct  maintenance  of  the  railway,  the  direct  maintenance  of  the  equip- 
ment of  the  railway  and  in  the  transportation  services  of  the  railway.  This  is  an 
overhead  allowance  which  in  this  case  amounted  to  $2,459  of  which  $717  is 
attributable  to  the  branch  and  $1,742  to  the  balance  of  the  system. 

Traffic,  general  and  communications  expense  is  also  an  overhead  allowance 
and  it  includes  the  cost  of  maintaining  and  operating  the  railway  communications 
system,  the  expenses  of  the  officers  and  their  staffs  directly  charged  with  the 
procuring  of  freight  traffic,  the  membership  in  organizations,  advertising,  and 
other  items  of  expense  that  are  incurred  in  obtaining  traffic  for  the  railway. 
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It  includes  the  attributable  portion  of  the  general  officers,  the  legal  expenses 
and  other  administrative  expenses  of  the  company,  and  in  this  case  amounted 
to  $2,374  of  which  $775  is  incurred  on  the  branch  and  $1,599  is  on  the  balance 
of  system. 

Cost  of  money  is  the  cost  of  servicing  the  debt  incurred  for  the  materials 
and  the  equipment  to  maintain  the  facilities  that  are  required  to  carry  on  the 
operations  of  the  railway.  This  has  been  estimated  on  the  basis  of  the  various 
items  of  expense  previously  outlined  and  amounts  to  $506  on  the  branch,  $4,556 
on  the  balance  of  the  system,  for  a  total  of  $5,062. 

The  joint  facilities  expense  refers  to  27  cars  of  freight  for  the  Buctouche 
Subdivision  which  were  handled  over  the  Fredericton-Vanceboro  joint  section 
at  a  cost  of  $39.26  per  car,  giving  a  total  of  $1,060  which  the  Canadian  National 
paid  to  the  Canadian  Pacific  for  that  move. 

The  ferry  service  expense  refers  to  one  car  of  fertilizer  which  appears  in 
the  traffic  for  the  Buctouche  Subdivision  and  which  moved  over  the  Borden- 
Tormentine  ferry.  There  were  40  tons  in  the  car  and  it  cost  $7  for  the  movement 
on  the  ferry. 

The  total  on-line  variable  expenses  were  $13,622,  the  total  off-line  expenses 
were  $38,070,  giving  a  total  variable  expense  of  $51,692. 

The  cost  witness  then  went  on  to  describe  the  exhibit  entitled  "Summary  of 
Revenues  and  Expenses*'.  He  said  that  the  system  revenue  figures  showing 
freight  of  $93,343,  as  well  as  the  other  revenue  items  shown  in  the  statement, 
came  from  the  exhibit  which  had  previously  been  filed  by  the  revenue  witness. 

Turning  then  to  the  heading  "System  avoidable  expenses'*,  he  said  that 
these  were  the  expenses  which  would  be  avoided  if  the  Company  were  able  to 
abandon  the  line  and  discontinue  operations  into  Buctouche.  They  consist  of 
the  fixed  on-line  portion,  the  variable  on-line  portion  and  the  system  variable 
expenses  as  well  as  the  overhead  allowances. 

There  are  three  items  under  ''Fixed  on-line  expenses",  the  first  of  which 
is  Maintenance  of  Way  and  Structures.  This  is  the  annual  cost  of  maintaining 
the  track  and  structures  between  Buctouche  Junction  and  Buctouche.  They 
consist  of  the  section  force,  extra  gangs,  bridge  and  building  gangs  that  were 
employed  on  this  line,  the  materials  that  were  used  by  these  employees,  the 
cost  of  operating  work  trains  which  included  snowplow  operations  and  the  cost 
of  money  for  the  materials,  tools,  and  work  equipment  required  to  maintain  the 
facilities.  It  also  includes  the  allowances  for  the  vacation,  unproductive  time, 
unemployment  insurance,  pensions,  health  and  welfare,  and  in  this  case  amounts 
to  a  total  of  $47,051.  The  witness  said  that  these  were  actual  expenses  incurred 
by  the  railway  in  the  period  April  1,  1960  to  March  31,  1961. 

The  second  item  under  "Fixed  on-line  expenses"  is  road  property 
depreciation,  which  is  the  amount  of  money  that  must  be  set  aside  annually 
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to  replace  the  depreciable  materials  on  the  Buctouche  Subdivision,  the  charges 
being  based  on  the  depreciation  rates  approved  by  the  Board  under  the  Uniform 
Classification  of  Accounts.  The  depreciation  figure  has  been  developed  as 
$27,900  annually. 

The  third  item  of  "Fixed  on-line  expenses'*  is  station  expenses.  This 
includes  the  wages  for  the  agent  at  Buctouche  and  the  caretaker  at  St.  Anthony, 
the  fuel  and  electricity  for  the  Buctouche  station  and  certain  miscellaneous 
expenses  for  supplies  and  equipment  in  the  station.  The  wages  also  include  an 
allowance  to  cover  unproductive  time,  pensions  and  other  items,  amounting  to 
$6,210. 

The  two  items  under  ^'Variable  on-line  expense*',  namely  crew  wages  and 
fuel,  were  taken  directly  from  the  on-line  portion  of  the  previous  exhibit,  and 
amounted  to  $5,414  for  crew  wages  and  $131  for  fuel.  This  gives  a  total  on-line 
avoidable  expense  of  $86,706. 

The  next  group  of  expenses  under  "System  avoidable  expenses'*  was  called 
"System  variable"  expenses  and  consisted  of  an  on-line  portion  in  the  amount 
of  $6,585  and  an  off-line  portion  in  the  amount  of  $34,729.  The  witness  said  that 
the  source  of  the  figure  $6,585  was  the  information  shown  in  column  1  of  Exhibit 
No.  16  of  $13,622  from  which  had  been  subtracted  the  crew  wages  of  $5,414, 
the  fuel  expense  of  $131,  the  superintendence  allowance  of  $717  and  the  traffic, 
general  and  communications  expense  of  $775.  When  the  total  of  these  items  is 
subtracted  from  the  figure  of  $13,622  in  Exhibit  16,  it  leaves  the  figure  of 
$6,585  as  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  17. 

The  witness  explained  that  the  next  figure,  $34,729,  being  the  off-line 
system  variable  expense,  was  arrived  at  in  a  similar  manner,  being  the  figure 
of  $38,070  from  Exhibit  16,  less  superintendence  of  $1,742,  and  traffic,  general 
and  communications  of  $1,599.  The  two  cost  figures  of  $6,585  and  $34,729  add 
to  a  total  of  $41,314  as  the  system  variable  expense. 

The  last  category  of  avoidable  expenses  is  "Overhead  allowances".  The 
total  of  $7,543  for  superintendence  comes  from  the  on-line  portion  of  $717  and 
the  off-line  portion  of  $1,742  in  Exhibit  16  together  with  an  amount  of  $5,084 
from  the  maintenance  of  way  calculation. 

The  overhead  allowance  for  traffic,  general  and  communications  in  the 
amount  of  $6,116  includes  the  on-line  figure  of  $775  and  the  off-line  figure  of 
$1,599  from  Exhibit  16,  plus  a  maintenance  of  way  allowance  of  $3,333  and  a 
station  allowance  of  $409.   The   total   for  overhead  allowances  is  $13,659. 

The  total  avoidable  expenses  is  shown  as  $141,679  which  in  relation  to 
the  system  revenues  of  $94,538  indicate  an  annual  operating  loss  of  $47,141. 

In  addition  to  saving  the  annual  operating  loss  of  $47,141,  if  Canadian 
National  were  given  permission  to  abandon  the  line,  there  would  be  net  salvage 
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from  the  materials  in  the  Subdivision  in  the  amount  of  $232,500.  The  Company 
could  realize  that  amount  from  sale  of  the  salvaged  material,  or  it  could  be 
considered  as  relieving  the  company  of  the  burden  of  having  to  borrow  $232,500 
on  which  the  cost  of  money  would  be  6.21  per  cent.  6.21  per  cent  of  $232,500 
is  $14,439  per  annum.  If  this  is  added  to  the  annual  operating  loss  of  $47,141, 
the  total  annual  financial  improvement  from  abandonment  appears  as  $61,580. 
The  witness  said  that  if  the  rate  were  5  per  cent  in  lieu  of  6.21  per  cent,  the 
figure  of  $14,439  would  be  reduced  to  $11,625. 

The  final  group  of  expenses  under  ''Additional  expenses  if  line  retained'* 
was  described  as  the  expenses  which  the  railway  would  be  forced  to  bear  if  it 
was  required  to  continue  the  operation  of  the  line.  This  includes  the  additional 
maintenance  that  would  be  required  to  keep  the  line  up  to  the  standard  for  the 
volume  of  traffic  and  the  type  of  power  being  operated;  it  would  also  cover  the 
cost  of  money  for  the  investment  in  the  line  that  would  have  to  be  made  if  it 
was  to  be  maintained  in  perpetuity.  The  additional  maintenance  of  way  and 
structures  expenses,  under  this  assumption,  were  estimated  at  $27,851  per  annum. 

The  second  item  in  this  category  was  the  average  annual  net  depreciated 
cost  of  replacement,  which  was  based  on  a  cost  of  money  rate  of  6.21  per  cent. 
In  making  this  calculation,  allowance  was  made  for  the  fact  that  credit  had 
already  been  taken  for  the  cost  of  money  or  the  interest  on  the  net  salvage  of 
$232,500  which  would  be  received  if  the  Company  abandoned  the  line  and  took 
up  the  existing  trackage.  The  witness  said,  however,  that  if  the  Company  were 
forced  to  continue  the  operation  it  would  be  necessary  to  charge  periodic  salvage 
which  would  amount  to  only  $222,732.  He  concluded  that  if  the  Company  continued 
the  operation  they  would  have  the  value  of  $222,732  at  6.21  per  cent  rather  than 
the  higher  figure  of  $232,500  at  6.21  per  cent.  This  results  in  a  credit  of  $606 
per  annum. 

The  additional  expenses  of  continuing  the  line  in  operation  amount  to  $53,747 
per  annum,  and  when  this  is  added  to  the  previous  figure  of  $61,580  for  annual 
financial  improvement  it  makes  the  annual  long  term  betterment  from  abandonment 
$115,327.  The  witness  said  that  if  5  per  cent  were  used  in  lieu  of  6.21  per  cent 
for  cost  of  money,  the  figure  of  $115,327  would  be  reduced  to  $107,467.  This 
latter  figure  would  represent  the  financial  improvement  to  the  railway  if  the 
application  were  granted. 

The  witness  was  asked  by  his  Counsel  if  all  the  improvements  or  better- 
ments would  be  achieved  immediately.  He  said  *'No,  it  would  be  a  gradual  and 
continual  operation  where  the  depreciable  property  would  be  replaced  as  it 
reaches  the  end  of  its  useful  life.  This  would  come  at  periodic  intervals,  and 
under  the  method  of  accounting  that  is  practised  on  the  railway,  the  actual 
material  would  be  charged  to  the  accounts  and  would  be  depreciated  on  an  annual 
basis,  but  the  labour  of  doing  the  work  would  be  charged  to  the  maintenance 
account  of  the  year  in  which  it  was  incurred.'*  He  said  that  this  had  been  brought 
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to  a  uniform  annual  figure  in  use  in  the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures 
additional  expenses  shown  as  $27,851. 

The  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  asked  the  cost  witness  if  the  reduction 
that  would  result  in  Exhibit  17  from  $115,000  to  $107,000,  approximately,  was 
the  result  of  taking  5  per  cent  per  annum  as  the  rate  of  interest,  not  only  on  the 
annual  net  salvage  in  Exhibit  17  but  on  the  cost  of  money  in  Exhibit  16.  The 
witness  said  No,  that  it  only  applied  to  the  annual  net  salvage  value,  the  average 
annual  net  depreciated  cost,  the  items  at  the  bottom  of  Exhibit  No.  17.  The  cost 
of  money  item  in  Exhibit  16  was  a  unit  cost  that  had  been  calculated  by  the 
various  work  or  performance  units,  and  the  cost  of  money  portion  of  that  had 
been  based  on  6.21  per  cent.  He  did  not  have  available  the  basic  figures  on 
which  to  calculate  a  reduction  in  that  cost  of  money. 

The  respondents  did  not  cross-examine  on  the  cost  estimates,  having  made 
reference  to  a  thorough  investigation  by  the  economists  of  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment. The  Board,  however,  has  had  its  staff  examine  the  working  papers  of  the 
Railway  and  study  the  cost  estimates  as  has  been  our  practice  in  other  cases  of 
this  type.  As  a  result  of  that  study,  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  Judgment  in  this 
case,  I  have  made  reductions  in  some  of  the  expense  estimates. 

The  overhead  allowances  for  Superintendence  and  for  Traffic,  General  and 
Communications,  as  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  17,  were  estimated  to  total  $13,659. 
While  some  of  this  expense  was  said  to  vary  with  traffic  and  would  be  saved  in 
the  event  of  abandonment,  a  large  part  of  it  would  not  be  so  saved;  this  latter 
part  can  be  considered  avoidable  only  over  a  longer  period  of  time  and  associated 
with  more  than  this  one  proposed  curtailment  of  service.  The  evidence  has  not 
satisfied  me  that  a  direct  relationship  exists  between  a  major  part  of  the  over- 
head allowance  and  the  proposed  abandonment  of  the  Buctouche  Subdivision, 
and  I  have  reduced  the  estimate  by  $9,000. 

The  estimates  for  cost  of  money,  as  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  16,  were  based 
on  a  rate  of  6.21%  and  totalled  $5,062.  As  previously  noted,  the  cost  witness 
said  that  this  was  the  cost  of  servicing  the  debt  incurred  for  the  materials  and 
the  equipment  to  maintain  the  facilities  that  are  required  to  carry  on  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Railway.  The  calculation  of  the  estimates  was  based  on  the  operating 
units  including  freight  car  miles,  freight  car  days,  diesel  unit  miles,  train  miles 
and  gross  ton  miles.  While  this  method  is  suitable  for  some  costing  purposes, 
I  am  not  satisfied  that  it  produces  a  proper  estimate  of  the  annual  value  of 
materials  and  equipment  which  would  in  effect  be  salvaged  if  the  operation 
ceased.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  I  will  exclude  this  cost  of  money 
estimate  in  determining  avoidable  expenses  and  financial  improvement. 

The  effect  of  these  adjustments  is  to  reduce  the  avoidable  expenses,  as 
shown  in  Exhibit  No.  17,  from  $141,679  to  $127,617;  and  to  reduce  the  annual 
operating  loss  from  $47,141  to  $33,079. 
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While  I  am  satisfied  that  the  estimate  of  revenue,  as  submitted  by  the 
Company,  and  the  estimate  of  expense,  as  hereinbefore  adjusted,  are  reasonable 
for  the  year  1960-61,  I  considered  it  desirabJe  that  some  further  study  be  made 
of  the  revenues  for  the  years  1961-62  and  1962-63,  particularly  when  the  total 
carloads  in  1962-63  exceeded  those  for  1960-61.  The  result  of  this  study,  together 
with  data  provided  during  the  hearing,  is  summarized  below  in  terms  of  total 
carloads  in  and  out,  freight  revenues,  and  operating  losses  on  the  Buctouche 
Subdivision:

The  above  operating  results  are  generally  in  accord  with  railway  experience 
in  recent  years  in  that  when  traffic  is  higher,  revenues  and  expenses  normally 
increase.  On  occasion  the  expenses  may  increase  to  the  same  extent  or  even  to 
a  greater  extent  than  revenues.  In  either  case  there  may  be  little  or  no  reduction 
in  an  operating  loss.  In  the  year  1962-63  there  were  69  more  carloads  in  and  out 
of  the  Buctouche  Subdivision  than  in  the  year  1960-61;  the  freight  revenues 
increased  by  some  $6,000  and  the  estimated  operating  loss  was  reduced  by 
$3,000. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment  I  have  made  a  further  reduction  of  $3,000 
in  the  operating  loss  previously  found  to  be  $33,079;  I  have  reduced  it  to  $30,079. 
In  estimating  financial  improvement,  the  Company  added  to  the  operating  loss 
the  annual  value  of  net  salvage  which  has  been  calculated  as  6.21%  of  $232,500, 
or  $14,439.  I  have  substituted  a  rate  of  5%  for  6.21%  and  find  the  annual  value  of 
net  salvage  to  be  $11,625.  When  this  amount  is  added  to  the  operating  loss  of 
$30,079,  I  find  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  that  if  the  line  were  abandoned 
the  annual  financial  improvement  would  be  $41,704. 

Opposition  to  the  Application: 

Witnesses  called  on  behalf  of  the  area  affected,  stressed  the  fact  that  all 
appearances  were  for  a  substantial  increase  in  pulp  shipments  by  rail,  brought 
about  in  part  by  a  change  in  markets  and  a  consequent  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  pulp  that  had  in  the  past  been  shipped  by  water.  It  was  their  considered 
opinion  that  the  recent  upward  trend  in  rail  pulp  shipments  would  continue  to 
the  point  where  the  Buctouche  line  would  again  be  profitable. 
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On  the  other  side  of  the  ledger,  fears  were  expressed  that  the  abandonment 
of  the  line  could  conceivably  result  in  the  death  of  pulp  cutting  as  an  industry 
in  the  area.  Mr.  Euclide  Leger,  an  officer  of  Eastern  Wood  Products  Limited, 
at  St.  Anthony,  stated  that  abandonment  of  the  line  would  result  in  an  increase 
of  one  dollar  to  one  dollar  and  a  half  per  cord  haulage  charges,  and  as  pulpmills 
would  not  absorb  any  part  of  this  cost  it  would  result  in  the  pulp  cutter  receiving 
that  much  less  per  cord  delivered  at  roadside.  At  the  present  prices  of  $10.00 
per  cord  for  rough  pulpwood  and  $16.00  per  cord  for  sap-peeled  pulpwood,  it 
would  then  become  unprofitable  for  the  cutter  to  continue  production.  Mr.  Leger 
also  explained  in  some  detail  plans  his  Company  had  in  the  field  of  lumber 
production.  The  Company ^s  sawmill  had  burned  down  in  May  1963  and  is  being 
rebuilt.  Upon  resumption  of  sawmill  operations  it  was  his  Company's  hope  of 
attracting  markets  in  Ontario  and  Quebec  that  would  require  rail  transportation 
for  about  one-half  the  mill's  output  of  a  proposed  25,000  feet  of  lumber  per  day. 
Here  again  Mr.  Leger  stated  that  increased  haulage  costs  of  $3  or  more  per 
thousand  board  feet  of  lumber,  should  the  line  be  abandoned,  would  force  his 
Company  out  of  competitive  Ontario  and  Quebec  markets  and  thus  seriously 
curtail  or  perhaps  halt  entirely,  their  lumber  production. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  the  respondents  that  the  loss  of  the  line  could  adversely 
affect  agriculture  in  the  area,  as  limestone  and  fertilizer  would  consequently 
have  to  be  trucked  some  distance  at  additional  cost  to  the  farmers. 

Evidence  was  adduced  to  show  that  Kent  County,  throughout  which  this 
line  runs,  is  considered  to  be  a  so-called  '^depressed*'  area,  with  very  high 
unemployment  and  a  low  standard  of  wages  prevalent  in  the  area.  In  an  attempt 
to  combat  these  conditions  very  strong  efforts  were  being  made  to  encourage 
new  industries  to  establish  in  the  area.  So  far  these  efforts  had  resulted  in  the 
establishing  of  a  bottling  and  distillery  plant  and  a  paint  factory  in  Richibucto 
(served  by  another  branch  line),  and  the  prefabricated  housing  plant  in  Buctouche. 
With  regard  to  the  latter  establishment  in  Buctouche,  it  was  shown  that  little 
use  is  being  made  of  the  railway  at  present,  but  that  it  was  hoped  that  as  the 
plant  swung  into  increased  production,  the  railway  would  be  needed  for  the 
receiving  of  raw  materials  and  the  shipping  of  completed  units. 

It  was  the  general  feeling  that  the  presence  of  a  rail  line  was  a  vital  factor 
in  the  attraction  of  new  industries.  Should  the  line  go,  it  was  felt  that  hopes  of 
industrial  expansion  in  Kent  County  would  be  diminished  greatly. 

Counsel  for  the  respondents  was  very  critical  of  the  Railway's  failure  to 
retain  oil  and  petroleum  products  traffic  which  Imperial  Oil  Company  had  decided 
to  change  from  rail  to  truck  movement  to  their  installation  at  Buctouche  in 
1959.  It  was  intimated  that  the  Oil  Company's  decision  was  arrived  at  as  a 
result  of  becoming  aware  that  the  Buctouche  Subdivision  was  a  candidate  for 
abandonment.  However,  the  above  was  neither  confirmed  nor  denied. 
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Insofar  as  the  evidence  on  the  financial  situation  of  the  line  was  concerned, 
very  little  attempt  was  made  by  the  respondents  to  refute  or  in  any  way  modify 
it.  Early  in  the  proceedings  the  Railway  introduced  as  evidence  and  read  into 
the  record  a  letter  written  by  the  Honourable  Louis  Robichaud,  Premier  of  New 
Brunswick,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.  In  this  letter  the  Premier  stated,  inter 
alia  **Concerning  the  abandonment  of  train  service  between  Moncton  and  Buc- 
touche.  New  Brunswick,  the  economists  of  the  Provincial  Government  have 
made  a  thorough  study  of  the  matter  and  the  Government  is  of  the  opinion  that 
it  would  be  useless  to  oppose  the  decision  taken  by  the  authorities  of  Canadian 
National  Railways".  In  view  of  the  study  made  by  the  Provincial  Government, 
Mr.  Richard,  Counsel  for  the  Respondents,  declined  cross-examination  of  the 
Railway  cost  witness. 

Findings  and  Conclusions: 

As  has  been  stated  in  previous  cases,  the  Railway  Act  lays  down  no  prin- 
ciples upon  which  the  Board  should  act  in  deciding  whether  to  grant  or  refuse 
applications  for  abandonment  of  railway  lines.  The  Board  must,  then,  weigh  the 
loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  producers  and  shippers  consequent  upon  the 
abandonment,  against  the  burden  that  continued  operation  of  the  line  will  impose 
against  the  Railway. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  subsequent  to  the  action  of  Imperial  Oil  in 
July  1962  to  cease  shipping  oil  and  petroleum  products  by  rail,  with  a  consequent 
loss  to  the  line  of  some  80  to  90  carloads,  carloadings  for  1962-63  were  up 
substantially  over  previous  years.  While  this  may  be  explained  in  part  by  a 
diversion  in  that  period  of  some  pulpwood  from  ship  to  rail,  it  was  not  proven 
to  my  satisfaction  that  such  diversion  was  of  a  non-recurring  nature.  On  the 
basis  of  this  evidence,  it  would  appear  that  there  is  some  possibility  of  an 
increase  in  pulp  shipping  in  the  area  in  future  years. 

Taking  into  account  the  economic  condition  of  the  area,  and  the  fact  that 
the  loss  of  rail  services  would  impose  an  additional  burden  of  expense  on 
producers  required  to  use  other  means  of  transportation,  I  find  that  the  loss  and 
inconvenience  to  the  producers  and  shippers  consequent  upon  abandonment 
would  be  substantial.  Against  this,  of  course,  I  must  consider  an  annual  loss 
of  approximately  $1,000.00  per  mile  to  the  Railway  should  the  application  be 
refused. 

There  is  a  possibility  that  the  traffic  and  revenue  position  of  the  line  may 
improve  in  the  period  April/63  to  March/64  and  I  think  it  would  be  premature  to 
allow  it  to  be  abandoned  now.  I  would,  therefore,  not  allow  abandonment  at  this 
time.  I  consider  that  the  Board  should  stay  seized  of  the  application,  and  review 
it  after  the  results  for  the  period  April/63  -  March/64  become  known  to  the 
Board.  For  the  purposes  of  such  review  the  Applicant  should  furnish  to  the 
Board  details  of  traffic  carried  and  full  information  in  respect  of  revenues  and 
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expenses  in  the  operation  of  the  line  for  the  period  mentioned,  in  a  form  similar 
to  Exhibit  No.  17  reproduced  in  this  Judgment. 

In  the  circumstances  a  formal  order  is  not  necessary.

Par  leur  requete,  presentee  le  19  juillet  1962  en  vertu  de  I'article  168  de 
la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer,  les  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du  Canada  (ci-apres 
denommes  le  Chemin  de  fer)  ont  demande  la  permission  d 'abandonner  Sexploita- 
tion de  la  partie  de  leur  subdivision  de  Buctouche  comprise  entre  Buctouche 
Junction,  point  milliaire  0.25,  et  Buctouche,  point  milliaire  29.95,  soit  une 
distance  totale  de  29.70,  entierement  dans  la  province  du  Nouveau-Brunswick. 

Description  generale 

Cette  voie  suit  une  ligne  presque  droite  vers  Ife  nord  a  partir  de  son  point 
de  raccordement  a  la  subdivision  de  Springhill  du  Chemin  de  fer  a  Buctouche 
Junction  (point  milliaire  0.0  de  la  subdivision  de  Buctouche)  (point  milliaire 
122.3  de  la  subdivision  de  Springhill)  jusqu'a  son  terminus  a  Buctouche  (point 
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milliaire  29.95).  Les  25  centiemes  de  mille  qui  ne  sont  pas  compris  dans  la 
requete  se  trouvent  a  Textremite  sud,  et  le  Chemin  de  fer  desire  garder  ce 
tron<;:on  afin  de  desservir  des  voies  industrielles  avoisinantes. 

La  zone  desservie  par  cette  ligne  est,  pour  la  plus  grande  partie,  une  region 
a  cultures  mixtes;  elle  produit  aussi  une  quantite  considerable  de  bois  a  pate 
provenant  de  lots  boises  appartenant  a  des  particuliers.  On  y  coupe  egalement, 
un  peu  partout,  du  bois  de  charpente  et  des  arbres  de  Noel. 

La  ligne  dessert  six  petits  etablissements:  Irishtown,  au  point  milliaire  5.7; 
Scotch  Settlement,  au  point  milliaire  10.1;  MacDougall,  au  point  milliaire  13.3; 
Notre-Dame,  au  point  milliaire  17.0;  Saint-Antoine,  au  point  milliaire  21.6; 
McKee  Mills,  au  point  milliaire  25.8;  et  le  village  de  Buctouche,  au  point  milli- 
aire 29.9.  Le  seul  agent  de  gare  de  la  ligne  se  trouve  a  Buctouche  et  un  gardien 
est  employe  a  Saint-Antoine. 

Cette  zone  est  desservie  par  de  bonnes  routes  secondaires,  qui  sontouvertes 
toute  I'annee.  La  route  n^  31,  parallele  au  chemin  de  fer,  passe  a  une  faible 
distance  de  celui-ci  et  est  entierement  asphaltee  de  Moncton  a  Saint-Antoine. 
Le  village  de  Buctouche  est  desservi  par  la  route  n^  11,  qui  est  egalement 
asphaltee. 

Buctouche  est  situe  sur  le  detroit  de  Northumberland  et  possede  un  bon 
havre  et  des  installations  de  quai.  Des  navires  cotiers  et  oceaniques  prennent 
des  chargements  de  bois  a  pate  dans  ce  port.  La  K.C.  Irving  Company  y  a  une 
installation  d'entreposage  en  vrac  de  mazout  et  d 'essence,  alimentee  par  des 
petroliers. 

Caracteristiques  physiques  de  la  ligne 

Dans  I'ensemble,  I'etat  de  la  subdivision  est  assez  bon,  sauf  que  les  cinq 
ponts  en  acier  de  la  ligne  auront,  pour  la  plupart,  besoin  d'etre  repares  et  ren- 
forces  dans  un  avenir  tres  prochain.  En  particulier,  au  pont  en  acier  du  point 
milliaire  29.3,  la  vitesse  est  limitee  en  tout  temps  a  5  milles  a  I'heure  pour  les 
locomotives  de  ia  classe  ER  6a,  les  plus  lourdes  qui  soient  autorisees  a  I'utili- 
ser.  Ce  pont  devra  etre  renforce  a  breve  echeance. 

Les  rails  de  cette  ligne  ont  un  poids  variant  entre  56  livres  et  100  livres 
par  verge  et  sont,  pour  la  plupart,  en  pietre  etat.  Les  traverses  sont  presque 
toutes  traitees  et  leur  etat  varie  d'assez  bon  a  bon;  le  ballast,  fait  en  partie 
de  ballast  tout  venant  et,  pour  le  reste,  d'escarbilles,  est  en  general  mediocre. 
La  Vitesse  maximum  permise  sur  cette  ligne  est  de  20  milles  a  Theure.  La  ligne 
comporte  en  tout  23  passages  a  niveau  de  voies  routieres. 

Services  de  trains 

Le  service  de  trains  est  assure  suivant  les  besoins,  ordinairement  le  jeudi, 
de  Moncton  a  Buctouche,  aller  et  retour.  II  n'existe  pas  de  service  de  voyageurs. 
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Wagonnees  partielles  et  messogeries 

Le  service  d'expedition  en  wagonnees  partielles  et  le  service  de  message- 
ries  sont  assures  par  camions  jusqu'a  Buctouche,  cinq  jours  par  semaine,  et  un 
camion  de  transport  de  wagonnees  partielles  dessert  Irishtown,  Notre-Dame  et 
Saint-Antoine  trois  jours  par  semaine,  Le  Chemin  de  fer  n'a  pas  Fintention  de 
modifier  ces  services. 

Autres  moyens  de  transport 

Etant  donne  le  bon  reseau  de  routes  secondaires  de  la  region,  un  service 
assure  par  des  compagnies  de  camionnage  dans  cette  partie  de  la  province  ne 
creerait  pas  de  problemes  particuliers,  mais  entrafnerait  des  frais  supplementaires 
pour  certains  expediteurs  et  destinataires. 

Consequences  pour  ies  employes  du  Chemin  de  fer 

L' abandon  de  la  ligne  en  question  entrafnerait  le  deplacement  d*un  chef 
cantonnier,  de  trois  cantonniers,  d*un  agent  et  d'un  gardien.  Ces  employes,  a 
^exception  du  gardien,  pourraient  exercer  leurs  droits  d'anciennete  ailleurs. 
Les  employes  du  service  de  trains  ne  seraient  pas  tres  touches,  vu  que  le 
travail  sur  cette  subdivision  fait  partie  d'autres  taches  qui  ne  subiraient  pas 
de  modifications  si  Tautorisation  d'abandon  etait  accordee. 

Situation  financiere  de  la  Compagnie 

Le  gerant  des  ventes  du  service-marchandises  de  la  region  des  Maritimes  a 
temoigne  relativement  aux  recettes  de  la  Compagnie  afferentes  a  la  subdivision 
de  Buctouche.  L'ingenieur  des  projets  speciaux  a  par  la  suite  fait  une  deposi- 
tion relative  aux  depenses.  Le  temoin  dont  la  deposition  concernait  les  recettes 
a  declare  que  les  marchandises  expediees  consistent  surtout  en  bois  a  pate  et 
qu'il  se  fait  egalement  des  expeditions  d*arbres  de  Noel  et  de  bois  de  charpente. 
Les  marchandises  regues  consistent  en  general  en  materiaux  de  construction, 
engrais  chimiques,  pierre  a  chaux  moulue,  patees,  farine  et  produits  des  grains. 
II  s*est  produit  une  baisse  marquee  des  recettes  provenant  des  produits  du 
petrole  vu  que  les  compagnies  petrolieres  utilisent  maintenant  un  autre  mode  de 
transport.  Contre-interroge  par  I'avocat  des  repondants,  le  temoin  a  declare  ne 
pas  savoir  pourquoi  les  compagnies  petrolieres  avaient  decide  d'avoir  recours 
aux  camions  au  lieu  du  chemin  de  fer  pour  leurs  expeditions.  II  a  egalement 
declare  qu'il  n'avait  eu  connaissance  d'aucun  releve  recent  du  transport  du  bois 
a  pate  ou  des  arbres  de  Noel.

De  1950  a  1962-1963,  le  nombre  de  wagonnees  re9ues  a  baisse  et  le  nombre 
des  wagonnees  expediees  a  fluctue,  ayant  ete  presque  aussi  eleve  en  1962-1963 
qu'en  1950.  Cette  variation  a  fait  Tobjet  d'un  examen  attentif  de  la  part  de 
Tavocat  des  repondants  au  cours  du  contte-interrogatoire  qu'il  a  fait  subir  aux 
temoins  de  la  Compagnie.  Les  deux  parties  ont  fait  des  depositions  au  sujet  du 
transport,  a  compter  de  juillet  1962,  de  quelque  230  wagonnees  de  bois  a  pate 
qu*on  a  dit  avoir  ete  transportees  par  chemin  de  fer  parce  que  le  depart  de 
certains  navires  qui  normalement  auraient  pris  ce  bois  avait  ete  contremande. 
Des  depositions  importantes  ont  egalement  ete  faites  au  sujet  de  previsions 
concernant  du  trafic  nouveau  qui  pourrait  etre  transporte  dans  la  region. 

Une  usine  de  maisons  prefabriquees  recemment  ouverte  a  Buctouche  pourrait 
deyenir  une  source  de  nouveau  trafic,  mais  1 'importance  de  cette  source  de  trafic 
dependra  de  la  situation  du  march^  car,  selon  les  depositions,  les  elements 
prefabriques  qui  seront  livres  a  moins  de  300  milles  de  Buctouche  seront  trans- 
portes  par  camion,  tandis  que  ceux  qui  seront  destines  a  des  endroits  plus 
eloignes  seront  peut-etre  expediees  par  chemin  de  fer.  Certaines  matieres  pre- 
mieres arrivent  a  cette  usine  par  chemin  de  fer. 

Le  temoin  de  la  Compagnie  qui  a  fait  une  deposition  concernant  le  prix  de 
revient  a  declare  qu'en  1950  les  recettes  brutes  ont  ^te  de  $114,190  et  les 
depenses,  de  $112,467,  ce  qui  a  donne  un  profit  de  $1,723.  En  1954,  les  recettes 
avaient  baisse  a  $105,960  tandis  que  les  depenses  atteignaient  $153,325,  ce 
qui  se  traduisait  par  une  perte  nette  de  $47,365  pour  cette  annee.  En  1954,  a  la 
suite  d'une  etude  de  la  situation,  il  fut  decide  de  discontinuer  le  service  de 
trains  de  voyageurs  et  de  diriger  les  expeditions  en  wagonnees  partielles  et  les 
messageries  vers  le  transport  par  route. 

Cependant,  la  situation  ne  s'ameliora  pas  et  une  etude  de  la  periode  s*eten- 
dant  d'avril  1960  a  mars  1961  revelait  que  les  depenses  avaient  diminue  d'environ 
$12,000,  s'etablissant  a  $141,679,  mais  que  les  recettes  brutes,  d'autre  part, 
avaient  baisse  a  $94,538,  ce  qui  donnait  encore  une  perte  nette  d'environ  $47,000. 
Ces  chiffres  figurent  a  la  piece  17,  qui  est  reproduite  ci-apres.  La  Compagnie  a 
egalement  presente  une  analyse  des  depenses  variables,  piece  nO  16  reproduite 
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ci-dessous.  J'ai  rapporte  a  la  suite  de  ces  deux  tableaux  les  explications  du 
temoin  et  j'ai  indique  les  corrections  que  je  ferais  a  certains  elements  de 
depenses  pour  les  fins  du  jugement  dans  la  cause  a  Tetude.

Le  temoin  a  explique  que  les  depenses  variables  etaient  les  depenses  dont 
les  fluctuations,  a  ce  qu^on  avait  constate  a  la  suite  d'une  etude  detaillee, 
etaient  en  rapport  direct  avec  celles  de  la  quantite  de  trafic.  Vis-a-vis  cheque 
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categoric  de  depenses  figurent  le  titre  et  le  numero  des  comptes  de  la  classifica- 
tion uniforme  sur  lesquels  ces  depenses  ont  ete  imputees. 

La  premiere  categorie  de  depenses  variables,  celle  des  depenses  afferentes 
aux  wagons  a  marchandises,  comprend  les  frais  d'entretien  du  materiel  a  mar- 
chandises  utilise  pour  la  manutention  du  trafic  a  destination  ou  en  provenance 
de  la  subdivision  de  Buctouche,  tant  d'atelier  que  de  reparation  courante.  EUe 
comprend  les  frais  de  graissage,  ainsi  que  la  depreciation  des  wagons  fondee 
sur  la  valeur  et  le  type  des  wagons  utilises  dans  le  service.  Les  depenses  de 
cette  categorie  se  sont  elevees  a  $9,968  pour  la  periode  allant  du  l®""  avril  1960 
au  31  mars  1961.  Sur  ce  chiffre,  $672  sont  imputables  aux  operations  de  la  ligne 
et  $9,296  aux  operations  etrangeres  a  la  ligne.  Pour  la  determination  des  depen- 
ses afferentes  aux  wagons  a  marchandises,  il  a  fallu  retracer  le  deplacement  de 
tons  les  wagons  utilises  dans  la  subdivision  de  Buctouche,  soit  pour  aller 
chercher,  soit  pour  livrer  les  materiaux,  le  parcours  de  ces  wagons,  le  poids 
et  la  designation  des  denrees  qu'ils  ont  transportees  et  le  genre  de  wagons;  les 
depenses  ont  ete  calculees  d^apres  ces  donnees. 

Les  depenses  trains-milles  comprennent  les  depenses  afferentes  a  la  regula- 
tion des  trains,  laquelle  comporte  la  signalisation,  I'enclenchement  et  le  dis- 
patching, ainsi  que  les  autres  depenses  des  services  de  trains  comme  celles 
qui  concernent  les  pavilions,  les  fusees,  les  lampes,  les  torpilles,  les  outils 
et  le  nettoyage  des  wagons.  Elles  comprennent  egalement  Texploitation  et 
I'entretien  des  stations  de  prise  d'eau  et  de  ravitaillement  en  combustible.  Les 
depenses  globales  des  trains-milles  s^elevent  a  $2,355,  dont  $1,326  afferentes 
a  la  ligne  et  $1,029,  etrangeres  a  la  ligne. 

Les  depenses  diesels-milles  comprennent  I'entretien  et  la  depreciation  des 
locomotives  diesels  utilisees  pour  le  deplacement  du  trafic.  Les  depenses 
globales  dans  ce  cas-ci  s'elevent  a  $6,606,  dont  $3,355  sont  imputables  a  la 
ligne  et  .$3,251  sont  etrangeres  a  la  ligne. 

Les  frais  de  manoeuvres  de  triage  representent  le  cout  de  Taiguillage  des 
wagons  dans  les  differentes  gares  de  triage  par  lesquelles  ils  passent,  leur 
deplacement  vers  les  voies  de  reparation  et  les  bascules,  les  mouvements 
d'aiguillage  autres  que  les  mouvements  des  trains  sur  la  ligne.  Le  calcul  en 
a  ete  fait  d'apres  le  nombre  d'aiguillages  ou  d*apres  le  nombre  de  minutes 
d'aiguillage  necessaires  a  I'execution  des  differentes  operations  de  triage,  de 
pesage  ou  autres  et  le  cout  de  I'execution  de  ce  service  dans  les  differentes 
cours  de  triage  par  lesquelles  les  wagons  ont  passe.  Ces  depenses  s'elevent 
a  $6,880.  Tout  I'aiguillage  a  ete  effectue  en  dehors  de  la  subdivision  de  Buc- 
touche; par  consequent,  il  n'y  a  pas  eu  de  depenses  applicables  a  la  ligne. 

Le  cout  des  tonnes-milles  brutes  comprend  I'entretien  de  la  voie  et  la 
depreciation  des  biens  ferroviaires  hors  de  la  ligne.  L'etude  a  revele  que,  sur 
les  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux,  40  p.  100  environ  de  I'ensemble  des  depenses 
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d'entretien  de  la  voie  varient  avec  le  tonnage  manutentionne  et  le  rapport  entre 
ces  40  p.  TOO  qui  sont  variables  et  le  nombre  global  de  tonnes-milles  nous 
fournit  un  cout  unitaire  par  tonne-mille  brute.  La  partie  des  frais  d'entretien  de 
la  voie  attribuable  aux  mouvements  du  trafic  a  destination  ou  en  provenance  de 
la  subdivision  de  Buctouche  represente  $2,635. 

Les  frais  de  dispatching  des  unites  diesels  representent  le  cout  de  la 
preparation  des  unites  diesels  pour  les  parcours  des  trains  et  comprennent  les 
frais  de  rotonde  et  les  fournitures  de  locomotive  necessaires  a  ces  unites 
diesels.  Dans  ce  cas-ci,  les  depenses  de  dispatching  des  unites  diesels  affe- 
rentes  a  la  ligne  ont  ete  de  $726  et  les  depenses  etrangeres  a  la  ligne,  de  $432. 

Les  depenses  de  gare  et  de  regulation  ont  trait  a  la  regulation  des  trains, 
c'est-a-dire  au  temps  passe  a  la  gare  de  la  ligne  et  aux  autres  gares  de  la 
subdivision,  au  temps  employe  a  donner  les  ordres  relatifs  aux  trains  et  a  exe- 
cuter  les  diverses  operations  relatives  au  deplacement  des  trains;  elles  com- 
prennent les  frais  engages  pour  repartir  les  wagons,  tenir  compte  de  leurs 
deplacements  et  les  fournir;  elles  comprennent  les  elements  applicables  des 
depenses  de  gare  comme  la  facturation  et  tout  autre  travail  que  les  agents 
doivent  faire  relativement  a  ce  trafic.  Dans  le  cas  qui  nous  occupe,  elles  se 
sont  elevees  a  $1,508. 

Les  salaires  sont  etablis  d'apres  les  fiches  de  temps  du  personnel  des 
trains  exploites,  et  comportent  un  supplement  pour  les  vacances,  le  temps 
perdu,  Tassurance-chomage,  la  sante,  le  bien-etre  et  les  pensions.  La  partie 
de  ces  depenses  afferente  a  la  ligne  est  de  $5,414  et  la  partie  etrangere  a  la 
ligne,  de  S3, 138. 

Les  depenses  de  combustible  representent  le  cout  du  combustible  neces- 
saire  au  deplacement  ou  a  la  manutention  du  trafic  transporte.  Ces  depenses  se 
sont  elevees  a  $131  pour  la  ligne  et  a  $937  hors  de  la  ligne. 

Les  frais  de  surveillance  sont  la  partie  applicable  des  traitements  du 
personnel,  des  depenses  de  bureau,  des  frais  de  fournitures  et  de  materiel  de 
bureau,  et  des  traitements  des  fonctionnaires  charges  de  Tentretien  direct  du 
chemin  de  fer,  de  I'entretien  direct  du  materiel  du  chemin  de  fer,  et  qui  se 
trouvent  dans  les  services  de  transport  du  Chemin  de  fer.  II  s*agit  d'une  propor- 
tion de  frais  generaux  qui  s'eleve  dans  le  cas  present  a  $2,459,  dont  $717  sont 
applicables  a  la  ligne  et  $1,742  sont  etrangers  a  la  ligne. 

Les  depenses  classees  sous  Trafic,  Generalites  et  Communications  sont 
aussi  une  proportion  des  frais  generaux  et  comprennent  les  frais  d'entretien  et 
d'exploitation  du  reseau  de  communications  du  chemin  de  fer,  les  depenses  des 
fonctionnaires  et  de  leur  personnel  directement  charges  de  l*obtention  du  trafic- 
marchandises,  les  cotisations  aux  organisations,  la  publicite  et  autres  elements 
des  depenses  engagees  par  le  Chemin  de  fer  pour  obtenir  du  trafic.  Elles  com- 
prennent la  partie  applicable  des  traitements  des  fonctionnaires  des  services 
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generaux,  des  frais  juridiques  et  autres  frais  d 'administration  de  la  compagnie. 
Ces  depenses  s'elevent  dans  le  cas  present  a  $2,374,  dont  $775  sont  applicables 
a  la  ligne  et  $1,599,  sont  etrangeres  a  la  ligne. 

Le  prix  de  I'argent  est  le  service  de  la  dette  contractee  pour  obtenir  les 
mat^riaux  et  le  materiel  necessaires  au  maintien  des  installations  requises  pour 
la  poursuite  des  operations  du  Chemin  de  fer.  Ce  prix  a  ete  lvalue  d'apres  les 
differents  Elements  de  depense  deja  exposes  et  il  s'eleve  a  $506  pour  la  ligne 
et  a  $4,556  hors  de  la  ligne,  soit  un  total  de  $5,062. 

Les  depenses  afferentes  aux  installations  en  commun  se  rapportent  a  la 
manutention  de  27  wagons  de  marchandises  sur  le  trongon  commun  deFredericton- 
Vanceboro  au  cout  de  $39.26  par  wagon,  soit  une  somme  totale  de  $1,060  que  le 
National-Canadien  a  versee  au  Facifique-Canadien. 

Les  depenses  pour  service  de  trahsbordement  se  rapportent  a  une  wagonnee 
d'engrais  chimiques  a  destination  de  la  subdivision  de  Buctouche  qui  a  ete 
transportee  par  le  transbordeur  de  Borden-Tormentine.  II  y  avait  40  tonnes  dans 
le  wagon  et  le  transport  a  bord  du  transbordeur  a  coute  $7. 

Au  total,  les  depenses  variables  afferentes  a  la  ligne  se  sont  elevees  a 
$13,622  et  les  depenses  etrangeres  a  la  ligne,  a  $38,070,  soit  un  montant  global 
de  $51,692  pour  les  depenses  variables. 

Le  temoin  qui  deposait  au  sujet  des  depenses  a  alors  entrepris  de  d^crire 
la  piece  intitulee:  Sommaire  des  recettes  et  des  depenses.  II  a  declare  que  les 
chiffres  des  recettes  indiquant  du  transport  de  marchandises  pour  $93,343, 
ainsi  que  les  autres  elements  de  recettes  figurant  dans  cet  etat,  provenaient 
de  la  piece  deposee  anterieurement  par  le  temoin  pour  les  recettes. 

Passant  alors  a  la  rubrique  Depenses  evitables,  il  a  explique  qu*il  s'agit 
des  depenses  qui  seraient  evitees  si  la  Compagnie  pouvait  abandonner  la  ligne 
et  discontinuer  son  exploitation  jusqu'a  Buctouche.  Ces  depenses  comprennent 
les  depenses  fixes  de  la  ligne,  les  depenses  variables  de  la  ligne  et  les  depenses 
variables  totales,  ainsi  qu'une  proportion  des  frais  generaux. 

Les  depenses  fixes  de  la  ligne  comprennent  trois  postes,  dont  le  premier 
est  I'entretien  de  la  voie  et  des  ouvrages.  II  s'agit  du  cout  annuel  d'entretien 
de  la  voie  et  des  ouvrages  entre  Buctouche  Junction  et  Buctouche.  Ces  depenses 
comprennent  les  depenses  de  personnel:  cantonniers,  employes  supplementaires, 
equipes  affectees  aux  ponts  et  batiments  de  la  ligne,  les  depenses  de  materiaux 
utilises  par  ces  employes,  le  cout  d'exploitation  des  trains  de  travaux,  le  de- 
neigement  et  le  prix  de  Pargent  necessaire  a  1 'achat  des  materiaux,  des  outils 
et  du  materiel  de  travail  requis  pour  le  maintien  des  installations.  Elles  com- 
prennent egalement  les  supplements  pour  les  vacances,  le  temps  perdu,  Fassu- 
rance-chomage,  les  pensions,  la  sante  et  le  bien-etre  et,  dans  le  cas  en  cause, 
le  total  s'eleve  a  $47,051.  Le  temoin  a  declare  que  ces  depenses  etaient  les 
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depenses  reellement  faites  par  le  Chemin  de  fer  au  cours  de  la  periode  allant 
du  ler  avril  1960  au  31  mars  1961. 

Le  deuxieme  poste  au  chapitre  des  depenses  fixes  de  la  ligne  a  trait  a  la 
depreciation  des  biens  ferroviaires  et  represente  le  montant  qui  doit  etre  mis  de 
cote  chaque  annee  en  vue  du  remplacement  des  biens  sujets  a  depreciation  dans 
la  subdivision  de  Buctouche,  ces  imputations  etant  fondees  sur  les  taux  d'amor- 
tissement  approuves  par  la  Commission  en  vertu  de  la  Classification  uniforme 
des  comptes.  Le  calcul  de  Tamortissement  a  donne  la  somme  de  $27,900  par 
annee. 

Le  troisieme  poste  deii  depenses  fixes  de  la  ligne  a  trait  aux  depenses  de 
gare.  Ces  depenses  comprennent  les  salaires  de  1 'agent  de  Buctouche  et  du 
gardien  de  Saint-Antoine,  le  cout  du  combustible  et  de  I'electricite  a  la  gare  de 
Buctouche  ainsi  que  diverses  depenses  pour  les  fournitures  et  le  materiel  de 
gare.  Les  salaires  comprennent  egalement  un  supplement  pour  le  temps  perdu, 
les  pensions  et  autres  elements.  Au  total,  ces  depenses  sont  de  $6,210. 

Les  deux  postes  du  chapitre  des  depenses  variables  de  la  ligne,  c*est-a-dire 
les  salaires  des  employes  et  le  combustible,  ont  ete  tires  directement  de  la 
partie  de  la  piece  precedente  qui  a  trait  a  la  ligne  et  s'elevent  a  $5,414  pour 
les  salaires  et  a  $131  pour  le  combustible.  On  obtient  un  total  de  $86,706  en 
depenses  evitables. 

Le  groupe  suivant  des  depenses  evitables,  a  ete  intitule:  Depenses  variables 
et  ces  depenses  sont  reparties  proportionnellement  comme  il  suit:  $6,585  pour 
les  depenses  afferentes  a  la  ligne  et  $34,729  pour  les  depenses  etrangeres  a 
la  ligne.  Le  temoin  a  declare  que  le  chiffre  de  $6,585  avait  ete  obtenu  en  prenant 
le  montant  de  $13,622  de  la  colonne  1  de  la  piece  n^  16,  et  en  deduisant  de  ce 
montant  le  salaire  des  employes  ($5,414),  les  depenses  de  combustible  ($131), 
la  partie  applicable  des  frais  de  surveillance  ($717)  et  des  depenses  afferentes 
au  compte  Trafic,  Generalites  et  Communication  ($775).  En  soustrayant  ces 
sommes  du  montant  de  $13,622  de  la  piece  16,  on  arrive  au  chiffre  de  $6,585 
qui  apparait  a  la  piece  n^  17. 

Le  temoin  a  explique  que  le  chiffre  suivant,  $34,729,  qui  est  celui  des 
depenses  variables  etrangeres  a  la  ligne,  a  ete  obtenu  d'une  maniere  similaire, 
soit  en  soustrayant  du  chiffre  $38,070  de  la  piece  16  les  frais  de  surveillance 
($1,742)  et  les  depenses  afferentes  au  compte  Trafic,  Generalites  et  Communica- 
tions ($1,599).  Ces  deux  chiffres,  $6,585  et  $34,729,  donnent  un  total  de  $41,314 
pour  les  depenses  variables. 

La  derniere  categorie  des  depenses  evitables  concerne  la  proportion  des 
frais  generaux.  Le  total  de  $7,543  pour  la  surveillance  provient  de  Taddition  du 
montant  de  $717  afferent  a  la  ligne  et  du  montant  de  $1,742  etranger  a  la  ligne 
de  la  piece  16,  ainsi  que  d'un  montant  de  $5,084,  resultant  du  calcul  des  depen- 
ses d*entretien  de  la  voie. 
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La  proportion  des  frais  generaux  du  compte  Trafic,  Generalites  et  Commu- 
nications, au  montant  de  $6,116,  comprend  le  chiffre  de  $775  applicable  a  la 
ligne  et  le  chiffre  de  $1,599  etranger  a  la  ligne,  lesquels  sont  tires  de  la  piece 
16,  et  auxquels  ont  ete  ajoutees  une  proportion  pour  le  maintien  de  la  voie  de 
$3,333  et  une  proportion  de  depenses  de  gare  de  $409.  Le  total  de  la  proportion 
des  frais  generaux  s*etablit  a  $13,659. 

Le  total  des  depenses  evitables  est  de  $141,679,  ce  qui,  les  recettes 
totales  s*etablissant  a  $94,538,  indique  une  perte  d'exploitation  annuelle  de 
$47,141. 

En  plus  d'eviter  une-  perte  d'exploitation  annuelle  de  $47,141,  les  chemins 
de  fer  Nationaux  pourraient,  si  la  permission  d'abandonner  la  ligne  leur  etait 
accordee,  effectuer  une  recuperation  nette  de  $232,500  sur  les  biens  de  la 
subdivision.  La  Compagnie  pounait  realiser  cette  somme  en  vendant  les  mate- 
riaux  recuperes,  ou  bien  1 'abandon  pourrait  etre  considere  comme  degageant  la 
Compagnie  de  I'obligation  d'emprunter  $232,500,  au  taux  annuel  de  6.21  p.  100 
(prix  de  1 'argent),  soit  $14,439  par  annee.  Si  nous  ajoutons  ce  montant  a  la 
perte  d'exploitation  annuelle  de  $47,141,  I'amelioration  financiere  annuelle 
globale  qui  resulterait  de  I'abandon  serait  de  $61,580.  Le  temoin  a  declare  que  si 
,  le  taux  etait  de  5  p.  100  au  lieu  de  6.21  p.  100,  le  chiffre  de  $14,439  serait 
reduit  a  $11,625. 

Le  dernier  groupe  de  depenses  concerne  les  depenses  supplementaires  si 
la  ligne  n'est  pas  abandonnee,  c'est-a-dire  les  depenses  que  le  Chemin  de  fer 
aurait  a  engager  s'il  etait  oblige  de  continuer  a  exploiter  la  ligne.  Ces  depenses 
comprennent  I'entretien  supplementaire  qui  serait  necessaire  pour  que  la  ligne 
reponde  aux  exigences  du  trafic  et  au  genre  de  force  motrice  utilisee  et  le  prix 
de  I'argent  qu'il  faudrait  investir  dans  cette  ligne  si  elle  devait  etre  exploitee 
indefiniment.  Les  depenses  supplementaires  d'entretien  de  la  voie  et  des 
ouvrages  qui  s'imposeraient  dans  une  telle  eventualite  ont  ete  estimees  a  $27,851 
par  annee. 

Le  second  poste  de  cette  categorie  concerne  la  moyenne  annuelle  du  cout 
net  d'amortissement  en  vue  du  remplacement,  etabli  d'apres  le  prix  de  I'argent 
au  taux  de  6.21  p.  100.  Dans  ce  calcul,  il  a  ete  tenu  compte  du  fait  que  le  prix 
de  I'argent  ou  les  interets  sur  la  recuperation  nette  de  $232,500  que  la  Compa- 
gnie recevrait  si  elle  abandonnait  la  ligne  et  enlevait  les  voies  ferrees  actuelles, 
avait  deja  ete  pris  en  consideration.  Cependant,  le  temoin  a  declare  que  si  la 
Compagnie  etait  forcee  de  continuer  Sexploitation,  il  y  aurait  lieu  de  debiter 
la  recuperation  periodique,  laquelle  ne  s'eleverait  qu'a  $222,732.  II  a  conclu 
que  si  la  Compagnie  continuait  Sexploitation,  elle  aurait  une  valeur  de  $222,732 
a  6,21  p.  100  au  lieu  de  la  valeur  plus  elevee  de  $232,500  a  6.21  p.  100,  soit 
un  montant  crediteur  annuel  de  $606. 
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Les    depenses   supplementaires  qui   seraient   necessaires   pour  continuer 
rexploitation  de  la  ligne  s'elevent  a  $53,747  par  annee;  si  l*on  ajoute  ce  montant 
au  chiffre  mentionne  de  $61,580,  representant  I'ameiioration  financiere  annuelle,  j 
nous  arrivons  au  chiffre  de  $115,327  pour  ^amelioration  financiere  annuelle  a  i 
long  terme  qui  resulterait  de  Tabandon.  Le  temoin  a  declare  que  si  le  prix  de 
I'argent  etait  calcule  a  5  p.  100  au  lieu  de  6.21  p.  100,  le  chiffre  de  $115,327  \ 
serait  reduit  a  $107,467.  Ce  dernier  montant  repr^senterait  ^amelioration  finan-  j 
ciere  qui  resulterait  pour  le  chemin  de  fer  si  la  requete  etait  accordee. 

A  la  question  que  lui  posait  son  avocat  afin  de  savoir  si  toutes  les  amelio-  i 
rations  seraient  realisees  immediatement,  le  temoin  a  repondu:  *'Non.  Ce  serait 
un  procede  graduel  et  continu  vu  que  les  biens  sujets  a  depreciation  seraient 
remplaces  a  mesure  qu*ils  atteindraient  la  fin  de  leur  vie  utile.  Ceci  se  produirait 
a  des  intervalles  periodiques,  et  selon  la  methode  de  comptabilite  suivie  par  le 
Chemin  de  fer,  les  biens  seraient  imputes  aux  comptes  et  amortis  selon  une 
base  annuelle,  mais  la  main-d'oeuvre  necessaire  a  Taccomplissement  du  travail 
serait  debitee  au  compte  d'entretien  de  Tannee  durant  laquelle  se  feraient  les 
travaux.*'  II  a  declare  que  cette  operation  avait  ete  ramenee  a  un  chiffre  annuel 
uniforme  utilise  dans  les  depenses  supplementaires  d'entretien  de  la  voie  et  des 
ouvrages,  soit  $27,851. 

Le  Commissaire  en  chef  adjoint  a  demande  au  temoin  pour  les  depenses  si 
la  reduction  en  question  des  chiffres  de  la  piece  17,  de  $115,000  a  $107,000 
environ,  resulterait  du  fait  de  prendre  5  p.  100  par  annee  pour  taux  d'interet  non 
seulement  sur  la  recuperation  nette  annuelle  apparaissant  dans  la  piece  17  mais 
aussi  sur  le  prix  de  I'argent  inscrit  dans  la  piece  16.  Le  temoin  a  repondu 
negativement  et  il  a  explique  que  ce  chiffre  ne  s'appliquait  qu'a  la  valeur  nette 
annuelle  de  recuperation,  a  la  moyenne  annuelle  du  cout  net  d'amortissement,  ; 
postes  qui  figurent  au  bas  de  la  piece  n^  17.  Le  poste  Prix  de  I'argent  de  la 
piece  16  est  un  cout  unitaire  qui  a  ete  calcule  au  moyen  des  differentes  unites  de  ; 
travail  ou  de  rendement  et  la  partie  relative  au  prix  de  I'argent  a  ete  calculee 
au  taux  de  6.21  p.  100.  II  ne  possedait  pas  les  chiffres  de  base  pour  calculer 
une  reduction  du  prix  de  I'argent. 

Les  repondants  n'ont  pas  procede  a  un  contre-interrogatoire  sur  les  couts  ; 

estimatifs,  se  contentant  de  mentionner  une  enquete  approfondie  des  economistes  j 

du   gouvernement  provincial.  Cependant,   la  Commission  a  fait  faire  par  son  | 

personnel  un  examen  des  documents  de  travail  du  Chemin  de  fer  ainsi  qu'une  ; 

etude  des  couts  estimatifs,  comme  elle  a  I'habitude  de  le  faire  dans  les  cas  ^ 
de  ce  genre.  Par  suite  de  cette  etude  et  pour  les  fins  du  present  jugement,  j'ai 
reduit  certaines  depenses  estimatives. 

La  proportion  des  frais  generaux  au  compte  Surveillance  et  au  compte  Trafic, 
Generalites  et  Communications,  dans  la  piece  n^  17,  a  ete  estimee  a  un  total 
de  $13,659.  Bien  que  certaines  de  ces  depenses  soient  de  celles  qui  varient 
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suivant  le  trafic  et  qui  par  consequent  seraient  eliminees  en  cas  d^abandon,  les 
autres,  soit  une  grande  partie  de  ces  depenses,  ne  seraient  pas  ainsi  eliminees 
car  elles  ne  peuvent  etre  considerees  comme  des  depenses  evitables  que  sur  une 
periode  de  temps  plus  longue  et  par  rapport  a  une  reduction  de  service  plus 
considerable  que  celle  qui  est  proposee.  Les  depositions  ne  m'ont  pas  convaincu 
qu*il  existe  un  rapport  direct  entre  la  majeure  partie  de  la  proportion  des  frais 
generaux  et  I'abandon  projete  de  la  subdivision  de  Buctouche;  j'ai  done  reduit 
I'estimation  de  $9,000. 

L 'estimation  du  prix  de  I'argent  figurant  a  la  piece  n^  16  est  etablie  d*'aprds 
un  taux  de  6.21  p.  100,  ce  qui  donne  un  total  de  $5,062.  Comme  il  a  deja  ete 
mentionn^,  le  t^moin  pour  les  depenses  a  affirm^  que  c'etait  le  cout  du  service 
de  la  dette  contractee  pour  obtenir  les  materiaux  et  le  materiel  n^cessaires  au 
maintien  des  installations  dont  le  Chimin  de  fer  a  besoin  pour  poursuivre  ses 
operations.  Cette  estimation  a  et6  calcul^e  d'apr^s  les  unites  d'exploitation,  y 
compris  les  wagons-milles-marchandises,  les  jours-wagons-marchandises,  les 
unites  diesels-milles,  les  trains-milles  et  les  tonnes-milles  brutes.  Bien  que 
cette  methode  convienne  a  I'etablissement  de  certains  prix  de  revient,  je  ne  suis 
pas  convaincu  qu'elle  fournisse  une  estimation  convenable  de  la  valeur  annuelle 
des  materiaux  et  du  materiel  qui  seraient  reellement  recuperes  si  Texploitation 
cessait.  Aux  fins  du  present  jugement,  je  ne  tiendrai  pas  compte  de  ce  prix  esti- 
matif  de  Targent  au  titre  de  depenses  evitables  et  d'amelioration  financiere. 

Ces  redressements  auront  pour  effet  de  r^duire  de  $141,679  a  $127,617  les 
depenses  evitables  figurant  a  la  piSce  nO  17  et  de  r^duire  de  $47,141  a  $33,079 
la  perte  annuelle  d'exploitation, 

Je  suis  convaincu  que  Tetat  estimatif  des  recettes  que  la  Compagnie  a 
presente  et  que  I'etat  estimatif  des  depenses,  corrige  comme  il  est  mentionn^ 
ci-dessus,  sont  raisonnables  pour  Tannee  1960-1961.  Toutefois,  j'ai  cru  bon  de 
demander  une  etude  des  recettes  des  annees  1961-1962  et  1962-1963,  surtout  ^ 
cause  du  fait  que  le  nombre  global  de  wagonn^es  de  Fannee  1962-1963  a  depass^ 
celui  de  1960-1961.  Les  conclusions  de  cette  etude  ainsi  que  les  donn^es 
obtenues  au  cours  de  I'enquete  sont  r^sumees  dans  le  tableau  ci-aprSs  qui  donne 
le  nombre  total  des  wagonnees  revues  et  exp^di^es,  les  recettes-marchandises 
et  les  pertes  d'exploitation  pour  la  subdivision  de  Buctouche:

Les  resultats  d'exploitation  ci-dessus  s*accordent  en  g^n^ral  avec  l*etat 
de  choses  constate  ces  dernidres  annees  en  mati^re  d 'exploitation  ferroviaire, 
c'est-a-dire  la  tendance  des  recettes  et  des  d^penses  a  augmenter  lorsque  le 
trafic  augmente.  Occasionnellement,  les  depenses  peuvent  augmenter  autant  et 
meme  plus  que  les  recettes.  Dans  Tun  ou  Tautre  cas,  il  y  a  peu  ou  point  de 
reduction  de  la  perte  d'exploitation.  Pendant  I'ann^e  1%2-1963,  69  wagonnees 
de  plus  que  pendant  Tannee  1960-1961  ont  ete  regues  ou  expediees  dans  la 
subdivision  de  Buctouche;  les  recettes-marchandises  ont  augment^  de  quelque 
$6,000  et  la  perte  d'exploitation  estimative  a  6t6  reduite  de  $3,000. 

Aux  fins  du  present  jugement,  j'ai  d^duit  encore  $3,000  de  la  perte  qu*on 
avait  anterieurement  ^tablie  a  $33,079;  je  Vai  reduite  a  $30,079,  En  ^valuant 
Tamelioration  financi^re,  la  Compagnie  a  ajout^  a  la  perte  d'exploitation  la 
valeur  annuelle  nette  de  la  recuperation,  6.21  p.  100  de  $232,500,  soit  $14,439. 
J'ai  remplace  par  un  taux  de  5  p.  100  celui  de  6.21  p.  100  et  j'ai  obtenu  ainsi 
une  valeur  annuelle  nette  de  recuperation  de  $11,625.  En  ajoutant  ce  montant  S 
la  perte  d'exploitation  de  $30,079,  je  constate,  pour  les  fins  du  present  juge- 
ment, que  si  la  ligne  etait  abandonn^e,  ^amelioration  financiere  annuelle  serait 


Opposition  a  la  requete 

Les  temoins  convoques  pour  repr^senter  la  region  int^ress^e  ont  appuy^ 
sur  le  fait  que  tout  laissait  entrevoir  une  augmentation  considerable  des  expedi- 
tions de  bois  a  pate  par  chemin  de  fer,  provoquee  en  partie  par  un  deplacement 
des  marches  et  par  la  reduction  qui  en  resulte  des  quantites  de  bois  a  pate 
expediees  par  voie  d'eau.  Selon  eux,  il  y  a  tout  lieu  de  croire  que  la  recente 
tendance  a  la  hausse  des  expeditions  de  bois  a  pate  par  chemin  de  fer  se  con- 
tinuera  au  point  de  rendre  la  ligne  de  Buctouche  de  nouveau  rentable. 

En  revanche,  ils  croient  que  l*abandon  de  la  ligne  pourrait  etre  le  coup  de 
grace  de  Tindustrie  de  la  coupe  du  bois  a  pate  dans  la  region.  M.  Euclide  Leger, 
un  membre  du  bureau  de  la  Eastern  Wood  Products  Limited,  de  Saint-Antoine,  a 
declare  que  Tabandon  de  la  ligne  entrainerait  une  augmentation  du  cout  du 
transport,  de  un  dollar  3  un  dollar  et  demi  la  corde,  et  que  les  usines  de  pate 


de  $41,704. 
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de  bots  n'absorberaient  aiiciinc  partie  de  ces  frais,  de  sorte  que  le  bucheron 
recevrait  d'autant  moins  par  corde  livr^e  au  bord  de  la  route.  Aux  prix  actuels 
de  $10  la  corde  de  bois  a  pate  brut  et  de  $16  la  corde  de  bois  a  pate  ^corc6,  la 
production  ne  serait  plus  rentable  pour  le  bucheron.  M.  Leger  a  ^galement  ex- 
pliqu6  avec  quelque  detail  les  projcts  de  sa  compagnie  dans  le  domaine  de  la 
production  du  bois  de  charpento.  La  scierie  de  la  compagnie,  qui  avait  6t6 
rasee  par  le  feu  en  mai  1963,  est  en  cours  de  reconstruction.  Des  que  cette 
scierie  sera  de  nouveau  en  exploitation,  la  compagnie  espdre  obtenir  dans 
rOntario  et  le  Quebec  des  marches  qui  exigeront  le  transport  par  chemin  de  fer 
de  la  moitie  de  la  prodi!ction  projetee  de  25,000  pieds  de  bois  par  jour.  Ici 
encore,  M.  L^ger  a  affirm^  qu'une  maj oration  de  $3  ou  plus  des  frais  de  transport 
par  1,000  pi-pl.,  si  la  ligne  etait  abandonnee,  ne  permettrait  pas  a  sa  compagnie 
de  soutenir  la  concurrence  sur  lor,  marches  de  I'Ontario  et  du  Quebec  et  Toblige- 
rait  par  consequent  a  r6duire  consid^rablement  sinon  a  arreter  completement  sa 
production  de  bois  de  charpente. 

Les  repondants  ont  exprime  Tavis  que  la  perte  de  la  ligne  pourrait  avoir 
une  influence  d^favorable  sur  Tagriculture  dans  la  region,  vu  que  la  pietre  a 
chaux  et  les  engrais  chimiques  auraient  a  etre  trans portes  par  camion  sur  une 
certaine  distance  a  un  cout  plus  eleve  pour  les  cultivateurs. 

Dans  les  depositions,  on  a  apporte  des  preuves  que  le  comt6  de  Kent,  que 
cette  ligne  traverse  en  entier,  est  cense  etre  une  region  *'sous-developpee", 
ou  il  y  a  beaucoup  de  chomage  et  oii  la  plupart  des  salaires  sont  bas.  En  vue 
de  remedier  a  cet  ^tat  de  choses,  on  tente  energiquement  d'encourager  de  nou- 
velles  industries  a  s'^tablir  dans  la  region,  Jusqu'ici,  ces  efforts  ont  abouti  a 
I'etablissement  d'une  usine  d'embouteillage  et  de  distillation  et  d*une  fabrique 
de  peintures  a  Richibucto  (desservi  par  un  autre  embranchement),  et  de  Pusine 
de  maisons  prefabriquees  de  Buctouche.  En  ce  qui  a  trait  a  ce  dernier  etablisse- 
ment,  les  depositions  indiquent  qu'il  n'utilise  pas  beaucoup  le  chemin  de  fer  a 
rheure  actuelle  mais  on  s 'attend  qu'a  mesure  qu'augmentera  la  production  I'usine 
aura  besoin  du  chemin  de  fer  pour  recevoir  les  materiaux  bruts  et  expedier  les 
elements  termines. 

C'est  I'opinion  generate  que  la  presence  d'une  ligne  de  chemin  de  fer 
constitue  un  facteur  essentiel  pour  attirer  de  nouvelles  industries.  Si  la  ligne 
disparaissait,  les  espoirs  d'une  expansion  industrielle  dans  le  cornt^  de  Kent 
seraient  fort  diminu^s. 

L'avocat  des  repondants  a  fortement  critique  I'incapacite  du  Chemin  de 
fer  a  conserver  le  trafic  des  produits  petroliers  a  destination  de  Tinstallation 
de  Buctouche  de  Tlmperial  Oil  Company  que  celle-ci  a  d^cid^,  en  1959,  de 
confier  aux  camions.  On  a  laisse  entendre  que  la  compagnie  de  p^trole  en  etait 
arrivee  a  cette  decision  apr^s  s'etre  rendu  compte  que  la  subdivision  de 
Buctouche  allait  etre  abandonnee.  Cependant,  ceci  n'a  et^  ni  confirme  ni  ni6. 
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En  ce  qui  a  trait  a  la  situation  financidre  de  la  ligne,  les  repondants  ont 
fait  tres  peu  d 'efforts  pour  refuter  ou  modifier  de  quelque  fayon  les  declarations 
a  ce  sujet.  Au  debut  de  I'audition  de  la  cause,  le  Chemin  de  fer  a  presente  en 
preuve  et  verse  au  dossier  une  lettre  que  I'honorable  Louis  Robichaud,  premier 
ministre  du  Nouveau-Brunswick,  avait  adressee  au  secretaire  de  la  Cominission. 
Dans  cette  lettre,  le  premier  ministre  declarait  entre  autres  choses:  ''En  ce  qui 
a  trait  a  I'abandon  du  service  de  trains  entre  Moncton  et  Buctouche,  Nouveau- 
Brunswick,  les  economistes  du  gouvernement  provincial  ont  fait  une  6tude 
approfondie  de  la  question  et  le  gouvernement  est  d'avis  qu'il  serait  inutile  de 
s'opposer  a  la  decision  des  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du  Canada,"  A  cause  de 
cette  ^tude  faite  par  le  gouvernement  provincial,  M.  Richard,  avocat  des  repon- 
dants, a  refuse  de  contre-interroger  le  temoin  pour  les  depenses  du  Chemin  de  fer. 

Conclusions 

Comme  il  a  ete  declare  dans  des  causes  ant^rieures,  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins 
de  fer  n'etablit  pas  de  principes  sur  lesquels  la  Commission  doit  se  fonder  pour 
rendre  ses  decisions  relatives  aux  requetes  faites  en  vue  de  I'abandon  de  lignes 
ferroviaires.  La  Commission  doit  alors  comparer  la  perte  ou  les  inconvenients 
que  subiraient  les  producteurs  et  les  expediteurs  par  suite  de  I'abandon  et  le 
fardeau  qu*imposerait  au  Chemin  de  fer  la  poursuite  de  Sexploitation  de  la  Ugne. 

II  est  interessant  de  noter  qu'apr^s  la  decision  prise  en  juillet  1962  par 
rimperial  Oil  Company  de  cesser  d^exp^dier  ses  produits  petroliers  par  chemin 
de  fer,  ce  qui  a  entrafne  une  perte  de  80  a  90  wagonnees  pour  la  ligne,  le  nombre 
de  wagonnees  pour  I'annee  1962-1963  a  augmente  considerablement  par  rapport 
aux  annees  precedentes.  Cette  augmentation  s^explique  en  partie  par  Texpedition 
par  chemin  de  fer,  au  cours  de  cette  periode,  de  bois  a  pate  qui  etait  auparavant 
expedie  par  navire,  mais  il  n*a  pas  ete  prouve  a  ma  satisfaction  que  ces  circons- 
tances  ne  se  repeteraient  pas.  D^apres  les  temoignages,  il  semble  exister  une 
possibilite  d'augmentation  des  expeditions  de  bois  a  pate  dans  cette  region  dans 
les  annees  a  venir. 

En  tenant  compte  de  la  situation  ^conomique  de  la  region  et  du  fait  que  la 
perte  des  services  ferroviaires  imposerait  un  fardeau  de  depenses  supplemen- 
taires  aux  producteurs  qui  devraient  utiliser  d 'autres  moyens  de  transport,  je 
constate  que  les  pertes  et  les  inconvenients  que  I'abandon  causerait  aux  pro- 
ducteurs et  aux  expediteurs  seraient  considerables  1  Par  contre,  evidemment,  il 
me  faut  considerer  une  perte  annuelle  d'environ  $1,000  par  mille  pour  le  Chemin 
de  fer  si  la  requete  est  refusee. 

II  est  possible  que  le  trafic  et  les  recettes  s^ameliorent  au  cours  de  la 
periode  d'avril  1963  a  mars  1964,  et  je  crois  qu'il  serait  premature  de  permettre 
I'abandon  de  cette  ligne.  Par  consequent,  je  n'en  permets  pas  I'abandon  pour 
le  moment.  Je  considere  que  la  Commission  doit  garder  la  requete  en  suspens 
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et  Tetudier  de  nouveau  lorsqu'elle  connaitra  les  r^sultats  de  la  periode  d*avril 
1%3  a  mars  1964.  Aux  fins  de  cette  nouvelle  etude,  les  Requ^rants  devront 
fournir  a  la  Commission  le  detail  du  trafic  transporte  et  des  renseignements 
complets  sur  les  recettes  et  les  d^penses  afferentes  a  Sexploitation  de  la  ligne 
pendant  la  periode  mentionnee,  sous  une  forme  semblable  a  celle  de  la  piece 
nO  17,  reproduite  dans  le  present  jugement.

JUDGMENT 

KIRK,  Commissioner: 

This  matter  was  the  subject  of  a  preliminary  hearing  before  the  Board  on 
July  r6,  1963  upon  which  judgment  was  given  on  July  31,  1963  (53  BTC  467) 
permitting  the  Applicant  to  amend  its  application;  adjourning  sine  die  paragraphs 
7,  8  and  9  of  the  application  and  paragraph  (b)  of  the  Prayer  for  relief  therein; 
and  requiring  the  Respondent  to  furnish  certain  particulars  to  the  Applicant. 

The  amended  application,  dated  August  2,  1963,  seeks  an  Order: 

"(a)  Pursuant  to  Section  33(2)  of  the  Railway  Act,  declaring  that  the 
purported  purchases  by  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada  of  the 
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shares  of  Northern  Electric  Company,  Limited  were  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Special  Act  and  making  such  further  Order  in  these  circumstances  as 
the  Board  thinks  fit; 

*'(b)  In  the  alternative,  pursuant  to  Sections  34(1)  (a)  and  34(1)  (b)  of 
the  Railway  Act,  declarirtg  that  this  Board  has  jurisdiction  to  review  the 
financial  affairs  of  Northern  Electric  Company,  Limited  to  the  extent  neces- 
sary to  permit  the  Board  to  effectively  discharge  its  duties  in  future  applica- 
tions by  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada  to  the  Board  for  approval 
of  the  amount,  terms  and  conditions  of  any  issue,  sale  or  other  distribution 
of  its  capital  stock  or  for  approval  of  any  telephone  tolls  to  be  charged  by 
it  or  any  charges  for  leasing  or  using  its  telephones.'* 

Paragraph  (b)  of  the  foregoing  is  that  part  of  the  application  which  was 
adjourned  sine  die  by  the  Judgment  of  July  31,  1963.  Therefore,  this  Judgment 
will  deal  only  with  paragraph  (a)  of  the  amended  application  as  above  recited. 

I  recognize  that  questions  of  law  are  involved  in  the  matter  as  presented  to 
the  Board  and  that  section  12(2)  of  the  Railway  Act  provides  that  the  opinion  of 
the  Chief  Commissioner,  when  he  is  presiding,  shall  prevail.  Nevertheless, 
having  heard  the  evidence  and  argument,  I  do  not  consider  I  am  debarred  from 
expressing  my  opinion  subject  to  that  qualification. 

The  designation  '*Bell'*  used  herein  refers  to  The  Bell  Telephone  Company 
of  Canada;  ''Northern"  refers  to  the  Northern  Electric  Company,  Limited; 
* 'Northern  Manufacturing'*  refers  to  the  Northern  Electric  and  Manufacturing 
Company,  Limited, 

Evidence  was  adduced  to  the  effect  that  the  Applicant  was  a  "party 
interested*'  within  the  provisions  of  section  33  of  the  Railway  Act  by  virtue  of 
being  (1)  a  shareholder  of  Bell;  (2)  a  subscriber  to  telephone  service  of  Bell; 
and  (3)  a  competitor  of  Northern.  None  of  these  facts  was  disputed  by  the 
Respondent  although  it  did  stress  that  the  Applicant's  chief  interest  was  in 
the  capacity  of  a  competitor  of  Northern.  In  my  opinion  there  is  sufficient 
justification  to  consider  the  Applicant  is  a  party  interested  within  the  scope 
of  that  section  of  the  Act. 

The  application  is  directed  solely  to  the  allegations  that  Bell  is  registered 
as  the  owner  of  approximately  90  per  cent  of  the  shares  of  Northern;  that  section 
194  of  the  Companies  Act,  R.S.C.  1952,  c.53,  applies  to  Bell  and  prohibits  it 
from  using  any  of  its  funds  in  the  purchase  of  shares  in  any  other  corporation 
unless  specifically  authorized  in  the  Special  Act  incorporating  Bell;  and  that 
Northern  is  not  such  a  company  of  which  Bell  may  become  a  shareholder  as 
contemplated  by  the  Bell  Special  Act,  section  4  of  43  Victoria,  c.67.  The 
Applicant's  contention  is  that  BelTs  ownership  of  Northern  shares  is  illegal 
and  ultra  vires. 
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Section  194  of  the  Companies  Act  reads  as  follows: 

"No  company  shall  use  any  of  its  funds  in  the  purchase  of  shares  in 
any  other  corporation  unless  insofar  as  such  purchase  is  specially  authorized 
by  the  Special  Act.'* 

Section  4  of  Bell's  Act  of  Incorporation  reads  as  follows: 

*M.  The  said  Company  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  purchase  or 
lease  for  any  term  of  years  any  telephone  line  established  or  to  be  estab- 
lished, either  in  Canada  or  elsewhere,  connecting  or  hereafter  to  be  con- 
nected with  the  lines  which  the  Company  is  authorized  to  construct,  or  to 
purchase  or  lease  for  any  term  of  years  the  right  of  any  company  to  construct 
any  such  telephone  line; 

"and  shall  also  have  power  ancj  authority  to  amalgamate  with  or  to  lease 
their  line,  or  any  portion  or  portions  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  to  any  com- 
pany or  person  possessing  as  proprietor  any  line  of  telegraphic  or  telephonic 
communication  connecting  or  to  be  connected  with  the  Company's  line, 
in  Canada; 

and  the  Company  shall  also  have  power  to  enter  into  any  arrangements 
with  any  person  or  company  possessing,  as  proprietor,  any  line  of  telegraphic 
or  telephonic  communication,  or  any  power  or  right  to  use  communication 
by  means  of  the  telephone  upon  such  terms  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Board 
of  Directors  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  expedient  or  advisable,  or  to 
become  a  shareholder  in  any  such  corporation." 

While  I  have  reproduced  the  entire  wording  of  section  4,  it  will  be  noted 
I  have  segregated  it  into  three  parts  for  the  reason  that  such  wording  appears  to 
me  to  convey  three  separate  powers.  It  is  my  understanding  that  the  Applicant 
directs  its  argument  to  the  wording  of  the  third  portion  thereof. 

One  of  the  main  contentions  of  the  Applicant  is  that  Northern  is  not  in 
possession,  as  proprietor,  of  a  "line  of  telephonic  communication"  and  does 
not  have  the  power  or  right  to  use  communication  by  telephone.  It  interprets  the 
word  "line"  to  mean  more  than  a  pair  of  wires  and  submits  that  section  4  of  the 
Special  Act  implies  that  Bell  may  become  a  shareholder  only  in  another  "tele- 
phone" company.  It  interprets  the  alternative  words  of  section  4  "or  any  power 
or  right  to  use  communication  by  means  of  the  telephone"  as  being  applicable 
only  to  companies  having  the  power  to  be  in  the  telephone  business;  that  Bell 
could  sell  a  line  to  any  company  and  then  become  a  shareholder  thereof  which 
would  be  an  absurd  result  and  even  more  absurd  if  related  to  the  year  1880 
when  the  purpose  of  the  incorporation  at  that  time  was  to  consolidate  the  tele- 
phone business. 

Filed  in  evidence  by  the  Applicant,  as  Exhibit  No.  3,  was  a  copy  of  the 
Letters  Patent  (Canada)  incorporating  Northern.  Exhibit  No.  18  filed  by  Bell 
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is  also  a  copy  of  such  Letters  Patent.  The  powers  and  rights  conferred  thereby 
with  particular  relevancy  to  the  foregoing  are  contained  in  paragraph  (c)  thereof, 
reading; 

"(c)  To  acquire  by  purchase,  concession,  exchange,  lease  or  other  legal 
title  telephone,  telegraph,  light,  heat,  power,  steam,  cable,  hydraulic  or 
compressed  air  plants,  works,  lines  or  apparatus  or  any  portion  thereof  from 
other  companies,  persons,  firms  or  corporations,  and  to  advance  money  to 
others  for  the  purpose  of  building,  acquiring  or  operating  such  plants,  works, 
lines  or  apparatus  or  any  portion  thereof;  Provided  that  this  section  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  authorize  or  empower  the  Company  to  carry  on  the  business 
of  a  telegraph  or  telephone  company,  or  to  construct  and  work  telegraph  and 
telephone  lines,** 

While  tliere  was  some  confusion  as  to  the  precise  form  of  Order  sought  by 
the  Applicant,  the  following  extract  from  the  Transcript  of  Evidence  appears  to 
clarify  the  mattet: 

**Mr.  Smith  .0 ,  The  specific  order  that  we  are  going  to  be  asking  for  will 
be  the  following,  and  it  is  premature  in  a  way  to  state  it  because  it  leads 
up  throughout  our  argument  to  this  quickly,  but  it  is  that  the  Bell  Telephone 
Company  of  Canada  be  ordered  to  cause  Northern  Electric  Company  Limited 
to  transfer  all  of  its  undertakings  and  assets  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company 
of  Canada  and  —  period.  And  that  this  could  then  still  be  operated,  there 
is  no  question.  Northern  could  then  be  operated  as  a  division  of  Bell  and 
all  of  the  operations  would  be  under  the  purview  of  the  Board  of  Transport 
Commissioners  and  there  would  be  no  question  that  it  would  be  a  legal 
undertaking  which  it  is  not  in  our  submission  at  the  moment.  That  is  the 
order  specifically  that  we  are  requesting,**  (Transcript,  p.  2606) 

Other  than  the  filing  of  several  exhibits  and  cross  examination  of  Respond- 
ent*s  witnesses,  the  Applicant's  case  was  confined  to  argument. 

Dealing  now  with  the  evidence  and  argument  of  the  Respondent:  Mr.  R.  C. 
Scrivener,  a  Vice  President  of  Bell,  testified  that  Bell  has  extensive  records 
of  the  history  of  the  telephone  industry  in  Canada  and  that  he  had  familiarized 
himself  therewith  in  the  26  years  of  his  association  with  the  company.  His 
evidence  hiay  be  summarized  that  the  telephone  was  invented  by  Alexander 
Graham  Bell  who  filed  an  application  for  a  Canadian  patent  on  July  31,  1877; 
that  "telephone  instruments**  as  distinguished  from  "telephone  service**  were 
offered  for  lease  —  the  lessee  had  to  supply  his  own  wire  lines  for  local  service; 
and  that  correspondence  records  show  that  lessees  of  the  instruments  were 
advised  that  they  must  first  provide  their  own  telephone  lines. 

Bell  was  incorporated  in  1880  and  secured  the  patent  rights  to  the  telephone 
instruments;  in  its  initial  stages  Bell*s  business  continued  to  consist  in  a  sub- 
stantial number  of  rentals  of  telephone  instruments  to  the  owners  of  private 
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lines,  but  development  of  exchange  service  gradually  became  the  major  factor 
in  Bell's  business. 

Subsequent  to  the  death  of  one  James  Cowherd  in  1881,  from  whom  Bell 
had  obtained  instruments,  Bell  set  up  a  small  manufacturing  department  for 
instruments  and  for  the  developing  stages  of  switchboard  operations.  At  that 
time  the  Western  Electric  Company,  in  the  United  States,  had  developed  larger 
switchboards  which  Bell  also  manufactured  but  the  more  rapid  advance  in 
manufacturing  techniques  in  the  United  States  increased  the  reliance  of  Bell 
upon  Western  Electric.  In  1885  Bell  considered  setting  up  a  separate  company 
to  take  over  the  mechanical  functions  of  the  manufacturing  department;  in  1890 
a  factory  building  was  erected  and  in  1895  a  charter  was  obtained  for  Northern 
Manufacturing  in  which  Bell  subscribed  for  the  majority  of  the  shares.  Later  the 
Wire  &  Cable  Company  was  incorporated  by  Bell  who  also  subscribed  for  the 
majority  of  the  shares.  Western  Electric  acquired  a  substantial  share  interest 
in  both  companies  as  Bell  realized  it  would  have  to  rely  to  a  great  extent  upon 
the  more  advanced  technical  knowledge  in  the  United  States.  However,  Bell 
maintained  throughout  a  controlling  interest  in  both  companies. 

This  control  continued  through  to  the  Imperial  Wire  &  Cable  Company  — 
the  successor  to  Wire  &  Cable  Company,  and  to  Northern  —  the  successor  to 
Northern  Manufacturing.  Northern  also  became  the  successor  to  Imperial  Wire 
&  Cable  Company  by  transfer  of  shares  in  the  same  manner  as  it  acquired  the 
shares  of  Northern  Manufacturing.  Subsequently  Bell  purchased  from  Western 
Electric  its  share  interest  in  Northern  and  thus  became  the  sole  owner  of  North- 
em.  Mr,  Scrivener  stated  that  Bell's  investment  in  Northern  is  now  some  $34 
million  and  that  the  present  book  value  of  the  shares  is  some  $80  million. 

Mr.  Scrivener  also  testified  to  the  effect  that  shortly  after  the  incorporation 
of  Northern  Manufacturing  it  purchased  from  Bell  a  telephone  line  consisting  of 
a  pair  of  wires  extending  between  the  manufacturing  premises  of  Northern  Man- 
ufacturing and  the  principal  premises  of  Bell;  that  this  purchase  was  made  at 
the  request  of  Northern  Manufacturing  who  appeared  to  wish  to  maintain  a  power 
granted  by  its  1895  charter  to  own  a  telephone  line. 

This  line  was  part  of  the  assets  of  Northern  Manufacturing  which  passed  to 
Northern  in  1914  upon  tlie  incorporation  of  Northern  and  the  transfer  of  shares 
then  accomplished  as  aforesaid. 

Mr.  Scrivener's  evidence  as  to  this  line  is  best  stated  from  the  Transcript: 

"The  location  of  this  telephone  line  has  been  changed  from  time  to  time, 
of  course,  as  have  the  facilities.  For  some  years  now,  however,  it  has  been 
located  between  our  company's  plant  at  Belmont  Street  in  Montreal  and  the 
principal  manufacturing  premises  of  Northern  Electric  Company  Limited  on 
Shearer  Street,  in  Montreal.  Our  records  show  that  there  are  two  wires  in  a 
cable  between  these  points  which  have  been  tagged  as  the  property  of 
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Northern  Electric  Company  Limited.  This  line  is  connected  to  a  private 
branch  exchange  in  the  Shearer  Street  premises  of  Northern  Electric  Company 
Limited  and  a  private  branch  exchange  in  the  Belmont  Street  premises  of 
Bell  Telephone.  It  is  only  used  for  messages  emanating  from  Shearer  Street 
and  destined  for  Belmont  Street.  It  is  not  used  for  connection  with  lines  of 
telephone  other  than  those  located  at  the  two  addresses  I  have  just  men- 
tioned, Shearer  Street  and  Belmont  Street.*'  (Transcript,  pp.  2656-7) 

Upon  cross  examination  Mr,  Scrivener  stated  that  the  two  wires  now  in  use 
were  replacements  of  those  originally  established;  that  such  replacement  included 
their  carriage  in  a  cable  instead  of  overhead;  that  the  location  of  the  terminals 
had  been  changed  from  time  to  time;  that  the  cable  is  owned  by  Bell;  that  the 
ownership  of  Northern  of  the  two  wires  is  preserved  by  an  identifiable  tag  as 
are  all  wires  in  the  cable  so  identified;  that  the  switchboards  to  which  the 
Northern  line  is  connected  are  the  property  of  Bell;  that  Bell's  charge  to  Northern 
for  such  line  is  solely  for  its  maintenance;  and  that  the  distance  covered  by  the 
Northern  line  is  approximately  19,000  feet. 

Mr.  Scrivener  stated  in  evidence  that  Northern's  right  to  use  communication 
by  means  of  the  telephone  has  been  maintained  and  included  in  agreements  with 
Bell  since  the  time  of  the  original  incorporation  of  Northern  Manufacturing  and 
that  such  right  was  included  in  the  charter  powers  of  the  said  companies. 

Counsel  for  the  Applicant  questioned  Mr.  Scrivener  upon  the  activities  of 
Northern  in  other  than  the  telephone  field,  particularly  in  the  field  of  distribution 
of  goods  other  than  manufactured  by  Northern;  Mr.  Scrivener  stated: 

''The  development  of  the  distribution  organization  goes  back  to  the  turn 
of  the  century,  and  history  indicates  their  distribution  organization  grew 
gradually  as  their  business  grew,  and  they  opened  a  distribution  centre  in 
Toronto,  Montreal,  Windsor  and  Winnipeg,  and  they  spread  across  the  country 
as  the  business  grew.  I  presume  at  this  stage  it  originally  developed  to 
supply  telephone  business  in  Canada,  because  at  the  turn  of  the  century 
the  Bell  was  operating  right  across  Canada,  and  even  after  Bell  ceased 
operating  right  across  Canada  Northern  continued  to  supply  a  good  deal  of 
the  apparatus  for  the  industry."  (Transcript,  pp.  2680-1) 

Mr.  Scrivener  also  stated  that  the  largest  part  of  Northern's  business  is 
with  Bell  —  56  per  cent  in  1962;  that  Northern's  total  sales  fluctuate  as  widely 
as  any  large  electrical  manufacturing  concern  in  Canada;  and  that  Bell  encourages 
Northern  to  operate  at  maximum  capacity  and  profitability  in  order  to  benefit  the 
subscribers  to  Bell  service  from  lower  prices  for  goods  which  Bell  purchases 
from  Northern. 

Mr.  Hunt,  Vice  President  of  Research  and  Development  of  Northern,  testified 
extensively  as  to  the  nature  of  research  undertaken  by  Northern  which  is  mainly 
conducted  in  order  to  provide  the  telephone  industry  of  Canada  with  the  most 
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advanced  equipment  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  and  to  lessen  the  impact  of 
overall  cost  upon  the  telephone  user.  Mr.  Hunt  listed  five  objectives  of  his 
company  as  (1)  the  necessity  of  accelerating  export  sales;  (2)  retaining  skilled 
scientists  in  Canada;  (3)  developing  scientific  skills  in  Canada;  (4)  the  full 
development  of  Canadian  markets;  and  (5)  coordinating  Northern's  activities 
with  the  defence  programme  of  Canada, 

Mr.  Hunt's  evidence,  which  was  of  .  considerable  interest  though  possibly 
somewhat  redundant,  included  a  statement  that  some  $5.7  million  was  invested 
in  capital  assets  of  the  laboratory  buildings  which  had  been  established  in 
1961  and  he  forecast  an  annual  expenditure  in  excess  of  $9  million  by  the 
year  1968. 

Comments  and  Conclusions: 

After  having  heard  the  evidence  and  argument,  and  upon  study  of  the  298 
pages  of  Transcript  and  the  32  exhibits  filed,  to  all  of  which  I  have  given  careful 
consideration,  I  feel  that  the  summary  I  have  made  fairly  outlines  the  essential 
features  of  the  case. 

The  evidence  establishes,  and  it  is  not  disputed,  that  Bell  is  the  de  facto 
owner  of  the  Northern  enterprise  by  complete  ownership  of  the  capital  stock  of 
the  latter.  It  is  established  to  my  satisfaction  that  the  applicant  is  a  party 
interested  and  entitled  to  be  heard  within  the  provisions  of  section  33  of  the 
Railway  Act  by  virtue  of  being  a  shareholder  and  subscriber  to  telephone  service 
of  Bell,  and  as  an  acknowledged  competitor  of  Northern.  The  evidence  also  has 
established  that  Northern  possesses,  '*as  proprietor",  a  "line  of  telephonic 
communication'*  consisting  of  one  pair  of  wires  extending  some  19,000  feet  and 
used  in  conjunction  with  private  branch  exchange  switchboards  owned  by  Bell, 
for  one  way  communication  from  Northern's  manufacturing  premises  to  Bell 
premises  in  the  City  of  Montreal. 

The  evidence  also  establishes  that  Bell  acquired  ownership  of  Northern 
shares  in  two  ways:  (1)  by  allotment  of  a  proportionate  number  of  shares  in 
Northern  to  the  shares  held  in  the  previous  companies,  i.e..  Northern  Manufac- 
turing and  the  Imperial  Wire  &  Cable  Company;  and  (2)  by  cash  purchase  of 
Northern  shares  owned  and  held  by  Western  Electric  Company.  Some  question 
was  raised  in  argument  by  Counsel  for  the  Applicant  as  to  the  legality  of  the 
transfer  of  the  first  mentioned  shares,  although  Counsel  did  not  lay  stress  upon 
the  point  —  stating  that  the  point  at  issue  was  the  present  holdings  by  Bell  of 
Northern  shares.  I  do  not  think  that  the  point  is  of  significance  in  these  proceed- 
ings and  I  shall  not  deal  further  with  it. 

A  further  question  arose  as  to  the  status  of  the  predecessor  companies  of 
Northern.  Exhibits  31  and  32,  being  copies  of  Minutes  of  Annual  General  Meetings 
of  Northern  Manufacturing  and  the  Imperial  Wire  &  Cable  Company  held  on  Feb- 
ruary 19,  1914,  dealt  with  and  authorized  the  transfer  of  assets  to  Northern  and  to 
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surrender  the  companies'  Charters.  Counsel  for  Bell  stated  that  upon  enquiries 
made  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  it  had  been  determined  that  no  appli- 
cation for  surrender  of  Charters  had  been  made  but  the  companies  had  effectively 
given  up  business  and  the  Charters  had  lapsed. 

It  seems  quite  evident  that  the  core  of  the  Applicant's  case  is  in  the  meaning 
to  be  taken  from  section  4  of  the  Special  Act  as  applied  to  the  *'line"  owned  by 
Northern.  Applicant's  Counsel  contends  that  ''possess  as  proprietor  a  line" 
means  all  the  instruments  and  the  line,  and  that  Northern  does  not  possess  as 
proprietor  the  private  branch  exchanges  of  Bell  to  which  its  line  is  connected 
and  which  are  situated  at  each  end  of  the  line  owned  by  Northern.  In  substance, 
the  Applicant  argues  that  the  meaning  of  section  4,  supra,  is  that  the  expression 
"line"  should  be  taken  as  a  complete  telephone  line  inclusive  of  instruments 
necessary  to  render  it  operable  as  a  system,  and  that  the  general  intent  of  the 
section  of  the  Act  is  to  permit  Bell  to  expand  in  the  field  of  telephonic  com- 
munication by  acquiring  interest  or  ownership  in  telephone  systems  or  companies, 
Mr.  Smith  supported  his  assertions  by  numerous  citations  which  in  the  light  of 
his  presentation  were  most  persuasive  and  very  ably  submitted. 

Counsel  for  Bell,  on  the  other  hand,  disputes  the  validity  of  the  foregoing 
argument  and  points  out  that  a  statute  must  be  read  as  of  the  day  following  its 
enactment;  that  at  the  time  of  Bell's  incorporation  the  telephone  industry  was 
in  its  infancy;  that  instruments  were  rented  to  those  owning  lines;  and  that 
Exhibit  28,  for  example,  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  dated  September  21,  1877  from  the 
"Telephone  Office  —  Brantford"  which  stated,  in  part,  "the  instruments  are 
leased  by  us,  not  "^lold";  "We  do  not  furnish  connections  or  wire.";  and  that  it 
was  quite  logical  for  Bell  to  be  given  power  to  become  a  shareholder  in  any 
corporation  possessing,  as  proprietor,  "a  line  of  telephonic  communication", 
or  in  a  company  having  any  power  or  right  to  use  telephonic  communication. 

I  note  that  the  Letters  Patent,  dated  December  7, 1895  (Exhibit  12),  conferred 
power,  inter  alia,  upon  Northern  Manufacturing  — 

"(c)  To  own,  use,  and  operate  one  or  more  line  or  lines  of  telegraphic 
or  telephonic  communication  . .  .  '^' 

but  that  the  same  power  was  not  accorded  to  Northern  in  the  charter  granted  to  it 
in  1914  (Exhibits  3  and  18),  in  fact  the  latter  prohibits  Northern  from  carrying  on 
"the  business  of  a  telephone  company,  or  to  ...  work  ...  telephone  lines." 
Apart  from  this  specific  prohibition  the  general  powers  accorded  to  both  companies 
appear  to  be  similar. 

Counsel  for  Bell  asserts  that  while  the  said  prohibition  runs  against  Northern 
engaging  in  the  business  of  a  telephone  company  it  does  not  prohibit  it  from 
owning  and  operating  a  private  line  of  telephonic  communication  for  its  own 
use.  He  cited  as  an  example  that  many  industries  having  no  power  to  provide 
railway  service  frequently  do  own  tracks,  such  as  private  sidings  upon  which 
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railways  perform  service  for  the  industry,  and  that  section  315(2)  of  the  Railway 
Act,  which  sets  out  provisions  as  to  accommodation  for  traffic  which  must  be 
offered  by  the  railways,  requires  that: 

*'(2)  Such  adequate  and  suitable  accommodation  shall  include  reasonable 
facilities  for  the  junction  of  private  sidings  or  private  branch  railways  . . . , 
and  reasonable  facilities  for  receiving,  forwarding  and  delivering  traffic 
upon  and  from  those  sidings  or  private  branch  railways,  together  with  the 
placing  of  cars  and  moving  them  up'bn  and  from  such  private  sidings  and 
private  branch  railways.*' 

which,  he  asserts,  is  analogous  to  the  situation  of  Northern  and  Bell.  He  also 
asserted  that  many  industries  now  own  and  operate  private  inter-communicating 
telephone  systems  without  requiring  any  statutory  power  to  do  so. 

Concerning  the  "power  or  right  to  use  telephonic  communication'*.  Counsel 
for  Bell  argues  that  present  day  conditions  would  make  any  company  a  user  of 
telephone  communication  but  as  the  telephone  was  a  novelty  in  1880  it  cannot 
be  assumed  now  that  at  that  time  all  corporations  would  have  the  right  of  such 
use,  consequently  Bell's  Special  Act  including,  as  it  does,  the  power  to  own 
shares  in  a  corporation  having  right  of  use  was  necessary  under  the  then  existing 
laws  and  interpretations. 

On  the  other  hand.  Counsel  for  the  Applicant  asserts  that  the  power  or  right 
to  "Use"  telephonic  communication  means  only  that  such  power  or  right  relates 
to  a  telephone  company,  and  that  Bell  could  sell  a  line  to  any  company  and  then 
become  a  shareholder  which,  he  claims,  would  now  lead  to  absurdity  and  would 
have  been  even  more  absurd  in  1880  as  the  purpose  of  the  1880  Special  Act  was 
to  consolidate  the  telephone  business. 

Counsel  for  Bell  claims  that  if  the  result  were  as  above  stated  it  is  within 
the  permissive  powers  of  the  Statute  but  that  it  is  within  the  competence  of 
Parliament  to  remedy  any  undesirable  results  by  legislation. 

I  am  more  impressed  with  the  argument  of  the  Respondent  than  that  of  the 
Applicant  in  respect  of  the  right  of  use  of  telephonic  communication.  Under 
present  day  conditions  the  right  of  use  is  inherent  in  all  persons  and  com- 
panies. While  the  Applicant  poses  a  condition  of  absurdity  which  may  occur  it 
is  clearly  hypothetical.  It  is  of  significance  that  the  powers  of  Bell  in  this 
respect  have  not  been  availed  of  in  the  intervening  83  years  of  its  corporate 
existence  other  than  in  respect  of  Northern. 

Concerning  the  status  of  the  "line"  owned  by  Northern,  Mr.  Scrivener 
explained  that  the  acquisition  thereof  by  Northern  Manufacturing  was  as  follows: 

"The  agreement  of  purchase  was  made  at  the  request  of  Northern  Electric 
and  Manufacturing  Company  Limited,  as  it  appears  that  Northern  Electric  and 
Manufacturing  Company  Limited  wished  actively  to  maintain  a  power  granted 
in  its  charter  of  1895  to  own  a  telephone  line."  (Transcript,  p.  2656) 
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and  some  significance  appeared  to  be  attached  by  the  Applicant  to  the  fact  that 
the  line  was  operated  in  one  direction.  I  attach  no  importance  to  the  fact  that 
it  is  so  operated;  one-way  service  can  be  and  is  provided  at  the  request  of  a 
subscriber.  I  am  aware,  for  example,  that  some  subscribers  who  are  provided 
with  multiple  trunks  retain  certain  of  them  for  purpose  of  outward  calling.  I 
understand  that  any  line  can  be  put  into  service  for  one-way  or  two-way  operation. 

The  fact  that  the  Northern  line  is  attached  to  regular  P.B.X.  equipment  is 
not  unusual.  There  are  other  instances  where  privately-owned  lines  are  similarly 
connected,  such  as  customer  service  systems,  and  right-of-way  companies  such 
as  railways  and  power  producing  systems.  Suitable  charges  for  such  type  of 
customer  are  provided  in  Bell's  current  tariffs  on  file  with  the  Board. 

Some  emphasis  was  laid  upon  the  inability  of  the  Northern  line  to  function 
without  the  use  of  Bell  equipment.  I  fail  to  see  any  force  to  such  argument  as 
surely  the  choice  rests  with  Northern  to  either  lease  Bell  equipment,  which  it 
already  does  as  a  subscriber,  or  to  purchase  and  use  instruments  of  its  own 
ownership  and  operate  the  private  line  independently  of  Bell  equipment,  which 
as  far  as  I  can  see  it  could  do. 

Northern  is  admittedly  not  doing  business  as  a  telephone  company  but  the 
facts  which  have  been  developed  indicate  clearly  that  Northern  owns  a  line  as 
proprietor;  that  it  does  not  operate  it;  and  that  it  makes  no  offering  of  service 
to  the  public. 

Bell  has  the  power  to  manufacture  telephone  equipment;  it  initially  did  so; 
and  it  created  and  participated  as  principal  shareholder  in  a  separate  manufac- 
turing company  shortly  after  its  own  incorporation. 

/  In  my  opinion  the  line  owned  by  Northern  is  a  line  envisaged  by  section  4 
/  of  the  Special  Act  and  apart  from  other  considerations  such  status  is  sufficient 
(  authority  for  Bell  to  hold  shares  in  Northern. 

Considering  all  of  the  evidence  and  argument  I  am  unable  to  sustain  the 
Applicant's  case. 

In  concluding  I  make  the  observation  that  the  activities  of  Northern  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  telephone  field,  which  seem  to  be  objectionable  to  the  Applicant, 
appear  to  me  to  be  within  the  scope  of  the  powers  accorded  to  the  company  by 
its  Charter,  To  assert,  as  did  the  Applicant,  that  its  objective  is  to  have  all 
of  the  functions  of  Northern  come  within  the  purview  of  the  Board  for  the  protec- 
tion of  both  investors  and  subscribers  overlooks  the  fact  that  the  Board  has  on 
several  occasions  investigated  the  prices  of  goods  purchased  by  Bell  from 
Northern  and  has  been  satisfied  that  the  arrangement  existing  between  the  two 
companies  has  been  of  benefit  to  Bell  subscribers.  It  should  also  be  noted 
that  dividends  earned  by  Bell  from  its  investment  in  Northern  ate  included  in 
Beirs  total  revenue  and  therefore  assist  in  meeting  operating  expenses  of  Bell's 
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telephone  system,  and  similarly  assist  in  maintaining  Bell  dividends  to  its 
shareholders. 

I  would,  therefore,  dismiss  that  part  of  the  application  dealt  with  at  this 
hearing.

JUDGMENT 

KERR,  C.C.: 

I  have  had  the  benefit  of  considering  Commissioner  Kirk's  Judgment  herein 
dated  January  13,  1964.  It  might  be  sufficient  for  me  to  say  that  I  concur  in  the 
result,  which  I  do.  But,  as  he  has  referred  to  section  12(2)  of  the  Railway  Act, 
which  provides  that  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  shall  prevail  upon 
any  question  arising  when  he  is  presiding  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commis- 
sioners is  a  question  of  law,  I  shall  express  my  opinion  on  the  essential  issue 
in  the  part  of  the  Application  that  was  the  subject  of  the  hearing  in  November 
last,  namely,  whether  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada  has  power  to 
become  a  shareholder  in  Northern  Electric  Company,  Limited.  The  answer 
depends  largely  on  whether  Northern  Electric  is  a  ''company  possessing,  as 
proprietor,  any  line  of  telegraph  or  telephonic  communication,  or  any  power 
or  right  to  use  communication  by  means  of  the  telephone*',  within  section  4  of 
chapter  67  of  the  Statute  of  1880,  which  incorporated  Bell. 

On  behalf  of  the  Applicant  it  was  argued  that  ''company  possessing"  as 
used  in  that  section,  means  "telephone  company";  that  "line  of  telephonic 
communication"  means  a  telephone  system  and  instruments,  together  capable 
of  transmitting  a  message,  and  does  not  include  a  private  line;  and  that 
"possessing  as  proprietor"  implies  a  power  or  right  to  operate  a  telephone 
system  as  a  business. 

These  suggested  qualifications  and  meanings  are  not  expressed  in  the 
section.  Are  they  there  by  necessary  implication?  I  do  not  think  that  they  are, 
having  regard  to  the  words  that  Parliament  used  and  to  the  time  and  the  circum- 
stances in  which  the  statute  was  passed. 

r  In  my  opinion,  the  telephone  line  described  in  Commissioner  Kirk's  Judgment 
and  at  p.  2656  of  the  Transcript  of  the  November  hearing  is  a  line  of  telephonic 
communication  that  Northern  Electric  possesses  as  proprietor  within  section  4, 
and  Bell  has  power  to  become  a  shareholder  in  Northern  Electric  by  virtue  of 
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/that  section  and  the  said  possession  of  the  line.  That  power  is  not  elsewhere  or 
(  otherwise  taken  away. 

It  is  also  my  view  that  even  if  the  Applifcant  has  no  status  to  apply  it  would 
have  been  appropriate  for  the  Board,  in  view  of  its  regulative  and  administrative 
duties,  to  have  enquired  into  Bell's  ownership  of  shares  in  Northern  Electric  and 
determine  whether  Bell  has  power  to  become  a  shareholder  in  that  company. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  the  Board  to  decide  what  Order  it  could  and  should 
make  if  its  decision  were  that  Bell  does. not  have  power  to  become  a  shareholder 
in  Northern  Electric.

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JUDGMENT 

WOODARD,  C. 

History  of  the  Application: 

The  City  of  Penticton  applied  on  January  26,  I960,  for  an  order  of  the  Board 
authorizing  the  construction  of  a  grade  separation  on  Vancouver  Avenue  under 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  tracks  at  mileage  132.0  Carmi  Sub- 
division. Following  joint  inspections  by  the  Board's  Engineer,  representatives 
of  the  City  of  Penticton,  the  Okanagan  Telephone  Company,  Stanley,  Grimble 
and  Roblin  Ltd.,  Consulting  Engineers;  and  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany; and  after  giving  due  consideration  to  cost  estimates  submitted  to  the 
Board,  an  order  of  the  Board  No.  104935  was  issued  on  July  3,  1961.  This  Board 
Order  authorized  construction  of  the  gl-ade  separation  and  authorized  a  contribu- 
tion from  The  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund  in  an  amount  of  80  per  cent  of  the 
cost  of  construction,  but  not  to  exceed  $193,400.  Work  on  the  project  was  not 
started  in  1961  or  1962,  as  the  City  was  awaiting  the  final  plans  from  their 
consulting  engineers,  the  firm  of  Stanley,  Grimble  and  Roblin  Ltd.  On  may  10, 
1962,  a  telegram  was  received  by  the  Board  from  Mr.  Harold  A.  Nicholson, 
property  owner  on  Vancouver  Avenue,  and  on  June  22nd,  a  letter  from  Mr.  A.D.C. 
Washington,  also  a  property  owner  on  Vancouver  Avenue,  both  strongly  protesting 
the  proposed  construction.  On  June  6,  1962,  the  Board  was  advised  by  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  that  it  intended  to  apply  for  an  order  author- 
izing the  discontinuance  of  passenger  trains  45  and  46. 

After  giving  study  to  these  communications,  the  Board  issued  Order  No. 
108343  on  July  11,  1962,  suspending  Board  Order  No.  104935  for  investigation 
and  further  order  of  the  Board.  Subsequently  the  Board  decided  to  withhold 
further  determination  of  the  City's  application  pending  its  decision  in  respect 
of  trains  45  and  46.  The  Board  issued  its  Judgment  and  Order  respecting  trains 
45  and  46  on  October  23,  1963,  and  immediately  set  the  Application  of  the  City 
of  Penticton  down  for  a  hearing.  Said  hearing  was  heard  in  Penticton  on  November 
28,  1963. 

Case  for  the  Applicant: 

In  its  original  application,  which  resulted  in  Board  Order  No.  104935  being 
issued,  the  City  submitted  estimates  and  plans  supporting  a  proposed  crossing 
of  the  Railway  by  grade  separation  south  of  the  existing  Vancouver  Avenue  level 
crossing.  Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  the  Board  Order,  new  plans  were  sub- 
mitted that  supported  construction  of  a  grade  separation  north  of  the  existing 
level  crossing.  In  both  plans  the  proposed  structures  were  similar,  a  steel  girder, 
three-span  bridge.  The  original  plans  called  for  a  28-foot  roadway  with  a  maxi- 
mum of  6  per  cent  grade.  The  second  set  of  plans  called  for  a  36-foot  roadway 
with  three  lanes,  one  downgrade  and  two  upgrade,  with  the  outside  lane  upgrade 
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referred  to  as  a /'creeper  lane**,  for  use  by  heavily  loaded  trucks  or  slow  moving 
vehicles.  Maximum  grade  on  these  plans  would  be  6.5  per  cent  for  a  short 
distance. 

In  its  consideration  of  a  grade  separation  at  Vancouver  Avenue,  the  City, 
and  its  consultants,  worked  on  the  premise  that  such  a  structure  would  allow 
the  elimination  of  five  level  crossings  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Vancouver 
Avenue  by  the  construction  of  access  roads  and  subsequent  rerouting  of  traffic. 

The  five  crossings  referred  to  are,  starting  from  the  north,  Vancouver 
Avenue,  Guernsey  Avenue,  Cambie  Street,  Westminster  Avenue  and  Nanaimo 
Avenue.  Without  going  into  details,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  sight  lines  at  all 
five  crossings  are  generally  poor,  and  in  some  instances  grades  quite  steep. 
Traffic  on  Westminster  and  Nanaimo  Avenues  is  light.  Vancouver  Avenue  is  the 
most  heavily  travelled,  as  it  is  a  Provincial  secondary  highway  leading,  beyond 
the  City  limits,  to  the  Town  of  Naramata,  and  serving  the  orchard  area  east  of 
Penticton.  The  elimination  of  the  five  level  crossings  would  justify,  in  the 
City's  opinion,  a  contribution  from  the  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund  towards 
the  cost  of  the  project. 

The  Mayor  of  Penticton,  Mr.  Maurice  Finnerty,  called  as  witness  for  the 
Applicant,  explained  in  some  detail  the  reasons  behind  the  decision  to  go  from 
a  south  underpass  to  one  north  of  the  existing  level  crossing.  The  reasons  given 
were  as  follows: 

Board  Order  No.  104935,  issued  in  July  1961,  authorized  construction  of  the 
grade  separation  on  the  south  alignment.  Mayor  Finnerty  and  his  council  were 
elected  in  December  1961,  and  assumed  office  in  January  1962,  and  upon  taking 
office  felt  it  necessary  to  further  review  the  application  of  the  former  administra- 
tion and  the  resultant  Board  Order,  as  to  whether  the  scheme  would  fit  into  the 
general  plans  for  development  of  the  area.  At  this  time  a  recommendation  from 
the  then  Superintendent  of  Works  was  before  the  City  that  a  new  bridge  be  cons- 
tructed on  Westminster  Avenue  across  Penticton  Creek,  and  a  new  road  built  to 
connect  with  the  south  grade  separation.  This  new  bridge  would  be  a  duplication 
of  a  crossing  of  Penticton  Creek  about  1,000  feet  to  the  north  on  Front  Street 
which  is  the  main  connecting  route  to  Vancouver  Avenue.  It  was  hoped  to  secure 
a  50  per  cent  contribution  from  the  Provincial  Government  for  tliis  project,  but 
when  the  Province  was  requested  to  share  in  the  cost  of  acquisition  of  right-of- 
way  and  the  construction  of  the  bridge,  the  City's  request  was  denied.  Therefore, 
no  justification  for  the  proposed  work  at  the  total  expense  of  the  City  could  be 
seen. 

In  consideration  of  the  grade  crossing  itself  it  was  felt  that  the  present 
traffic  on  Vancouver  Avenue,  traffic  diverted  thereto  by  reason  of  closing  existing 
crossings,  and  potential  traffic  as  a  result  of  expected  development  of  the  City, 
warranted  the  construction  of  a  three-lane  roadway  under  the  Railway.  Represen- 
tations had  been  made  to  the  council  by  Penticton  Saw  Mills  regarding  the 
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proposed  overhead  clearance  of  the  structure.  The  Company  announced  plans  to 
start  logging  on  large  timber  holdings  in  the  Naramata  area  and  that  these  logs 
would  be  hauled  into  Penticton  over  Vancouver  Avenue.  They  informed  the  City 
that  the  proposed  clearance  of  14  feet  6  inches  was  not  sufficient  for  their 
operation.  At  about  this  time  the  Railway  drew  the  Board's  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  original  plans  called  for  an  open  decked  bridge  over  the  roadway  and 
strongly  urged  that  the  plans  be  revised  to  allow  for  a  ballast-type  deck  with 
plate  girders  and  waterproof  membrane.  As  the  Westminster  Avenue  project  had 
been  shelved,  council  and  its  consultants  agreed  that  a  grade  separation  north 
of  the  present  crossing  was  better  fitted  to  the  development  of  the  Avenue  and 
highway. 

Therefore,  the  firm  of  Stanley,  Grimble  and  Roblin  Ltd.,  was  requested  to 
submit  new  plans  showing  the  grade,  separation  on  the  northern  route,  with  a 
three-lane  roadway,  16-foot  clearance  and  a  ballast-type  deck.  These  plans 
were  submitted  to  the  Board  on  July  16,  1962,  and  further  revisions  to  these 
plans  submitted  to  the  Board  on  November  18, 1963.  This  revised  scheme  resulted 
in  the  total  estimated  cost  being  increased  from  $241,750  to  $333,368. 

Mayor  Finnerty  went  on  to  explain  in  some  detail  the  City's  plans  for 
development  east  of  the  railway  line.  At  present  sewer  connections  have  been 
extended  east  of  the  railway  and  as  plant  facilities  are  designed  to  allow  addi- 
tions for  increased  capacity,  once  the  problem  of  supplying  domestic  water  to 
this  area  is  overcome,  in  his  opinion  nothing  should  stand  in  the  way  of  housing 
development  in  the  area  east  of  the  proposed  grade  separation. 

He  stated  that  for  over  a  year  the  P.F.R.A.  has  been  making  a  study  of  the 
Penticton  watershed  in  respect  of  irrigation  water  storage,  domestic  water  storage 
and  methods  of  water  transmission  to  areas  of  the  City  requiring  increased  water 
supply.  This  survey  is  being  made  in  anticipation  of  receiving  grants  toward  the 
cost  of  any  recommended  project  under  existing  A.R.D.A.  or  Agriculture  Re- 
Development  Act  legislation  whereby  contributions  can  be  made  by  the  Provincial 
and  Federal  Governments.  The  results  of  the  survey  were  expected  by  late  1963 
or  early  1964,  and  once  a  project  is  authorized  it  is  the  City's  intention  to 
proceed  with  it  with  all  possible  speed,  setting  a  tentative  date  for  completion 
by  the  fall  of  1965.  In  any  event,  with  or  without  the  benefits  of  A.R.D.A.,  the 
City  still  intends  to  go  ahead  with  supplying  the  area  mentioned  with  domestic 
water.  Mayor  Finnerty  felt  fully  confident  that  once  domestic  water  and  sewerage 
is  made  available,  an  area  of  land  of  approximately  600  acres,  which  is  now 
largely  orchard  property,  would  be  subdivided  and  sold  as  housing  lots.  It  was 
further  his  opinion  that  the  traffic  generated  by  such  a  population  growth  would 
to  a  great  extent  use  Vancouver  Avenue  as  the  access  route  into  downtown 
Penticton.  Population  projections  for  the  City,  received  from  several  sources, 
showed  an  increase  in  population  from  the  present  approximately  16,000  to 
somewhere  in  the  order  of  34,000  to  35,000  by  the  year  1983.  This  doubling  of

population  in  20  years,  when  coupled  with  the  very  considerable  summer  tourist 
population,  he  stated,  required  the  City  to  design  all  its  plans  on  the  basis  of 
such  a  pattern.  Hence  the  instant  application  with  a  view  to  present  and  future 
traffic  requirements. 

The  City  Engineer,  appearing  as  a  witness,  referred  to  the  600  acres  east 
of  Vancouver  Avenue  and  estimated  that  this  land  could  be  subdivided  without 
difficulty  to  provide  about  2,100  building  lots  that  could  be  built  upon  immediately 
domestic  water  was  available  to  the  area.  Evidence  was  adduced  purporting  to 
prove,  by  means  of  a  telephone  poll  that  had  been  taken,  that  most  of  the  present 
holders  of  this  property,  largely  orchardists,  were  prepared  and  eager  to  sub- 
divide if  and  when  it  is  feasible  to  do  so. 

Mr,  G.N.  Worsley,  Traffic  Engineer,  whose  firm  of  Municipal  Engineering 
Consultants  had  been  retained  by  the  City,  gave  evidence  of  the  results  of  a 
traffic  survey  he  had  made  during  1963.  His  conclusions  following  the  survey 
were  that  the  proposed  600-acre  development  would,  upon  the  completion  of  the 
subdivision,  result  in  approximately  5,500  more  vehicles  using  the  Vancouver 
Avenue  crossing  in  every  24-hour  period.  Earlier  evidence  had  been  that  at 
present  an  average  of  about  1,200  vehicles  per  day  use  the  crossing.  By  his 
conclusions  then,  the  future  highway  traffic  count  over  Vancouver  Avenue 
crossing  could  reach  a  high  of  6,500  -  7,000  vehicles  per  24-hour  day. 

To  sum  up,  in  as  few  words  as  possible,  the  Application  of  the  City  of 
Penticton  is  based  on  the  following  points: 

(1)  The  construction  of  a  grade  separation  at  Vancouver  Avenue  would, 
by  the  construction  of  certain  access  roads,  permit  the  elimination  of  five  poten- 
tially dangerous  level  crossings. 

(2)  The  decision  to  plan  the  proposed  underpass  north  of  the  existing 
crossing  in  lieu  of  the  south  approach  was  arrived  at  because  of  changes  in 
other  city  street  planning. 

(3)  The  probability  of  furnishing  domestic  water  to  the  area  will  result  in 
extensive  housing  development  and  consequently  a  very  large  increase  in 
vehicular  traffic  on  Vancouver  Avenue-Naramata  Road, 

(4)  An  expected  increase  in  truck  traffic  due  to  newly  developed  logging 
operations  in  the  Naramata  area. 

(5)  Increased  estimated  costs  of  the  construction  have  been  caused  by 
planning  for  traffic  requirements  in  the  future  and  requirements  for  specific 
types  of  traffic,  namely  that  of  trucks. 

Opposition  to  the  Application: 

Mr.  Green,  Counsel  for  the  Railway,  drew  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  how 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed  grade  separation  had  risen  sharply  since  the 
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City  of  Penticton  had  first  written  to  the  Board  in  1960.  He  pointed  out  that 
original  cost  estimates  had  been  $225,400  and  had  since  risen  to  an  amount  of 
$333,368.  It  was  his  submission  that  if  the  Board  considers  an  underpass  is 
necessary  at  Vancouver  Avenue  that  the  Railway  should  not  be  required  to  pay 
more  than  the  usual  5  per  cent  of  the  original  estimated  cost. 

To  further  enlighten  the  Board,  Mr.  Green  adduced  evidence  showing  the 
maximum  permissible  train  speeds  over  the  five  crossings  to  be  20  miles  per 
hour.  He  also  submitted  evidence  through  a  Railway  witness  (Exhibit  No.  9) 
showing  that  for  the  period  January  1,  1963  to  November  18,  1963,  there  was 
an  average  of  0.65  freight  trains  per  day  and  0.57  passenger  trains  per  day. 
As  passenger  trains  45  and  46  have  ceased  to  operate  after  January  16,  1964, 
there  will  only  be  remaining  on  this  line  freight  service  to  the  amount  of  less 
than  one  freight  train  per  day. 

The  above  was  the  extent  of  the  Railway's  presentation  in  the  hearing 
before  the  Board. 

Opposition  to  the  application  was  offered  by  only  two  parties,  Mr.  H.A. 
Nicholson,  Optometrist  practising  in  Penticton,  and  Mr.  A.D.C.  Washington, 
Barrister  and  Solicitor,  also  practising  in  Penticton.  Both  gentlemen  are  owners 
of  property  on  the  north  side  of  Vancouver  Avenue  which  would  be  expropriated 
in  whole  or  in  part  should  the  application  be  approved. 

Mr.  Nicholson,  in  his  presentation  to  the  Board,  stressed  the  fact  that 
while  his  entire  property  would  be  expropriated  for  the  site  of  the  grade  separa- 
tion and  approaches,  his  objections  went  far  beyond  that.  It  was  his  feeling 
that  in  the  light  of  traffic  volume,  rail  traffic  and  potential  hazard  therefrom, 
the  spending  of  a  third  of  a  million  dollars  of  tax  moneys  would  be  a  gross 
waste  and  completely  unwarranted. 

Mr.  Nicholson  further  submitted  that  insofar  as  truck  traffic  over  the  cross- 
ing is  concerned,  this  was  fast  disappearing.  The  rerouting  of  fruit  trucks  to  a 
new  packing  plant  over  another  road  will  remove  a  large  part  of  this  traffic. 
He  urged  that  the  Board  should  rule  against  the  application  as  in  his  view  the 
expenditure  of  such  a  sum  would  be  a  waste  of  federal,  provincial  and  municipal 
taxpayer's  money. 

Mr.  Washington,  in  his  argument  before  the  Board,  did  not  deny  that  he  first 
became  interested  in  the  application  because  his  property  would  be  affected. 
However,  he  stressed  that  his  rights  and  duty  as  a  taxpayer  compelled  him  to 
offer  the  strongest  opposition  to  any  project  that  would  involve  the  expenditure 
of  public  moneys  for  a  purpose  that  to  him  appeared  unwarranted. 

Mr.  Washington  expressed  doubts  about  the  City's  evidence  relative  to 
logging  truck  traffic.  He  felt  that  the  City  was  remiss  in  not  furnishing  to  the 
Board  evidence  as  to  the  amount  of  this  traffic  to  be  expected  and  the  duration 
of  logging  operations  to  be  carried  out. 
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While  declaring  himself  as  strongly  in  favour  of  any  safety  program,  he 
suggested  alternatives  to  the  City's  plan  for  this  area.  Firstly,  his  suggestion 
was  for  a  reduction  in  train  speed,  by  Board  Order  over  the  five  crossings,  to 
10  miles  per  hour.  Secondly,  he  suggested  as  an  alternative  to  a  grade  separation, 
that  all  five  crossings  be  protected  with  flashing  lights  and  bells.  This  pro- 
posal, by  his  calculations,  would  amount  to  an  expenditure  of  only  about  $100,000 
over  a  period  of  twenty  years,  rather  than  an  immediate  expenditure  of  over 
three  times  that  amount. 

Mr.  Washington  closed  his  argument  by  strongly  urging  the  Board  to  give 
careful  consideration  to  the  application,  in  the  light  of  present  day  conditions 
in  the  area  from  the  standpoint  of  rail  and  highway  traffic,  and  not  in  the  light 
of  what  may  be  the  requirements  for  safety  twenty  years  hence. 

Findings  and  Conclusions: 

While  written  representations  to  the  Board  have  been  made  by  residents 
and  property  owners  regarding  road  diversions  and  access  to  properties  that 
might  be  contingent  upon  this  application,  it  is  not  for  the  Board  to  resolve 
differences  between  residents  of  Penticton  and  the  City  Council.  The  Council 
is  the  duly  elected  representative  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  and  has  seen  fit 
to  make  the  application  to  the  Board  in  the  form  that  it  has.  The  question  to  be 
resolved  by  the  Board  is  whether  or  not  the  application  should  be  granted.  The 
Board  is,  however,  entitled  to  look  at  alternative  suggestions  to  test  the  reason- 
ableness of  the  project  for  which  authorization,  and  a  grant  from  The  Railway 
Grade  Crossing  Fund,  is  sought.  This  the  Board  has  done. 

The  Board,  from  its  further  investigation,  from  its  own  examination  of  the 
site  of  all  five  crossings,  from  the  report  made  by  its  Engineer,  and  from  the 
evidence  on  file  and  adduced  at  the  hearing,  is  not  satisfied  that  present  condi- 
tions are  such  as  to  warrant  expenditure  of  a  large  amount  from  The  Railway 
Grade  Crossing  Fund  toward  the  construction  of  a  grade  separation  at  Vancouver 
Avenue.  This  notwithstanding  previous  Board  Order  No.  104935. 

It  is  always  open  to  the  City  to  apply  to  the  Board  for  the  installation  of 
protection  at  Vancouver  Avenue  or  at  any  of  the  other  four  crossings.  If  it  is 
desirable  to  protect  any  of  these  crossings,  or  improve  them,  or.  eliminate  them 
through  street  diversions,  the  City  is  free  to  apply  to  the  Board  for  whatever 
improvements  it  wishes  to  make,  and  for  any  contribution  from  The  Railway 
Grade  Crossing  Fund  that  may  be  warranted. 

I  would,  therefore,  rescind  Board  Order  No.  104935  and  dismiss  the  applica- 
tion. This,  however,  does  not  preclude  the  City  from  applying  to  undertake  the 
construction  of  the  grade  separation  at  its  own  expense.

AND  WHEREAS  nine-twelfths  of  the  said  Vote  was  authorized  for  payment 
by  Appropriation  Acts  No.  1,  No.  2,  No.  3  and  No.  4,  1963,  and  the  times  and 
methods  of  payments  were  set  out  in  Board's  Orders  No.  111402,  No.  111866, 
No.  112392,  and  No.  112801. 
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AND  WHEREAS  the  remaining  three-twelfths  of  the  said  Vote  213a  was 
authorized  for  payment  by  the  Appropriation  Act  No.  5,  1963,  assented  to  on 
December  21,  1963, 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  considers  that  the  method  of  claiming  by  com- 
panies subject  to  Board  Order  No.  96300  and  the  payment  of  claims  and  the 
making  of  interim  payments  in  respect  of  the  remaining  three-twelfths  of  the 
said  $20,000,000  authorized  for  payment  by  the  Appropriation  Act  No.  5,  1963, 
should  be  in  accordance  with  the  methods  of  claiming  and  making  payments 
which  were  in  effect  in  respect  of  the  Freight  Rates  Reduction  Act  and  subsequent 
Governor  General's  Warrants. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  considers  that  in  determining  the  method  of 
allocation  and  the  times  of  payment  of  instalments  in  respect  of  the  remaining

Freight    Rates  Reduction   Act  and   subsequent   Governor  General's  Warrants. 

2.  Companies  entitled  to  claim  reimbursement  under  the  immediately  pre- 
ceding paragraph  numbered  1  may,  prior  to  filing  such  claim,  apply  to  the  Board 
for  an  interim  payment;  companies  will  submit  with  such  application  an  estimate 
of  the  claim  for  a  particular  month  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  such 
month  and  the  Board  will  thereupon  determine  the  amount  of  the  interim  payment 
in  respect  of  traffic  carried  during  that  month. 

3.  Companies  submitting  a  claim  for  a  month  in  respect  of  which  an  interim 
payment  has  been  received  will  show  the  total  claim  for  that  month  in  accordance 
with  past  practice  less  a  final  deduction  in  the  amount  of  any  interim  payment 
received  in  respect  of  that  month. 

4.  Subject  to  paragraph  5  the  method  of  allocation  of  the  remaining  three- 
twelfths   of  $50,000,000   pursuant  to  the  Appropriation  Act   No.   5,   1963,  to 
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companies  subject  to  Order  No.  96300  shall  be  the  allocation  to  each  company 
of  an  amount  that  bears  approximately  the  same  relation  to  the  total  amount 
payable  to  all  companies  under  the  said  Appropriation  Act  as  the  amount  paid 
to  the  company  in  respect  of  reimbursement  claims  for  diminution  in  aggregate 
gross  revenues  attributable  to  such  company  maintaining  the  rate  level  for  freight 
traffic  at  an  8%  increase  instead  of  17%  as  authorized  by  Board  Order  No.  96300 
during  the  months  of  October,  November  and  December,  1963,  bears  to  the  total 
amount  paid  to  all  companies  in  respect  of  such  claims  for  the  same  period. 

5.  After  deducting  from  the  said  three-twelfths  of  $50,000,000  the  amount 
payable  therefrom  to  companies  other  than  Canadian  National  Railways  and 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  in  accordance  with  paragraph  4,  the  remainder 
shall  be  allocated  60%  to  Canadian  National  Railways  and  40%  to  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company. 

6.  Forthwith  upon  issuance  of  this  Order  the  Board  shall  recommend  an 
instalment  payment  out  of  three-twelfths  of  $50,000,000  to  each  company  for 
the  months  of  October,  November  and  December,  1963.

DIAMOND  ANNIVERSARY

The  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  for  Canada,  whose  name  was  changed 
to  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada,  was  created  on  February  1, 
1904,  Thus,  on  February  1,  1964,  it  attained  its  Diamond  Anniversary. 

A  Diamond  Anniversary  is  a  time  both  for  looking  back  and  for  looking 
forward.  It  is  also  an  appropriate  occasion  for  indicating,  in  a  summary  way, 
the  origin  and  development  of  the  Board  and  its  work.  The  general  public  knows 
little  about  many  of  the  Board's  activities  and  responsibilities. 

The  Board's  work  has  been  concerned  so  much  with  railways  that  I  am 
mindful  of  two  passages  from  speeches  of  Nova  Scotia's  great  tribune,  the  Honour- 
able Joseph  Howe,  The  first  is  this: 

never  see  a  bride  going  to  Church  with  orange  blossoms  in  her  bonnet, 
or  a  young  couple  strolling  toward  the  kissing  bridge  of  a  summer  evening 
that  I  do  not  involuntarily  exclaim,  'Heaven  bless  them,  there  goes  the 
material  to  make  railroads.';" 

The  other  was  said  in  Halifax  on  May  15,  1851. 

He  said: 

**I  am  neither  the  prophet  nor  the  son  of  a  prophet,  yet  I  will  venture  to 
predict  that  in  five  years  we  shall  make  the  journey  hence  to  Quebec  and 
Montreal  and  home  through  Portland  by  rail  and  I  believe  that  many  in  this 
room  will  live  to  hear  the  whistle  of  the  steam  engine  in  the  passes  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains  and  to  make  the  journey  from  Halifax  to  the  Pacific  in 
five  or  six  days,'^ 
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Ribbons  of  steel  have  indeed  crossed  the  continent.  The  haunting  whistle 
of  the  steam  locomotive  has  been  heard  in  the  passes  of  the  Rocky  Mountains. 
The  trains  go  from  Halifax  to  the  Pacific  in  less  than  five  days. 

Origin  and  Constitution  of  the  Board 

Joseph  Howe's  lifetime  saw  the  beginning  of  a  great  era  of  railway  construc- 
tion in  Canada  and  the  United  States.  With  this  growth  came  abuses  which  neither 
the  common  law  nor  direct  legislation  nor  resort  to  the  courts  was  able  to  cope 
with,  and  by  1887,  when  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  was  established 
in  the  United  States,  there  was  acceptance  of  the  idea  that  regulation  of  railway 
transportation  should  in  the  public  interest  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  non- 
partisan commission-type  organization.  Seventeen  years  later  the  Patliament 
of  Canada  followed  suit  and  by  virtue  of  the  Railway  Act  of  1903  the  Board 
of  Railway  Commissioners  for  Canada  was  created.  It  was  given  its  present 
name  in  1938.  It  consists  of  a  Chief  Commissioner,  an  Assistant  Chief  Com- 
missioner, a  Deputy  Chief  Commissioner  and  three  Commissioners.  They  are 
appointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council  for  a  term  of  ten  years  initially,  and  may 
be  re-appointed,  subject  to  retirement  at  age  75.  They  hold  office  during  good 
behaviour  and  may  be  removed  during  their  term  only  upon  address  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Commons,  as  in  the  case  of  judges. 

The  Board  is  a  **court  of  record**  and  as  respects  matters  necessary  or 
proper  for  the  exercise  of  its  jurisdiction  has  the  powers  and  privileges  of  a 
Superior  Court.  In  addition  to  its  judicial  powers  it  has  extensive  administra- 
tive, regulative  and  legislative  powers.  It  may  act  upon  application  or  complaint 
or  of  its  own  motion.  It  has  issued  in  its  lifetime  more  than  100,000  formal 
orders  and  is  currently  issuing  about  3,300  orders  per  year. 

Its  orders  and  decisions  are  appealable  directly  to  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada  and  the  Governor  in  Council.  In  the  last  10  years  there  were  34  appeals. 
The  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  is  upon  a  question  of  law  or  jurisdic- 
tion if  leave  to  aopeal  is  granted  by  a  justice  of  that  court.  In  those  10  years 
there  were  14  applications  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  leave  to  appeal  and  20 
appeals  to  the  Governor  in  Council.  The  Board's  decisions  were  not  overruled  or 
varied  on  any  of  these  appeals,  with  the  exception  of  one  case  in  which  the 
Supreme  Court  agreed  with  a  decision  of  a  member  of  the  Board  who  dissented 
from  a  majority  decision  concerning  provision  of  telephone  service;  two  cases  in 
which  the  Governor  in  Council  directed  the  Board  not  to  allow  credits  to  company 
tax  equalization  reserves  as  necessary  expenses  or  requirements  in  determining 
telephone  and  railway  rates;  and  two  cases  (which  have  not  yet  been  finally 
decided  by  the  Governor  in  Council)  in  which  the  Governor  in  Council  suspended 
increases  allowed  by  the  Board  in  certain  grain  rates  and  demurrage  charges  on 
grain  cars. 
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The  TJoard  makes  its  own  independent  decisions,  as  Parliament  intended 
that  it  sliould  when  it  was  created,  ^.lany  of  the  matters  that  reach  it  are  highly 
contentious.  Its  decisions  are  not  always  pleasing  nor  always  right,  for  the 
Board  is  human  and  fallible.  But  their  decisions  are  always  what  the  Commis- 
sioners believe  the  facts  and  the  governing  law  call  for.  Their  duty  and  oath  of 
office  demand  no  less. 

Jurisdiction  and  Activities 

Most  of  the  Board's  powers  and  responsibilities  are  set  forth  in  the  Railway 
Act.  But  it  also  has  jurisdiction  in  non-railway  fields  by  virtue  of  that  Act  and 
other  statutes.  It  has,  for  example,  jurisdiction  over  the  telephone  rates  of  The 
Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada,  the  British  Columbia  Telephone  Company 
and  the  Bonaventure  and  Gaspe  Telephone  Company,  the  amount,  terms  dnd 
conditions  of  capital  stock  issues  of  these  companies  and  the  placing  of  their 
lines  along  public  highways;  over  the  licensing  of  ships  on  inland  waters  of 
Canada  and  their  passenger  and  freight  rates;  over  tolls  for  the  use  of  inter- 
national bridges  and  tunnels;  telegraph  rates;  and  a  number  of  matters  under 
private  statutes. 

For  some  years  the  Board  had  jurisdiction  in  respect  of  transport  by  air, 
prior  to  the  creation  of  the  Air  Transport  Board.  Again,  it  had  jurisdiction  prior 
to  the  creation  of  the  National  Energy  Board  over  federal  oil  and  gas  pipe  lines, 
and  under  that  jurisdiction  most  of  the  major  interprovincial  and  international 
pipe  lines  in  Canada  were  constructed,  including  Trans-Canada,  Trans-Northern, 
Trans  Mountain,  Interprovincial  and  Westcoast  Transmission  lines. 

As  a  creature  of  statute  its  jurisdiction  is  only  what  the  statutes  confer  and 
is  confined  to  companies  and  matters  that  are  subject  to  the  legislative  authority 
of  Parliament.  It  has  a  general  jurisdiction  under  Section  33  of  the  Railway  Act 
to  inquire  into  and  determine  any  application  by  a  party  interested"  complaining 
of  a  violation  of  the  Railway  Act  or  Special  Act  or  any  regulation  or  order  made 
thereunder;  or  requesting  the  Board  to  make  any  order  that  it  is  authorized  to 
make,  or  with  respect  to  any  thing  that  by  the  Railway  Act  or  the  Special  Act  is 
prohibited,  sanctioned  or  required  to  be  done. 

An  example  of  recourse  to  this  jurisdiction  was  a  recent  application  for  an 
order  declaring  that  purchases  of  shares  of  Northern  Electric  Company,  Limited 
by  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  were  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  a  Special 
Act. 

The  Board  also  has  jurisdiction  to  make  orders  or  regulations  for  carrying 
the  Railway  Act  into  effect  and  for  exercising  any  jurisdiction  conferred  on  the 
Board. 

Its  jurisdiction  over  railways  falls  generally  into  five  broad  categories: 
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(a)  freight,  passenger,  express  and  cx>mmunication  rates 

(b)  safety  of  railway  operations 

(c)  facilities  for  railway  service  and  accommodation  for  traffic 

(d)  location,  construction  and  maintenance  of  railways  and  crossings,  and 

(e)  accounting  and  statistical  reporting  by  companies,  and  administration  of 
subsidies  related  to  freight  rates. 

The  Railway  Act  has  provisions  designed  to  provide  for  *'just  and  reasonable 
rates^*  and  prohibition  of  "unjust  discrimination"  and  *'undue  preference'*, 
however  elusive  and  idenfinite  these  expressions  may  be.  They  apply  to  railway 
freight,  passenger  and  express  rates,  telegraph  and  telephone  rates  and  rates  for 
the  use  of  international  bridges  and  tunnels.  Somewhat  similar  provisions  are  in 
the  Transport  Act  in  respect  of  rates  for  carriage  by  water  regulated  under  that 
Act.  Generally  speaking,  rates  are  initially  established  by  the  companies,  but  the 
Board  may  investigate  and,  where  there  is  reason  to  do  so,  suspend  or  disallow 
rates  and  prescribe  other  rates  in  their  stead;  and  it  has  power,  with  certain 
exceptions,  to  fix  rates  and  to  change  them  as  changing  conditions  or  cost  of 
transportation  may  require.  There  are  special  provisions  for  statutory  freight 
rates  and  "agreed  charges'\  Tariffs  of  rates  must  be  filed  with  the  Board.  They 
range  in  size  from  a  single  sheet  to  a  large  book.  Tariff  filings  in  recent  years 
have  exceeded  40,000  per  year.  The  individual  and  general  rate  problems  that 
the  Board  deals  with  are  too  varied  and  numerous  to  be  outlined  here. 

Safety  of  railway  operations  is  a  primary  concern  of  the  Board.  The  Railway 
Act  gives  it  wide  powers  in  this  field.  The  Board  has  prescribed  a  uniform  code 
of  operating  rules  and  numerous  safety  regulations.  Its  staff  makes  inspections 
of  locomotives,  passenger  and  freight  cars,  boilers,  air  brakes,  signals  and  other 
equipment  and  facilities  for  storage  of  flammable  liquids,  liquefied  petroleum 
gases  and  anhydrous  ammonia  on  or  adjacent  to  railways.  Collisions,  derailments 
and  crossing  accidents  are  investigated.  Regulations  have  been  prescribed  for 
the  transportation  of  dangerous  articles  by  rail  and  in  this  connection  the 
carriage  of  radioactive  materials  is  posing  new  problems.  These  are  some 
of  the  safety  activities  of  the  Board.  All  of  them  are  systematic  and  continuous. 
Railway  technology  is  changing  old  and  introducing  new  methods  and  practices 
and  there  is  continuing  emphasis  on  the  Board's  role  in  promoting  safety  of 
railway  operations. 

Railway  companies  are  obligated  to  furnish,  within  their  powers,  adequate 
and  suitable  accommodation  for  traffic  and  to  carry  traffic  offered  for  carriage 
upon  their  railways.  What  trains  are  to  run,  and  what  their  schedules  are  to  be, 
are  matters  for  decision  by  railway  management.  The  Board's  role  is  regulatory, 
not  managerial.  But  the  Board  is  frequently  asked  to  intervene  upon  complaint 
that  the  railways  are  not  fulfilling  their  obligation.  Applications  and  complaints 
respecting  abandonment  of  uneconomic  lines,  reduction  of  train  services  and

closing  of  station  agencies  have  become  more  frequent  in  recent  years  and  have 
entailed  investigations  by  the  Board's  staff  and  in  many  cases  public  hearings 
by  the  Board  in  the  areas  affected.  The  Board  would  not  be  able  to  carry  on  its 
volume  of  work  if  it  were  required  to  hold  public  hearings  whenever  and  wherever 
requested,  and  it  is  therefore  often  necessary  to  make  decisions  based  on  infor- 
mation and  submissions  filed  by  the  parties  affected  and  investigations  by  the 
Board's  staff,  without  public  hearings  by  the  Commissioners.  The  Railway  Act 
authorizes  and  contemplates  this. 

Engineering  activities  of  the  Board  pertain  to  the  location,  construction  and 
maintenance  of  railways,  bridges,  signals,  fencing,  drainage,  grade  separations 
and  crossings  and  crossing  protection.  The  Board  administers  The  Railway  Grade 
Crossing  Fund,  which  provides  financial  assistance  towards  the  cost  of  certain 
crossing  protection  and  grade  separation  projects.  In  1955  the  annual  appropria- 
tion to  this  fund  was  increased  to  $5,000,000  from  $1,000,000,  and  commencing 
in  1958  a  further  $10,000,000  was  provided  each  year.  The  total  grants  made  and 
administered  by  the  Board  from  the  fund  in  the  years  1958—1963  have  amounted 
to  approximately  $90,000,000  as  compared  with  about  $25,000,000  in  the  vears 
1909-1957.  There  has  been  a  related  increase  in  the  Board's  activities  in  this 
respect. 

Railway,  telegraph,  telephone  and  other  companies  under  the  Board's  juris- 
diction make  returns  to  the  Board  of  their  revenues,  expenses,  assets,  traffic 
and  other  items  of  their  business.  An  amendment  to  the  Railway  Act  in  1955 
required  the  Board  to  prescribe  uniform  accounting  systems  for  the  railways. 
It  has  done  so,  and  its  staff  makes  systematic  examinations  of  railway  accounts 
and  special  studies  and  analyses  for  various  purposes,  including  a  waybill 
analysis  of  carload  traffic  based  on  a  continuous  sample  method  under  which 
the  railways  furnish  copies  of  approximately  one  per  cent  of  their  waybills  on 
line-haul  all-rail  carload  traffic  between  Canadian  stations.  Costing  or  cost- 
finding  is  playing  an  increasingly  important  part  in  the  transportaticm  and  com- 
munication fields  and  the  work  of  the  Board.  Although  modern  statistical  methods, 
such  as  multiple  regression  analysis,  have  developed  with  the  use  of  electronic 
computers,  railway  costing  is  not  a  purely  mathematical  function,  for  judgment 
is  involved  in  the  use  of  techniques;  and  although  present  day  costing  proce- 
dures are  better  than  those  formerly  used  there  is  a  need  to  improve  cost-finding 
techniques  and  to  develop  more  comprehensive  and  useful  statistical  data  for 
this  purpose. 

The  Board  has  been  fortunate  in  having  the  co-operation  of  railway  manage- 
ment and  representatives  of  railway  labour,  and  indeed  of  nearly  all  parties  with 
problems  coming  within  the  Board's  jurisdiction,  in  efforts  to  resolve  issues  by 
means  of  correspondence  and  discussions  and  conferences.  The  great  majority 
of  problems  are  resolved  in  this  way.  However,  some  contested  issues,  because 
of  their  nature  or  importance,  go  to  formal  public  hearing  where  witnesses  are 
sworn  and  court  procedures  are  followed. 
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The  Commissioners  have  been  fortunate,  too,  in  having  the  assistance  of  a 
continuity  of  staff  dedicated  to  the  public  service  and  with  a  wealth  of  experience 
in  their  specialized  fields. 

The  Board  has  its  headquarters  in  Ottawa  and  district  offices  in  St.  John's, 
Moncton,  Montreal,  Toronto,  Winnipeg,  Saskatoon,  Calgary  and  Vancouver. 

Looking  Forward 

Transportation  in  Canada  is  quite  different  from  what  it  was  at  the  end  of 
World  War  II,  Since  that  time  tremendous  growth  has  taken  place  in  transporta* 
tion  by  air,  pipe  line  and  highway  and  important  changes  in  the  economy  of 
Canada  have  occurred.  Competition  between  the  various  modes  of  transportation 
is  intense.  The  present  situation  presents  complexities  that  appear  almost 
infinite,  and  although  no  easy  solution  presents  itself  there  are  few  who  support 
the  status  quo  in  all  respects.  New  concepts  of  pricing  and  service  are  gathering 
strength.  New  legislation  is  in  the  making. 

Although  the  Board  is  proud  of  its  history  and  traditions  it  must  not  rest  on 
the  records  of  its  past.  It  will  be  judged  for  the  future  on  the  measure  of  its 
success  in  carrying  out  the  responsibilities  assigned  to  it  from  time  to  time  in 
the  governmental  structure  within  the  accepted  concept  of  its  status  as  an  inde- 
pendent non-partisan  commission.  It  will,  I  am  confident,  provide  new  records  of 
worthwhile  accomplishments  in  the  years  ahead.  That  is  the  challenge.  That  is 
its  aim.

La  Commission  des  Transports  du  Canada,  connue  a  Torigine  sous  le  nom 
de  la  Commission  des  Chemins  de  fer  du  Canada,  debutait  le  1^^  fevrier  1904. 
Ainsi,  elle  marquait  son  jubile  de  diamant  en  date  du  1^^  fevrier  1964. 

En  cet  anniversaire,  il  convient  de  faire  un  tour  d 'horizon  en  retrospective 
de  ses  exploits  depuis  son  debut,  et  de  r^sumer  a  Toccasion,  Tessor  de  son 
ampleur  et  de  ses  oeuvres.  II  va  sans  dire  que  le  public  en  general  n'est  guere 
renseigne  sur  les  activites  et  les  fonctions  de  son  organisme. 

Vu  Timportance  du  travail  de  la  Commission  vis-a-vis  les  reseaux  fer- 
roviaires,  je  me  rappelle  tout  bonnement  certains  discours  de  ce  grand  orateur 
de  la  province  de  la  Nouvelle-Ecosse,  M.  Thonorable  Joseph  Howe,  dont  deux 
passages  en  particulier  sont  cites  ci-dessous.  Le  premier  etait  le  suivant:  — 

*'A  maintes  occasions,  je  m'extasie  a  la  vue  du  joli  bonnet  tout  garni 
de  fleurs  d'orangers  que  porte  une  charmante  fiancee  en  route  vers 
I'eglise,  ou  encore,  je  me  rejouis  de  ce  couple  amoureux  s'engageant 
vers  le  ponceau  du  baiser  en  un  soir  d'et^,  et  c'est  alors  que  je  m'ex- 
clame  involontairement:  **Que  le  Tres-Haut  les  benisse  ces  coeurs 
heureux,  voila  ce  qu'en  profiteront  nos  chemins  de  fer!" 

L*autre  passage  etait  celui  d'un  discours  prononce  a  Halifax,  le  15  mai 
1851:- 

"Quoiqu'etant  ni  prophete  ni  fils  de  prophete,  j'ose  n^anmoins  pr^dire 
que  d'ici  cinq  ans,  nous  pourrons  des  lors  voyager  par  rail  a  Quebec, 
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Montreal  et  a  I'est  via  Portland,  et  je  suis  persuade  que  beaucoup  d'entre 
vous,  ici  dans  cette  salle,  entendront  de  leur  vivant,  le  sifflet  de  la 
locomotive  a  vapeur  dans  les  defiles  des  Rocheuses  et  pourront  faire  le 
trajet  depuis  Halifax  jusqu'a  la  cote  du  Pacifique  en  cinq  ou  six  jours.*' 

En  effet,  des  rubans  d'acier  ont  et6  tendus  d'un  bout  a  l*autre  du  continent 
et  le  sifflet  strident  de  la  locomotive  a  vapeur  s'est  fait  entendre  de  fa9on  obs^* 
dante  dans  les  gorges  des  Rocheuses.  De  nos  jours,  les  trains  circulent  depuis 
Halifax  jusqu'a  la  cote  du  Pacifique  en  moins  de  cinq  jours. 

Son  origine  et  sa  constitution 

A  cette  epoque,  1 'honorable  JosephHowe  vit  le  commencement  d'un  programme 
de  construction  ferroviaire  sur  une  grande  ^chelle  tant  au  Canada  qu'aux  Etats* 
Unis  d'Amerique.  Ainsi,  cet  accroissement  fut  la  cause  d'abus  insurmontables  que 
ne  pouvaient  maftriser  le  droit  coutumier,  la  legislature  ou  tout  appel  en  cour. 
Vers  I'an  1887,  une  commission  denommee  "Interstate  Commerce  Commission" 
etait  constituee  a  cet  effet  aux  Etats-Unis  d'Amerique  et  des  lors,  il  fut  reconnu 
d'interet  general  que  le  transport  ferroviaire  au  Canada  fut  soumis  a  la  regie- 
mentation  d'une  commission  impartiale  devant  exercer  ses  fonctions  librement 
sans  aucune  ingerence  politique.  Et  dix-sept  ans  plus  tard,  le  Parlement  canadien 
legiferait  de  meme  et  constituait  la  Commission  des  chemins  de  fer  du  Canada  en 
vertu  de  la  loi  des  chemins  de  fer  adoptee  en  1903.  C'est  en  1938  qu'elle  fut 
denommee  la  Commission  des  Transports  du  Canada.  L'exc^cutif  de  la  Commission 
comprend  un  commissaire  en  chef,  un  commissaire  en  chef  adjoint,  un  com- 
missaire  en  chef  suppleant  et  trois  commissaires.  Les  nominations  a  ces  differents 
postes  comportent  un  mandat  d'une  duree  de  dix  ans.  Elles  relevent  du  gouverneur 
en  conseil  et  elles  sont  sujettes  S  un  renouvellement  de  mandat  jusqu'S  concur- 
rence de  I'age  du  titulaire  dont  les  soixante-quinze  ans  le  rendent  Eligible  a 
sa  retraite.  Durant  I'exercice  de  leur  ministere,  les  commissaires  doivent  faire 
preuve  de  bonne  conduite.  Cependant,  leur  mandat  peut  etre  r^voqu^  sur  une 
adresse  du  S^nat  et  de  la  Chambre  des  Communes,  tel  qu'il  en  est  de  la  Loi 
sur  les  juges. 

En  matieres  relevant  de  sa  juridiction,  la  Commission  qui  est  constitute 
en  cour  d 'archives,  assume  les  prerogatives  et  les  privileges  au  niveau  d'une 
cour  suptrieure.  En  plus  de  ses  prerogatives  judiciaires,  elle  a  beaucoup  h 
son  commandement  en  matieres  d'administration,  regulation  et  legislation.  Elle 
est  libre  de  rendre  une  decision  en  ce  qui  a  trait  a  une  requete  ou  une  plainte. 
Elle  peut  aussi  agir  de  son  propre  mouvement,  Depuis  son  debut,  100,000  ordon- 
nances  ont  ete  tmises  tandis  qu'annuellement  3,300  ordonnances  en  moyenne 
sont  rendues. 

Les  ordonnances  et  les  decisions  de  la  Commission  sont  susceptibles 
d'appel  a  la  Cour  supreme  du  Canada  ainsi  qu'au  gouverneur  en  conseil.  Il 
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y  eut  34  appels  durant  le  cours  des  dix  dernieres  annees.  L'appel  S  la  Cour 
supreme  du  Canada  doit  se  fonder  sur  un  point  de  droit  ou  de  juridiction  et  a 
cet  effet,  il  faut  que  I'autorisation  soit  obtenue  d'un  juge  de  ladite  cour.  Durant 
ces  dix  ann^es*15,  il  y  eut  quatorze  requetes  presentees  h  la  Cour  supreme  et 
vingt  au  gouverneur  en  conseil.  Aucune  des  decisions  de  la  Commission  n'a 
6te  contestee  ni  modifiee  par  suite  de  ces  appels,  sauf  les  dispositions  de  la 
Cour  supreme  appuyant  la  decision  d'un  membre  de  la  Commission,  lequel  dif- 
f^rait  sur  une  decision  majoritaire  quant  a  I'am^nagement  d'un  service  t^l^- 
phonique,  le  gouverneur  en  conseil  a  deux  occasions  enjoignait  la  Commission 
de  rejeter  ce  que  reclamaient  certaines  compagnies  dans  leurs  reserves  pour  fins 
d'impots  en  tant  que  d^penses  necessaires  a  I'^tablissement  de  leurs  tarifs 
tel^phoniques  ou  ferroviaires;  et  deux  causes  (dont  il  n'a  pas  encore  et6 
decide)  ou  le  gouverneur  en  conseil  a  jug^  a  propos  de  susprendre  les  augmenta- 
tions allouees  par  la  Commission  quant  a  certains  tarifs  sur  le  grain  et  a  I'in- 
demnite  pour  detention  des  wagons  destines  au  transport  du  grain. 

Depuis  qu'elle  fut  constituee,  la  Commission  rend  ses  propres  decisions 
de  fa9on  autonome  selon  la  juridiction  que  lui  a  conferee  le  Parlement  du  Canada. 
Maintes  causes  qui  lui  parviennent  sont  au  sujet  de  contestation.  Evidemment, 
la  Commission  etant  humaine  et  faillible,  ses  decisions  ne  sont  pas  toujours 
agreables  ni  correctes.  Mais  cependant,  les  commissaires,  apres  mure  reflexion, 
decident  toujours  des  faits  etablis  dans  la  mesure  judiciaire  qui  leur  est  permise. 
Ce  n'est  pas  moins  d'ailleurs  ce  qu'exigent  leur  devoir  et  leur  serment 
d 'office. 

Juridiction  et  activites 

La  loi  des  chemins  de  fer  renferme  la  plupart  des  prerogatives  et  des  respon- 
sabilites  de  la  Commission  qui,  en  outre,  exerce  sa  juridiction  dans  d'autres 
domaines  en  vertu  de  ladite  loi  et  d'autres  statuts,  ^  savoir,  la  regie  des  tarifs 
de  la  compagnie  de  telephone  Bell  du  Canada,  la  compagnie  ''British  Columbia 
Telephone  Company"  et  la  compagnie  de  telephone  Bonaventure  et  Gaspe, 
Limitee;  la  fixation  du  montant  des  actions  en  vente,  termes  et  conditions  du 
capital  social  de  ces  compagnies;  la  pose  de  leurs  installations  le  long  des 
voies  publiques;  la  delivrance  de  permis  pour  navires  exploites  sur  les  eaux 
interieures  ainsi  que  la  r^gie  de  leurs  tarifs  pour  le  transport  des  passagers  et 
des  merchandises;  les  tarifs  de  taxes  des  ponts  internationaux  et  tunnels; 
tarifs  des  services  t^legraphiques;  et  d'autres  matieres  relevant  de  statuts 
prives. 

Durant  quelques  annees,  elle  exer9ait  juridiction  en  matieres  de  transport 
par  air  avant  que  fut  formee  la  Commission  des  Transports  a^riens.  Il  en  etait 
de  meme  pour  les  pipelines  d'huile  et  de  petrole  avant  I'arrivee  de  I'office 
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national  de  TEnergie.  De  plus,  elle  rd^^issait  la  grande  majorite  des  projets  de 
construction  majeure  de  pipelines  interprovinciales  et  internationales  au  Canada 
cornprenant  les  denommdes  "Trans-Canada,  Trans-Northern,  Trans-Mountain, 
Interprovincial  et  "/estcoast  Transmission  Lines." 

La  Commission  est  Tencadrement  de  statuts  en  vertu  desquels  son  autorit^ 
s'applique  dans  la  mesure  qui  lui  est  conferee,  aux  compagnies  et  en  matieres 
qui  sont  sujettes  a  la  legislation  parlementaire.  Elle  a  pleine  juridiction  selon 
I'article  33  de  la  Loi  des  chemins  de  fer  de  faire  enquete  au  sujet  d'une  requete 
quelconque  presentee  par  les  parties  interessees,  formulant  leurs  plaintes  quant 
a  la  transgression  de  la  prdsente  loi  ou  d'une  lol  spociale  ou  de  tout  reglement 
etabli,  ou  d'ordonnances  rendues;  ou  encore  au  sujet  d'une  demande  a  rendre 
toute  ordonnance  relevant  de  son  autorite;  ou  d'agir  en  toute  question  selon  les 
prescriptions  de  ladite  loi  ou  d'une  loi  speciale  concernant  ce  qui  est  defendu, 
autorise  ou  exige. 

Comme  exemple  du  recours  a  sa  juridiction,  il  lui  fut  presente  recemment 
une  requete  pour  une  ordonnance  declarant  que  I'achat  d'actions  de  la  firme 
''Northern  Electric  Company  Limited"  par  la  compagnie  de  telephone  Bell  du 
Canada  etait  contraire  aux  prescriptions  d'une  loi  speciale. 

II  lui  incombe  egalement  dans  sa  juridiction  de  rendre  des  ordonnances 
ou  reglements  quant  a  I'administration  de  la  loi  des  chemins  de  fer  ou  a  toute 
autre  fonction  en  vertu  de  I'autorite  qui  lui  a  ete  conferee  et  dont  I'envergure 
s'etend  a  cinq  categories  varices:  — 

a)  fret,  trafic-voyageur,  messageries  et  tarifs-telecommunications; 

b)  securite  de  Sexploitation  ferroviaire; 

c)  disposition  necessaire  au  service  ferroviaire  et  I'adaptation  au  trafic; 

d)  I'emplacement,  la  construction  et  I'entretien  des  voies  ferries  et  des 
passages  a  niveau;  et 

e)  rapports  des  compagnies,  comptabilite  et  statistique  et  administration 
des  subsides  quant  a  la  structure  tarifaire  de  fret. 

Les  dispositions  de  ladite  loi  designent  des  tarifs  a  des  taux  justes  et  rai- 
sonnables  et  defendent  Timposition  de  taux  ayant  trait  a  une  ''preference  indue" 
ou  a  une  "disparite  injuste"  peu  importe  le  caractere  evasif  ou  indefini  que  pose 
l*interpretation  de  ces  expressions.  Et  ces  mesures  s'appliquent  tant  aux  taux  de 
fret  qu*a  ceux  du  trafic-voyageur,  messageries,  telecommunications  telegraphiques 
ou  telephoniques  ainsi  que  ceux  des  ponts  internationaux  et  tunnels.  La  loi  des 
Transports  renferme  en  quelque  sorte  les  memes  dispositions  quant  aux  tarifs 
des  taux  pour  le  transport  par  eau.  En  general,  les  taux  sont  fix6s  au  prdalable 
par  les  compagnies  en  cause.  Toutefois,  la  Commission  se  reserve  de  faire 
enquete  quand  il  y  a  lieu  de  le  taire  et  de  les  suspendre  ou  de  les  rejeter  et  de 
prescrire  d'autres  taux  en  substitution;  saul  certaines  exceptions,  elle  est 
autorisee  a  fixer  les  taux  et  a  les  reviser  selon  les  conditions  variees  ou 
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d'aprds  ce  qu'en  dicte  le  cout  de  transport.  II  y  a  aussi  certaines  dispositions 
speciales  quant  aux  taux  statutaires  de  fret  et  aux  "taux  convenus".  Les  com- 
pagnies  se  dot  vent  de  presenter  leurs  tarifs  de  taux  depuis  le  format  d'une  simple 
feuille  a  celui  de  volumes  imposants.  Depuis  les  recentes  annees,  la  raise  au 
dossier  constitue  un  travail  d'au  dela  de  40,000  pieces  annuellement.  Les  causes 
de  taux  individuels  ou  de  base  sont  trop  multiples  pour  en  faire  I'enumeration. 

La  Commission  est  soucieuse  de  la  securite  dans  toute  exploitation  fer- 
roviaire  et  vu  que  de  vastes  pouvoirs  liii  ont  ete  conferes  en  ce  domaine,  il  lui  in- 
combait  de  prescrire  un  code  uniforme  de  reglements  d'exploitation  (Uniform 
Code  of  Operating  Rules)  ainsi  que  bon  nombre  de  reglements  de  securite.  Elle 
a  a  ses  cotes,  un  personnel  qui  voit  a  I'inspection  des  locomotives,  des  voitures 
a  voyageurs,  des  wagons  de  fret,  des  bouilloires,  des  freins  a  air  comprim^,  des 
systemes  de  signalisation  et  de  tout  autre  amenagement  et  installations  d'entre* 
posage  de  liquides  inflammables,  de  gaz  liquefies  de  petrole  ou  d'ammoniaque, 
sis  sur  I'.emprise  ou  pres  des  voles  ferries.  Elle  fait  enquete  au  sujet  d'accidents, 
deraillements  ou  d'accidents  aux  passages  S  niveau.  Elle  a  aussi  ^rais  certains 
reglements  traitant  du  transport  par  rail  des  matieres  dangereuses  et  dont  cer- 
taines charges  radioactives  posent  de  nouveaux  problemes.  En  somme,  cela 
resume  ses  activites  qui  sont  a  la  fois  systematiques  et  continuelles.  L 'Evolu- 
tion ferroviaire  a  contribue  a  certains  changements  et  la  Commission  a  du  effectuer 
certaines  modifications  a  la  technologic  de  I'ancien  au  temps  moderne  en  conce- 
vant  de  nouvelles  methodes  et  pratiques,  de  sorte  que  la  Commission  veille 
constamment  a  la  securite  de  toutes  operations  ferroviaires. 

Les  compagnies  de  chemins  de  fer  sont  obligees  de  fournir  dans  la  mesure 
de  leur  pouvoir  les  dispositions  necessaires  a  I'accommodation  du  trafic  et 
d 'effectuer  avec  efficacite  le  transport  de  toute  marchandise  qui  leur  est  confiee. 
La  question  d'horaires  et  de  la  frequence  des  trains  releve  de  leur  propre  gestion 
etant  donnE  que  la  fonction  de  la  Commission  en  est  une  de  regularisation  et  non 
de  gerance,  quoiqu'on  lui  demande  assez  fr^quemraent  d'intervenir  au  sujet 
d'une  plainte  a  I'effet  que  les  compagnies  de  chemin  de  fer  ont  neglige  de 
remplir  leurs  obligations.  En  effet,  le  nombre  de  requetes  ou  de  plaintes,  com- 
prenant  I'abandon  de  tron9ons  non  rentables,  la  reduction  du  service  de  trains,  et 
la  suppression  des  agents  de  gare,  augmente  constamment  depuis  les  dernieres 
annees,  ce  qui  entrafne  maintes  enquetes  qui  en  plusieurs  cas,  occasionnent 
des  auditions  publiques  dans  les  regions  en  cause,  et  il  va  sans  dire  qu'il  lui 
serait  impossible  de  s'acquitter  de  sa  tache  on^reuse  si  elle  Etait  tenue  de 
sieger  a  des  audiences  en  tout  et  partout.  Il  lui  arrive  done  souvent  d 'avoir  a 
rendre  une  decision  en  se  basant  sur  les  renseignements  et  les  commentaires 
qui  lui  ont  Ete  presentes  par  les  parties  concernEes  et  d'apres  les  rapports 
d'enquetes  de  son  personnel,  afin  d'eviter  des  audiences,  tout  comme  le  veut 
ladite  loi. 
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Au  plan  du  genie,  ses  activites  comprennent  I'emplacement,  !a  construction 
et  I'entretien  des  chemins  de  fer,  ponts,  systemes  de  signalisation,  clotures, 
drainage,  ^tagements  de  voies,  passages  a  niveau  ainsi  que  I'installation  de 
modes  de  protection  automatique  aux  passages  a  niveau.  En  outre,  elle  administre 
la  Caisse  des  passages  a  niveau,  laquelle  pourvoit  I'aide  pecuniaire  aux  couts 
des  projets  d'etagement  de  voies  et  des  modes  de  protection  automatique.  En 
1955,  I'appropriation  annuelle  a  la  Caisse  fut  augment^e  de  $1  million  a  $5 
millions,  et  depuis  1958,  les  octrois  furent  prelev^s  a  raison  d'un  montant  sup- 
plementaire  de  $10  millions  annuellement.  Le  montant  global  des  subventions 
accord^es  sous  I'administration  de  la  Commission,  se  chiffrait  a  environ  $90 
millions  durant  les  annees  1958-63  comparativement  au  montant  d'a  peu  pres  $25 
millions  pour  les  annees  1909—57.  La  Commission  a  vu  ses  activites  s'accentuer 
en  ce  domaine. 

Les  compagnies  de  chemins  de  fer,  de  telecommunications  telegraphiques  et 
telephoniques,  et  autres  relevant  de  la  juridiction  de  la  Commission,  sont  tenues 
de  lui  presenter  un  rapport  de  leurs  revenus,  debourses,  actif,  volume  d 'affaire  et 
autres  items  de  leurs  entreprises.  En  1955,  la  Commission  d'apres  un  amendement 
a  la  loi  des  chemins  de  fer,  prescrivait  aux  entreprises  ferroviaires  Tadoption  d'un 
systeme  uniforme  de  comptabilite.  Depuis  lors,  son  personnel  s'applique  ^ 
I'examen  systematique  de  leurs  comptes,  et  ^  d'autres  Etudes  particulieres 
afin  d'en  analyser  les  diff^rents  aspects,  a  y  comprendre  I'etude  analytique  des 
donnees  de  consignations  a  wagons  complets.  A  cet  effet,  la  m^thode  employee 
est  celle  de  lui  fournir  un  echantillonnage  continu  d'un  pour  cent  des  formules 
de  connaissement  de  wagonnees  completes,  ayant  leur  origine  d  une  gare  sise  le 
long  d'une  ligne  quelconque  du  reseau  en  cause,  et  ayant  comme  destination  une 
autre  de  ses  gares,  le  transport  se  faisant  par  rail  exclusivement.  L'application 
a  determiner  le  prix  de  revient  joue  un  role  de  plus  en  plus  important  dans  le 
domaine  du  Transport  et  telecommunication  relativement  au  travail  de  la  Com- 
mission. En  depit  des  m^thodes  modernes  par  suite  du  d^veloppement  des  calcu- 
latrices  ^lectroniques,  telles  que  1 'analyse  S  marche  regressive  multipli^e,  le 
cout  de  revient  au  plan  ferroviaire  n'est  pas  tout  siinplement  une  operation 
math^matique  parce  que  la  fa9on  technique  d'y  proc^der  requiert  bon  jugement. 
Quoique  I'^tablissement  du  prix  de  revient  ait  ^t^  amelior^  de  nos  jours,  il  n'en 
reste  pas  moins  le  besoin  de  perfectionner  a  cette  fin  les  donnees  statistiques 
pour  une  meilleure  comprehension  et  une  plus  grande  utilite. 

La  Commission  a  ete  tres  fortunee  de  recevoir  la  collaboration  des  autorites 
ferroviaires,  des  affiliations  travaillistes  et  a  vrai  dire,  de  tous  ceux  qui  lui 
ont  presents  des  problemes  relevant  de  sa  juridiction,  ce  qui  lui  a  permis  h 
maintes  reprises  de  resoudre  les  differends  par  lettres,  discussions  ou  confe- 
rences. En  majorite,  ces  causes  furent  resolues  de  cette  fagon.  Cependant,  a 
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cause  du  genre  et  de  I'importance,  il  est  inevitable  que  certaines  causes  en 
contestation  doivent  necessairernent  etre  entendues  publiquement  ou  les  temoins 
sont  asserment^s  et  les  procedures  d'une  cour  superieure  sont  instituees. 

Les  commissaires  ont  et^  tres  heureux  d 'avoir  a  leurs  cot^s  un  personnel 
dedie  au  service  du  public  tant  par  sa  competence  que  par  son  experience  acquise 
dans  les  spheres  specialisees. 

Le  siege  social  de  la  Commission  est  a  Ottawa  et  ses  bureaux  regionaux 
sont  situes  a  St^John's  (Terre*Neuve),  fvloncton,  Montreal,  Toronto,  Winnipeg, 
Saskatoon,  Calgary  et  Vancouver. 

Vers  I'avenlr 

Le  transport  au  Canada  differe  consid^rablement  de  ce  qu'il  ^tait  a  la  fin 
de  la  Deuxieme  Guerre  mondiale.  Depuis  cette  epoque,  ce  domaine  a  connu  une 
croissance  vertigineuse  —  avions,  pipelines  et  voies  publiques  —  I'economie  du 
pays  a  subi  de  grands  et  d'importants  changements.  II  existe  en  outre  une  concur- 
rence acerbe  entre  les  diff^rents  modes  de  transport.  La  situation  actuelle  pose 
une  infinite  de  complications  et  quoiqu'il  soit  difficile  d'y  trouver  une  solution 
facile,  tres  rares  sont  ceux  qui  appuient  le  statu  quo  a  tout  point  de  vue. 

De  nouvelles  idees  sont  congues  quant  a  la  fixation  des  prix  et  I'etablis- 
sement  d'un  meilleur  service,  et  de  nouveaux  projets  de  loi  sont  en  voie  de 
presentation. 

Quoique  fiere  de  son  histoire  et  de  ses  traditions,  la  Commission  ne  doit 
pas  se  contenter  de  ses  exploits  du  passe.  A  I'avenir,  elle  sera  jugee  dans  la 
mesure  du  succes  remporte  a  assumer  les  responsabilites  qui  lui  ont  ete  imput^es 
de  temps  en  temps  par  suite  de  la  place  qu'elle  occupe  dans  le  cadre  de  la 
structure  gouvernementale  et  par  le  fait  meme  qu'elle  est  constituee  en  une 
commission  independante  et  impartiale.  J'ai  Tespoir  qu'elle  saura  faire  nouvelle 
preuve  de  brillants  exploits  dans  les  annees  a  venir.  Voila  le  defi!  C'est  la  son 
but!

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 

The  following  regulations  entitled  "Regulations  Governing  the  Construction, 
Filing  and  Posting  of  the  Canadian  Freight  Classification"  are  prescribed  under 
the  authority  of  Section  325  of  the  Railway  Act. 

General  Orders  Nos.  695,  801,  822,  832,  839  insofar  as  they  are  applicable 
to  the  Canadian  Freight  Classification  and  General  Order  No.  784  are  hereby 
rescinded,  , 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  CONSTRUCTION,  FILING  AND  POSTING 
OF  THE  CANADIAN  FREIGHT  CLASSIFICATION 


PART  1  -  GENERAL  CLASSIFICATION  PROVISIONS 

Rule  1  —  Articles,  A  tariff  described  as  the  ''Canadian  Freight  Classification" 
assigning  articles  to  class  ratings,  prescribing  carload  minimum  weights  and 
packages  descriptions  thereto,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  approval. 
The  articles  shall  be  listed  therein  in  an  orderly  manner  and  a  designated  rating 
shall  be  shown  in  connection  with  each  article.  The  classification  shall  also 
contain  a  complete  alphabetical  index  to  all  of  the  articles  contained  therein. 

Rule  2  —  Rules,  Rules  which  have  general  application  may  be  published  in  the 
said  classification.  Such  rules  shall  precede  the  list  of  articles  shown  in  the 
classification  and  shall  be  consecutively  numbered  and  separately  indexed. 

Rule  3  —  Reference  Marks,  Change  in  classification  ratings,  description  of 
articles,  carload  minimum  weights  or  other  matter  in  the  classification  shall  be

indicated  by  the  use  of  the  following  reference  marks,  which  shall  be  used  for  no 
other  purpose: 

♦  —  to  denote  increases.

I   I    —  to  be  used  in  supplements  to  denote,  reissued  matter  with  the  supple- 
ment number  from  which  reissued  inserted  therein.

Rule  4  —  Powers  of  Attorney,  Powers  of  attorney  appointing  an  agent  and 
alternate  agent  to  publish  and  file  the  Canadian  Freight  Classification  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Rule  31  of  Board's  Tariff  Circular  1~A. 

Rule  5  —  Title  Page  Notations,  The  classification  and  all  supplements,  shall 
provide  on  the  title  page  that  it  "Applies  on  Freight  Traffic  covered  by  Tariffs 
issued  subject  hereto**,  and  shall  also  give  reference  to  Board's  approving 
orders,  as  follows; 

"Approved  by  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada  by 
Order    dated  " 

Rule  6  —  Inspection  of  Classification,  A  copy  of  the  classification  shall  be 
kept  on  file  at  all  railway  stations  or  offices,  where  freight  is  received  and 
delivered,  for  inspection  during  business  hours. 

Rule  7  —  Supplements  to  Classification,  Reference  herein  to  the  classification 
includes  revisions  and  amendments  thereto  such  as  supplements  or  revised 
pages. 

PART  II  -  CHANGES  INVOLVING  INCREASED  COST  OF  TRANSPORTATION 

Rule  8  —  Application  to  Board,  When  articles  are  removed  from  a  lower  to  a 
higher  classification  rating,  or  when  changes  in  any  way  add  to  the  cost  of 
transportation,  proof  copies,  in  triplicate,  of  the  proposed  amended  classifica- 
tion shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  approval  together  with  a  complete 
explanation  of  the  reasons  for  the  proposed  changes. 

Rule  9  —  Notice  in  Canada  Gazette,  A  notice  of  the  submission  of  the  proposed 
increased  changes  to  the  Board  for  approval  shall  be  published  by  the  Canadian 
Freight  Association  in  the  Canada  Gazette  in  the  following  manner. 
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''Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  Canadian  Freight  Association  did  on 

 (date)  submit    to    the    Board    of  Transport 

Commissioners   for  Canada,   for  its  approval,   the  Canadian  Freight 

Classification    No.  (or    Supplement   No,  to   the  Canadian 

Freight  Classification  No.  )." 

Rule  10  —  Copies  to  Interested  Parties,  A  proof  copy  of  the  proposed  Classifica- 
tion shall  be  concurrently  furnished  by  the  Canadian  Freight  Association  to  the 
parties  set  out  below  with  the  request  that  any  objections  they  may  desire  to 
make  be  filed  with  the  Board  within  thirty  (30)  days.  Such  submissions  to  the 
Board  should  contain  a  clear  and  concise  statement  of  the  grounds  of  the  objec- 
tion and  the  facts  relied  upon  to  sustain  the  objection,  and  a  copy  of  such 
submissions  should  concurrently  be  forwarded  to  the  Canadian  Freight  Associa- 
tion.

Rule  11  -  Period  of  Notice,  Following  approval  by  the  Board  the  classification 
shall  then  be  filed  with  the  Director,  Traffic  Department  of  the  Board  on  one 
day's  notice,  unless  otherwise  authorized  by  the  Board.  The  act  of  mailing  does 
not  constitute  filing  and  the  period  of  notice  commences  from  the  date  of  receipt 
of  the  classification. 


PART  III  -  REDUCED  CLASSIFICATION  RATINGS  AND  MODIFICATION 
IN  PACKAGING  PROVISIONS 


Rule  12  —  Application  to  Board*  When  reductions  in  classification  ratings  are 
made,  or  when  modifications  in  or  additions  to  the  package  specifications  or 
descriptions  which  result  in  neither  an  increase  nor  reduction  in  charges,  proof 
copies,  in  triplicate,  of  the  proposed  amended  classification  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Board  for  approval.  A  proof  copy  of  the  proposed  classification  shall  also 
be  concurrently  furnished  to  the  parties  set  out  in  Rule  10  hereof. 

Rule  13  —  Period  of  Notice*  Following  approval  by  the  Board  the  classification 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Director,  Traffic  Department  of  the  Board  on  not  less  than 
thirty  (30)  days'  notice.  The  act  of  mailing  does  not  constitute  filing  and  the 
period  of  notice  commences  from  the  date  of  receipt  of  the  classification.

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 

1.  General  Order  No.  853,  dated  November  16,  1959,  is  rescinded. 

2.  General  Order  No.  833,  dated  July  3,  1958,  as  amended  by  General  Order 
No.  853,  dated  November  16,  1959,  is  further  amended  by  striking  out  paragraph 
numbered  4  of  the  said  amended  General  Order  No.  833  and  substituting  therefor 
the  following: 

'M.  REDUCTION  IN  RATES 

Subject  to  paragraphs  1,  2,  3  and  8  hereof,  carload  and  less  carload 
basic  rates  shall  be  reduced  by 

(a)  3.5  per  cent  and 

(b)  9.5  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds." 

3.  This  Order  shall  have  effect  from  March  1,  1964.

JUDGMENT 

IRWIN,  C. 

The  events  leading  to  this  hearing  had  their  beginning  on  June  13,  1963, 
when  the  President  of  the  Alberton  and  West  Prince  Board  of  Trade  wrote  to  the 
Board,  protesting  against  a  notification  posted  by  Canadian  National  Railways 
to  the  effect  that  the  railway  proposed  to  cancel  mixed  trains  251  and  252, 
running  between  Charlottetown  and  Tignish.  The  Canadian  National  Railways 
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had  not  and  has  not,  filed  any  application  with  the  Board.  Since  the  cancellation 
of  trains  251  and  252  represents  a  change  in  service  only,  the  Railway  Act  does 
not  require  the  railway  company  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  railway)  to  file  an 
application  with  the  Board. 

However,  opposition  to  the  proposal  of  the  railway  developed  very  rapidly. 
Communications  protesting  the  change  were  received  from  the  Royal  Canadian 
Legion,  Charlottetown  Branch;  from  the  heads  of  businesses  in  the  potato, 
fisheries  and  livestock  industries;  from  the  Honourable  W.R.  Shaw,  Premier  of 
Prince  Edward  Island;  from  the  elected  representatives  to  the  Legislature  and  to 
the  Parliament  of  Canada;  from  the  area  involved,  including  a  petition  signed  by 
some  100  people,  who  are  residents  along  the  line.  These  protests  assumed  such 
proportions,  that  the  Board  instructed  Mr.  E.J.  Hase,  its  District  Inspector  at 
Moncton,  N.B.,  to  investigate  the  situation  and  to  interview  interested  parties. 
Following  Mr.  Hase's  report,  the  Board,  on  August  13,  1963,  wrote  to  Mr.  W.G. 
Boyd,  Commission  Counsel  for  the  Canadian  National  Railways,  stating  that  it 
had  decided  to  set  the  matter  down  for  a  formal  hearing,  and  in  the  meantime, 
requested  the  railway  to  defer  the  proposed  reductions  in  service.  The  date  for 
the  hearing  was  set  as  November  13  and  14,  1963,  in  Alberton,  Prince  Edward 
Island. 

The  line  runs  west  from  Charlottetown  to  Summerside  and  from  there,  in  a 
general  northwesterly  direction  to  Tignish.  It  is  roughly  paralleled  throughout 
by  hard-surfaced  Hig|iway  No.  2.  From  Emerald  Junction,  between  Charlottetown 
and  Summerside,  a  line  runs  south  to  Borden  to  connect  with  the  ferry  service  to 
the  mainland.  The  population  of  the  larger  cities  and  towns  situated  on  the 
railway,  is  shown  in  the  table  below,  which  forms  a  part  of  Exhibit  Np.  2. 


The  table  shown  below,  is  extracted  from  Exhibits  3  and  4  and  shows  the 
present  train  service  on  the  line  between  Charlottetown  and  Tignish,  including 
that  between  Emerald  Junction  and  Borden,  since  a  considerable  proportion  of 
the  traffic  generated  between  Tignish  and  Summerside  passes  over  that  line.

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Evidence  of  the  general  situation,  which  prompted  the  Canadian  National 
Railways  to  suggest  the  proposed  changes,  was  given  by  Mr.  E.P.  Stephenson, 
Manager  of  the  Maritime  Area,  Canadian  National  Railways,  with  headquarters 
at  Moncton.  Mr.  Stephenson  stated  that  the  three  phases  of  service  were,  freight, 
passenger  carrying,  l.c.l.  and  express.  He  pointed  out  that  their  studies  had 
shown  that  251  and  252  were  primarily  passenger  trains  and  that  their  passenger 
carryings  were  relatively  light.  Trains  241  and  220,  which  were  primarily  freight 
trains,  handled  almost  all  the  deliveries  of  empty  cars.  (A  later  witness  testified 
that  the  figure  was  95  per  cent  of  empty  cars).  These  latter  trains  also  carried 
the  bulk  of  the  freight  traffic  and  some  of  the  less-than-carload  lots  (l.c.l.)  and 
express  which  was  not  already  carried  through  the  highway  services.  He  further 
stated,  that  of  the  150  days  between  June  1962  and  May  1963,  when  train  220 
was  not  operating,  there  were  26  days  when  train  252  made  the  trip  without  any 
loads.  The  study  of  these  features  had  led  railway  officials  to  believe  that  a  more 
economical  operation  could  be  instituted.  It  was  not  his  contention  that  trains 
241  and  220  could  carry  all  the  freight  offering,  but  he  believed  that  by  cancelling 
trains  251  and  252,  and  supplementing  the  remaining  service,  by  means  of  freight 
extras  operating  only  as  traffic  required,  a  more  economical  operation  could  be 
devised. 

The  following  exchange  between  the  witness  and  Mr.  Pye,  the  railway 
Counsel,  perhaps  sets  out  his  position: 

Mr.  Pye:  '*And  when  you  say,  'we  consider  the  business,  or  this 

portion  of  the  business,  to  be  attractive',  you  are  speaking 
of  the  freight  business  presently  being  attractive.'* 

Mr,  Stephenson:  "That  is  right  sir.  We  generate  a  significant  amount  of 
revenue  from  each  carload  of  freight  we  get  which  has  to 
pay  for  its  haul  to  its  destination.  A  part  of  it  is  used  here 
on  the  Island  and  if  we  manage  our  affairs  well,  we  can  turn 
what  is  now  a  deficit  operation  into  one  which  is  not, 
without,  we  think,  disturbing  the  economy  of  the  district  or 
affecting  its  business  appreciably.  We  think  that  that  being 
the  case,  what  we  are  proposing  is  a  reasonable  thing  to 
do."  (Page  3032  of  the  transcript). 

Mr.  Stephenson  stated  that  it  was  his  belief  that  trains  241  and  220,  operat- 
ing on  a  tri-weekly  schedule,  would  furnish  a  service  adequate  for  the  number  of 
passengers  using  the  train.  He  admitted  that  the  service  would  not  be  so  good  as 
the  present  service,  but  felt  that  the  present  service  was  better  than  passenger 
carryings  warranted. 

As  far  as  freight  carryings  were  concerned,  it  was  his  opinion  that  the 
carrying  of  loads  and  the  delivering  and  spotting  of  empties,  could  be  carried  out 
adequately  for  the  most  part  by  trains  241  and  220,  on  the  days  when  they  were 
operating.  He  believed  that  on  alternate  days  such  requirements  could  be  carried 
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out  by  non-scheduled  freight  extras  sent  in  from  Borden  on  an  as  required  basis. 
Studies  conducted  by  the  railway  indicated  that  freight  shipments  during  July, 
August  and  September  were  very  light  and  on  many  days,  little  or  no  traffic 
would  be  offered.  By  the  suggested  method,  the  necessity  for  sending  trains 
up  the  line,  when  no  traffic  was  offered,  would  be  avoided,  resulting  in  a  much 
sounder  economic  operation.  He  referred  to  studies  which  had  been  carried  out 
by  the  research  department  and  to  which  Mr.  White  later  testified,  (Page  3188  of 
the  transcript  and  Exhibit  19).  These  studies  indicated  that  during  the  year  from 
June  1962  to  May  1963  inclusive,  there  were  38  days  between  July  1  and  September 
30  when  the  traffic  offered  consisted  of  fewer  than  five  cars.  In  his  view,  this 
resulted  in  76  trips  which  might  be  considered  non-essential  operations. 

On  this  basis,  he  believed  that  the  needs  of  traffic  would  not  require  more 
than  236  freight  extra  ttips  on  the  days  when  220  and  241  were  not  operating. 
This  had  resulted  in  the  railway's  first  proposal  for  the  handling  of  traffic  and 
had  led  them  to  set  down  the  requirement  of  five  cars  of  traffic  offering  on  a 
given  day  as  a  definition  of  the  **as  required'*  limitation  in  the  original  proposal. 

However,  Mr.  Stephenson  further  stated  that  if  the  Board  believed  that  this 
would  not  meet  the  needs  of  the  shippers  in  the  area,  the  railway  would  consider 
a  relaxation  of  the  five  cars  requirement  and,  on  a  one  year  trial  basis,  would 
consider  making  a  proposal  to  send  in  a  freight  extra  on  any  alternate  day  when 
there  was  any  traffic  offering,  even  to  the  extent  of  sending  an  extra  in  for  the 
purpose  of  spotting  a  car.  Under  this  proposal,  a  maximum  of  313  freight  extra 
trips  would  be  required  annually,  although  he  did  not  anticipate  that  traffic 
demands  would  reach  those  proportions.  The  table  below,  which  is  a  composite 
extract  from  Exhibits  3  and  4,  shows  the  proposed  train  service. 
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Under  cross  examination,  Mr.  Stephenson  admitted  that  due  to  heavy  winter 
storms  and  road  bans,  there  might  be  emergency  periods  when  traffic  could  not 
move  on  the  highways  and  he  stated  that  the  railway  would  be  prepared  to  co- 
operate with  Provincial  Authorities  to  the  extent  of  putting  on  freight  extras  as 
necessary  to  relieve  emergency  conditions.  The  authority  for  doing  so,  would  be 
readily  available  as  it  rested  with  the  railway  officials  on  the  Island.  He 
recognized  that  there  were  possibilities  of  increased  development  in  the  West 
Prince  area,  but  considered  that  under  the  second  proposal,  there  would  be 
adequate  service  to  meet  any  added  requirements.  Under  further  questioning  by 
Mr.  McQuaid,  he  stated  that  the  railway  had  no  present  plans  to  close  any  stations 
or  agencies  that  were  now  operating,  while  pointing  out  that  such  closing  would 
depend  on  the  economic  status  of  the  operation  of  the  station  or  agency  involved. 

Mr.  Mclnerney,  Superintendent  of  Transportation,  Maritime  Area,  for  the 
Canadian  National  Railways,  whose  headquarters  is  at  Moncton,  confirmed  the 
freight  operations  as  outlined  by  Mr.  vStephenson.  It  was  his  belief  that  trains 
241  and  220  were  physically  capable  of  handling  the  freight  traffic  on  the  line. 
He  estimated  that  these  trains  carried  the  bulk  of  the  loaded  cars  and  about  95 
per  cent  of  the  empties.  An  examination  of  Exhibit  18,  which  is  a  summary  of  the 
freight  traffic  handled  on  trains  251,  252,  241,  220  between  Summerside  and 
Tigpish,  P.E.I.,  confirms  his  statement.  (95  per  cent  of  the  empties  and  66  per 
cent  of  the  loaded  cars  moving  between  June  1962,  and  May  1963,  inclusive,  were 
on  trains  220  and  241). 

It  was  his  belief  that  the  supplying  of  empty  cars  to  the  area  between 
Summerside  and  Tignish  could  be  handled  easily  by  trains  220  and  241  supple- 
mented by  freight  extras.  He  stated  that  there  were  always  a  certain  number  of 
empty  cars  at  stations  along  the  line  and  that  these  could  be  moved  readily  to  a 
point  where  they  were  required.  The  extras  would  be  made  up  at  Borden  and  if 
notice  were  given  the  day  before  the  cars  were  needed,  the  cars  could  go  out 
the  following  morning. 

Mail  which  is  now  handled  on  trains  251  and  252  would  be  taken  off  the 
trains  and  tenders  would  be  called  for  highway  mail  delivery.  He  stated  that  the 
railway  would  tender  for  that  contract. 

Under  the  present  system,  the  l.c.l.  traffic  is  handled  by  a  highway  truck 
with  an  18  foot  body.  Between  Charlottetown  and  Tignish,  all  of  the  express 
traffic  is  handled  by  rail.  An  examination  of  Exhibits  6  and  7  indicates  that  in 
the  period  from  June  1962  to  May  1963  inclusive,  the  average  volume  of  such 
traffic  per  month  was  1850  shipments.  The  average  volume  over  the  same  period, 
between  Charlottetown  and  Summerside,  was  252  shipments  per  month. 

Under  the  new  proposal,  all  l.c.l,  and  express  traffic  would  be  carried  by 
highway  truck.  (The  very  rare  shipment  which  might  be  too  heavy  for  this  form  of 
delivery,  would  be  shipped  by  train.)  The  truck  used  between  Charlottetown  and 
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Summerside  would  continue  to  be  a  truck  with  an  18  foot  body.  Between  Summer- 
side  and  Tignish,  a  36  foot  trailer  would  be  used.  Mr.  Mclnerney  was  confident 
that  this  service  would  be  quite  capable  of  handling  the  volume  of  shipments 
indicated  above  without  any  difficulty.  Exhibit  5  which  is  reproduced  below, 
gives  the  time  table  for  this  service  with  the  added  note  that  it  is  intended  to 
include  l.c.l.  as  well  as  express  traffic.

The  truck  between  Summerside  and  Tignish  would  follow  Highway  No.  2. 
Shippers  who  reside  on  the  highway  would  have  their  shipments  picked  up  or 
delivered  at  their  door  and  the  truck  would  run  into  those  stations  off  the  high- 
way if  traffic  were  offered.  Where  there  is  a  station,  express  would  be  dropped 
off  at  that  station.  Where  there  is  no  station,  the  shipment  would  be  carried  to 
the  nearest  agency  and  left  there.  Mr.  Mclnerney  pointed  out  that  this  service 
made  better  connections  with  the  mainland  than  did  251  and  252,  in  that  ship- 
ments from  the  mainland  would  not  have  to  lie  overnight  in  Summerside.  He 
admitted  that  during  snow  storms  over  the  past  year,  some  trips  had  been  missed 
and  some  not  completed,  but  the  total  between  Summerside  and  Tignish  missed 
or  not  completed,  was  not  more  than  ten. 

In  reply  to  a  question  as  to  how  many  employees  would  be  displaced,  Mr. 
Mclnerney  stated  that  five  men  or  one  of  the  crews  of  251  and  252  would  have  to 
exercise  their  seniority  for  other  positions  and  that  ultimately,  five  persons 
would  lose  employment.  He  felt  that  the  normal  attrition  rate  would  be  certain  to 
prevent  this.  The  other  crew  would  continue  to  be  employed  in  the  operation  of 
the  freight  extras, 
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Counsel  for  the  C.N.R.  filed  Exhibit  9,  showing  the  average  revenue  passen- 
gers per  trip,  during  the  period  June  1,  1962  to  May  31,  1963,  which  indicates  the 
low  patronage  of  trains  251  and  252.  Exhibit  9  is  reproduced  below.

Evidence  concerning  these  Exhibits  and  passenger  travel  generally,  was 
given  by  Mr.  G.H.  Cunningham,  Passenger  Sales  Manager  for  the  Maritimes 
Region,  Canadian  National  Railways,  headquarters  Moncton,  N.B.  Mr.  Cunningham 
stated  that  the  Exhibits  showed  that  passenger  service  on  trains  251  and  252 
was  not  very  popular,  other  than  for  those  people  returning  from  the  mainland  to 
Emerald  Junction  and  thence  to  Summerside.  Mr.  Cunningham  stated  that  this 
travel  would  be  accommodated  by  the  new  schedules  for  trains  259  and  260, 
which  furnish  a  good  connection  with  train  40  running  between  Charlottetown 
and  Moncton,  thus  replacing  train  251. 

In  response  to  cross  questioning,  Mr.  Cunningham  agreed  that  the  train  trip 
over  the  116  miles  between  Charlottetown  and  Tignish  required  6  hours  and  15 
minutes  for  train  251  and  between  Tignish  and  Charlottetown  required  6  hours  and 
25  minutes  for  train  252.  He  acknowledged  that  the  slowness  of  this  service 
made  the  alternate  bus  travel  more  satisfactory.  Under  further  cross  questioning, 
he  agreed  that  the  single  coaches  were  heated  by  stoves;  ice  water  was  provided, 
but  the  coaches  contained  no  facilities  for  eating.  Under  further  cross  question- 
ing, he  conceded  that  trains  39  and  40  were  patronized  much  better  than  251  and 
252,  but  did  not  agree  that  this  was  due  to  the  faster  service  of  those  trains.  He 
ascribed  this  rather  to  the  low  fares  recently  put  into  effect  by  the  C.N.R.  for 
travel  on  the  mainland,  believing  that  it  was  this  which  had  stimulated  patronage 
of  trains  39  and  40.  Referring  to  Exhibit  15,  which  was  filed  by  railway  Counsel, 
Mr.  Cunningham  pointed  out  that  the  bus  fares  were  somewhat  higher  than  the 
C.N.R.  red,  or  reduced,  fares  and  in  general,  lower  than  the  blue,  or  regular, 
fares.  He  considered  that  the  table  in  Exhibit  15  did  not  show  much  significant 
difference  between  bus  and  rail  fares  between  Charlottetown  and  Tignish. 

Counsel  for  the  C.N.R.  filed  Exhibit  16  showing  the  bus  schedules  for 
summer  and  winter  in  the  Charlottetown,  Summerside,  Tignish  area.  Mr.  E.H. 
Lord,  Manager  of  the  Island  Motor  Transport,  testified  concerning  the  main 
features  of  this  time  table  and  as  to  the  operations  of  the  company.  He  stated 
that  the  company  operated  with  37-passenger  buses  as  long  as  the  roads  were 
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good,  while  in  winter  and  durinp.  bad  road  conditions,  they  used  a  IfS  passenger 
bus.  They  also  had  several  14  passenger  Volkswagen  buses,  which  they  had 
remodelled  and  which  they  use  when  a  road  ban  is  in  effect. 

The  company's  summer  schedule  was  from  Charlottetown  to  Tignish  daily 
except  Sunday.  The  bus  left  Tignish  at  7:00  a.m.,  arrived  at  Summerside  9:10  a.m., 
where  it  made  connections  with  the  company's  bus  to  Borden.  The  bus  then 
proceeded  to  Charlottetown  at  9:15  a.m.,  arriving  there  at  10:25  a.m.  On  Sundays 
and  holidays,  (where  the  holiday  occurred  on  a  Monday),  the  bus  leaves  Tignish 
at  3:45  p.m.,  reaches  Sumjnerside  at  5:40  p.m.  and  arrives  in  Charlottetown  at 
6:55  p.m.  On  the  return  trip,  which  is  also  daily  except  Sunday  and  Monday 
holidays,  the  bus  leaves  Charlottetown  at  4:30  p.m.,  arrives  Summerside  at 
5:40  p.m.  and  Tignish  at  8:00  p.m.  On  Sundays  and  Monday  holidays,  it  leaves 
Charlottetown  at  7:30  p.m.,  arrives  Summerside  at  8:40  p.m.  and  arrives  in 
Tignish  at  10:30  p.m.  In  running  from  Charlottetown  to  Tignish  and  return,  the 
bus  follows  Highway  No,  2  throughout.  It  has  waiting  stations  only  at  Summer- 
side  and  Alberton  and  actually  goes  into  only  Wellington  and  O'Leary,  Passen- 
gers at  other  points  are  picked  up  and  let  off  on  the  highway  on  request.  The  bus 
carries  only  prepaid  express  and  other  parcels  and  apart  from  waiting  stations, 
these  are  left  at  stores  or  are  picked  up  from  the  bus  by  the  recipient.  No  notifi- 
cation is  given  to  recipients.  Questioned  as  to  the  winter  schedule,  Mr.  Lord 
stated  that  there  was  very  little  variation  between  the  summer  and  winter  sched- 
ules; not  more  than  half  an  hour  on  the  run.  He  stated  that  the  highways  were 
generally  in  good  condition,  particularly  since  the  ploughs  were  now  operating  to 
clear  the  roads  for  school  buses.  He  estimated  that  in  the  past  year  not  more 
than  ten  trips  remained  uncompleted,  due  to  bad  weather.  Questioned  as  to  the 
bad  road  experience  during  the  year  from  wSeptember  1959  to  August  31,  1960,  Mr. 
Lord  filed  with  the  Board  a  statement  showing  that  on  the  Summerside  to  Tignish 
run,  all  but  ten  trips  were  completed  during  the  year  and  on  the  Summerside  to 
Charlottetown  run,  all  but  two  trips  were  completed  during  the  same  period,  Mr. 
Lord  further  stated  that  the  bus  was  never  out  of  operation  for  more  than  two 
days  at  a  time  and  that  the  latter  case  was  very  unusual. 

In  reply  to  questioning,  Mr.  Lord  stated  that  his  head  office  had  informed 
him  that  the  Charlottetown  to  Tignish  run  was  profitable.  He  was  completely 
confident  that  his  company  would  be  able  to  handle  all  passenger  traffic  that 
might  develop  in  the  area,  since  two  standby  buses  were  always  k'  pt  in  reserve. 
Through  furlher  cross  examination  by  opposing  Counsel,  he  was  Hsked  whether 
complaints  concerning  the  waiting  facilities  along  the  line  had  ever  been  received 
by  him.  Following  his  statement  that  he  could  not  remember  any  such,  a  letter 
from  Mr.  C.  Leard,  Secretary  of  the  Alberton  West  Prince  Board  of  Ttade,  was 
introduced  and  marked  for  identification,  later  being  filed  as  Exhibit  25.  This 
letter,  to  the  Manager  of  th»»  Island  Motor  Transport,  complained  about  the  lack 
of  accommodation  and  express  agent  service  at  the  Tignish  terminus,  and 
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inadequacy  of  the  service  at  Alberton  and  O'Leary  and  requested  waiting  room 
facilities  and  express  service  to  be  made  available  30  minutes  prior  to  and  after 
arrival  and  departure  of  the  buses.  Mr.  Lord  could  not  remember  receiving  this 
letter  and  stated  that  he  had  not  replied  to  it  and  that  no  change  in  the  existing 
method  of  service  had  been  made. 

Counsel  for  the  railway  led  in  evidence  pertinent  to  the  financial  situation  of 
the  railway,  through  Mr.  W.B.  White,  Special  Projects  Engineer,  Department  of 
Research  and  Development,  Canadian  National  Railways,  Montreal.  Mr.  White 
testified  that  his  duties  included  the  responsibility  for  the  co-ordination,  supet- 
vision  and  direction  of  all  studies  connected  with  discontinuance  or  reduction 
of  train  service.  In  this  capacity,  he  had  supervised  the  studies  involved  in  the 
preparation  of  exhibits  20  to  24  which  were  filed  by  railway  Counsel. 

These  Exhibits  contain  the  itemized  statement  of  the  expenses  and  the 
revenues  for  the  operations  of  trains  251  and  252  under  present  conditions  and 
for  the  operation  of  the  replacement  service  under  both  the  first  and  the  second 
proposals.  The  material  in  Exhibits  20  to  24  has  been  consolidated  into  the  table 
shown  below.

It  is  estimated  by  the  company  that  if  the  present  service  of  trains  251  and 
252  were  discontinued  in  favour  of  the  first  proposal,  a  net  financial  improvement 
of  $159,055  per  annum  would  result.  Alternatively,  a  net  financial  improvement  of 
$129,083  would  be  obtained  on  the  basis  of  the  second  proposal,  should  the  first 
not  be  acceptable. 

The  proposed  change  from  the  present  service  to  one  of  the  two  alternate 
services  would  involve  a  reduction  in  train  miles  and  car  miles  per  annum. 

The  present  service  of  running  mixed  trains  251  and  252  six  days  per  week, 
between  Charlottetown  and  Tignish  now  requires  for  the  two  trains,  passenger 
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equipment  of  two  passenger  coaches,  two  express  cars,  and  two  combination  ] 

mail  and  baggage  cars.  Two  diesel  locomotives  are  assigned  to  each  train,  a  | 

total  of  four.  In  a  period  of  one  year,  these  trains  would  run  73,242  train  miles,  j 

or,  on  the  basis  of  the  above  passenger  equipment,  219,726  car  miles.  ' 

The  first  proposal  of  the  company  is  to  discontinue  trains  251  and  252,  \ 
which   would  release  most  of  the  foregoing  locomotive  and  passenger  train  i 
equipment  for  use  on  other  trains.  Only  two  diesel  locomotives  would  be  required 
to  handle  the  extra  freight  trains  (118  round  trips  or  236  trains)  between  Tignish  j 
and  Borden,  from  October  to  June  each  year,  which  extras  would  replace  the  j 
freiglit  service  formerly  provided  by  trains   251  and   252.  Present  tri -weekly 
passenger  service  on  trains  241  and  220  between  Tignish  and  Summerside,  now 
provided  between  December  and  May  of  each  year,  would  be  extended  to  a  twelve 
months  operation.  In  addition  to  this,  a  daily,  except  Sunday,  passenger  service 
would  be  provided  between  Summerside  and  Emerald  Junction  on  trains  259  and 
260,  for  which  the  services  of  two  passenger  coaches  would  be  retained.  The  | 
net  result  of  this  proposal  would  be  a  reduction  of  approximately  43,000  train 
miles  per  annum,  and  about  191,000  passenger  train  car  miles,  from  present  I 
service.  \ 

The  second  proposal  of  the  company  differs  from  the  first  only  in  one 
respect;  extra  freight  trains  (157  round  trips  or  314  trains)  would  be  provided 
over  twelve  months  rather  than  118  round  trips  or  236  trains  over  a  nine-month 
period,  which  results  in  approximately  an  additional  7,500  train  miles  per 
annum.  Compared  to  present  service,  the  second  proposal  would  result  in  a 
reduction  of  approximately  35,000  train  miles  per  annum,  j 

The  Board  has  had  its  staff  examine  the  working  papers  of  the  railway  and  i 

study  the  cost  estimates  submitted.  As  a  result  of  that  study,  and  for  purposes  of  ' 
the  Judgment,  in  this  case,  I  have  made  reductions  in  some  of  the  estimates, 

as  noted  below.  | 

With  regard  to  revenues,  the  company  estimates  that  it  will  retain  60  per  cent  | 
of  the  passenger  revenue  between  Charlottetown  and  Tignish,  should  trains  251  : 
and  252  be  discontinued,  but  it  does  not  foresee  a  continuance  of  the  mail 
contract  under  either  alternative  proposal.  It  is  anticipated  that  revenue  from 
other  traffic  carried  by  trains  251  and  252  will  remain  unchanged,  since  express  ! 
and  l.c.l.  will  be  handled  by  highway  vehicle,  and  carload  freight  by  other  I 
trains,  j 

The  company  estimates  that  it  now  incurs  a  deficit  on  present  service  of  ' 
approximately  $75,000  per  annum.  In  the  first  proposal,  it  estimates  that  it  could  ! 
retain  all  but  approximately  $24,000  of  present  revenues,  and  reduce  expenses  by  i 
$183,000,  which  would  result  in  a  net  financial  improvement  of  $159,000  per 
annum.  In  the  second  proposal,  the  expenses  would  be  increased  bv  some  $30,000 
over  the  first  proposal  to  provide  additional  freight  service  for  the  extra  three  i 
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months.  There  being  no  additional  revenue  from  this  increase  of  service,  the  net 
financial  improvement  over  present  service  would  be  reduced  to  $129,000. 

The  cost  witness  stated  that  savings  of  overhead  allowances  for  Super- 
intendence and  for  Traffic,  General  and  Communications  would  be  achieved  only 
over  a  prolonged  period.  I  am  not  satisfied  that  full  weight  should  be  given  to 
these  estimates,  particularly  in  view  of  the  time  element  involved,  and,  for 
purposes  of  this  Judgment  I  will  make  reductions  of  $13,000  from  present  service, 
and  reductions  of  $5,000  and  $6,000  from  first  and  second  proposals  respectively. 

The  cost  witness  stated  that  the  estimates  for  cost  of  money  in  Exhibits 
20,  21  and  23  were  based  on  a  rate  of  6.21%;  this  is  the  cost  of  servicing  the 
debt  incurred  for  materials  and  equipment  which  are  required  to  carry  on  the 
operations  of  the  railway.  The  calculation  of  these  cost  of  money  estimates 
was  based  on  operating  units,  including  freight  car  miles,  freight  car  days, 
diesel  unit  miles,  train  miles  and  gross  ton  miles.  I  am  not  satisfied  in  this 
case  that  this  produces  a  proper  estimate  of  the  annual  value  of  materials  and 
equipment  which  in  effect  would  be  salvaged  upon  discontinuance  of  trains  251 
and  252  and  I  have  made  a  reduction  in  the  estimates  on  this  account;  I  have 
made  a  further  reduction  to  reflect  the  substitution  of  a  rate  of  5%  for  6.21%. 
These  reductions  amount  to  $8,500  for  present  service  and  to  $500  and  $2200 
respectively  for  the  company's  first  and  second  proposals.  I  would,  for  purposes 
of  this  Judgment,  also  remove  cost  of  money  from  the  category  of  on-line  expen- 
ses, and  consider  it  under  annual  financial  improvement.

The  Honourable  W.R.  Shaw,  Premier  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  appeared  at 
the  hearing  and  spoke  of  the  general  harmful  effects  that  the  discontinuance  of 
trains  251  and  252  would  have  on  the  public  in  the  County  of  West  Prince. 
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Mr.  Shaw  pointed  out  that  developments  in  industry  which  had  taken  place  in 
other  parts  of  the  Island,  more  particularly,  King*s  County,  such  as  various 
processing  plants  and  shipbuilding  industry,  had  not  been  extended  into  West 
Prince,  which  had  rather  lagged  behind  the  rest  of  the  Island  in  economic 
development.  He  cited  as  one  of  the  reasons  for  this,  lack  of  transportation 
facilities,  and  believed  that  the  discontinuance  of  these  two  trains  would  be  an 
added  deterrent  to  the  attraction  of  new  business,  since  prospective  incoming 
plants  were  primarily  interested  in  the  transportation  facilities  in  the  area. 

Mr.  Shaw  stated  that  in  an  effort  to  find  out  the  causes  of  slow  economic 
development  in  Prince  County,  with  a  view  to  measures  of  improvement,  his 
Government  in  co-operation  with  the  Federal  Government,  had  instituted  three 
economic  studies  which  were  currently  going  on  and  which  would  result  in 
recommendations  for  remedial  action.  These  studies  embrace  agriculture  and 
fishing,  economics  generally  and  tourist  prospects.  Ke  predicted  a  future  rapid 
development  in  the  area  and  pointed  out  that  encouragement  to  the  fishing 
industry  and  to  boatbuilding,  was  already  showing  its  effect  in  the  area  around 
Tignish,  He  also  predicted  increased  agricultural  production  and  extended 
agricultural  activity  in  the  fields  of  livestock  raising,  tobacco  growing  and 
vegetable  and  poultry  production.  Mr.  Shaw  also  mentioned  the  possibilities  in 
the  production  of  peat  moss,  which  he  claimed  already  showed  a  potential  of 
1500  carloads  per  year  and  stated  that  already  steps  were  underway  to  increase 
the  production  of  Irish  moss.  Mr.  Shaw  pointed  out  the  extent  of  potato  growing 
in  Prince  County.  He  stated  that  of  the  42,000  acres  which  produce  potatoes  on 
the  Island,  22,000  acres  are  in  Prince  County.  To  indicate  the  importance  of 
regular  transportation  to  the  industry,  he  said  that  due  to  earlier  planting,  new 
potatoes  were  now  shipped  as  early  as  late  July  and  that  shipping  of  the  potato 
crop  continued  into  late  June.  Therefore,  the  shipping  of  potatoes  should  be 
considered  as  a  year  round  activity.  As  an  added  argument  against  any  decrease 
in  rail  transportation  facilities,  Mr.  Shaw  pointed  out  that  the  roads  in  West 
Prince,  even  the  paved  roads  such  as  Highway  No.  2,  were  very  old  and  would  not 
stand  up  to  heavy  truck  traffic.  In  support  of  this,  he  referred  to  the  necessity 
that  had  arisen  for  extensive  recon^struction  of  the  Trans  Canada  Highway  be- 
tween Charlottetown  and  Borden,  due  to  the  impact  of  heavy  truck  traffic.  Re- 
construction of  the  highway  in  West  Prince  would  be  a  long  and  costly  process 
that  would  require  years.  Referring  to  the  tourist  trade,  an  important  industry  in 
Prince  Edward  Island,  Mr.  Shaw  noted  that  1964,  being  a  centennial  year  in 
Prince  Edward  Island,  would  bring  about  an  estimated  40  per  cent  increase  in 
the  number  of  tourists.  It  was  his  belief  that  due  to  the  reduced  fares  on  the 
C.N.R.,  many  families  would  arrive  on  the  mainland  by  train  and  that  any  diminu- 
tion of  passenger  train  service  would  have  a  harmful  effect  on  the  expanding 
tourist  facilities  which  were  being  constructed  in  many  parts  of  the  area. 

Referring  to  the  peculiar  urgency  connected  with  the  shipping  of  potatoes  to 
chain  stores,  Mr.  Shaw  stated  that  it  was  his  firm  belief  that  the  retention  of 
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trains  251  and  252  was  necessary  to  the  economy  of  West  Prince  and  that, 
despite  the  indicated  losses  incurred  by  the  Canadian  National  Railways,  the 
service  should  be  retained. 

Mr.  W.  Shea,  Manager  of  the  Tignish  Fisheries  Co-operative  Association, 
gave  evidence  on  the  effect  of  the  proposed  change  in  train  service  on  his 
business.  Mr.  Shea  handles  fishing  supplies  for  fishermen  and  builds  and  repairs 
boats,  but  his  major  business  is  the  operation  of  a  cannery.  He  ships  out  salt 
fish,  ground  fish,  canned  lobster  and  live  lobsters.  His  canned  lobster  goes  to 
Toronto,  Boston  and  New  York;  his  live  lobsters  to  Boston;  his  salt  fish  to 
Toronto,  Boston  and  Virginia.  Canned  fresh  frozen  lobster  and  live  lobsters  are 
shipped  to  Summerside  by  truck,  but  the  balance  of  his  production  is  shipped  by 
frei^t.  He  ships  from  6  to  9  carloads  per  year.  Mr.  Shea  stated  that  there  was 
another  fish  dealer  in  Tignish  whose  production  was  about  equal  to  his  own. 

In  handling  his  product,  Mr.  Shea  uses  a  cool  room,  the  temperature  of 
which  is  maintained  at  40'.  At  present  he  has  very  limited  space,  although  with 
expanding  markets,  which  he  was  seeking,  he  felt  that  he  would  need  more 
storage  space.  It  is  his  practice  to  ship  only  one  car  at  a  time  and  to  bring  in 
only  one  empty  at  a  time,  but  it  was  important  that  he  he  able  to  get  a  car  at  a 
specific  time,  as  his  buyers  were  easier  to  hold  if  the  transportation  was  fast 
and  sure.  His  chief  concern  over  the  discontinuance  of  trains  251  and  252  was 
whether  the  delivery  of  repair  parts  that  might  be  required  in  his  own  cannery  or 
by  the  fishermen  could  be  made  as  promptly  as  by  the  existing  service. 

Mr.  Irving  Matthew  Smith,  partner  with  Davis,  Smith  and  Sons,  Freeland, 
P.E.I. ,  is  a  grower  and  shipper  of  oysters.  A  great  deal  of  his  product  is  pur- 
chased from  oyster  fishermen  in  the  area.  Normally,  he  starts  shipping  about  the 
first  of  September  and  continues  up  to  mid-December.  His  annual  shipments  are 
between  18  and  24  carloads.  His  early  shipments  are  iced.  In  colder  weather 
some  heat  is  required  in  the  car.  A  temperature  of  between  35*  to  60*  should  be 
maintained.  He  used  C.N.R.  refrigerated  cars,  express  and  freight,  express  only 
for  his  earlier  shipments.  Mr,  Smith  said  that  he  receives  his  orders  with  only 
about  two  days'  notice  and  then  he  has  to  have  a  car  iced  and  sent  up.  Any  delay 
in  delivery  of  the  car  can  lead  to  melted  ice  and  spoiled  oysters  and  as  the 
value  of  a  car  of  oysters  is  from  $4500  to  $8000,  this  can  result  in  considerable 
loss.  As  his  warehouse  is  neither  heated  nor  cooled,  Mr.  Smith  has  difficulty 
storing  the  oysters  in  good  condition  for  any  protracted  period  of  time.  He  stated 
positively,  that  a  tri-weekly  service  could  not  fill  his  needs  and  that  for  the 
satisfaction  of  buyers,  a  daily  service  was  essential. 

Mr.  R.E.  Campbell,  Member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  for  Prince  Edward 
Island,  a  livestock  producer,  buyer  and  shipper,  who  lives  near  Alberton,  gave 
evidence  concerning  the  effects  of  the  proposed  change  on  the  livestock  shipping 
industry.  Mr.  Campbell  ships  85  to  100  cars  of  livestock  per  year,  running  from 
1  to  3  cars  per  week,  and  he  stated  that  there  were  in  all,  four  shippers  at 
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O'Leary  and  Alberton  who  shipped  approximately  the  same  amount  of  livestock 
as  he  did.  Practically  all  his  livestock  was  shipped  by  train.  Normally,  he 
received  a  car  on  Tuesday,  loaded  it  Tuesday  night  or  Wednesday  morning  for 
shipment  to  Swift  Canadian  at  Moncton.  That  firm  required  that  his  shipments 
arrive  in  Moncton  for  killing  on  Thursday  morning.  While  he  had  made  no  actual 
negotiations  with  Swift's  in  Moncton,  it  was  his  belief  that  Swift's  would  not 
change  their  date  for  receiving  his  shipments.  Therefore,  he  believed  that  the 
cancellation  of  a  daily  train  service  might  force  him  to  use  some  other  form  of 
shipment.  On  being  questioned  by  Counsel  as  to  the  effects  of  an  overnight 
tie-up  of  either  outbound  or  inbound  livestock  shipments  at  Borden,  Mr.  Campbell 
stated  that  only  pure  bred  stock  was  shipped  into  the  Island  and  only  in  very 
small  quantities.  It  was  his  belief  that  there  were  pens  at  Borden  for  the  care  of 
cattle  in  the  event  of  an  overnight  stop,  and  he  stated  that  due  to  the  severity  of 
P.E.I,  winters,  shelter  for  the  livestock  would  be  necessary  in  that  event.  On 
further  questioning  as  to  the  nature  of  the  side  roads  in  the  area,  he  pointed  out 
that  these  were  mainly  gravel  roads,  which  broke  up  in  the  spring  to  the  point  of 
becoming  virtually  impassable  for  periods  as  long  as  two  weeks  at  a  time.  He 
did  not  believe  that  a  heavy  vehicle,  such  as  the  proposed  express  truck,  would 
be  able  to  travel  these  roads  into  the  smaller  places  during  such  periods. 

Evidence  on  the  effect  of  the  proposed  change  in  train  service  on  the 
important  potato  shipping  industry,  was  given  by  Mr.  Gaudette  of  Tignish,  a 
potato  buyer  and  shipper;  by  Mr.  D.N.  Mackenzie  of  O'Leary,  a  potato  grower, 
buyer  and  shipper  and  by  Mr,  H.L.  Rodd,  a  broker's  agent  for  F.W.  Ward  and 
Sons,  Limited,  Montreal,  who  was  Manager  of  the  company's  Island  offices  in 
Summerside.  Mr.  Gaudette  shipped  out  vegetable  products  generally,  with  potatoes 
constituting  the  major  part  of  his  shipments.  These  amounted  to  about  65  cars 
per  year.  He  shipped  out  both  table  potatoes  and  seed  potatoes,  his  seed  potatoes 
going  to  Summerside  for  distribution  from  there  to  export  and  also  Canadian 
points.  He  dealt  mainly  through  potato  brokers*  agents,  loading  packs  of  10 
pounds,  50  pounds  and  75  pounds.  Mr.  Gaudette  stressed  the  importance  of 
knowing  that  cars  would  be  available,  since  buyers  insisted,  before  placing  an 
order,  that  the  shipments  get  underway  on  a  fixed  date.  Therefore,  he  felt  that 
daily  service  was  essential,  since  the  car  must  be  brought  in,  spotted,  and 
heated  in  cold  weather  before  loading  the  packs  from  his  warehouse.  As  the 
size  of  his  warehouse  permitted  the  spotting  of  only  two  cars,  it  was  necessary 
that  these  cars  be  moved  out  before  others  could  be  brought  in.  Consequently, 
the  availability  of  a  train  for  this  function,  was  very  important.  While  in  some 
cases  it  was  possible  to  make  an  agreement  with  a  buyer  as  to  the  date  for 
shipment,  in  many  cases  he  would  be  unable  to  accept  an  order  unless  he  knew 
that  cars  would  be  available.  The  bulk  of  Mr.  Gaudette 's  shipping  was  from 
October  to  June,  running  on  an  average  of  1  or  2  cars  per  day  during  that  period. 

Mr.  D.N.  Mackenzie,  Manager  of  H.B.  Willis  Incorporated,  operates  an  180 
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acre  farm  and  buys  potatoes  from  other  potato  growers.  From  the  last  week  in 
September  until  the  last  week  in  June,  he  operates  a  warehouse  as  a  packing 
house.  He  ships  mainly,  a  10  pound  consumer  pack  and  packs  also  specially 
sized  seed  for  export.  Mr.  Mackenzie  pointed  out  that  the  potato  market  was 
highly  competitive,  particularly  for  the  West  Prince  shippers,  as  there  was  a 
five  cents  per  hundred  pound  disadvantage,  due  to  a  freight  differential,  from 
the  costs  to  the  farmers  in  the  Kensington  -  Summerside  area.  The  most  favour- 
able market,  from  his  point  of  view,  was  in  the  Toronto-Montreal  area  and  that 
was  the  market  upon  which  he  concentrated.  His  company  ships  about  225  cars 
a  year  by  rail,  and  three  other  shippers  in  the  0*Leary  area  ship  similar  amounts. 
Mr.  Mackenzie  pointed  out  that  this  was  a  buyer's  market  and  that  buyers  were 
in  a  position  to  impose  their  requirements  on  the  shippers.  Those  requirements 
were,  good  quality,  prompt  shipping  and  continuity  of  supply.  His  most  profitable 
dealings  were  with  chain  stores  and  the  particular  chain  store  which  he  supplied 
used,  on  the  average,  four  cars  per  week  of  10  pound  bags,  and  in  order  to 
maintain  a  satisfied  customer,  he  had  to  maintain  a  continuous  supply  to  the 
chain  store.  Failure  to  meet  the  requirements  of  shipping  and  delivery,  would 
mean  a  loss  of  a  customer.  For  this  reason,  he  had  to  keep  about  50  cars  of 
potatoes  in  storage  at  all  times  and  had  to  have  a  continuous  supply  of  cars.  He 
stated  that  the  reason  for  this  was  that  the  chain  stores  did  not  provide  storage 
facilities  at  the  terminal  point  and  trucked  the  packaged  potatoes  directly  from 
the  car  to  their  stores.  This,  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  chain  stores,  also 
lowered  damage  to  the  potatoes  from  too  frequent  handling.  In  many  cases, 
customers  call  him  up  and  request  a  carload  of  potatoes  to  be  shipped  on  a 
certain  day.  If  he  cannot  ship  on  that  specific  day,  because  of  uncertainty 
about  getting  a  car,  he  cannot  accept  the  order.  Mr.  Mackenzie  felt  that  a  daily 
service  was  absolutely  essential,  particularly  for  the  shunting  of  cars  at  his 
warehouse  and  pointed  out  that  inability  to  have  cars  moved  would  greatly 
impede  his  loading  operations.  During  the  heavy  shipping  season,  daily  move- 
ment of  the  cars  was  an  essential,  in  order  to  maintain  the  promptitude  of  ship- 
ping demanded  by  the  buyers.  It  was  his  opinion  that  a  loss  of  his  chain  store 
buyers  would  mean  that  he  would  have  to  close  his  packing  line.  In  order  to 
justify  his  concern,  he  pointed  out  that  while  he  believed  Prince  Edward  Island 
potatoes  to  be  superior  in  quality  to  New  Brunswick  potatoes,  chain  stores 
were  much  better  satisfied  with  deliveries  of  potatoes  from  New  Brunswick, 
because  they  could  avoid  the  delay  which  was  caused  by,  what  he  called,  the 
bottleneck  at  Borden. 

With  reference  to  a  statement  made  earlier  in  the  hearing,  that  a  three-times 
a  week  service  between  Fredericton  and  Centreville,  N.B.,  was  working  out  very 
well  for  the  potato  shippers  in  the  area,  Mr.  Mackenzie  stated  that  the  shippers 
in  that  area  had  found  the  three-times  a  week  service  on  the  C.N.R.  line  was  so. 
unsatisfactory,  that  the  shippers  could  not  operate  warehouses  on  that  line  and 
had  transferred  their  activities  to  a  parallel  C.P.R.  line.  It  was  his  firm  belief 
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that  in  order  to  get  shipments  out,  with  sufficient  regularity  to  hold  his  customers, 
daily  service  was  an  absolute  necessity. 

Mr.  H.L.  Rodd,  as  indicated  earlier  in  the  Judgment,  is  a  broker's  agent, 
operating  from  Summerside  and  dealing  with  shippers  over  the  whole  Island.  He 
stated  that  total  Island  shipments  by  his  firm  ran  about  3000  to  4500  cars  per 
year.  The  largest  production  was  west  of  Summerside,  in  which  area  he  bought 
from  some  14  shippers.  Mr.  Rodd  classified  the  buyers  as  chain  trade  whole- 
salers, processers  (french  fries  and  potato  chips)  and  re-packers.  The  re-packers, 
he  stated,  were  set  up  at  some  terminals  by  the  chain  stores  and  they  brought  in 
75  pound  sacks  of  potatoes  which  were  re-packed  into  smaller  packs  for  sale  in 
their  stores.  These  re-packers  were  becoming  more  and  more  prominent  as  they 
guaranteed  the  chain  stores  greater  certainty  of  continuity  of  supply. 

As  a  broker's  agent,  Mr.  Rodd  .would  receive  a  teletype  order  from  a 
customer  and  the  buyer  would  insist  that  the  car  must  be  shipped  on  a  certain 
day  before  the  order  could  be  placed.  Mr.  Rodd,  in  turn,  might  contact  a  shipper 
in  West  Prince  and  unless  the  shipper  could  guarantee  a  date  of  shipment  he, 
Mr,  Rodd,  would  be  forced  to  place  his  order  in  any  part  of  the  Island  where  the 
required  guarantee  could  be  made.  The  demands  for  shipment  were  classified 
as: 

(1)  to-day  —  which  is  self-explanatory; 

(2)  immediate  -  which  means  under  billing  within  24  hours; 

(3)  quick  —  under  billing  within  48  hours;  and 

(4)  prompt  —  under  billing  within  72  hours. 

The  three  categories  most  used  were,  to-day,  immediate  and  prompt.  Another 
type  of  order  would  be  a  demand  for  cars  to  be  shipped  on  successive  days  for 
perhaps  a  week.  He  stressed  emphatically  that  competitive  conditions  demanded 
that  the  buyers'  requests  must  be  met  or  the  business  would  be  lost  and  in  his 
appraisal  of  a  line  which  did  not  have  daily  service,  pointed  out  that  he  could 
place  only  orders  for  shipment  within  a  week,  as  a  requirement,  in  King's  County, 
where  there  was  no  daily  service.  He  cited  as  an  example,  that  in  the  week  of 
November  4  to  9,  out  of  a  total  of  106  cars  shipped  from  the  Island,  46  were 
purchased  in  Prince  County  and  that  31  of  the  46  were  ordered  for  shipment  not 
later  than  to-morrow.  He  stated  the  present  daily  service  as  the  reason  for  the 
placing  of  these  orders.  Finally,  it  was  his  firm  belief  that  if  the  buyers'  market 
were  to  be  retained,  a  daily  service  was  a  necessity. 

Mr.  VV.L.  Millar,  Manager  of  the  Millar  Construction  Company  of  Kensington, 
P.E.I. ,  stated  that  his  company  carried  out  road  building  and  maintaining  and 
snow  ploughing,  particularly  on  the  main  highways.  For  the  last  two  winters  he 
had  looked  after  the  snow  ploughing  on  Highway  No.  2,  as  far  north  as  Tignish. 
In  his  opinion,  the  Prince  County  roads  suffered  from  the  heaviest  snowfall  and 
the  most  snow  drifting  on  the  Island.  Since  Highway  No.  2  is  generally  lower 
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than  the  land  immediately  around  it,  the  drifting  plugs  the  roads  to  a  greater 
degree  than  aiiy  other  parts  of  the  Island.  In  some  cases,  after  a  bad  storm,  it 
took  from  two  to  three  days  to  get  the  highway  cleared,  even  in  an  average 
winter.  For  the  most  part,  the  secondary  roads  would  remain  blocked  for  a  longer 
period.  As  a  road  builder,  he  viewed  the  Summerside  to  Tignish  highway  as 
having  very  old  pavement,  resting  on  a  clay  base,  through  an  area  which  con- 
tained much  swamp.  It  was  his  view  that  if  the  highway  were  to  hold  up  under 
heavy  traffic,  much  of  it  would  have  to  be  rebuilt  and  raised  to  a  higher  level. 

Mr.  Cyril  Laird,  Alberton  and  West  Prince,  Board  of  Trade,  with  reference 
to  a  letter  referred  to  earlier  in  the  Judgment  and  filed  for  identification  and 
later  filed  as  Exhibit  No.  25,  was  examined  by  Counsel  for  the  Alberton  West 
Prince  Board  of  Trade,  concerning  the  contents  of  the  letter.  Mr.  Laird  stated 
that  on  January  19,  1957,  he  had  written  to  Mr.  Lord,  Manager  of  Island  Motor 
Transport,  attaching  a  copy  of  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Alberton  West  Prince 
Board  of  Trade.  This  resolution  pointed  out  the  necessity  for  a  local  express 
agent  and  waiting  room,  for  the  convenience  of  users  of  the  bus  at  Tignish, 
Alberton  and  O'Leary.  It  suggested  that  these  facilities  and  services  should 
be  provided  for  at  least  30  minutes  prior  to  and  after  the  arrival  and  departure  of 
the  carriers.  Mr.  Laird  stated  that  the  letter  had  been  mailed  to  Mr.  Lord  and  no 
reply  had  been  received.  There  had  been  no  change  in  the  arrangement  for  the 
requested  conveniences. 

Mr.  E.P.  Lynds  was  cross  questioned  by  Counsel  for  the  railway  with 
respect  to  a  letter  written  to  the  Board  in  July,  1963,  by  the  Charlottetown 
Branch  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Legion.  This  letter  stated  several  objections 
which  have  been  presented  by  other  witnesses.  Counsel  for  the  railway  questioned 
Mr,  Lynds  on  one  statement  in  the  letter  to  the  effect  that  33  persons  would  be 
thrown  out  of  employment  through  discontinuance  of  trains  251  and  252.  Counsel 
asked  Mr.  Lynds  to  define  his  method  in  arriving  at  this  number.  Mr.  Lynds  said 
there  would  be  two  crews  of  five  men  each,  a  car  cleaner  and  two  mail  clerks,  and 
in  addition  to  that,  20  mail  contractors,  who  met  the  train  to  take  the  mail  off.  It 
was  his  view  that  if  the  train  were  to  be  offered  on  only  236  freight  extras,  more 
than  five  crewmen  would  have  to  be  laid  off  and  that  the  other  men  would  lose 
their  employment  in  any  case. 

Counsel  for  the  railway,  in  argument,  reviewed  the  evidence  and  contended 
that  it  established  the  following  major  points: 

(1)  The  railway  in  the  operation  of  trains  251  and  252,  was  suffering  a  loss  of 
approximately  $75,000  annually  and  discontinuance  of  these  trains  would 
result  in  an  annual  financial  improvement  of  approximately  $159,000. 
Good  business  practice  demanded  that  an  uneconomical  practice  should  not 
be  continued,  unless  there  was  a  definite  need  for  it. 
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(2)  The  present  service  on  this  line  is  much  more  frequent  than  is  necessary  to 
move  the  traffic  offered,  as  many  of  the  trains  were  running  with  little  or  no 
traffic. 

(3)  Since  extras  would  operate  on  substantially  the  same  schedules  as  trains 
241  and  220,  although  on  alternate  days,  shippers  would  be  receiving  essen- 
tial daily  service  when  traffic  was  offered. 

(4)  The  spotting  and  placing  of  cars  should  present  no  difficulties  as  either  241 
or  220  would  be  operating  on  the  line  every  day,  entirely  apart  from  such 
service  as  could  be  performed  by  the  extras. 

(5)  The  tri-weekly  passenger  service  was  adequate  for  the  number  of  passengers 
using  the  train,  particularly  when  supplemented  by  the  Island  Transport 
Company.  Counsel  pointed  out  that  while  several  stations  were  not  served  by 
the  Island  Transport  Company  bus,  Exhibits  showed  that  most  of  these 
stations  furnished  few  or  no  passengers. 

(6)  All  l.c.l.  is  presently  handled  satisfactorily  between  Charlottetown  and 
Tignish.  Under  the  proposed  arrangement,  express  also  would  be  handled 
with  equal  satisfaction. 

During  highway  bans  or  emergencies,  express  would  be  handled  on  241,  220 
and  freight  extras.  The  railway  officials  have  undertaken  to  co-operate  with 
Provincial  authorities  by  providing  special  trains  to  meet  any  emergency. 

(7)  Counsel  contended  that  absolute  certainty  of  delivery,  say  to  central  Canada, 
could  not  be  assured  even  under  the  present  services.  Under  the  proposed 
services,  relatively  small  adjustments  in  buying  and  shipping  procedures, 
would  result  in  an  equally  satisfactory  service. 

Finally,  Counsel  contended  that  a  regularly  scheduled  daily  service  was 
unnecessary  and  wasteful.  It  was  his  belief  that  a  three-day  a  week  service,  plus 
freight  extras  to  be  sent  out  on  alternate  days,  when  there  were  five  cars  or  more 
of  traffic  offering  would  serve  the  shippers  on  the  line  adequately. 

While  the  railway  officials  agreed  that,  if  the  Board  deemed  it  necessary, 
they  would  send  out  freight  extras  on  days  alternating  with  the  241,  220  schedule 
whenever  any  traffic  was  offered.  Counsel  felt  that  the  first  proposal  would  give 
all  the  service  that  the  traffic  warranted,  without  creating  undue  hardship  to 
shippers.  In  any  case,  the  railway  desired  strongly  to  be  relieved  of  the  burden 
of  a  regularly  scheduled  daily  service. 

Counsel  for  the  Alberton  West  Prince  Board  of  Trade,  also  reviewing  the 
evidence,  contended  that  it  reinforced  the  following  contentions: 

(1)  The  railway  appeared  more  concerned  with  savings  than  with  service  to  the 
shippers  in  the  area,  pointing  out  that  the  railway  officials  admitted  that  the 
overall  traffic  on  the  line  was  profitable. 

(2)  The  proposed  service  would  be  inadequate.  The  present  service  furnished 
18  trains  per  week.  A  reduction  to  six  trains  per  week,  even  considering 
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the  use  of  freight  extras,  would  be  too  drastic,  particularly  since  only  six  of 
these  trains  would  be  operating  on  a  regular  schedule. 

(3)  The  potato  shippers*  requirements  clearly  showed  the  need  for  a  regularly 
scheduled  service,  since  a  potato  shipper  must  know  at  the  time  an  order  is 
phoned  to  him  whether  a  car  will  be  available. 

(4)  Weather  and  road  conditions  in  the  area  would  preclude  satisfactory  delivery 
of  l.c.l.,  express  and  mail. 

(5)  The  three-day  a  week  passenger  service  would  be  so  slow  that  passengers 
would  not  use  the  train. 

(6)  Bus  facilities  for  passengers  would  be  unsatisfactory,  particularly  during 
the  winter  months. 

(7)  The  railways  had  shown  only  that  the  change  in  services  would  result  in 
financial  improvement  to  the  railway  and  had  not  shown  that  the  proposed 
changes  would  not  result  in  inconvenience,  loss  and  retarded  development  to 
the  people  in  the  area  involved. 

Finally,  Counsel  contended  that  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  people  in 
the  area  required  that  the  present  services  of  trains  251  and  252  should  be 
maintained  until  such  time  as  it  was  shown  clearly  that  they  were  not  warranted. 

FINDINGS 

The  suggestion  of  the  discontinuance  of  any  long  established  train  service 
cannot  fail  to  arouse,  in  the  minds  of  the  residents  in  the  area  affected,  fears 
concerning  the  extent  of  resulting  inconvenience  and  economic  loss. 

However,  the  railway  has  submitted  figures  concerning  the  operation  of 
trains  251  and  252  and  as  a  result  of  a  study  of  these  by  the  Board's  staff,  I  have 
amended  these  figures  to  show  an  annual  operating  loss  of  $41,219.  The  railway 
has  also  submitted  two  proposals  for  alternative  operations  to  replace  those  of 
trains  251  and  252.  Both  of  these  operations  would  result  in  an  operating  surplus, 
and  an  annual  financial  improvement  to  the  railway,  according  to  the  figures  as 
revised  by  the  Board,  of  $143,000  for  the  first  proposal  and  $116,000  for  the 
second  proposal. 

In  consideration  of  any  proposed  discontinuance  of  a  service,  it  is  the 
practice  of  the  Board  to  weigh  the  loss  incurred  by  the  railway,  through  continu- 
ing the  service,  against  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  patrons  of  the  railway 
that  would  result  from  such  discontinuance.  The  loss  to  the  railway  has  been 
clearly  defined.  I  am  impressed  by  Mr.  Stephenson's  evidence  that  of  the  approx- 
imately 150  days  in  the  year,  from  June  1962  to  May  1963,  when  train  No.  220 
was  not  operating,  train  No.  252  made  the  trip  26  times  without  any  loads.  This 
would  indicate  that  the  service  given  exceeded  the  need  and  was,  therefore, 
uneconomic, 
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It  remains  to  consider  the  effects  of  the  proposed  discontinuance  of  trains 
251  and  252  on  the  services  now  performed  by  those  trains. 

(1)  Passenger  Service: 

Passenger  carryings  as  shown  in  Exhibit  9  are  very  light  and  the 
evidence  of  Mr.  Lord  indicates  that  passenger  handlings  on  the  bus  are  not 
appreciably  higher.  It  is  evident  that  here,  as  elsewhere  in  Canada,  the 
private  automobile  is  carrying  most  of  the  passenger  traffic.  The  daily 
bus  service,  while,  as  pointed  out  in  evidence,  lacking  in  some  of  the 
conveniences  of  travel,  plus  the  three  days  a  week  passenger  service  of 
trains  241  and  220,  should  serve  the  passenger  needs  except  in  unusual 
emergencies,  in  which  event  the  railway  has  promised  co-operation.  I  find 
that  the  passenger  traffic  does  not  warrant  the  continued  operation  of  trains 
251  and  252.  In  this  finding,  I  am  fortified  by  the  recommendations  of  the 
report  of  the  so-called  MacPherson  Commission  on  Transportation.  I  quote 
from  page  60  of  Volume  I  of  that  Report: 

"To  facilitate  the  reduction  of  passenger  deficits,  we  recommend 
that  the  pertinent  statutes  be  amended  to  enable  the  railways, 
upon  application  to  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners,  to 
remove  any  uneconomic  passenger  service  except  when  the  Board 
is  satisfied  that  no  reasonable  alternative  public  highway  exists." 

(2)  L,C.L.  and  Express  Traffic: 

L.C.L.  traffic  is  presently  carried  by  highway  truck  and  the  truck  to  be 
used  between  Summerside  and  Tignish  is  large  enough  to  carry,  in  addition, 
the  express  now  carried  by  trains  251  and  252.  Some  adjustment  to  this 
service  will  be  required  of  the  customers,  but  in  the  light  of  the  railway 
undertaking  to  carry  unusually  heavy  parcels,  and  in  emergencies  all  express 
traffic,  on  trains  241  and  220  or  freight  extras,  I  find  that  the  proposed  l.c.l. 
and  express  service  would  replace,  adequately,  the  service  now  supplied  by 
trains  251  and  252. 

(3)  Freight  Traffic: 

While  the  railway  officials  maintained  that  the  three-day  a  week  mixed 
train  service  was  physically  capable  of  handling  the  freight  traffic  on  the 
line,  they  did  not  contend  that  this  service  would  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  considerable  traffic  offered.  I  agree  that  such  contention  would  be 
untenable.  The  railway  then  submitted  an  initial  proposal  for  meeting  the 
traffic  needs. 

FIRST  PROPOSAL  - 

This  proposal  has  been  outlined  in  detail  earlier  in  the  Judgment.  It  proposes 
a  three-day  a  week  scheduled  mixed  train  service  through  trains  241  and  220,  plus 
freight  extras  which  would  be  sent  from  Borden  to  Tignish  on  alternate  days  to 
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the  241,  220  operation,  on  any  such  day  when  at  least  five  cars  of  traffic  were 
offered.  Based  on  a  study  of  past  freight  traffic,  it  was  estimated  that  this 
would  require  236  freight  extras  per  year.  This  form  of  operation  (using  the 
Board's  revised  figures)  would  result  in  an  annual  operating  surplus  of  $95,000 
and  an  annual  financial  improvement  to  the  railway  of  $143,000. 

I  now  consider  the  effects  of  this  operation  on  each  of  the  industries 
involved  in  the  proposed  change. 

1.  Fish  and  Lobster  Canneries  and  Shippers 

From  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Shea,  it  is  apparent  that  shipments  are  very  light 
and  are  sent  out  only  from  April  to  the  end  of  the  year.  Mr.  Shea  gets  in  only 
one  empty  and  ships  out  only  one  car  at  a  time.  The  five  car  requirement 
might  affect  his  operations,  particularly  in  the  summer  months,  but  with  some 
adjustments  in  his  method  of  ordering  cars,  the  first  proposal  should  generally 
meet  his  requirements  which  amount  to  6  to  9  carloads  per  year, 

2.  Oyster  Shipments 

Mr.  Smith's  evidence  on  behalf  of  oyster  shipments  indicates  annual  ship- 
ments of  18  to  20  cars,  these  over  a  period  from  September  to  December. 
There  is  a  certain  urgency  here,  due  to  his  requirements  for  iced  cars  for  his 
earlier  shipments.  As  his  shipping  period  coincides  with  the  heavier  potato 
shipping  period,  the  five  car  requirement  would  probably  not  affect  him  too 
severely,  and  the  first  proposal  should  give  him  adequate  service  over  almost 
all  his  shipping  period. 

3.  Livestock  Shipments 

From  Mr.  Campbell's  evidence,  it  is  apparent  that  his  chief  difficulty  stems 
from  the  fact  that  the  service  on  train  220  does  not  coincide  with  the  shipping 
day  his  buyers  (Swift's  Moncton)  require.  There  was  no  evidence  that  the 
possibility  of  a  different  shipping  date  had  been  negotiated.  Failing  that,  the 
five  car  requirement  might  work  a  hardship,  although  co-operation  with  other 
buyers  in  the  area  in  arranging  shipping  days  could  overcome  that  obstacle. 

4.  Development  in  the  Area 

There  is  some  possibility  that  the  five  car  requirement  might  deter  certain 
new  industries  from  locating  in  West  Prince. 

5.  Employment 

Evidence  indicated  that  only  five  railway  employees  would  be  displaced, 
and  normal  railway  employee  attrition  rates  should  offset  this. 

6.  Potato  Traffic 

The  evidence  of  the  potato  growers  and  shippers  and  the  broker's  agent, 
clearly  established  the  following  points  concerning  the  shipping  and  market- 
ing of  potatoes: 

(a)  The  total  of  potato  traffic  is  considerable.

(b)  Orders  for  shipment  of  potatoes  by  the  individual  shipper  are  generally  in 
one  or  two  car  lots,  but  the  shipper  must  be  in  a  position  to  ship  daily. 

(c)  Orders  normally  come  by  telephone  and  the  shipper  must  be  able  to 
guarantee  movement  on  a  certain  day, 

(d)  Buyers,  more  particularly  chain  stores,  insist  on  prompt  shipment  and 
continuity  of  supply  or  alternatively  buy  elsewhere. 

(e)  The  potato  business  is  highly  competitive  resulting  in  a  buyer's  market. 

Mr,  Rodd,  in  his  evidence  stated  that  chain  stores,  in  some  cases, 
were  setting  up  re-packing  terminals  which  relieved  the  emergency  of 
continuity  of  supply.  An  extension  of  this  practice  might  alter  marketing 
methods,  but  for  the  present  and  the  foreseeable  future,  the  above  condi- 
tions obtained  for  the  bulk  of  the  marketing. 

Under  the  first  proposal,  the  five  car  requirement  would  work  an  obvious 
hardship  on  the  individual  shipper.  He  could  not  be  sure  of  being  in  a  position 
to  guarantee  any  firm  date  for  a  car  movement.  I  find  that  this  proposal  would 
work  considerable  hardship  on  the  large  potato  industry  and  would  have  an 
adverse  effect  on  the  economic  welfare  of  the  area.  This  is  in  addition  to  the 
lesser  impact  noted  above  with  regard  to  other  industries. 

There  remains  a  second  proposal.  This  proposal  was  made  to  the  Board  in  a 
letter  dated  November  1,  1963,  and  was  confirmed  in  Mr.  Stephenson's  evidence 
and  in  a  statement  by  railway  Counsel. 

SECOND  PROPOSAL  - 

The  railway  stated  that  if  the  Board  felt  that  the  representations  for  a  more 
complete  service  were  justified,  the  railway  was  prepared  to  offer  on  a  trial 
basis,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  one  year,  a  second  proposal  for  a  more  extensive 
service,  on  the  understanding  that  after  one  year  if  it  could  still  be  shown  that  no 
service  in  excess  of  the  service  described  in  the  first  proposal  was  required, 
then  extra  freight  service  would  be  returned  to  this  level.  The  second  proposal 
would  provide  the  following  service: 

(a)  Trains  220  and  241,  mixed  trains  operating  on  a  regular  schedule,  between 
Summerside  and  Tignish,  three  days  weekly  - 

West  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday; 
East  on  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday. 

(b)  L.C.L,  and  express  to  be  carried  by  highway  trucks. 

(c)  Mail  to  be  carried  by  whoever  submits  the  winning  tender. 

(d)  Freight  extras  to  be  sent  out  if  any  traffic  offered  on  days  alternate  with 
the  movement  of  trains  241  and  220;  this  to  include  even  the  spotting  of  a 
car  or  cars. 
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(e)  Trains  259  and  260  to  run  between  Summerside  and  Emerald  Junction  to  make 
connections  with  trains  to  Borden  and  Charlottetown. 

The  railway  estimated  that  this  would  involve  a  maximum  of  314  freight 
extra  trips  annually,  although  they  did  not  anticipate  that  so  many  would  be 
required. 

Operation  of  this  service,  according  to  the  railway  figures  (as  amended  by 
the  Board),  >^ould  result  in  an  operating  surplus  of  about  $68,000  annually  and 
an  annual  financial  improvement  to  the  railway  of  about  $116,000. 

Assuming  the  necessary  real  co-operation  between  the  railway  and  the 
shippers,  I  see  no  reason  why  the  service  outlined  in  the  second  proposal  should 
not  meet  the  needs  of  the  shippers  as  well  as  a  scheduled  daily  service.  The 
railway  would  be  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  running  trains  without  loads  and  a 
deficit  could  be  turned  into  a  surplus  to  the  ultimate  benefit  of  all  shippers. 

I  have  considered  the  interruptions  and  inconveniences  due  to  winter  storms 
and  road  restrictions  as  outlined  in  evidence.  These  inconveniences  presently 
exist  and  their  effect  should  not  be  aggravated  to  a  marked  degree  by  the 
proposed  change. 

In  August  1963,  the  Board  requested  the  railway  to  defer  the  proposed  dis- 
continuance of  trains  251  and  252  pending  the  results  of  a  public  hearing.  The 
Board  has  found  that  the  first  proposal  would  not  provide  a  service  adequate 
to  satisfy  the  present  needs  of  the  shippers. 

The  railway^s  second  proposal,  as  set  out  above,  is  submitted  on  a  trial 
basis  only,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  one  year.  It  proposes  that,  if  at  the 
expiration  of  the  trial  period,  it  can  still  be  shown  that  no  service  in  excess  of 
that  contained  in  the  first  proposal  is  required,  then  extra  freight  service  would 
be  reduced  to  this  level. 

The  Board  considers  that  the  second  proposal  of  the  railway  is  reasonable, 
and  that  the  service  offered  therein  would  meet  the  present  needs  of  the  patrons 
of  the  railway.  Therefore,  mixed  trains  251  and  252  may  be  discontinued  and 
the  proposed  service  instituted,  on  a  date  not  earlier  than  April  1,  1964. 

If,  after  one  year,  the  railway  considers  that  the  service  has  exceeded 
the  needs  of  the  patrons  of  the  railway,  or  the  latter  consider  the  service 
inadequate  for  their  needs,  either  may  make  an  application  to  the  Board. 
The  Board  will  then  review  the  situation. 
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Under  these  circumstances,  no  Board  Order  is  necessary.

An  interim  Judgment  was  given  herein,  dated  October  23,  1963. 
It  may  be  useful  to  summarize  here  what  has  taken  place.

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In  December  1962  Canadian  Pacific  filed  tariffs,  to  be  effective  on  January 
1,  1963,  increasing  its  commutation  fares. 

By  its  Order  Nb.  109935,  dated  December  21,  1962,  the  Board  suspended 
the  tariffs  and  directed  Canadian  Pacific  to  file  copies  of  a  precis  of  evidence 
to  be  offered  by  the  company  in  justification  of  the  tariffs.  Canadian  Pacific 
filed  such  a  precis  and  sent  copies,  pursuant  to  directions  of  the  Board,  to 
cities,  towns  and  municipalities  served  by  its  Montreal-Vaudreuil-Rigaud  com- 
mutation service,  including  the  Cities  of  Montreal,  Montreal  West  and  Westmount, 
and  to  certain  other  interested  parties. 

Subsequently  the  Board  held  sittings  at  Montreal  on  June  17  and  18,  1963, 
to  hear  the  case  of  Canadian  Pacific  for  the  increases  and  to  hear  opposition 
thereto.  Before  and  after  the  sittings  the  Board  investigated  various  aspects 
through  its  own  staff. 

In  the  interim  Judgment  we  outlined  Canadian  Pacific's  position  as  follows: 

"The  proposed  fare  increases  were  designed  bv  Canadian  Pacific  to 
reduce,  but  in  part  only,  an  estimated  excess  of  out-of-pocket  expenses 
over  revenues  of  its  commutation  services,  using  its  Montreal-Vaudreuil- 
Rigaud  suburban  services  as  the  yardstick.  The  company  asserted  that 
in  such  services  there  was  a  revenue  deficiency,  in  other  words,  an  excess 
of  variable  cost  over  revenue,  of  $372,709  for  the  12-months  September 
1961  to  August  1962,  and  $397,661  for  the  12-months  May  1962  to  April 
1963.  The  company  estimated  that  the  increased  fares,  if  they  had  been 
in  effect  in  these  periods,  would  have  yielded  increased  revenue  of  $126,814 
and  $132,744,  respectively,  which  is  considerably  less  than  the  claimed 
deficiencies  of  $372,709  and  $397,661. 

"Without  accepting  it  as  a  definition  of  the  maximum  that  the  company 
is  entitled  to,  Canadian  Pacific  relies  on  the  following  passage  in  the 
Judgment  of  Honourable  Mr.  Justice  Kearney,  Chief  Commissioner,  in  his 
Judgment  dated  August  4,  1954,  which  was  concurred  in  by  the  other  Com- 
missioners who  heard  the  commutation  case  at  that  time: 

*In  dealing  with  commutation  services  I  think  the  time  has  arrived 
to  apply  a  general  rule  that  a  railway  is  entitled  to  charge  com- 
mutation rates  at  a  level  that  will  return  at  least  the  railway's 
reasonable  and  actual  out-of-pocket  cost  of  furnishing  the  com- 
mutation services  concerned,  and  that  the  railway  should  not  be 
required  by  this  Board  to  provide  or  continue  to  provide  commutation 
services  which  will  not  meet  that  cost.' 

"Canadian  Pacific  therefore  submitted  that  it  must  be  allowed  rates  that 
on  any  reasonable  forecast  will  provide  "at  least"  the  company's  reason- 
able and  actual  out-of-pocket  costs  —  and  probably  more,  and  that  the 
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proposed  fare  increases  cannot  bti  attacked  as  being  unjust  or  unreasonable 
so  long  as  they  do  no  more  than  provide  the  company  with  a  reasonable 
possibility  of  making  up  the  amount  by  which  its  revenues  from  the  services 
concerned  fall  short  of  its  out-of-pocket  costs  of  such  services  and  of 
obtaining  a  reasonable  contribution  to  constant  costs;  and  as  the  proposed 
increase  would  have  yielded  only  $126,814  towards  the  said  shortfall  of 
$372,709  for  the  period  September  1961  to  August  1962,  and  $132,744  towards 
a  shortfall  of  $397,661  for  the  period  May  1962  to  April  1963,  and  does  not 
hold  out  any  hope  of  a  contribution  towards  constant  or  fixed  costs,  the 
proposed  fares  cannot  be  attacked  as  being  too  high;  and  even  if  the  amount 
claimed  by  Canadian  Pacific  as  cost  of  money  were  reduced  to  an  amount 
in  the  vicinity  of  5  per  cent  on  the  depreciated  investment,  i.e.,  5  per  cent 
of  $5,244,000,  or  roughly  $262,000,  and  the  latter  amount  were  substituted 
for  the  $456,294  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  12  for  cost  of  money,  there  would 
still  be  a  deficiency  or  shortfall  of  revenue  below  out-of-pocket  costs  of 
about  $200,000  per  year." 

The  evidence  and  submissions  for  and  against  the  suspended  tariffs  were 
summarized  and  otherwise  dealt  with  in  the  interim  Judgment. 

In  that  Judgment  we  made  findings  and  decided,  inter  alia,  as  follows: 

1.  We  estimated  that  the  revenues  attributable  to  the  Montreal-Vaudreuil-Rigaud 
commutation  services  for  the  purposes  of  the  Judgment  were  $1,365,125  in  the 
12-months  May  1962  to  April  1963.  In  this  calculation  the  company's  fare  revetnues 
were  computed  as  if  its  employees  were  paying  full-fares. 

2.  We  estimated  that  the  expenses  attributable  to  such  services  in  the  said 
period  were  $1,548,786. 

3.  The  resulting  deficiency  or  shortfall  of  revenue  below  expenses  was 
$183,661. 

4.  We  stated  as  follows: 

''We  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  present  circumstances  Canadian 
Pacific  has  shown  a  need  for  the  increased  revenues  that  it  has  sought 
to  realize  by  the  suspended  fare  increases  and  that  in  the  absence  of 
external  financial  assistance  to  these  commutation  services  by  way  of 
subsidies  or  grants  by  federal,  provincial  or  municipal  authorities,  which 
is  the  factual  situation,  the  company  is  entitled  to  obtain  the  requested 
revenues  from  those  persons  to  whom  it  provides  the  commutation  services, 
whether  they  are  commutation  ticket  purchasers  or  others  who  find  the 
trains  convenient  and  use  them  at  their  will." 

5.  However,  we  also  stated: 
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"In  our  opinion  the  objective  should  be  to  obtain  the  necessary  revenue 
requested  by  the  company  while  spreading  the  burden  thereof  in  the  most 
equitable  and  reasonable  way  upon  the  whole  body  of  persons  using  the 
services  or  upon  as  many  of  them  as  possible.  We  are  not  convinced  that 
the  company's  proposal  does  this.  It  may  be  that  there  is  no  better  alter- 
native, but  whether  that  is  so  remains  to  be  established.'* 

6.  As  to  scholars'  fares,  we  said: 

"In  the  1954  case,  upon  representations  that  the  proposed  increase  in 
scholars'  fares  would  create  hardship  to  persons  who  had  children  com- 
muting to  school  Canadian  Pacific  and  Canadian  National  stated,  'Upon 
consideration  we  feel  that  this  submission  is  justified  and  we  have 
decided  to  withdraw  entirely  our  proposal  for  further  increase  in  scholars' 
fares.  We  will  in  fact  reduce  the  scholars'  fares  already  in  effect  in  the 
Toronto  area  to  the  level  now  applicable  elsewhere  in  Canada.*  In  the 
1959  case  the  Board  permitted  a  10  per  cent  increase  in  scholars*  fares. 

"We  think  that  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  charge  half-fare  to  scholars, 
but  that  the  proposed  increase  of  present  scholars'  fares  to  that  level 
now  at  one  stroke  would  be  too  abrupt  and  would  create  much  the  same 
hardship  as  the  railways  recognized  in  the  1954  case." 

7.  We  also  indicated  our  view  that  our  findings  should  be  made  known  to  inter- 
ested parties  and  that  the  possibility  of  more  appropriate  alternative  fare 
revisions  should  be  fully  explored  before  increases  in  fares  are  put  into  effect. 
We  therefore  issued  the  interim  Judgment  and  sent  copies  to  parties  of  record 
in  the  proceedings.  We  directed  Canadian  Pacific  to  explore  the  possibility  of 
devising  satisfactory  alternative  fare  revisions. 

On  December  6,  1963,  Canadian  Pacific  filed  statements  comparing  its 
original  increases  and  three  alternatives,  as  follows: 

"The  first  alternative  to  the  suspended  tariff  that  is  put  before  the  Board 
for  its  consideration  is  an  increase  of  5<f  a  ride  over  present  rates 

(a)  in  10  trip  and  40  trip  commutation  fares  (with  40  trip  scholar  fares  being 
fixed  at  one  half  the  40  trip  public  with  no  change  in  minimum  fare)  and 

(b)  for  those  paying  cash  at  the  gates  at  Westmount  and  Montreal  West. 
"The  second  alternative  to  the  suspended  tariff  that  is  put  before  the  Board 

for  its  consideration  is 

(a)  a  graduated  increase  in  the  40  trip  public  commuter  rates  (with  40  trip 
scholar  fares  being  fixed  at  one  half  the  40  trip  public  with  no  change  in 
minimum  fare),  and 

(b)  the  same  increase  in  the  10  trip  commuter  rates  as  that  proposed  by 
the  suspended  tariff 

"The  third  alternative  to  the  suspended  tariff  that  is  put  before  the  Board 
for  its  consideration  is 
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(a)  a  graduated  increase  (on  a  basis  different  from  that  employed  in  alter- 
native No.  2)  in  the  40  trip  commuter  rates  (with  40  trip  scholar  fares  being 
fixed  at  one  half  the  40  trip  public  with  no  change  in  minimum  fare), 

(b)  the  same  increase  in  the  10  trip  commuter  rates  as  that  proposed  by  the 
suspended  tariff,  and, 

(c)  an  increase  of  5(f  a  ride  over  present  rates  for  those  paying  cash  at  the 
gates  at  Westmount  and  Montreal  West.*' 

Canadian  Pacific's  estimates  of  the  revenues  that  the  various  proposals 
would  provide  were  as  follows: 

Suspended  Fares  $1,165,566 

Alternative  No.  1  1,164,995 

Alternative  No.  2  1,166,495 

Alternative  No.  3  1,164,340 
Following  consideration  of  the  alternatives  the  Town  of  Beaconsfield  filed 
submissions  on  January  3,  1964,  and  the  Municipal  Corporations  of  Como,  Hud- 
son, Hudson  Heights  and  Dorion  filed  their  submissions  on  January  28.  They 
still  objected  to  fare  increases  and  repeated  some  arguments  that  were  con- 
sidered by  the  Board  in  giving  its  interim  Judgment.  Of  the  several  proposals 
Beaconsfield  preferred  Alternative  No.  1,  Como,  Hudson,  Hudson  Heights  and 
Dorion  preferred  Alternative  No.  2.  No  other  city,  town  or  municipality  filed 
submissions  respecting  the  alternatives,  but  we  have  assumed  that  no  city, 
town  or  municipality  favours  increased  commutation  fares  for  its  residents. 

A  comparison  of  present,  suspended  and  alternative  fares  is  as  follows, 
the  fares  expressed  in  cents  per  trip:

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CONCLUSIONS: 

We  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  in  fare  increases  to  provide  the  ad- 
ditional revenue  sought  by  Canadian  Pacific  in  the  services  concerned,  the 
cash  one  way  fare  between  Windsor  Station  and  Westmount  and  Montreal  West 
should  be  increased  to  30  cents,  an  increase  of  5  cents  per  trip.  If  that  fare 
is  to  be  increased,  the  increase  must  be  not  less  than  5  cents,  as  it  is  imprac- 
tical to  increase  it  by  less  than  5  cents. 

If  that  fare  remains  at  25  cents,  the  considerable  number  of  persons  travel- 
ling on  it  will  not  be  called  upon  to  make  up  any  part  of  the  excess  of  expenses 
over  revenues,  whereas  each  of  them  will  bear  a  share  of  that  excess  if  the  fare 
is  increased.  The  existence  of  commutation  train  services  is  advantageous  to 
them.  We  think  that  a  30  cents  cash  fare  in  these  services  is  reasonable,  even 
although  they  travel  less  than  5  miles  and  pay  a  higher  per-mile  rate  than  do 
persons  travelling  longer  distances.  That  is  the  situation  now  as  regards  the 
25  cents  cash  fare.  They  may  take  advantage  of  40-trip  fares  authorized  else- 
where herein  that  will  give  them  a  fare  per  trip  of  27.5  cents  for  Westmount 
and  28.2  cents  for  Montreal  West.  The  express  bus  fare  between  Montreal  West 
and  Montreal  is  30  cents.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  25  cents  cash  fare 
took  no  increase  under  the  1959  Judgment. 

Heretofore  10-trip  and  40-trip  general  public  commutation  fares  have  had 
increases  resulting  generally,  subject  to  certain  minima,  in  uniform  percentage 
increases  in  the  rate  per  mile.  The  suspended  tariffs  follow  that  method  and 
increase  10-trip  tickets  to  3.3  cents  per  mile  from  3  cents,  and  40-trip  tickets 
to  3  cents  from  2.52  cents,  with  the  result  that  the  increase  in  cents  per  trip 
varies  with  mileage  and  is  greater  for  the  longer  than  for  the  shorter  distances. 
Here  again  it  may  be  noted  that  the  10-trip  fares  took  no  increases  under  the 
1959  Judgment. 

In  Alternative  No.  1  the  increase  in  cents  per  trip,  i.e.  5  cents,  is  the 
same  for  those  who  pay  cash  at  the  gates  at  Westmount  and  Montreal  West  and 
for  those  using  10-trip  and  40-trip  general  public  commutation  tickets.  This 
has  the  effect  of  providing  some  taper,  although  not  a  large  taper,  on  a  per-mile 
basis,  in  the  resulting  fares  for  the  longest  distances.  It  is  the  latter  distances 
that  have  taken  the  greatest  cumulative  increases  per  trip  and  have  the  highest 
fares  per  trip.  The  suspended  tariffs  and  Alternative  No.  2  leave  the  cash 
fares  at  Westmount  and  Montreal  West  at  25  cents  per  trip  and  thus  exclude 
the  persons  travelling  on  those  fares  from  sharing  any  part  of  the  excess  of 
expenses  over  revenues;  and  Alternative  No.  2  10*trip  fares  are  the  same  as  the 
suspended  10-trip  fares  and  provide  no  taper.  Alternative  No.  3  increases  the 
Westmount  and  Montreal  West  cash  fares  to  30  cents  as  in  Alternative  No.  1 
and  provides  some  taper  for  40-trip  fares  but  leaves  the  10-trip  fares  the  same 
as  the  suspended  fares. 
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There  is  something  to  be  said  for  and  against  each  of  the  proposals,  but  we  . 
think  that,  on  balance,  Alternative  No.  1  is  better  than  the  others  in  the  present 
circumstances. 

The  suspended  tariffs  and  the  three  alternatives  all  include  increases  in 
scholars'  commutation  fares  that  will  bring  them  up  to  one  half  of  the  40-trip 
commutation  fares  for  the  general  public. 

We  do  not  think  that  there  is  reason  for  the  Board  to  compel  Canadian 
Pacific  to  perpetuate  scholars'  commutation  fares  indefinitely  at  less  than  one 
half  of  general  public  40-trip  commutation  fares.  Children  over  12  years  of  age 
pay  full  adult  fares  on  railways  in  Canada,  except  in  the  case  of  scholars* 
commutation  fares.  Exhibit  5,  filed  by  Canadian  Pacific,  shows  general  public 
and  scholars'  commutation  fares  on  United  States  railways  serving  Chicago, 
New  York,  Boston,  Philadelphia,  and  certain  other  commutation  localities  in 
the  United  States  and  on  the  buses  of  the  Quebec  Provincial  Transportation 
Commission.  In  every  instance  scholars'  commutation  fares  exceed  one  half 
of  the  general  public  commutation  fares.  They  are  the  same  as  the  general 
public  commutation  fares  on  two  of  the  railways  and  are  substantially  more 
than  one  half  of  the  general  public  fares  on  several  other  railways. 

We  will  allow  scholars*  commutation  fares  to  be  increased  to  one  half 
of  the  40-trip  commutation  fares  for  the  general  public,  as  the  latter  will  become 
hereunder,  with  a  minimum  of  $5.95,  which  is  the  present  scholars*  fare  minimum. 
The  increases  may  be  made  effective  in  two  steps,  namely,  25  per  cent  (or  a 
lesser  percentage  if  it  will  reach  one  half  of  the  new  40-trip  fares)  when  the 
new  general  public  40-trip  fares  come  into  effect,  the  remainder  on  or  after 
September  1  next. 

Scholars*  commutation  fares  have  taken  smaller  cumulative  increases  since 
1950  than  general  public  commutation  fares  for  similar  distances  and  conse- 
quently for  the  longer  distances  they  have  fallen  well  below  the  level  of  one  half 
of  general  public  40-trip  fares.  If  scholars*  fares  are  to  be  established  for  the 
future  at  one  half  of  general  public  40-trip  fares,  the  increases  cannot  be  less 
than  as  herein  allowed. 

We  will  disallow  the  suspended  tariffs  and  allow  increases  in  fares  as 
proposed  in  Alternative  No.  1,  subject  to  our  conclusions  respecting  scholars* 
commutation  fares.  Changes  necessary  to  effect  the  resulting  fares  may  be 
made  in  standard  passenger  tariffs  insofar  as  minimum  fares  are  concerned. 
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The  increased  fares  hereby  allowed  may  become  effective  on  not  less  than 
30  days'  notice. 

An  Order  will  be  issued  accordingly.

Un  jugement  interimaire  a  ete  rendu  dans  la  presente  cause  le  23  octobre 
1963. 

II  serait  peut-etre  bon  de  resumer  les  faits. 
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En  ^ecembre  1962,  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien 
a  depose  a  la  Commission  des  tarifs  devant  entrer  en  vigueur  le  1^*^  Janvier 
1963  et  visant  a  relever  ses  prix  d'abonnement. 

Par  son  ordonnance  n^  109935,  datee  du  21  decembre  1962,  la  Commission 
a  suspendu  ces  tarifs  et  elle  a  ordonne  au  Pacifique-Canadien  de  deposer  des 
exemplaires  d'un  resume  des  temoignages  que  la  compagnie  avait  a  presenter 
pour  les  justifier.  Le  Pacifique-Canadien  a  depose  un  tel  resume  et  en  a  envoye 
des  exemplaires,  conformement  aux  instructions  de  la  Commission,  aux  villes 
et  municipalites  desservies  parle  service  de  banlieue  Montreal-Vaudreuil-Rigaud, 
y  compris  les  villes  de  Montreal,  Montreal-Ouest  et  Westmount,  ainsi  qu*a 
certaines  autres  parties  interessees. 

Par  la  suite,  lors  d'audiences  tenues  3  Montreal  les  17  et  18  juin  1963, 
la  Commission  a  entendu  I'expose  des  faits  presente  par  le  Pacifique-Canadien 
a  I'appui  de  sa  demande  de  majorations  ainsi  que  les  plaidoyers  s'y  opposant. 
Avant  et  apres  les  audiences,  la  Commission  a  fait  faire  par  son  propre  per- 
sonnel des  enquetes  sur  divers  aspects  de  la  question. 

Dans  le  jugement  interimaire,  nous  avons  esquisse  ainsi  la  position  du 
Pacifique-Canadien: 

"Les  augmentations  de  tarif  demandees  visent  de  la  part  du  Pacifique- 
Canadien  a  reduire,  mais  en  partie  seulement,  I'excedent  estimatif  des 
depenses  reelles  sur  les  revenus  des  services  d'abonnement,  en  prenant 
pour  base  les  services  de  la  banlieue  Montreal-Vaudreuil-Rigaud.  La 
compagnie  a  affirme  que  dans  ces  services  il  y  avait  un  deficit  de  revenu, 
en  d*autres  termes  un  excedent  des  frais  variables  sur  les  revenus,  de 
$372,709  pour  les  12  mois  de  septembre  1961  a  aout  1962  et  de  $397,661 
pour  les  12  mois  de  mai  1962  a  avril  1963.  La  compagnie  a  calcule  que 
les  tarifs  majores,  s'ils  avaient  ete  en  vigueur  pendant  ces  periodes, 
auraient  produit  un  revenu  accru  respectivement  de  $126,814  et  de  $132,744, 
ce  qui  est  beaucoup  moins  que  les  deficits  de  $372,709  et  de  $397,661. 

Sans  l*accepter  comme  une  norme  de  maximum  de  ce  a  quoi  la  compagnie 
a  droit,  le  Pacifique-Canadien  s*en  remet  au  passage  suivant  du  jugement 
(4  aout  1954)  de  I'hon.  juge  Kearney,  commissaire  en  chef,  qui  a  ete  soutenu 
par  les  autres  commissaires  qui  ont  alors  entendu  la  demande  relative  aux 
tarifs  d*abonnement: 

**En  matiere  de  services  de  chemin  de  fer  de  banlieue,  jecrois 
le  moment  venu  de  reconnailre  d'une  fa^on  generale  qu'un  chemin 
de  fer  a  le  droit  de  demander  des  prix  d'abonnement  repondant 
au  moins  aux  debourses  raisonnables  qu'il  effectue  pour  assurer 
le  service  de  banlieue  en  cause  et  que  la  Commission  ne  devrait 
pas  I'obliger  a  assurer  ou  a  continuer  d'assurer  des  services  de 
banlieue  qui  ne  supportent  pas  de  tels  debourses.'* 
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Le  Pacifique-Canadien  a  done  pretendu  qu'on  doit  lui  accorder  des 
tarifs  qui,  selon  toute  prevision  raisonnable,  lui  assureront  "au  moins" 
ses  debourses  raisonnables  et  reels,  et  probablement  plus,  et  qu'on  ne 
peut  pas  pretendre  que  les  augmentations  de  tarif  demandees  sent  injustes 
et  deraisonnables  aussi  longtemps  qu'elles  ne  fournissent  a  la  compagnie 
qu*une  possibilite  raisonnable  de  combler  le  montant  de  son  revenu  qui  est 
inferieur  a  ses  deboursements  a  I'egard  de  ces  services  et  d'obtenir  une 
juste  contribution  a  des  frais  constants;  et,  comme  Taugmentation  demandee 
n'aurait  rapporte  que  $126,814  sur  les  $372,709  qui  manquent  pour  la 
periode  de  septetnbre  1961  a  aout  1962,  et  $132,744  sur  le  deficit  de  $397,- 
661  subi  pendant  la  periode  de  mai  1962  a  avril  1963  et  comme  il  n'y  a  pas 
d'espoir  d'une  contribution  a  des  frais  constants  ou  fixes,  on  ne  peut 
pretendre  que  les  tarifs  demandes  sont  trop  eleves;  et,  meme  si  le  montant 
reclame  par  le  Pacifique-Canadien  comme  cout  des  capitaux  etait  reduit 
a  pres  de  5  p.  100  sur  le  capital  invest!  deprecie,  c'est-a-dire  5.  p  100 
de  $5,244,000  ou  $262,000  en  nombre  rond  et  que  ce  dernier  montant  fut 
substitue  au  $456,294  qui  apparaifl  a  la  piece  nO  12  comme  cout  des  capi- 
taux, le  revenu  serait  encore  inferieur  aux  debourses  reels  d'un  montant 
d'environ  $200,000  par  annee.** 

La  preuve  et  les  memoires  presentes  a  I'appui  des  tarifs  suspendus  ou  en 
opposition  ont  ete  resumes  et  etudies  dans  le  jugement  interimaire. 

Dans  ce  jugement,  nous  en  sommes  arrives,  entre  autres,  aux  conclusions 
et  decisions  suivantes: 

1.  Pour  les  fins  de  ce  jugement,  nous  avons  evalue  a  $1,365,125  les  recettes 
provenant  des  services  d*abonnement  Montreal-Vaudreuil-Rigaud  pour  la  periode 
de  12  mois  s'etendant  de  mai  1962  a  avril  1%3.  Dans  cette  estimation  les  re- 
cettes de  la  compagnie  dans  ces  services  sont  calculees  comme  si  les  employes 
payaient  plein  prix. 

2.  Nous  avons  evalue  a  $1,548,786  les  depenses  imputables  a  ces  services  au 
cours  de  cette  periode. 

3.  L'insuffisance  de  revenu  ou  I'excedent  des  depenses  sur  les  recettes  etait 
de  $183,661. 

4.  Nous  avons  declare  ce  qui  suit: 

*'Nous  sommes  d'avis  que  dans  les  circonstances  presentes  le  Pacifique- 
Canadien  a  etabli  qu*il  a  besoin  d*un  surcroil  de  revenus,  qu'il  a  cherche 
a  realiser  par  les  augmentations  de  tarif  qui  ont  ete  suspendues,  et  que 
faute  d'aide  pecuniaire  de  I'exterieur  S  ces  services  de  banlieue  sous  la 
forme  de  subsides  ou  de  subventions  par  les  autorites  federales,  pro- 
vinciates ou  municipales,  ce  qui  est  une  situation  de  fait,  la  compagnie 
a  droit  d'obtenir  les  revenus  requis  des  personnes  a  qui  elle  assure  des 
services  de  banlieue,  que  ce  soit  de  ceux  qui  achetent  des  billets  d'abon* 
nement  ou  de  certaines  autres  personnes  qui  trouvent  les  trains  commodes 

et  s'en  servent  a  volonte." 
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5.  Cependant,  nous  avons  egalement  declare: 

"A  notre  avis,  on  devrait  viser  a  obtenir  le  revenu  necessaire  demande 
par  la  compagnie  en  repartissant  le  fardeau  de  la  fa9on  la  plus  equitable 
et  la  plus  raisonnable  sur  tout  I'ensemble  des  personnes  qui  font  usage 
des  services  ou  sur  un  aussi  grand  nombre  que  possible  de  ceux-ci. 
Nous  ne  sommes  pas  convaincus  que  c'est  cela  que  la  compagnie  propose. 
II  se  peut  qu'il  n*y  ait  rien  de  mieux  a  faire,  mais  cela  reste  a  etablir/' 

6.  Au  sujet  des  tarifs  d'ecoliers,  nous  avons  dit: 

"Dans  la  cause  de  1954,  comme  on  avait  fait  valoir  que  I'augmentation 
proposee  des  tarifs  d'ecoliers  allait  imposer  des  sacrifices  aux  parents 
dont  les  enfants  frequentaient  les  ecoles,  le  Pacifique-Canadien  et  le 
National-Canadien  ont  declare:  "Apres  etude  nous  croyons  que  cette 
demande  est  justifiee  et  nous  avons  decide  de  retirer  completement 
notre  proposition  pour  toute  autre  augmentation  des  tarifs  d'ecoliers. 
Nous  aliens  meme  reduire  les  tarifs  d'ecoliers  qui  sont  deja  envigueur, 
dans  la  region  de  Toronto  au  niveau  qui  s'applique  ailleurs  au  Canada." 
Lors  de  la  cause  de  1959,  la  Commission  a  permis  une  hausse  de  10  p. 
100  du  tarif  des  ecoliers. 

Nous  croyons  qu'il  n'est  pas  deraisonnable  de  demander  aux  ecoliers 
semi-passage,  mais  que  la  hausse  proposee  des  tarifs  d'ecoliers  actuels 
a  ce  niveau,  d'un  seul  coup,  serait  trop  brusque  et  qu'elle  imposerait 
a  peu  pres  les  memes  sacrifices  que  ceux  que  les  chemins  de  fer  ont 
reconnus  dans  la  cause  de  1954." 

7.  Nous  avons  egalement  exprime  I'avis  que  nos  conclusions  devraient  etre 
portees  a  la  connaissance  des  parties  interessees  et  que  la  possibilite  de 
certaines  autres  revisions  de  tarif  plus  appropriees  devrait  etre  etudiee  a  fond 
avant  que  les  augmentations  de  tarif  proposees  soient  mises  en  vigueur.  Nous 
avons  done  rendu  le  jugement  interimaire  et  envoye  des  exemplaires  de  ce 
jugement  aux  parties  inscrites  au  dossier.  Nous  avons  enjoint  au  Pacifique- 
Canadien  d'examiner  la  possibilite  de  trouver  d'autres  revisions  de  tarif 
satisfaisantes. 

Le  6  decembre  1963,  le  Pacifique-Canadien  a  depose  des  etats  comportant 
une  comparaison  des  augmentations  proposees  a  I'origine  et  de  trois  autres 
propositions  de  remplacement,  ainsi: 

"La  premiere  proposition  presentee  a  I'etude  de  la  Commission  pour  rem- 
placer  les  tarifs  suspendus  comporterait  une  augmentation  de  5c.  du  passage 
sur  le  prix  actuel 

a)  dans  le  cas  des  livrets  de  10  et  de  40  passages  (le  prix  du  livret  de 
40  passages  pour  ecoliers  etant  fixe  h  la  moitie  du  prix  du  livret  de  40 
passages  pour  le  public,  sans  modification  du  prix  minimum)  et 

b)  pour  les  voyageurs  qui  paient  comptant  aux  barrieres,  a  Westmount 
et  a  Montreal-Ouest. 
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La  deuxieme  proposition  presentee  a  I'etude  de  la  Commission  pour  rem- 
placer  les  tarifs  suspendus  comporterait 

a)  une  augmentation  par  paliers  du  prix  des  livrets  de  40  passages  pour 
le  public  en  general  (le  prix  du  livret  de  40  passages  pour  ecoliers  etant 
fixe  a  la  moitie  du  prix  du  livret  de  40  passages  pour  le  public,  sans  modi- 
fication du  prix  minimum), 

b)  la  meme  augmentation  du  livret  de  10  passages  que  celle  que  comportait 
le  tarif  suspendu,  et 

La  troisieme  proposition  presentee  a  I'etude  de  la  Commission  pour  rempla- 
cer  les  tarifs  suspendus  comporterait 

a)  une  augmentation  par  paliers  (sur  une  base  differente  de  celle  qui  serait 
employee  dans  la  proposition  nO  2)  du  prix  des  livrets  de  40  passages 
(le  prix  du  livret  de  40  passages  pour  ecoliers  etant  fixe  a  la  moitie  du  prix 
du  livret  de  40  passages  pour  le  public,  sans  modification  du  prix  minimum), 

b)  la  meme  augmentation  du  livret  de  10  passages  que  celle  que  comportait 
le  tarif  suspendu,  et 

c)  une  augmentation  de  5c.  du  passage  sur  le  prix  actuel  pour  les  voyageurs 
qui  paient  comptant  aux  barrieres,  a  Westmount  et  a  Montreal-Ouest."

Apres  etude  des  tarifs  de  remplacement  proposes,  la  ville  de  Beaconsfield  ) 
a  depose  des  memoires  le  3  Janvier  1964  et  les  corporations  municipales  de 
Como,  Hudson,  Hudson  Heights  et  Dorion  ont  depose  les  leurs  le  28  janvier. 
Ces  memoires  s'opposent  a  ^augmentation  des  prix  de  passage  et  ils  contien- 
nent  certains  arguments  que  la  Commission  a  etudies  en  rendant  son  jugement  | 
interimaire.   Parmi  les  differentes  propositions,  Beaconsfield  prefere  le  tarif  1 
nO  1,  Como,  Hudson,  Hudson  Heights  et  Dorion,  le  tarif  n^  2.  Aucune  autre 
ville  ou  municipalite  n'a  depose  de  memoire  au  sujet  des  tarifs  de  remplacement 
mais  nous  avons  suppose  qu'aucune  ville  ou  municipalite  n'approuve  la  majora-  ^ 
tion  des  tarifs  d'abonnement  pour  ses  residents.  j

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CONCLUSIONS: 

Nous  en  sommes  venus  a  la  conclusion  que  I'augmentation  des  prix  de  pas- 
sage necessaire  pour  assurer  les  revenus  supplementaires  que  recherche  le 
Pacifique-Canadien  dans  les  services  en  question  consisterait  a  porter  a  30c. 
le  prix  comptant  d'un  passage  simple  entre  la  gare  Windsor  et  Westmount  et 
Montreal-Ouest,  soit  une  augmentation  de  5c.  Si  ce  prix  de  passage  doit  etre 
augmente,  ^augmentation  ne  doit  pas  etre  de  moins  de  5  cents,  vu  qu'il  ne 
serait  pas  pratique  de  l*augmenter  de  moins  de  5  cents. 

Si  ce  prix  de  passage  reste  a  25  cents,  le  nombre  considerable  de  personnes 
qui  vbyagent  a  ce  prix  ne  seront  pas  appelees  a  absorber  une  partie  quelconque 
de  I'excedent  des  depenses  sur  les  revenus,  tandis  que  chacune  paiera  une 
part  de  cet  excedent  si  le  prix  de  passage  est  augmente.  L'existence  de  services 
de  trains  de  banlieue  leur  est  avantageuse.  Nous  croyons  qu'un  prix  au  comptant 
de  30  cents  pour  ces  services  est  raisonnable,  meme  si  ces  personnes  voyagent 
sur  une  distance  de  moins  de  5  milles  et  si  elles  paient  un  taux  milliaire  plus 
eleve  que  celles  qui  voyagent  sur  de  plus  grandes  distances.  Voila  la  situation 
en  ce  qui  concerne  le  prix  au  comptant  de  25  cents.  Elles  pourront  tirer  avantage 
du  tarif  pour  les  livrets  de  40  passages  autorise  ailleurs  dans  le  present  juge- 
ment,  ce  qui  leur  donnera  un  prix  de  27.5  cents  par  passage  pour  Westmount 
et  de  28.2  cents  pour  Montreal-Ouest.  Le  prix  de  passage  par  autobus  express 
entre  Montreal-Ouest  et  Westmount  est  de  30  cents.  II  convient  egalement  de 
remarquer  que  le  prix  au  comptant  de  25  cents  n*a  pas  ete  augmente  en  vertu  du 
jugement  de  1959. 

Jusqu'ici,  les  tarifs  d'abonnement  pour  les  livrets  de  10  passages  et 
de  40  passages  pour  le  public  en  general  ont  subi  des  augmentations  qui  ont 
produit,  en  general,  sous  reserve  de  certains  minimums,  un  pourcentage  uniforme 
d*augmentation  du  taux  milliaire.  Les  tarifs  suspendus  sont  etablis  suivant  ce 
principe  et  portent  de  3  cents  a  3.3  cents  par  mille  le  prix  des  livrets  de  10 
passages  et  de  2.52  cents  a  3  cents  par  mille  le  prix  des  livrets  de  40  passages, 
avec  le  resultat  que  ^augmentation  en  cents  par  passage  varie  avec  le  nombre  de 
milles  et  qu'elle  est  plus  forte  pour  les  grandes  distances  que  pour  les  petites. 
De  nouveau,  il  convient  de  remarquer  que  le  prix  des  livrets  de  10  passages 
n'avait  pas  subi  d*augmentation  en  vertu  du  jugement  de  1959. 

Dans  le  tarif  de  rem  placement  n°  1,  I'augmentation  en  cents  par  passage, 
c'est-a-dire  5  cents,  est  la  meme  pour  les  personnes  qui  paient  comptant  aux 
barrieres  de  Westmount  et  de  Montreal-Ouest  que  pour  celles  qui  se  servent 
de  livrets  d'abonnement  pour  le  public  en  general  de  10  passages  et  de  40 
passages.  Ceci  a  pour  effet  de  produire  une  legere  gradation  du  taux  milliaire 
des  tarifs  qui  en  resultent  pour  les  distances  les  plus  grandes.  Ce  sont  ces 
distances  qui  ont  subi  les  augmentations  cumulatives  les  plus  grandes  par 
passage  et  pour  lesquelles  les  prix  de  passage  sont  le  plus  eleves.  Les  tarifs 
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suspendus  et  le  tarif  de  remplacement  2  laissent  les  prix  de  passage  au 
comptant  a  Westmount  et  a  Montreal-Ouest  a  25  cents  par  passage  et  empechent 
ainsi  les  personnes  voyageant  a  ces  prix  d'assumer  une  partie  de  I'excedent 
des  depenses  sur  les  revenus;  et  le  tarif  pour  les  livrets  de  10  passages  du 
tarif  de  remplacement  n^  2  est  le  meme  que  celui  des  livrets  de  10  passages  du 
tarif  suspendu  et  ne  prevoit  pas  de  gradation.  Le  tarif  nO  3  porte  le  prix  au 
comptant,  a  Westmount  et  a  Montreal-Ouest,  a  30  cents  comme  le  projet  n^  1 
et  prevoit  une  gradation  pour  le  prix  des  livrets  de  40  passages  mais  laisse 
le  prix  des  livrets  de  10  passages  comme  dans  le  tarif  suspendu. 

Il  y  a  du  pour  et  du  contre  dans  chacune  des  propositions,  mais  nous  croyons 
qu'a  tout  prendre,  le  tarif  de  remplacement  n^  1  est  meilleur  que  les  autres  dans 
les  circonstances  actuelles. 

Le  tarif  suspendu  et  les  trois  tarifs  de  remplacement  comprennent  tous  des 
augmentations  du  tarif  d'abonnement  pour  les  ecoliers  qui  porteront  ce  tarif 
d'ecoliers  a  la  moitie  du  prix  du  livret  de  40  passages  du  public  en  general. 

Nous  ne  croyons  pas  qu'il  y  ait  lieu  pour  la  Commission  d'obliger  le 
Pacifique-Canadien  a  maintenir  indefiniment  un  tarif  d'abonnement  d'ecoliers 
inferieur  a  la  moitie  du  tarif  d'abonnement  de  40  passages  pour  le  public  en 
general.  Les  enfants  de  plus  de  douze  ans  paient  le  plein  prix  de  passage  d'un 
adulte  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  au  Canada,  sauf  dans  le  cas  des  tarifs  d'abon- 
nement des  ecoliers.  La  piece  5,  que  le  Pacifique-Canadien  a  deposee,  montre 
les  tarifs  d'abonnement  pour  le  public  en  general  et  pour  les  ecoliers  sur  les 
chemins  de  fer  qui  desservent  Chicago,  New  York,  Boston,  Philadelphie  et 
certaines  autres  agglomerations  des  Etats-Unis  ou  existent  des  services  de 
banlieue  et  sur  les  autobus  qui  relevent  de  la  Regie  des  transports  du  Quebec. 
Dans  chacun  de  ces  cas,  le  tarif  d'abonnement  pour  ecoliers  de  passe  la  moitie 
du  tarif  d'abonnement  pour  le  public  en  general.  II  est  le  meme  que  celui  du 
public  en  general  sur  deux  des  chemins  de  fer  et  il  depasse  debeaucoupla  moi- 
tie de  celui  du  public  en  general  sur  plusieurs  autres  chemins  de  fer.

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la  moitie  du  tarif  pour  40  passages  du  public  en  general.  Si  le  tarif  pour  ecoliers 
doit  etre  fix^  a  la  moitie  du  tarif  pour  40  passages  du  public  en  general,  des 
augmentations  ne  sauraient  etre  inferieures  a  celles  qui  sont  autorisees  aux 
presentes. 

Nous  n'accepterons  pas  les  tarifs  suspendus  mais  nous  accorderons  les 
augmentations  proposees  au  tarif  de  remplacement  n^  1,  sous  reserve  de  nos 
conclusions  en  ce  qui  concerne  le  tarif  d'abonnement  pour  les  ecoliers.  Les 
modifications  necessaires  a  I'applicatioh  des  tarifs  qui  en  resulteront  pourront 
etre  effectuees  dans  les  tarifs-voyageurs  ordinaires  en  ce  qui  concerne  le  tarif 
minimum.

JUDGMENT 


KIRK,  COMMISSIONER: 

Effective  March  8,  1962,  by  Supplement  4  to  its  tariff  C.T.C.  (F)  No.  569, 
the  London  and  Port  Stanley  Railway*  increased  the  minimum  interswitching 
charges  to  and  from  private  sidings  on  its  line  at  London,  Ontario,  from  $4.50 
per  car  on  Classes  33,  30  and  27  traffic;  and  from  $7.50  per  car  on  other  traffic; 
to  $9.50  per  car  on  all  traffic.  Similar  action  was  taken  by  the  New  York  Central 
Railroad  in  respect  of  its  tariff  C.T.C.  462  but  restored  the  former  charges 
effective  April  12,  1963. 


*  Formerly  the  London  and  Port  Stanley  Railway  Company  and  now  owned  by  the  Corporation  of 
the  City  of  London  (3-4  Elizabeth  II,  c.  63).  Management  and  operation  on  behalf  of  the  Corpora- 
tion is  by  The  London  Railway  Commission. 
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On  January  25,  1963  the  Canadian  National  Railways  and  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company  made  a  joint  application  to  the  Board  for  disallowance  of  the 
said  increased  minimum  charges  on  the  grounds  that  they  were  in  violation  of 
the  Board's  General  Order  No.  252  as  amended  by  Order  No.  76886,  and  alleging 
that  such  charges  resulted  in  an  increased  absorption  by  their  companies. 

By  Order  No.  111041,  dated  April  24,  1963,  the  Board  disallowed  the  provi- 
sions of  the  London  and  Port  Stanley  Railway's  tariff  which  had  increased  the 
minimum  interswitching  charges  contrary  to  General  Order  No.  252.  In  compliance 
with  the  Order,  the  railway  restored  the  former  minimum  charges,  effective  May  3, 
1963. 

On  May  17,  1963  The  London  Railway  Commission  made  application  to 
increase  private  siding  minimum  interswitching  charges  to  $15  per  car  on  the 
grounds  that  present  revenue  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  costs  of  operation,  and 
alleged  in  support  thereof  that  (1)  wages  had  increased  nearly  100  per  cent  since 
1951;  (2)  car  rental  increased  from  $1.70  per  day  in  1951  to  $2.88  in  1960;  and 
(3)  the  change  in  free  time  allowance  for  Saturdays  in  the  demurrage  rules  has 
increased  car  costs. 

Copies  of  the  application  were  forwarded  to  the  Canadian  National  Railways, 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  the  New  York  Central  Railroad.  The  latter  advised  that  it  supported 
the  application;  the  other  three  railways  opposed  the  application  on  the  grounds, 
principally,  that  the  Board's  General  Order  No.  252  of  October  26,  1918  provided 
for  minimum  interswitching  charges  uniformly  throughout  Canada  "and  only  under 
exceptional  circumstances  should  one  railway  company  be  authorized  to  make 
different  charges  than  other  companies";  that  the  application  shows  no  such 
circumstances  exist;  that  the  increased  expenses  cited  by  the  Applicant,  particu- 
larly wages,  were  equally  incurred  throughout  the  railway  industry  and  that  the 
increase  proposed  would  have  to  be  absorbed  by  other  carriers  whose  costs  had 
similarly  increased. 

The  Applicant  in  reply  asserted,  inter  alia,  that  "this  railway  company  is 
operating  'under  exceptional  circumstances'  ";  that  a  large  portion  of  its  revenue 
is  from  switching;  that  it  lacks  long  haul  revenue  to  absorb  losses  on  switching 
and  that  it  is  in  no  position  to  absorb  losses  arising  out  of  switching  cars  to  or 
from  other  railways. 

Owing  to  the  uniform  application  throughout  Canada  of  the  provisions  of 
General  Order  No.  252,  the  Board  deemed  it  was  advisable  that  the  application 
be  set  down  for  hearing  to  afford  an  opportunity  to  any  other  interested  parties 
to  make  such  submissions  as  they  may  desire  in  respect  to  departing  from  the 
requirements  of  the  General  Order.  The  hearing  took  place  in  Ottawa  on  January 
7,  1964. 
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SUMMARY  OF  EVIDENCE: 
(a)  The  Applicant: 

The  railway  extends  between  London  and  Port  Stanley,  Ontario,  a  distance 
of  24  miles.  At  London,  interchange  is  made  directly  with  the  Canadian  National 
Railways  and  through  the  latter  with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company. 
At  St.  Thomas,  interchange  is  made  directly  with  Canadian  National  Railways, 
Wabash  Railway,  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway,  and  the  New  York  Central  Rail- 
road; interchange  with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  is  made  through  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad. 

Twenty  to  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  Applicant's  total  revenue  is  derived 
from  switching.  No  local  switching  of  any  consequence  is  required.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  seventy-five  per  cent  of  interswitching  is  performed  at  London  and 
twenty  per  cent  at  St.  Thomas.  Intermediate  switching  is  performed  at  St. 
Thomas. 

Switching  revenue  at  London  is  from  $25/26,000  per  year,  whereas  the  cost 
of  performing  the  service  is  estimated  to  be  approximately  $32,400,  thus  incurring 
an  annual  loss  of  at  least  $8,000. 

Private  sidings  in  London  on  the  Applicant's  line  are:  Labatts,  General 
Steel  Wares,  Vanadium  Steel,  Emery  Industries,  and  Richards-Wilcox. 

Exhibit  No.  1  shows  the  private  siding  interswitching  revenue  at  London 
for  the  month  of  November  1963:

The  Applicant  asserts  that  based  on  a  check  of  its  London  yard  costs,  the 
total  cost  of  switching  in  London  for  that  month  was  not  less  than  $2,500,  or  an 
average  cost  of  $18.00  per  car  for  the  139  cars. 

The  Applicant  estimates  that  the  loss  of  $8,000  mentioned  previously  is 
expected  to  be  recovered  from  the  proposed  minimum  charge  of  $15.00  per  car 
which  is  expected  to  produce  additional  revenue  of  eight  to  ten  thousand  dollars 
per  year. 
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Exhibit  No.  1  also  shows  the  system  net  revenue  results  for  the  years  1958 
to  1962  "and  for  10  months  of  1963,  as  follows:

and  it  was  stated  in  evidence  that  the  loss  for  1963  to  end  of  November  was 
about  $35,000;  that  no  provision  is  made  for  depreciation  or  reserve;  but  that 
by  being  operated  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  (The  London  Railway 
Commission  is  part  of  that  Commission)  the  railway  benefits  from  services 
supplied  at  low  cost  by  that  body. 

Intermediate  switching,  at  $4.50  per  car,  within  3  miles,  is  performed 
at  St.  Thomas  between  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  and  the  New  York  Central.  No 
change  is  proposed  therein  but  it  is  proposed  to  also  increase  the  minimum  inter- 
switching  charge  applicable  at  St.  Thomas  at  which  point  there  are  two  industries 
with  private  sidings  which,  however,  provide  very  little  traffic. 

The  Applicant's  witness  admitted  on  cross-examination  that  the  system 
losses  incurred  were  not  a  new  condition  but  asserted  that  while  he  doubted 
any  railway  derived  net  revenue  from  switching,  railways  other  than  the  Applicant 
have  road  haul  revenue  which  assists  in  compensating  for  loss  on  switching; 
that  the  Applicant  has  no  such  compensating  factor;  and  that  its  participation 
in  joint  through  rates  via  St.  Thomas  had  declined  due,  in  part,  to  the  institution 
of  Agreed  Charges  which  are  not  applicable  via  St.  Thomas. 

In  summarizing  the  case  for  the  Applicant,  Mr.  McKillop  stated  that  the 
Applicant  handled  this  traffic  at  less  than  cost  and  that  the  loss  was  from  eight 
to  nine  thousand  dollars  per  year;  that  it  was  not  the  concern  of  the  Applicant 
from  what  source  the  increased  revenue  was  obtained;  that  no  other  opportunity 
exists  to  recoup  the  loss  as  it  had  little  participation  in  road  haul  which  in 
itself  produced  a  low  level  of  revenue;  that  the  other  railways*  traffic  is  causing 
the  Applicant  to  subsidize  them;  and  that  while  the  major  railways  may  find 
interswitching   is  reciprocal,  such  is  not  so  with  the  Applicant's  operation. 


(b)  The  Opposition: 

Opposition  to  the  application  as  voiced  at  the  hearing  was  substantially 
the  same  as  in  the  written  submissions  made  prior  to  the  hearing,  i.e.,  (1)  that 
the  uniformity  of  application  of  General  Order  No.  252  should  not  be  disrupted, 
and  (2)  that  if  granted,  the  result  would  be  to  place  the  burden  of  increased 
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expense  upon  the  Canadian  National  and  Canadian  Pacific  inasmuch  as  com- 
petitive conditions  necessitated  complete  absorption  of  the  interswitching 
charges. 

Witness  McDonald  for  Canadian  Pacific  stated  in  evidence  that  joint  rates 
are  in  effect,  generally,  between  the  Canadian  Pacific  and  the  Applicant  upon 
which  the  Applicant  receives  appropriate  divisions;  that  such  rates  were  the 
same  as  those  applicable  directly  to  or  from  London  via  the  Canadian  Pacific; 
that  this  rate  situation  via  St.  Thomas  created  competition  which  necessitates 
the  complete  absorption  of  the  applicant's  interswitching  charges;  and  that  to 
grant  the  application  could  lead  to  demands  of  a  similar  nature  at  other  points. 

No  evidence  was  adduced  by  the  Canadian  National  Railways  but  Counsel 
contended  that  while  any  disruption  of  the  uniformity  in  interswitching  charges 
is  opposed,  there  would  be  no  opposition  otherwise  to  the  application  if  it  did 
not  entail  absorption  of  the  increased  charges  by  his  company.  He  also  contended 
that  the  uniformity  imposed  by  General  Order  No.  252  was  for  reasons  which  still 
exist;  that  the  Applicant's  financial  position  was  not  new;  that  the  interswitching 
rates  were  never  contended  to  be  compensatory  and  that  the  position  of  the 
Applicant  is  no  different  to  other  lines. 

Counsel  for  Canadian  Pacific  asserted  that  in  no  major  way  should  any 
railway  be  bound  to  give  service  at  less  than  cost,  but  it  was  not  reasonable  to 
expect  the  Canadian  National  and  Canadian  Pacific  to  pay  part  of  the  losses 
incurred  by  the  Applicant,  which  must  occur  if  the  application  is  granted;  that 
while  the  increased  revenue  involved  is  small,  the  granting  of  the  application 
could  be  used  as  a  precedent  elsewhere  at  much  greater  cost;  and  that  the  amount 
of  increased  revenue  involved  will  not  make  the  applicant's  operations  profitable. 

(c)  Interveners: 

Mr.  C.  E.  Onley,  representing  the  Township  of  Scarborough,  stated  he 
appeared  in  response  to  the  Notice  of  Hearing  and  indicated  an  intention  of  his 
principals  to  initiate  an  application  before  the  Board  concerning  interswitching 
arrangements  in  the  Township. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Frawley  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Province  of  Alberta,  and  also 
directed  some  cross-examination  of  the  Applicant's  witness. 

In  general,  Mr.  Frawley's  interest  was  indicated  as  an  apprehension  that 
some  result  might  flow  from  this  case  which  would  be  detrimental  to  points  such 
as  Calgary  and  Edmonton.  He  asserted  the  application  should  be  dismissed  on 
the  grounds  that  the  interswitching  charges  would  be  higher  than  in  the  Alberta 
cities;  that  discrimination  would  result  in  that  it  would  effect  a  different  charge 
in  one  part  of  Canada  than  another  and  suggested  it  might  offend  section  336  of 
the  Railway  Act  dealing  with  equalization,  whereas  the  relief  being  sought  is 
really  in  respect  of  the  City  of  London,  the  owners  of  the  line,  who  have  indicated 
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an  intention  of  applying  for  authority  to  abandon  the  line;  and  that  the  increased 
revenue  being  sought,  if  obtained,  would  be  only  temporary  relief. 

COMMENTS  AND  CONCLUSIONS: 

During  the  hearing  the  Applicant  disclosed  than  an  application  to  abandon 
the  line  was  to  be  made.  Since  the  hearing  such  an  application  has  been  received 
by  the  Board  and  will  be  dealt  with  on  its  merits.  I  wish  to  make  it  clear  that 
the  application  to  abandon  is  in  no  way  taken  into  consideration  in  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  matter  of  interswitching  charges. 

The  interswitching  charges  here  involved  are  those  prescribed  by  the  Board 
in  its  General  Order  No.  252  of  October  26,  1918,  at  which  time  the  toll  to  be 
charged  by  the  ^'terminal'*  carrier  for  the  movement  of  cars,  within  four  miles, 
from  or  to  private  sidings  on  its  line,  to  or  from  the  point  of  interchange  with  the 
''line-haul"  carrier,  was  fixed  at  l<f  per  100  pounds,  subject  to  a  minimum  charge 
of  $3.00  per  car  for  seventh,  eighth  and  tenth  class  traffic  (now  Classes  33,  30 
and  27,  respectively)  as  rated  in  the  Canadian  Classification;  and  $5.00  per  car 
on  all  other  traffic. 

Upon  application  of  The  Railway  Association  of  Canada,  Order  No.  76886  of 
July  4,  1951  authorized  an  increase  of  50  per  cent  on  interswitching  tolls.  In 
pursuance  thereof  the  aforesaid  rates  and  minimum  charges  became  1^2  <^  per  100 
pounds,  and  minimum  charges  of  $4.50  and  $7.50  per  car,  respectively.  Although, 
apart  from  interswitching,  the  Order  of  July  4,  1951  concerned  only  one  of  the 
several  Post  War  II  general  revenue  cases,  neither  prior  or  subsequent  thereto 
have  the  railways  sought  authority  to  further  modify  the  prescribed  rates  and 
charges  in  General  Order  No.  252. 

Among  the  provisions  of  General  Order  No.  252  is  a  requirement  that  the 
line-haul  carrier  absorb  one-half  of  the  private  siding  interswitching  charge 
subject  to  a  minimum  revenue  per  car  for  the  line-haul  carrier.  Nothing  in  the 
Order  prevents  the  line-haul  carrier  from  absorbing  the  entire  interswitching 
charge  if  for  competitive  reasons  it  desires  to  do  so. 

The  reasons  which  underlie  the  prescribing  of  interswitching  charges  and 
arrangements  are  fully  set  out  in  the  Judgment  dealing  with  General  Order  No. 
230  of  May  17,  1918  (which  was  superseded  by  General  Order  No.  252),  as 
reported  in  24  C.R.C.  at  page  324.  The  Judgment  states,  inter  alia,  that  inter- 
switching was  first  applied  in  Toronto  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  and  the  Grand 
Trunk  Railways  who  each  desired  access  to  the  sidings  of  the  other.  Subsequently 
free  cartage  was  instituted  to  equalize  facilities  and  applications  were  made  to 
the  Board  to  force  interswitching  at  other  points.  A  number  of  decisions  were 
made  by  the  Board  dealing  with  individual  situations  until,  finally,  a  uniform 
code  of  interswitching  charges  and  regulations  was  established  throughout 
Canada.

The  primary  consideration,  however,  was  public  interest  and  convenience; 
"In  the  absence  of  joint  tariffs  interswitching  becomes  necessary  and  is  in  the 
public  interest  where  facilities  exist  and  the  use  of  two  lines  is  of  necessity 
required"  (Ibid,  p.  334).  The  Judgment  also  notes  that  certain  of  the  railways 
maintained  they  were  "not  at  all  properly  compensated  for  the  interswitching 
service**  (Ibid,  p.  331). 

The  fact  that  during  the  Post  War  II  period  the  railways,  in  general,  have 
been  allowed  increases  in  freight  tolls  aggregating  about  157  per  cent,  but  have 
not  sought  any  greater  increase  than  50  per  cent  in  interswitching  charges  is 
indicative  that  the  latter  are  possibly  regarded  as  being  reciprocal.  However, 
as  the  general  revenue  cases  were  dealt  with  upon  overall  revenue  requirements, 
any  short  fall  in  interswitching  revenue  would  be  included  in  the  calculation 
necessary  to  establish  the  amount  of  general  increase.  In  the  general  revenue 
cases,  however,  the  Canadian  Pacific  requirements  were  the  yardstick  but  may 
be  unsuitable  as  an  adequate  measurement  in  individual  circumstances  where  the 
line-haul  factor  of  operations  is  not  as  prominent  as  in  respect  of  the  yardstick 
company.  Such  a  condition  is  asserted  by  the  Applicant  to  exist  in  the  instant 
matter  before  us. 

I  have  outlined,  very  briefly,  the  main  considerations  which  underlie  the 
existing  interswitching  Order  as  they  appear  to  be  an  important  point  in  deciding 
the  matter  here  at  issue. 

I  have  already  set  out  the  evidence  of  the  Applicant  as  to  cost  and  revenue 
respecting  interswitching  to  and  from  private  sidings.  It  is  important  to  note 
that  no  exception  is  being  taken  to  the  charge  per  100  pounds  —  the  application 
concerns  only  the  minimum  charges.  In  Exhibit  No.  1  the  Applicant  asserts  that 
about  200  cars  per  year  are  switched  at  a  charge  of  $4,50  per  car;  that  about 
1,000  cars  incur  a  minimum  of  $7,50  per  car,  and  that  it  is  only  in  respect  of 
such  movements  that  it  is  alleged  the  cost  involved  exceeds  the  revenue. 

In  considering  the  evidence  I  have  found  it  necessary  to  draw  upon  our 
own  sources  of  information  to  supplement  the  submissions  furnished  to  us.  The 
estimate  of  cost  upon  which  the  Applicant  predicates  its  comparison  of  a  cost 
factor  of  $18.00  per  car  versus  an  average  revenue  of  $9.09  per  car  was  computed 
during  the  month  of  November  1%3  which  was  stated  to  be  a  representative 
month  between  the  slack  summer  and  heavier  winter  months.  Such  tests  as  our 
staff  have  been  able  to  apply  to  this  estimate  of  costs  lead  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  is  not  unreasonable  under  the  prevailing  conditions. 

The  Applicant  asserts  that  its  overall  traffic  position  is  such  that  no  com- 
pensating factors  prevail  to  offset  losses  in  performing  interswitching  service. 
An  examination  has  been  made  of  the  records  of  the  company  in  our  files  and 
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the  following  comparison  of  the  year  1958  with  1962  affords  data  of  some 
significance:

The  year  1958  was  selected  for  comparison  as  it  was  one  of  the  two  years 
shown  in  Exhibit  No.  1  in  which  the  Applicant  earned  an  overall  profit.  It  also 
was  the  first  year  following  cessation  of  passenger  service  on  the  line.  I  note 
that  in  the  foregoing  table  the  only  increase  in  revenue  was  derived  from  switching 
while  the  yard  switching  miles  decreased,  but  this  point  is  of  little  significance 
in  comparing  the  yard  switching  cost  per  car  (which  I  have  already  accepted  as 
being  reasonable)  with  the  average  revenue  secured  from  the  applicable  rates. 
It  would  appear  that  the  Applicant  may  have  been  able  to  earn  sufficient  revenue 
in  the  past  from  line  haul  operations  to  compensate  for  lack  of  adequate  switch- 
ing revenue. 

The  Applicant  stated  at  the  hearing  that  its  revenue  from  line  haul  traffic 
was  declining,  and  the  decrease  in  tonnage  and  freight  revenue  as  shown  above 
supports  this  assertion.  It  was  also  stated  that  Agreed  Charges  made  in  respect 
of  industries  having  private  sidings  on  the  Applicant's  line  had  adversely 
affected  its  line  haul  revenue: 

"There  are  agreed  charges  that  hurt  us  of  the  other  railways  and  when  they 
put  in  an  agreed  charge  they  do  not  carry  the  routing  via  C.P.R.  St.  Thomas 
and  C.  &  O.  or  the  CP.  in  competition  with  the  C.N.  in  London  and  so  the 
cars  are  routed  direct  into  London.  One  example  I  could  say  we  used  to 
carry  a  freight  rate,  we  just  switched  it  now,  for  Labatts,  is  one  big  industry, 
and  that  is  all  switched  now.*'  (Transcript,  page  47) 

Agreed  Charges  are  on  file  with  the  Board  and  an  examination  of  those 
applicable  to  industries  in  London  with  private  sidings  on  the  Applicant's  line 
indicates  that  not  all  of  them  exclude  the  London  and  Port  Stanley  Railway  from 
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ability  to  participate  in  line  haul,  e.g.:  Agreed  Charges  Nos.  424  and  425  which 
apply  to  Labatts  contain  routings  via  the  Applicant's  line;  Agreed  Charge  No. 
398  also  applying  to  Labatt's  traffic  excludes  the  Applicant  from  participation. 
Agreed  Charge  No.  1706  which  applies  to  Emery  Industries  shows  participation 
of  the  Applicant  in  the  permitted  routing.  Similarly,  Agreed  Charges  Nos.  243, 
383,  539  and  862  applying  to  traffic  from  General  Steel  Wares  Ltd.  provide  for 
routing  participation  by  the  Applicant,  but  Agreed  Charge  No.  915  also  applicable 
to  the  same  shipper  excludes  the  Applicant  from  participation. 

It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  any  diminution  of  the  handling  of  agreed 
charge  traffic  may  be  due  more  to  the  choice  of  routing  exercised  by  the  shipper. 

It  has  been  established  to  my  satisfaction  that  the  revenue  derived  by  the 
Applicant  from  interswitched  traffic  upon  which  minimum  charges  apply  is  below 
the  cost  of  performing  the  specific  service.  I  am  also  satisfied  that  little  or  no 
opportunity  exists  for  the  line  to  compensate  for  the  loss  from  its  line  haul  opera- 
tion and  that  the  line  has  no  offsetting  reciprocal  factor  such  as  may  occur  with 
the  larger  railways. 

I  accept  the  submissions  of  the  two  major  lines  that  any  increase  allowed 
to  the  Applicant,  in  the  circumstances  which  prevail,  will  be  at  their  expense 
in  view  of  the  competitive  situation  which  would  require  the  complete  absorption, 
as  now,  of  the  interswitching  charges.  It  is  possible  that  some  non-competitive 
traffic  may  incur  part  of  the  increased  minimum  charge  but  in  general  the  main 
burden  would  undoubtedly  fall  upon  the  line  haul  carriers. 

Nevertheless  certain  advantages  flow  to  the  larger  lines  from  their  ability 
to  tap  the  traffic  sources  of  the  Applicant.  As  the  Applicant  seeks  only  to  recover 
its  costs,  I  consider  some  relief  must  be  accorded. 

Counsel  for  the  Province  of  Alberta,  who  opposed  granting  of  the  application 
mainly  upon  the  grounds  that  the  present  country-wide  equality  in  interswitching 
tolls  would  be  disrupted,  also  questions  whether  such  results  would  offend 
section  336  of  the  Railway  Act  dealing  with  the  national  freight  rates  policy 
respecting  equalization. 

I  think  it  is  quite  possible  that  section  336  can  be  interpreted  as  being 
applicable  to  interswitching  tolls  but  in  view  of  my  decision  herein  I  consider 
the  circumstances  existing  would  justify  the  Board  exercising  its  power  under 
subsection  4(g)  by  excluding  the  tolls  herein  involved  from  the  operation  of  the 
section. 

Admittedly  it  is  not  desirable  to  disrupt  the  present  uniformity,  but  it  is 
quite  evident  that  special  circumstances  exist  and  do  not  appear  to  prevail  in 
like  measure  elsewhere.  Should  it  be  shown  that  there  are  comparable  circum- 
stances and  conditions  elsewhere  the  Board  is  prepared  to  give  consideration 
thereto  at  any  time. 
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Opposing  Counsel  also  suggests  that  granting  authority  to  increase  these 
charges  can  only  be  in  the  nature  of  temporary  relief  in  view  of  the  intention  to 
seek  authority  to  abandon  the  line,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  the  abandonment 
application  is  not  relevant  to  the  matter  now  before  us. 

I  consider  the  Applicant  has  made  out  a  case  which  justifies  permitting  an 
increase  to  an  extent  that  would  bring  the  present  minimum  charges  by  the 
Applicant  up  to  about  the  level  of  the  general  revenue  increases  allowed  in  the 
Post  War  II  period,  and  that  due  to  the  unavoidable  delay  in  dealing  with  this 
matter,  such  increase  be  allowed  on  short  notice. 

FINDINGS: 

I  find  that  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  General  Order  No.  252,  the 
Applicant  is  permitted  to  increase  minimum  charges  for  private  siding  inter- 
switching  to: 

$9.00  per  car  for  traffic  rated  at  Classes  33,  30  and  27  in  the  Canadian  Freight 
Classification; 

$15.00  per  car  for  all  other  traffic. 

Tariff  amendments  to  effect  the  foregoing  may  be  filed  to  become  effective 
on  not  less  than  10  days*  notice. 

Order  to  issue  accordingly.

JUDGMENT 

WOODARD,  C. 

On  October  31,  1962,  the  Canadian  National  Railways,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  Railway,  applied  to  the  Board  for  leave  to  abandon  that  portion  of  its 
Lakefield  Subdivision  between  Millbrook  (mile  0.0)  and  mile  post  10.0.  With 
its  application  were  filed  statements  in  respect  of  the  operation  of  this  line 
showing  annual  loss  and  net  financial  improvement. 

The  Railway  had  furnished  copies  of  its  application  to  its  customers  on 
the  line,  to  representatives  of  villages,  townships  and  municipalities  in  the 
area,  and  to  Members  of  Provincial  and  Federal  Parliaments  whose  constituen- 
cies were  concerned.  The  Board  wrote  all  parties  so  served  requesting  their 
submissions  and  received  in  reply  numerous  letters  in  opposition  to  the  proposed 
abandonment.  In  May  of  1963,  arrangements  were  made  for  representatives  of 
the  Board's  Operating  and  Engineering  Departments  to  make  a  full  inspection 
of  the  line  and  report  back  to  the  Board.  The  application  was  set  down  for  a 
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hearing  on  October  25,  1963,  and  hearings  held  on  December  11  and  12,  1963, 
in  Peterborough. 

Description  of  Line: 

The  Lakefield  Subdivision  extends  from  Millbrook  in  a  generally  northeast 
direction  through  the  City  of  Peterborough  to  the  Town  of  Lakefield.  However, 
the  application  before  the  Board  is  only  for  the  abandonment  of  that  portion  of 
the  line  between  M.P.  0.0  (Millbrook)  and  M.P.  10.0,  which  is  located  approxi- 
mately two  miles  south  of  Peterborough,  The  decision  of  the  Railway  for  thus 
leaving  a  two-mile  stub  line  south  of  the  City  was  reached  after  consultation 
and  agreement  with  the  City  Industrial  Commission  that  such  a  spur  line  would 
be  sufficient  to  serve  any  industrial  expansion  in  the  area  in  the  foreseeable 
future. 

Referring  specifically  to  the  portion  under  application  hereinafter  called 
the  "line'*,  only  two  villages  are  served,  Millbrook  at  the  southern  end,  and 
Fraserville  approximately  eight  miles  from  Peterborough.  Millbrook  is  approxi- 
mately four  miles  west  of  Highway  28  with  a  paved  connecting  road  and  two 
miles  south  of  Highway  115,  connected  thereto  by  a  good  gravel  road,  Fraser- 
ville is  situated  directly  on  Highway  28.  Practically  all  roads  and  highways 
in  the  area  are  all-weather  roads. 

The  C.P.R.  Toronto-Ottawa  line  roughly  parallels  the  line,  with  Cavan 
station  located  some  five  miles  from  Millbrook  and  four  miles  from  Fraserville, 
The  nearest  C.N.R.  station  is  Peterborough.  There  are  no  Railway  buildings 
at  either  Millbrook  or  Fraserville.  There  is  a  700-foot  siding  serving  a  coal 
dealer,  AttwooU  and  Sheppard  Company,  and  also  a  966-foot  run-around  siding 
and  a  1,788-foot  train  siding  at  Millbrook.  At  Fraserville  there  is  a  spur  track 
861  feet  long  serving  the  Fraserville  Feed  Company  grain  elevator.  No  other 
industries  are  located  on  or  served  by  the  line  other  than  the  two  above  men- 
tioned. 

There  is  no  passenger,  mail  or  express  service  on  the  line.  Carload  freight 
service  is  provided  on  an  *'as  and  when  required"  basis  by  using  the  Lindsay- 
Belleville  way  freight  which  operates  six  days  per  week  and  can  be  used  to 
serve  this  trackage  when  required.  The  area  is  otherwise  adequately  served  by 
highway  carriers. 

The  line  passes  through  a  rolling,  partly  wooded  mixed  farming  area.  Some 
pulpwood  cutting  is  carried  on  in  the  area  and  there  is  also  a  seasonal  business 
in  Christmas  trees. 

Should  this  application  be  granted  there  will  be  no  effect  on  employees. 

Financial  Position  of  Company: 

The  exhibits  and  the  evidence  which  were  submitted  in  respect  of*revenues 
and  expenses  on  the  line  proposed  for  abandonment  followed  the  same  general 
pattern  as  in  past  cases  heard  by  the  Board,  including  the  recent  application 
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to  abandon  the  Buctouche  Subdivision  from  Buctouche  Junction  to  Buctouche, 
New  Bruhswick.  In  my  Judgment  in  that  case,  which  was  issued  on  January  9, 
1964,  I  outlined  at  considerable  length  the  evidence  of  Company  witnesses  in 
respect  of  the  individual  items  of  revenue  and  expense,  I  will  not  repeat  those 
detailed  explanations,  but  I  will  summarize  the  methods  which  have  been  used 
to  allocate  revenues  and  expenses  to  lines  proposed  for  abandonment,  with 
particular  reference  to  the  Lakefield  Subdivision, 

A  study  was  made  of  the  traffic  which  originated  and  terminated  at  stations 
on  the  Lakefield  Subdivision  during  the  twelve-month  period,  November  1960  to 
October,  1961,  At  Fraserville  there  was  one  carload  of  bran  and  shorts  shipped 
in  and  there  were  twenty-one  carloads  of  wheat  shipped  out.  The  system  revenue 
from  these  twenty-two  carloads  was  $5,065,  This  was  the  gross  amount  received 
by  the  Company  for  moving  these  twenty-two  carloads  over  its  lines  in  Canada; 
it  would  not  include  any  revertue  earned  by  another  railway  if  the  movement 
had  been  partly  over  the  lines  of  such  other  railway. 

During  the  same  twelve-month  period  there  were  sixteen  carloads  of  coal 
received  at  Millbrook  and  there  were  seventeen  carloads  of  pulpwood  plus  eight 
carloads  of  Christmas  trees  shipped  out.  There  were  also  five  tons  of  less- 
than-carload  traffic  in  to  Millbrook,  The  Canadian  National  system  revenue 
for  these  forty-one  cars  was  $7,269,  and  the  system  revenue  from  the  less- 
than-carload  traffic  was  $178, 

There  was  no  passenger,  express  or  mail  traffic  on  the  line.  The  only 
miscellaneous  revenue  was  $264  received  by  the  Company  as  rentals  for  drainage 
ditches,  crossing  of  the  right-of-way  by  overhead  wires,  water  pipes  and  other 
pipe  lines  and  for  property  leased  to  Attwooll  and  Sheppard  at  Millbrook.  The 
total  revenue  earned  was  $12,776,  resulting  mainly  from  the  movement  of  carload 
freight  traffic. 

In  order  to  show  the  trend  of  carload  freight  traffic  over  a  five-year  period, 
the  Company  submitted  Exhibits  No,  7  and  No,  8,  data  from  which  I  have  com- 
bined in  the  table  hereunder:

The  1960-61  revenue  and  cost  study  was  based  on  the  year  of  heaviest 
traffic  during  the  five-year  period,  November,  1958  to  October,  1963.  While  the 
total  carloads  for  the  most  recent  year  of  1962-63  came  to  within  ten  carloads 
of  the  carloads  for  the  study  year,  and  while  a  future  year  could  show  higher 
than  average  carload  movements,  it  might  be  expected  that  the  expenses  asso- 
ciated with  moving  these  carloads  would  also  increase.  I  am  satisfied  that  the 
year  of  the  study,  November,  1960  to  October  1961,  is  a  proper  year  to  use  in 
allocating  revenues  and  expenses  to  this  line  of  railway. 

The  Company  filed  Exhibit  No.  11  to  show  an  analysis  of  the  variable 
expenses  of  the  service  and  Exhibit  No.  12  to  show  a  summary  of  revenues  and 
expenses,  the  annual  operating  loss  and  the  anticipated  annual  financial  im- 
provement if  the  line  were  abandoned.  These  two  Exhibits  are  reproduced 
hereunder:

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In  making  an  allocation  of  expenses  to  the  Lakefield  Subdivision,  the 
Company  considered  three  categories  of  expense  which  would  be  avoided  if 
the  line  were  abandoned.  The  first  was  fixed  on-line  expenses  consisting  of 
the  cost  of  maintaining  the  right-of-way  and  structures  on  the  Lakefield  Sub- 
division, including  depreciation  calculated  on  the  basis  of  rates  approved  by 
the  Board,  and  property  taxes. 

The  second  category  of  avoidable  expense  was  the  variable  expenses 
associated  with  the  movement  of  traffic  between  origin  and  destination  on  the 
line  and  the  point  of  destination  or  origin  elsewhere  on  the  system  (off-line). 
These  variable  expenses  consist  of  the  crew  wages  and  fuel  for  the  on-line 
movement,  a  share  of  maintenance  and  depreciation  costs  of  cars  and  loco- 
motives based  on  car  miles,  car  days  and  diesel  unit  miles,  a  share  of  yard 
switching  expense  during  off-line  movement  of  the  study  traffic,  and  other  off- 
line expenses  such  as  fuel  and  rodd  maintenance  which  would  have  been  lower 
if  the  study  traffic  had  not  moved. 

The  Company  also  included  in  variable  expenses  an  estimate  for  cost  of 
money  which  the  witness  stated  was  '*the  annual  cost  to  the  C.N.R.  of  servicing 
the  debt  incurred  in  procuring  the  equipment  and  the  facilities  required  to  service 
and  maintain  this  equipment.  Also  included  here  is  a  similar  cost  related  to  the 
off-line  portion  of  the  track  structures  and  other  facilities,*'  The  amount  of 
the  estimate  for  cost  of  money  was  $591,  When  a  similar  explanation  was  pre- 
sented in  the  Buctouche  case,  I  said  in  my  Judgment  that  while  the  method  was 
suitable  for  some  costing  purposes,  I  was  not  satisfied  that  it  produced  a  proper 
estimate  of  the  annual  value  of  materials  and  equipment  which  would  in  effect 
be  salvaged  if  the  operation  ceased,  I  excluded  the  cost  of  money  estimate  for 
purposes  of  the  Judgment  in  the  Buctouche  case  and  I  will  also  exclude  it  in 
this  case  in  determining  the  avoidable  expenses  and  the  anticipated  financial 
improvement  in  the  event  of  abandonment. 

The  third  category  of  avoidable  expense  was  overhead  allowances  for 
Superintendence,  and  Traffic,  General  and  Communications,  totalling  $1,716. 
In  considering  this  type  of  expense  in  my  Judgment  in  the  Buctouche  case,  I 
recognized  that  some  of  this  expense  would  vary  with  traffic  and  would  be 
saved  in  the  event  of  abandonment,  but  a  large  part  of  it  could  be  considered 
avoidable  only  over  a  longer  period  of  time  and  associated  with  more  than  that 
one  proposed  curtailment  of  service.  The  evidence  in  this  case  has  not  satisfied 
me  that  a  direct  relationship  exists  between  a  major  part  of  the  overhead  allow- 
ances and  the  proposed  abandonment  of  the  Lakefield  Subdivision,  and  I  have 
reduced  the  estimate  for  overhead  allowances  by  $1,300. 

The  aforenoted  adjustments  in  cost  of  money  and  overhead  allowances 
total  $1,891,  and  when  applied  to  the  avoidable  expenses  as  shown  in  Exhibit 
No.  12  reduce  the  total  from  $22,213  to  $20,322.  The  annual  operating  loss 
is  reduced  from  $9,437  to  $7,546. 

In  estimating  financial  improvement  from  abandonment,  the  Company  added 
to  the  annual  operating  loss  the  annual  value  of  the  net  salvage  which  was 
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calculated  as  6.21  per  cent  of  $77,000,  or  $4,782.  The  estimated  gross  salvage 
value  for  ties,  rails,  other  track  material  and  bridges  totalled  $93,556,  and  the 
cost  of  salvaging  these  materials  was  estimated  to  be  $16,183,  leaving  a  net 
salvage  value  of  some  $77,000,  I  accept  the  net  salvage  value  for  purposes 
of  this  Judgment,  but  I  have  substituted  a  rate  of  5  per  cent  for  6.21  per  cent 
and  find  the  annual  value  of  net  salvage  to  be  5  per  cent  of  $77,000,  or  $3,850, 
in  lieu  of  $4,782. 

When  the  annual  value  of  net  salvage  in  the  amount  of  $3,850  is  added  to 
the  aforenoted  annual  operating  loss  of  $7,546,  I  find  for  purposes  of  the  Judg- 
ment in  this  case  that  the  annual  financial  improvement  in  the  event  of  abandon- 
ment would  be  $11,396. 

Opposition  to  the  Application: 

As  I  mentioned  earlier  in  this  judgment,  numerous  letters  were  received  by 
the  Board,  registering  opposition  to  the  application.  At  the  hearing  in  Peter- 
borough on  December  11  and  12,  1963,  appearing  in  opposition  were  Mr.  R.C. 
Honey,  M. P.,  representing  his  constituents,  and  Mr.  W.B.  Gordon,  Q.C.,  represent- 
ing Attwooll  and  Sheppard, 

Mr.  Honey,  while  adducing  no  evidence  through  witnesses,  did,  throughout 
the  hearing,  cross-examine  Railway  witnesses.  In  argument,  Mr.  Honey  stressed 
the  following  points: 

In  his  opinion,  the  Railway  was  lax  in  its  efforts  to  solicit  business  arising 
from  the  pulp  industry  and  Christmas  tree  shipping  from  the  area.  He  suggested 
that  the  C.P.R.,  through  a  more  intensive  campaign,  had  cornered  the  lion's 
share  of  this  market. 

He  cited  an  instance  in  1957  where  the  Railway  had  refused  to  construct 
an  unloading  ramp  for  a  machinery  dealer  in  Millbrook.  Had  the  ramp  been  built 
as  requested,  he  asserted,  considerable  business  could  have  been  diverted 
from  trucks  to  rail. 

Quoting  excerpts  from  a  publication  prepared  by  the  Ontario  Department 
of  Economics  and  Development  and  entitled  '^Economic  Survey  1961  for  the 
Lake  Ontario  Region**,  Mr,  Honey  argued  that  it  seemed  apparent  that  the  area 
in  which  the  line  runs  is  an  area  that  has  a  very  favourable  outlook  for  popula- 
tion growth,  economic  improvement  and  industrial  expansion  in  the  years  ahead. 
In  his  estimation  the  abandonment  of  this  line  might  have  a  retarding  effect  on 
any  such  economic  expansion  and  he  urged  the  Board  to  take  this  into  con- 
sideration in  arriving  at  its  decision. 

Mr,  W.B.  Gordon,  Q,C,,  through  his  client  appearing  as  his  witness,  adduced 
evidence  showing  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  would  be  involved  in- 
sofar as  Attwooll  and  Sheppard  and  in  particular  the  customers  of  that  Company 
was  concerned,  Mr.  Sheppard  is  at  present  supplying  coal  to  135  customers  in 
the  Cavan,  South  Monaghan  and  Millbrook  areas. 

Mr.  Sheppard *s  present  coal  shed  is  located  on  railway  property  adjacent 
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to  the  siding  and  in  the  event  of  abandonment  would  have  to  be  moved  off  rail- 
way land  to  one  of  two  sites,  either  on  his  mill  property  or  onto  a  lot  now  under 
lease  to  the  Town  of  Millbrook  and  located  behind  the  Town  Hall.  This,  in  his 
estimation,  would  result  in  a  considerable  cost. 

Should  the  application  be  granted,  Mr.  Sheppard's  evidence  was  that  he 
would  be  required  to  put  into  effect  some  other  method  of  coal  delivery  to  his 
property  in  Millbrook.  He  considered  purchasing  coal  from  coaldealers  in  Port 
Hope  and  hauling  to  his  customers.  Such  an  operation,  he  stated,  would  be 
unprofitable.  He  further  considered  delivery  from  mine  to  Port  Hope  and  rental 
of  storage  space  there  and  thence  delivery  to  Millbrook.  This  too  would  reduce 
the  margin  of  profit  to  the  point  where  it  would  not  be  worth  his  while  to  con- 
tinue in  the  coal  business. 

In  cross-examination,  Mr.  Sheppard  admitted  the  possibility  of  passing 
along  to  his  customers  some  part  of  any  increased  costs  that  would  accrue  to 
him,  inasmuch  as  his  retail  price  per  ton  of  coal  was  somewhat  lower  than  that 
charged  in  either  Port  Hope  or  Peterborough. 

Prior  to  the  hearing,  the  Railway,  in  an  effort  to  overcome  Mr.  Sheppard *s 
objections  to  the  proposed  abandonment,  had  attempted  to  ascertain  the  cheapest 
alternative  method  by  which  Attwooll  and  Sheppard  could  secure  delivery  of 
coal  to  its  shed  or  stock  pile  in  Millbrook. 

Mr.  G.W,  Wheeler,  Branch  Manager  Freight  Sales,  Peterborough,  appearing 
as  a  Railway  witness,  outlined  the  Railway's  suggestion  to  the  coal  company. 
This  suggestion  was  later  submitted  to  Mr.  Sheppard 's  attorney  by  letter  dated 
January  13,  1964,  with  a  copy  to  the  Board,  The  Railway's  suggestion  was  on 
the  basis  of  coal  delivery,  mine  to  Peterborough,  unloading  rail  hopper  car  to 
truck  by  use  of  22-foot  conveyor,  and  haulage  by  20-ton  truck  to  Millbrook, 
This  suggestion  would  result  in  an  increase  of  $1.13  per  ton  over  Mr.  Sheppard 's 
present  costs.  Hereunder  is  outlined  the  basis  upon  which  the  increase  is  arrived 
at:

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Firm  commitments  were  made  in  writing  by  Toronto-Peterborough  Transport 
and  McCarthy  &  Johnson  Fuels  Ltd.,  that  the  suggested  truck  haulage  and  truck 
loading  could  be  done  at  the  above  quoted  prices. 

The  Railway  also  offered  to  remove  Mr.  Sheppard's  weigh  scale  from  its 
present  location  to  a  new  site  and  agreed  to  have  its  engineer  consult  with  Mr, 
Sheppard  with  a  view  to  arriving  at  the  most  economical  way  of  transferring 
his  operations  to  the  new  site. 

While  appreciating  that  the  Railway  is  not  obligated  to  assist  his  client, 
Mr.  Gordon  suggested  that  if  the  Board  could  see  fit  to  defer  its  decision  until 
Mr,  Sheppard  could  be  assured  that  his  loss  would  be  not  more  than  $1,13  per 
ton,  most  of  his  objections  to  the  proposed  abandonment  could  be  withdrawn. 

Findings  and  Conclusions: 

The  Railway  Act  lays  down  no  principles  upon  which  the  Board  should 
act  in  deciding  whether  to  grant  or  refuse  applications  for  abandonment  of  rail- 
way lines.  The  Board  in  such  cases  weighs  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the 
public  consequent  upon  abandonment  against  the  burden  that  continued  operation 
of  the  line  will  impose  against  the  Railway, 

Written  opposition  to  this  application  received  by  the  Board  and  referred 
to  earlier  in  this  Judgment,  was  mainly  on  the  basis  that  the  loss  of  this  line 
would  be  a  retrograde  step  and  a  possible  deterrent  to  the  economic  and  indus- 
trial growth  of  the  area,  Mr.  R,C.  Honey,  M.P.,  in  his  presentation  before  the 
Board,  enlarged  upon  this  theme  to  some  extent.  However,  I  am  not  persuaded 
that  the  abandonment  of  this  line,  passing  through  an  area  that  is  largely  agri- 
cultural, would  have  the  effect  suggested.  No  actual  evidence  was  adduced  to 
indicate  industrial  development  along  the  line  and  there  is  no  apparent  likelihood 
of  such  development.  The  action  taken  by  the  Railway  to  retain  a  two-mile  stub 
line  south  of  Peterborough  should  satisfy  the  needs  of  any  industrial  expansion 
in  the  Peterborough  area  for  some  time  to  come. 

I  am  aware  that  should  this  line  be  abandoned,  pulpwood  and  Christmas 
tree  shippers  along  the  line  will  have  to  find  alternative  methods  of  shipping 
their  products.  None  of  these  shippers  appeared  at  the  hearing  in  opposition 
to  the  application.  It  was  not  demonstrated  that  continuation  of  the  line,  with 
its  losses,  is  warranted  by  reason  of  such  traffic. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  Railway  was  lax  in  its  efforts  to  solicit  more 
business  in  the  area.  While  I  agree  that  more  intense  solicitation  could  have 
brought  forth  more  traffic  for  the  line,  I  have  grave  doubts  that  such  increased 
traffic  would  have  been  sufficient  to  appreciably  reduce  the  annual  loss. 

Insofar  as  the  public  loss  and  inconvenience  to  Attwooll  and  Sheppard  and 
its  customers,  I  am  aware  that  the  abandonment  of  this  line  will  reflect  in  less 
revenue  to  the  coal  company  and  possibly  increased  retail  costs  to  its  customers. 
The  suggestion  by  the  Railway  as  to  a  method  of  coal  handling  which  I  have 
outlined  earlier  appears  in  my  estimation  to  be  a  sound  one,  and  one  which 
merits  consideration  by  Attwooll  and  Sheppard. 
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After  weighing  the  aforenoted  and  after  considering  all  submissions  in 
this  case,  I  Conclude  that  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public  consequent 
upon  abandonment  is  not  sufficient  to  warrant  continued  operation  of  the  line. 
I  would  grant  the  application  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways  to  abandon 
that  portion  of  its  Lakefield  Subdivision  between  Millbrook  (mileage  0.0)  and 
mile  post  10.0,  Such  abandonment  may  take  place  at  any  time  after  April  30, 
1964,  upon  30  days'  prior  notice  filed  with  the  Board  and  to  be  posted  in  the 
Railway's  station  in  Peterborough,  and  copies  mailed  to  Fraserville  Feed 
Mills  and  Attwooll  and  Sheppard. 

The  Canadian  National  Railways  shall  advise  the  Board  that  abandonment 
of  operation  has  taken  place  within  one  week  of  such  abandonment. 

An  order  will  be  issued  accordingly.

JUDGMENT 

DUMONTIER,  D.C.C.  and  IRWIN,  C. 

This  matter  originated  by  way  of  a  letter  from  Counsel  for  Mr.  Alphonse 
Drouin,  Manufacturer,  of  Ste.  Agathe,  Lotbiniere  County,  hereinafter  called  the 
**Applicant'^  In  the  letter  dated  August  11,  1961,  the  Applicant  alleged,  among 
other  things,  that  he  is  the  owner  of  Lots  Nos.  1  and  2,  Range  7,  Bellechasse 
Township,  County  of  Bellechasse,  Quebec,  which  lots  are  crossed  by  the  railway 
of  the  Quebec  Central  Railway  Company,  hereinafter  called  the  **Railway**. 
On  the  portion  of  Lot  No.  1  situated  south  of  the  railway,  there  is  a  gravel  pit 
that  he  owns.  The  public  road  is  situated  north  of  the  railway,  with  the  result 
that  in  order  to  reach  the  public  road  he  must  perforce  cross  the  railway.  The 
letter  goes  on  to  say  that  for  this  purpose,  based  on  plans  approved  by  the 
Railway,  he  constructed  a  crossing  across  the  right-of-way  and  track  of  the 
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Railway  who  refuses  to  pay  for  the  cost  of  construction  of  the  crossing.  The 
Applicant  requested  a  decision  of  the  Board  as  to  who  should  pay  such  costs. 

The  Railway,  on  January  2,  1962,  advised  the  Board  as  follows: 

''I  have  now  obtained  an  abstract  of  title  of  Lot  1,  Range  7,  Township 
of  Bellechasse,  and  ascertained  that  the  portions  of  this  lot  severed  by  the 
(railway  were  never  in  the  hands  of  different  owners  which  would  have  caused 
the  loss  of  the  right  to  a  crossing  (see  O^Brien  Brothers  v.  CP./?.  21  C.R.C. 
197). 

For  this  reason  I  have  to-day  advised  our  Real  Estate  Department  that 
it  is  the  duty  of  Canadian  Pacific  to  provide  and  maintain  one  crossing, 
at  the  Company's  expense,  over  the  land  of  Mr.  Drouin  and  that  the  Company 
will  have  to  assume  the  costs  accordingly.  Our  Real  Estate  Department, 
no  doubt,  will  contact  Mr.  Drouin  in  the  near  future  and  settle  this  matter 
directly  with  him. 

I  trust  that  this  reply  and  the  subsequent  settlement  will  dispose  of 
this  matter  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board." 

On  March  28,  1962,  the  Railway  made  the  following  additional  submission: 

"I  am  afraid  that  I  am  responsible  for  some  of  the  delay  in  this  matter,  as 
our  local  officials  have  been  awaiting  advice  from  me  as  to  the  rights  and 
obligations  of  the  parties  in  this  case. 

As  you  know,  we  previously  came  to  the  conclusion  that  Mr.  Drouin 
was  entitled  to  a  crossing  for  farm  purposes  under  the  provisions  of  section 
275  of  the  Railway  Act.  Mr.  Drouin  desires  to  use  this  crossing  for  the 
hauling  of  sand  from  a  sand  pit  on  his  property  south  of  the  track,  and  I 
have  now  given  my  opinion  that  he  is  entitled  to  do  this,  either  hauling 
the  sand  himself  or  having  it  hauled  by  employees  or  a  contractor.  How- 
ever if  such  use  necessitates  an  improvement  of  enlargement  of  the  crossing 
beyond  that  deemed  by  the  Board  to  be  convenient  and  proper  in  its  General 
Order  No.  55  the  cost  of  the  enlargement  should  be  assumed  by  Mr.  Drouin. 

I  have  also  expressed  the  view  that  if  Mr.  Drouin  invites  other  parties 
to  come  in  and  use  the  crossing  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  sand  and 
hauling  it  from  the  sand  pit  he  has  taken  the  crossing  out  of  the  category 
covered  by  section  275,  and  he  should  sign  an  agreement  with  the  railway 
company  indemnifying  it  against  loss  or  damage  arising  out  of  such  use. 

No  doubt  our  local  officials  will  soon  be  in  touch  with  R.  Drouin.'* 

From  the  material  filed  with  the  Board  and  the  submissions  made  up  to 
the  month  of  May  1962,  it  seemed  evident  that: 

(1)  The  Applicant  was  the  owner  of  Lot  1,  Range  7,  Township  of  Bellechasse, 
and  that  the  portions  of  the  said  Lot  1,  Range  7,  severed  by  the  railway 
were  never  in  the  hands  of  different  owners. 
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(2)  The  Railway  recognized  that  it  was  its  duty  to  provide  and  maintain  one 
crossing  over  the  land  of  the  Applicant  and  to  assume  the  cost  accordingly, 
and  it  had  admitted  that  the  Applicant  is  entitled  to  haul  sand  from  his  sand 
pit  on  his  property  south  of  the  track,  either  hauling  the  sand  himself 
or  having  it  hauled  by  employees  or  a  contractor,  provided  that  the  cost  of 
a  crossing  in  excess  of  the  requirements  of  General  Order  No.  55  be  paid 
by  the  Applicant. 

(3)  The  position  taken  by  the  Railway  was  that  if  the  Applicant  invites  other 
parties  to  come  in  and  use  the  crossing  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  sand 
and  hauling  it  from  the  sand  pit  he  has  taken  the  crossing  out  of  the  cate- 
gory covered  by  section  275,  and  he  should  sign  an  agreement  with  the 
railway  company  indemnifying  it  against  loss  or  damage  arising  out  of 
such  use. 

The  Board,  after  having  carefully  considered  all  the  material  filed  and  sub- 
missions made,  directed  the  Secretary  to  advise  the  Applicant  and  the  Railway 
as  follows: 

"Further  to  your  letter  of  March  28,  1962,  in  connection  with  the  above 
noted  application,  I  wish  to  advise  that  it  is  the  Board's  opinion  that  there 
is  a  right  on  the  part  of  the  owner  of  the  land  under  Section  275  of  the 
Railway  Act  to  a  crossing  that  is  convenient  and  proper  for  the  enjoyment 
of  his  land  and  utilization  of  the  sand  pit. 

The  owner  of  the  land  would  be  entitled  to  use  this  crossing,  as  well 
as  his  employees,  agents,  and  also  all  other  persons  using  the  crossing 
on  his  invitation  in  order  to  haul  away  sand  purchased  from  him. 

Notwithstanding  General  Order  55,  the  crossing  should  be  adequate 
to  meet  the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  sand-carrying  vehicles  that 
will  normally  be  using  it. 

The  crossing  should  be  provided  at  the  expense  of  the  railway  company 
and  without  an  indemnification  agreement  by  the  landowner.'* 

For  some  unknown  reason  this  letter,  of  May  24,  1962,  was  not  received  by  the 
Railway  and  it  was  only  in  the  month  of  August,  1962,  that  at  the  Railway's 
request  a  copy  was  sent  to  it. 

Relying  on  the  May  24th  letter,  the  Applicant  asked  if  he  was  to  expect 
the  Board  to  try  to  obtain  reimbursement  for  him  from  the  Railway,  or  if  he  was 
expected  to  take  proceedings  to  this  effect. 

The  Applicant  was  advised  that  the  letter  dated  May  24  above  quoted  was 
only  an  opinion  and  not  a  ruling  or  order  of  the  Board.  We  think  it  is  immaterial 
whether  or  not  the  contents  of  the  letter  of  May  24  is  called  an  opinion  or  a 
ruling  of  the  Board.  The  fact  remains  that  the  opinion  of  a  court  on  a  matter 
before  it  for  adjudication  is  tantamount  to  a  decision  or  a  ruling.  It  was  taken 
as  such  by  both  the  Applicant  and  the  Railway. 
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Counsel  for  the  Railway  had  stated: 

*'As  stated  verbally  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  several  days  ago  the 
Board's  ruling  of  May  24  last  has  occasioned  us  great  concern,  and  we 
must  ask  that  this  matter  be  reopened  and  reconsidered  by  the  Board,  and 
that  we  be  given  the  opportunity  of  presenting  our  submissions  at  a  public 
hearing.  Application  is  hereby  made  accordingly." 

The  Applicant,  in  a  letter  dated  October  2,  1962,  requested  a  mandatory 
ruling  of  the  Board  as  follows: 

**I  have  understood  your  letter  of  May  24,  1962,  to  be  a  decision  of 
the  Board  in  this  matter;  however,  if  this  is  not  the  case  I  would  like  to 
have  an  order  binding  both  parties  because  Quebec  Central  Railway  is 
claiming  from  our  client  payment  for  this  level  crossing  and  refuses  to 
reimburse  Mr.  Drouin  the  cost  he  paid  for  the  crossing.  It  is  therefore  quite 
important  that  a  ruling  be  given  by  the  Board  in  respect  of  both  parties' 
obligations  in  this  matter.''  (Translation  ours) 

The  Board,  on  October  10,  1962,  advised  the  parties  as  follows: 

**I  have  your  letter  of  October  2.  I  assume  that  you  have  received  a 
copy  of  Mr.  Spence's  letter  to  me  dated  September  27. 

It  is  not  clear  whether  your  client's  application  to  the  Board  is  for 
an  Order  under  Section  275  of  the  Railway  Act  requiring  Quebec  Central 
to  construct  and  maintain  a  crossing  at  its  own  expense,  or  for  an  Order 
under  Section  276,  or  for  an  Order  that  Quebec  Central  reimburse  vour  client 
for  the  cost  of  a  crossing  already  provided  by  him  in  May  1961,  or  for  some 
other  Order  or  relief. 

Issues  of  fact  and  law  have  also  been  raised.  Consequently  the  Board 
asks  that  you  clarify  the  application  by  setting  forth  specifically  the  relief 
and  Order  sought  by  your  client,  the  section  or  sections  under  which  it  is 
made  and  the  facts  upon  which  it  is  based.  Please  refer  to  Rule  3  of  the 
Board's  Rules  of  Practice,  copy  enclosed.  The  Board  accepted  your  letters 
as  an  application,  but  the  need  for  clarification  has  become  apparent.  The 
clarification  may  be  set  forth  in  a  letter  also.  Please  send  a  copy  of  it  to 
Mr.  Spence. 

The  Board  will  review  the  matter,  including  the  opinion  expressed  in 
my  letter  to  Mr.  Spence  dated  May  24,  1962." 

The  Applicant,  an  October  12,  1962,  filed  a  petition  reiterating  facts  al- 
ready alleged  and,  basing  his  case  on  sections  275  and  276  of  the  Railway  Act 
and  section  540  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Quebec,  requested  that  the  Railway  be 
ordered  to  pay  for  the  entire  cost  of  the  crossing.  The  Railway  answered  that 
it  had  made  its  submission  and  requested  the  Board  to  rescind  the  ruling  made 
on  May  24,  1962,  and  to  dismiss  the  Applicant's  petition.  The  matter  was  set 
down  for  hearing  in  Quebec  City  on  October  1,  1963. 
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Although  the  style  of  cause  as  it  appeared  in  the  notice  might  have  implied 
that  the  hearing  would  be  held  to  determine  the  apportionment  of  costs  of  the 
widening  of  the  Applicant's  farm  crossing,  both  parties  were  well  aware  that 
the  matter  to  be  heard  was  a  review  of  the  ruling  given  on  May  24,  1962,  with 
respect  to  the  original  application.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  at  the  hearing  both 
parties  submitted  evidence  in  support  of  the  facts  alleged  in  the  original  applica- 
tion. 

We  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  try  to  summarize  the  testimony  given  at  the 
hearing;  it  should  suffice  to  say  that  the  evidence  adduced  satisfied  us  that: 

(1)  The   Applicant  is  the  owner  of  Lot  1,  Range  7,  Bellechasse  Township, 
County  of  Bellechasse; 

(2)  The  portions  of  said  Lot  1  severed  by  the  railway  were  never  in  the  hands 
of  different  owners; 

(3)  The  crossing  was  constructed  over  the  right-of-way  and  track  of  the  railway; 

(4)  The  Applicant  needs  a  crossing  from  the  south  portion  of  his  lot  to  have 
access  to  the  highway; 

(5)  The  Applicant  had  asked  the  railway  to  construct  the  crossing  and  was 
authorized  to  do  it  himself  based  on  plans  accepted  by  the  railway,  who 
laid  the  planking  supplied  by  the  Applicant; 

(6)  The  objection  of  the  railway  to  paying  for  the  crossing  is  based  on  the  allega- 
tion that  the  Applicant  will  use  the  crossing  for  a  purpose  that  is  not  **farm 
purposes";  (having  sand  or  gravel  hauled  from  a  sand  or  gravel  pit  located 
on  his  lot). 

The  facts  as  they  appeared  at  the  hearing  are  not  different  from  the  facts 
that  were  on  file  in  the  original  application.  A  farm  crossing  had  been  con- 
structed from  the  south  portion  of  Lot  1,  Range  7,  Bellechasse  Township,  County 
of  Bellechasse,  owned  by  the  Applicant  across  the  right-of-way  and  track  of  the 
Railway  to  the  north  portion  of  said  Lot  1  also  owned  by  the  Applicant  in  order 
that  he  may  have  access  to  the  highway  from  the  south  portion,  on  which  the 
gravel  pit  which  he  works  is  located. 

First,  we  must  say  that  as  the  crossing  was  constructed  with  leave  of  the 
Railway  and  without  an  Order  of  the  Board,  we  do  not  think  that  the  Board  has 
jurisdiction  to  apportion  the  cost  of  construction  of  the  crossing.  This,  however, 
does  not  mean  that  the  Board  is  precluded  from  determining  the  rights  of  the 
parties  involved  in  this  case. 

Under  section  275  of  the  Railway  Act  the  company  is  under  the  statutory 
obligation  of  making  a  crossing  for  the  Applicant,  convenient  and  proper  for 
the  crossing  of  the  railway  for  farm  purposes.  We  agree  with  the  decision  of 
Mr.  Justice  Anglin  who  stated  in  Toronto,  Hamilton  &  Buffalo  R.W.  Co.  v.  Simpson 
Brick  Co.,  8  C.R.C.  464  at  470: 
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"'Farm  crossings'  appears  to  be  a  term  used  in  the  statute  in  contra- 
distinction to  'highway  crossings,'  and  intended  to  cover  all  private  rights 
of  crossing  to  be  enjoyed  by  'persons  across  whose  lands  the  railway  is 
carried,'  whatever  may  be  the  character  of  such  lands  or  the  use  to  which 
they  are  put." 

Prior  to  the  Act  of  1888  there  was  no  statutory  provision  similar  to  section 
275,  and  a  landowner  whose  lands  were  severed  had  no  right  to  a  crossing  over 
the  railway.  However,  there  was  nothing  to  prevent  the  Railway  company,  prior 
to  1888,  when  acquiring  its  right-of-way,  to  take  the  land  required  from  its  grantor 
subject  to  reservations  in  his  favour  of  such  rights  of  crossing  or  easements  as 
could  be  agreed  upon  and  which  were  not  inconsistent  with  the  use  of  the  right- 
of-way  for  railway  purposes. 

In  the  T.II.  &  B.  v.  Simpson  case  just  referred  to,  the  right  of  crossing  had 
been  obtained  through  an  agreement,  which  agreement  provided  that  the  Railway 
company  was  to  provide  and  keep  in  repair  a  "farm  crossing"  at  a  specific 
point.  Mr.  Justice  Anglin  at  page  469,  when  interpreting  "farm  crossing",  went 
on  to  say: 

"   it  would  seem  that  it  was  intended  by  this  agreement  to  provide 

for  a  crossing  for  such  purposes  as  the  owners  of  this  property  might  require, 
and  not  merely  for  a  crossing  restricted  in  its  use  to  'farm  purposes,' 
in  the  ordinary  sense  of  that  phrase.  Indeed,  I  think  that  the  word  'farm' 
may  well  be  disregarded  in  construing  the  agreement,  and  that  it  may  be 
read  as  conferring  a  right  of  crossing  for  all  purposes  for  which  the  land 
cut  off  by  the  railway  may  profitably  and  conveniently  be  used.  It  would, 
in  my  opinion,  defeat  the  intent  of  the  parties  to  the  agreement  to  hold 
that  the  use  of  the  crossing  must  be  confined  strictly  to  farm  purposes. 

But  if  the  word  'farm'  may  not  be  rejected  or  ignored,  then  I  would  find 
that  the  term  'farm  crossing'  was  used  by  the  parties  as  a  convenient  de- 
scription of  the  right  of  crossing  created  by  sec.  191  of  the  Railway  Act 
of  1888. 

In  the  Railway  Act  of  1888  two  kinds  of  crossings  and  only  two  are 
provided  for,  viz.,  'highway  crossings,'  and  what  are  in  the  heading  and 
side-note  to  sec.  191,  though  not  in  the  section  itself,  termed  'farm  cros- 
sings.'" 

Then  at  page  471  Mr.  Justice  Anglin  goes  on  to  say: 

"As  already  pointed  out,  sec.  191  made  the  only  provision  under  the 
Act  of  1888  for  crossings  over  railways  other  than  highway  crossings. 
Railways  are  necessarily  carried  across  many  properties  which  are  not 
farms  in  any  sense  of  the  word.  The  language  of  sec.  191  is  that  'every 
company  shall  make  crossings  for  persons  across  whose  lands  the  railway 
is  carried,  convenient  and  proper  for  the  crossing  of  the  railways  by  farmers' 
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implements,  carts  and  other  vehicles.'  Unless  these  latter  words  are  to  be 
read  as  restricting  the  preceding  general  language  of  the  section,  and  confin- 
ing the  use  of  every  crossing  provided  under  this  section  to  farmers'  imple- 
ments, farmers'  carts,  and  farmers'  other  vehicles,  there  is  in  the  section 
itself  nothing  to  warrant  the  view  that  it  was  intended  to  provide  only  for 
crossings  for  *farm  purposes.'  On  the  contrary,  the  section  extends  to  all 
lands  across  which  the  railway  is  carried.  The  word  'farmers*  applies 
necessarily  only  to  the  word  'implements.'  It  does  not  necessarily  qualify 
the  words  'carts  and  other  vehicles.*  But  if  it  does,  the  phrase  'convenient 
and  proper  for  the  crossing  of  the  railway  by  farmers*  implements,  carts 
and  other  vehicles.*  describes  not  the  uses  to  which  the  crossing  may 
be  put,  but  the  kind  of  construction  which  the  railway  company  was  required 
to  provide,  that  is,  a  crossing  so  built  and  arranged  that  it  should  afford 
a  suitable  passage  for  farmers*  implements,  carts  and  other  vehicles. 
Whatever  the  purpose  for  which  the  lands  crossed  by  the  railway  are  used, 
the  owner  shall  not  be  entitled  to  require  the  company  to  provide  or  main- 
tain any  higher  grade  or  better  class  of  crossing  than  that  so  described. 
But  it  by  no  means  follows  that  the  use  of  the  crossing  is  to  be  restricted 
to  farm  purposes.** 

We  agree  with  this  view  that  the  use  of  so-called  "farm  crossings**  is 
not  to  be  restricted  to  "farm  purposes**  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  that  phrase. 
Where  a  railway  company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  its  railway,  severs 
a  land,  the  owner  of  the  two  parcels  of  land  on  either  side  of  such  railway 
has  a  statutory  right  to  a  farm  crossing  under  section  275,  and  may  require 
the  company  to  make  a  crossing  convenient  and  proper  for  the  crossing  of  the 
railway. 

Such  crossings  are  usually  made  by  railway  companies  without  leave  of  the 
Board.  Under  section  275  the  Board  intervenes  only  upon  application  or  complaint 
of  the  landowner  across  whose  land  the  railway  is  carried  and  when  the  railway 
has  failed  or  neglected  to  meet  the  requirements  of  that  section.  It  would  appear 
that  the  Board  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  entertain  complaints  under  section 
275.  In  The  Grand  Trunk  R.W.  Company  of  Canada  v.  Ernest  Perrault,  5  C.R.C. 
293  at  300,  Mr.  Justice  Davies  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  who  delivered 
the  Judgment,  after  reviewing  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of  King*s  Bench, 
appeal   side,   Province  of  Quebec,  and  that  of  the  Board,  said  at  page  298: 

"The  only  statutory  right,  therefore,  to  a  crossing  which  the  plaintiff 
has  is  that  conferred  by  the  Railway  Acts  of  1888  and  1903.  The  question 
then  arises  whether  the  enforcement  of  this  right  is  within  the  exclusive 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners.** 

"I  am  of  opinion  that  it  is  ^  *'  And  again  at  page  300: 

"I  am  of  opinion  that  this  is  a  case  of  a  statute  giving  a  right  and 
prescribing  a  mode  of  giving  effect  to  it,  and  looking  at  the  whole  Act  and 
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especially  at  sees.  24,  42  and  198,  I  entertain  no  doubt  that  the  jurisdiction 
conferred  on  the  Board  by  the  latter  section  was  intended  to  be  exclusive." 

By  General  Order  No.  55,  dated  January  17,  1910,  the  Board  adopted 
standard  regulations  regarding  farm  crossings.  These  standard  regulations 
provide  for  a  minimum  width  between  the  gate  posts,  minimum  road  surface, 
maximum  grade  of  ascent,  etc..  It  is  not  contemplated  by  General  Order  No.  55 
that  all  farm  crossings  be  exactly  of  the  same  width  nor  of  the  same  grade  of 
ascent.  What  is  contemplated  is  the  minimum  which  may  be  used  by  the  railway 
in  making  farm  crossings  for  the  proper  and  convenient  use  of  the  owner  of  the 
land  severed  by  the  railway.  The  quantum  of  the  suitability  and  convenience 
of  the  use  mav  vary  with  the  circumstances. 

In  the  circumstances  of  this  case,  we  see  no  reason  to  vary  the  decision 
of  the  Board  in  its  letter  dated  May  24,  1962,  which  decision  is  hereby  confirmed.

JUGEMENT 


DUMONTIER,  commissaire  en  chef  suppleant,  et  IRWIN,  commissaire 

Cette  cause  a  eu  pour  origine  une  lettre  de  I'avocat  de  M.  Alphonse  Drouin, 
manufacturier  de  Sainte-Agathe,  comte  de  Lotbiniere,  ci-apres  denomme 
"Requerant".  Dans  une  lettre  datee  du  11  aout  1961,  le  Requerant  disait, 
entre  autres  choses,  qu'il  etait  proprietaire  des  lots  nos  1  et  2,  rang  7,  canton 
de  Bellechasse,  comte  de  Bellechasse,  province  de  Quebec,  lots  que  traverse 
le  chemin  de  fer  de  la  Quebec  Central  Railway  Company,  ci-apres  denommee 
"Chemin  de  fer".  Dans  la  partie  du  lot  nO  1  qui  est  situee  au  sud  de  la  voie 
ferree,  il  y  a  une  graviere  qui  lui  appartient.  Le  chemin  public  se  trouve  au 
nord  de  la  voie  ferree,  de  sorte  que,  pour  parvenir  au  chemin  public,  il  lui  faut 
necessairement  traverser  la  voie  ferree.  A  cette  fin,  est-il  dit  dans  la  lettre  en 
question,  il  a  construit,  suivant  des  plans  approuves  par  le  Chemin  de  fer, 
un  passage  traversant  I'emprise  et  la  voie  ferree  du  Chemin  de  fer,  mais  celui- 
ci  refuse  d^acquitter  le  cout  de  construction  de  ce  passage.  Le  Requerant  a 
demande  a  la  Commission  de  rendre  une  decision  pour  determiner  qui  doit  payer 
ces  frais.  Le  2  Janvier  1962,  le  Chemin  de  fer  ecrivait  a  la  Commission: 
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"Jai  obtenu  un  precis  de  titre  du  jot  nO  1,  rang  7,  canton  de  BeJlechasse, 
et  ai  constate  que  les  parties  de  ce  Jot  qui  sont  separees  par  la  vole 
ferree  n'ont  jamais  ete  entre  les  mains  de  differents  proprietaires,  ce  qui 
aurait  cause  la  perte  du  droit  a  un  passage  (voir  O'Brien  Brothers  v.  C.P.R. 
21  C.R.C.  197). 

Pour  cette  raison,  j'ai  informe  aujourd'hui  notre  Service  de  I'immeubJe 
que  le  Pacifique-Canadien  est  tenu  de  fournir  et  d'entretenir  a  ses  frais 
un  passage  sur  le  terrain  de  M.  Drouin  et  que  la  Compagnie  devra  en  assumer 
le  cout  en  consequence.  Notre  Service  de  I'immeuble  communiquera  sans 
doute  avec  M.  Drouin  dans  un  avenir  rapproche  afin  de  regler  cette  question 
directement  avec  lui. 

J'espere  que  cette  reponse  et  le  reglement  qui  s'ensuivra  disposeront 
de  cette  question  a  la  satisfaction  de  la  Commission". 

Le  28  mars  1962,  le  Chemin  de  fer  presentait  le  nouvel  expose  qui  suit: 

"Je  crains  fort  d'etre  en  partie  responsable  du  retard  apporte  a  la 
solution  de  cette  question,  vu  que  nos  fonctionnaires  locaux  attendaient 
mon  avis  sur  les  droits  et  obligations  des  parties  en  cause. 

Comme  vous  le  savez,  nous  en  etions  venus  a  la  conclusion  que  M. 
Drouin  avait,  en  vertu  des  dispositions  de  I'article  275  de  la  Loi  sur  les 
chemins  de  fer,  droit  a  un  passage  pour  les  besoins  de  sa  ferme.  M.  Drouin 
desire  se  servir  de  ce  passage  pour  le  transport  de  sable  provenant  d'une 
sabliere  situee  sur  sa  propriete,  au  sud  de  la  voie  ferree,  et  j'ai  maintenant 
exprime  I'avis  qu'il  a  le  droit  de  le  faire,  soit  en  transportant  le  sable 
lui-meme,  soit  en  le  faisant  transporter  par  des  employes  ou  par  un  entre- 
preneur.  Cependant,  si  cet  usage  necessite  I'amelioration  ou  I'elargissement 
du  passage  au  dela  de  ce  que  la  Commission  juge  convenable  et  approprie 
dans  son  ordonnance  n^  55,  le  cout  de  I'elargissement  devrait  etre  assume 
par  M.  Drouin. 

J'ai  egalement  exprime  I'avis  que  si  M.  Drouin  invite  d'autres  personnes 
a  utiliser  le  passage  pour  venir  acheter  du  sable  et  pour  le  transporter  a 
partir  de  la  sabliere,  il  retire  par  le  fait  meme  le  passage  de  la  categoric 
a  laquelle  s'applique  I'article  275,  et  il  devrait  fournir  a  la  compagnie 
de  chemin  de  fer  une  declaration  par  laquelle  il  s'engagerait  a  la  dedom- 
mager  de  toute  perte  ou  dommage  que  cette  utilisation  pourrait  entratner. 

II  ne  fait  pas  de  doute  que  nos  fonctionnaires  locaux  communiqueront 
bientot  avec  M.  Drouin." 

D'apres  les  documents  deposes  a  la  Commission  et  les  memoires  presentes 
jusqu'au  mois  de  mai  1962,  il  semblait  evident: 

(1)  Que  le  Requerant  etait  le  proprietaire  du  lot  1,  rang  7,  canton  de  Bellechasse, 
et  que  les  parties  dudit  lot  qui  sont  separees  par  le  chemin  de  fer  n'avaient 
jamais  ete  entre  les  mains  de  differents  proprietaires. 
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(2)  Que  le  Chemin  de  fer  avait  reconnu  qu'iJ  etait  tenu  de  fournir  et  d'entretenir 
un  passage  sur  le  terrain  du  Requerant  et  d'en  assumer  le  cout,  et  il  avait 
admis  que  le  Requerant  a  le  droit  de  transporter  le  sable  de  sa  sabliere  qui 
se  trouve  sur  la  partie  de  sa  propriete  situee  du  cote  sud  de  la  voie  ferree, 
soit  en  le  transportant  lui-meme,  soit  en  le  faisant  transporter  par  des 
employes  ou  par  un  entrepreneur,  a  condition  que  I'excedent  du  cout  d'un 
passage  repondant  aux  prescriptions  de  Tordonnance  generale  n°55  soit 
acquitte  par  le  Requerant. 

(3)  Que  le  Chemin  de  fer  etait  d'avis  que  si  le  Requerant  invite  d'autres  person- 
nes  a  utiliser  le  passage  pour  venir  acheter  du  sable  et  pour  le  transporter 
a  partir  de  la  sabliere,  il  retire  de  ce  fait  le  passage  de  la  categorie  prevue 
a  Tarticle  275  et  il  devrait  fournir  a  la  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  une 
declaration  par  laquelle  il  s'engagerait  a  la  dedommager  de  toute  perte  ou 
dommages  que  cette  utilisation  pourrait  entraTner. 

La  Commission,  apres  une  etude  approfondie  des  documents  deposes  et 
des  memoires  presentes,  a  charge  son  Secretaire  d'ecrire  ce  qui  suit  au 
Requerant  et  au  Chemin  de  fer: 

"Faisant  suite  a  votre  lettre  du  28  mars  1962,  relativement  a  la  requete 
ci-dessus,  je  desire  vous  informer  que  la  Commission  est  d'opinion  que  le 
proprietaire  du  terrain  a  droit,  en  conformite  avec  les  prescriptions  de 
I'article  275  de  la  '*Loi  concernant  les  chemins  de  fer*'  a  un  passage 
croisant  la  voie  ferree,  convenable  et  commode  pour  ses  besoins  et  donnant 
acces  a  son  banc  de  gravier. 

Le  proprietaire  du  terrain  aurait  droit  de  se  servir  de  ce  passage  ainsi 
que  ses  employes,  agents  et  toutes  autres  personnes  qui,  sur  son  invitation, 
seraient  appeles  a  transporter  du  gravier  achete  chez  lui. 

Malgre  les  prescriptions  de  I'ordonnance  generale  numero  55,  ce  passage 
devrait  etre  suffisant  afin  de  satisfaire  aux  exigences  raisonnables  du 
transport  de  gravier  par  camions  lesquels  franchiront  normalement  ce 
passage. 

Ce  passage  devrait  etre  construit  aux  frais  de  la  compagnie  de  chemin 
de  fer  et  sans  une  entente  de  dedommagement  par  le  proprietaire  du 
terrain.*' 

Pour  des  raisons  inconnues,  le  Chemin  de  fer  n*avait  pas  re^u  cette  lettre  du 
24  mai  1962,  et  ce  n'est  qu*au  mois  d'aout  1962  qu'a  sa  demande,  une  copie  lui 
a  ete  envoyee. 

Sur  la  foi  de  la  lettre  du  24  mai,  le  Requerant  a  demande  s'il  devrait  s'at- 
tendre  que  la  Commission  tente  d'obtenir  pour  lui  un  remboursement  de  la  part 
du  Chemin  de  fer,  ou  s*il  devait  prendre  lui-meme  des  mesures  pour  I'obtenir. 

On  a  informe  le  Requerant  que  la  lettre  du  24  mai  susmentionnee  ne  faisait 
qu'exprimer  une  opinion  et  n*etait  pas  une  decision  ni  une  ordonnance  de  la 
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Commission.  Je  crois  qu'il  importe  peu  que  nous  appelions  le  contenu  de  cette 
Jettre  une  opinion  ou  decision  de  la  Commission.  Le  fait  demeure  que  I'opinion 
d*un  tribunal  sur  une  question  dont  il  est  saisi  equivaut  a  une  decision.  C^est 
ainsi  que  I'ont  entendu  le  Requerant  et  le  Chemin  de  fer. 

L'avocat  du  Chemin  de  fer  avait  declare: 

"Comme  je  Tai  declare  de  vive  voix  au  commissaire  en  chef  il  y  a 
plusieurs  jours,  la  decision  de  la  Commission,  datee  du  24  mai  dernier,  nous 
preoccupe  beaucoup,  et  nous  devons  demander  que  la  question  soit  ouverte 
de  nouveau  et  etudiee  par  la  Commission,  et  qu'il  nous  soit  permis  de 
presenter  nos  observations  a  une  audience  publique.  Par  consequent, 
nous  en  faisons  la  demande  par  les  presentes.'* 

Le  Requerant,  dans  une  lettre  datee  du  2  octobre  1962,  demandait  a  la 
Commission,  dans  les  termes  suivants,  de  rendre  une  ordonnance: 

"J'avais  compris  que  votre  lettre  du  24  mai  1962  comportait  une  decision 
de  la  Commission  des  transports  dans  cette  affaire  mais  si  tel  n'est  pas  le 
cas  j'aimerais  bien  avoir  une  decision  obligatoire  pour  les  parties  car  le 
Quebec  Central  Railway  reclame  a  notre  client  le  paiement  de  cette  traverse 
a  niveau  et  refuse  de  rembourser  a  monsieur  Drouin  le  cout  que  ce  dernier 
a  du  depenser  pour  cette  traverse. 

II  est  done  tres  important  que  la  Commission  rende  une  decision  con- 
cernant  les  obligations  respectives  des  parties  dans  cette  affaire." 

Le  10  octobre  1962,  la  Commission  ecrivait  aux  parties  ce  qui  suit: 

"J'ai  bien  re^u  votre  lettre  du  2  octobre.  Je  suppose  que  vous  avez 
re^u  une  copie  de  la  lettre  que  M.  Spence  m'a  adressee  le  27  septembre. 

Je  ne  comprends  pas  si  votre  client  demande  a  la  Commission  de  rendre 
une  ordonnance  en  vertu  de  I'article  275  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer, 
qui  enjoindrait  au  Quebec  Central  de  construire  et  d^entretenir  un  passage 
a  ses  frais,  ou  une  ordonnance  en  vertu  de  I'article  276,  ou  une  ordonnance 
qui  enjoindrait  au  Quebec  Central  de  rembourser  votre  client  du  cout  d'un 
passage  deja  fourni  par  lui  en  mai  1961,  ou  quelque  autre  ordonnance  ou 
redressement  quelconque. 

Des  questions  de  fait  et  de  droit  ont  egalement  ete  soulevees.  Par 
consequent,  la  Commission  demande  que  vous  fassiez  la  lumiere  sur  la 
requete  en  precisant  le  redressement  et  i'ordonnance  que  votre  client 
demande,  I'article  ou  les  articles  en  vertu  desquels  cette  requete  est 
presentee  et  les  faits  sur  lesquels  celle-ci  se  fonde.  Veuillez  vous  reporter 
a  la  regie  3  des  '^Regies  de  Pratique"  de  la  Commission,  dont  je  vous 
envoie  ci-joint  un  exemplaire.  La  Commission  a  accepte  vos  lettres  a 
titre  de  requete  mais  il  semble  qu'une  mise  au  point  s'impose.  Cette  mise 
au  point  pourra  egalement  se  faire  par  lettre.  Vous  voudrez  bien  en  envoyer 
une  copie  a  M.  Spence. 
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La  Commission  etudiera  de  nouveau  la  question,  y  compris  I'avis  exprime 
dans  la  lettre  que  j'ai  adressee  a  M.  Spence  le  24  mai,  1962/' 

Le  12  octobre  1962,  le  Requerant  a  depose  une  petition  qui  repete  les 
faits  deja  allegues  et,  fondant  sa  cause  sur  les  articles  275  et  276  de  la  Loi 
sur  les  chemins  de  fer  et  sur  I'article  540  du  Code  civil  de  la  province  de 
Quebec,  il  a  demande  d'enjoindre  au  Chemin  de  fer  d'acquitter  le  cout  entier 
du  passage.  Le  Chemin  de  fer  a  repondu  qu'il  avait  presente  son  memoire  et 
demande  a  la  Commission  de  revoquer  la  decision  rendue  le  24  mai  1962  et  de 
rejeter  la  petition  du  Requerant.  II  fut  decide  que  la  cause  serait  entendue  a 
Quebec  le  ler  octobre  1963. 

Bien  que  le  titre  de  la  cause  figurant  dans  I'avis  pouvait  laisser  supposer 
que  I'audience  etait  tenue  afin  d'etablir  la  repartition  du  cout  de  I'elargissement 
du  passage  de  ferme  du  Requerant,  les  deux  parties  savaient  tres  bien  qu'il 
s'agissait  d'une  revision  de  la  decision  rendue  le  24  mai  1962  sur  la  requete 
initiale.  En  fait,  lors  de  Taudience,  les  deux  parties  ont  presente  des  preuves 
a  I'appui  des  faits  allegues  dans  la  requete  originale. 

Nous  ne  croyons  pas  qu'il  y  ait  lieu  de  tenter  de  resumer  les  depositions 
des  temoins  a  I'audience;  il  devrait  suffire  de  dire  que  la  preuve  fournie  nous 
a  convaincu  de  ce  qui  suit: 

(1)  Le  Requerant  est  proprietaire  du  lot  1,  rang  7,  canton  de  Bellechasse,  comte 
de  Bellechasse; 

(2)  Les  parties  dudit  lot  1  que  separe  le  chemin  de  fer  n'ont  jamais  ete  entre 
les  mains  de  differents  proprietaires; 

(3)  Le  passage  a  ete  construit  sur  I'emprise  et  la  voie  ferree  du  Chemin  de 
fer; 

(4)  Le  Requerant  a  besoin  d'un  passage  pour  avoir  acces  a  la  route  en  venant 
de  la  partie  sud  de  son  lot; 

(5)  Le  Requerant  a  demande  au  Chemin  de  fer  de  construire  le  passage  et  il 
a  ete  autorise  a  le  construire  lui-meme  d'apres  des  plans  acceptes  par  le 
Chemin  de  fer,  qui  a  pose  le  plancheiage  fourni  par  le  Requerant; 

(6)  L'opposition  du  Chemin  de  fer  a  acquitter  le  cout  du  passage  est  fondee 
sur  le  fait  que  le  Requerant  se  servira  du  passage  pour  autre  chose  que 
pour  les  **besoins  de  la  ferme'*  (transport  de  sable  ou  de  gravier  a  partir 
d'une  sabliere  ou  graviere  situee  sur  son  terrain). 

Les  faits  soumis  a  I'audience  ne  sont  pas  differents  de  ceux  qui  figurent 
au  dossier  de  la  requete  initiale.  Un  passage  de  ferme  a  ete  construit  pour 
relier  la  partie  sud  du  lot  1,  rang  7,  canton  de  Bellechasse,  comte  de  Belle- 
chasse, que  le  Requerant  possede  de  I'autre  cote  de  I'emprise  et  de  la  voie 
ferree  du  Chemin  de  fer,  a  la  partie  nord  dudit  lot  1,  dont  le  Requerant  est 
egalement  proprietaire,  afin  de  permettre  a  ce  dernier  d 'avoir  acces  a  la  route 
en  venant  de  la  partie  sud,  sur  laquelle  se  trouve  la  graviere  qu'il  exploite. 
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En  premier  lieu,  nous  devons  dire  que,  vu  que  le  passage  a  ete  construit 
avec  la  permission  du  Chemin  de  fer  et  sans  ordonnance  de  la  Commission, 
nous  ne  croyons  pas  que  la  Commission  ait  competence  pour  repartir  le  cout  de 
la  construction  du  passage.  Toutefois,  il  ne  s'ensuit  pas  qu'elle  ne  peut  pas 
determiner  les  droits  des  parties  en  cause  en  I'occurrence, 

En  vertu  de  Particle  275  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer,  la  compagnie  est 
obligee  par  la  loi  d'etablir,  pour  Tusage  du  Requerant,  un  passage  croisant  la 
voie  ferree,  convenable  et  commode  pour  les  besoins  de  la  ferme.  Nous  par- 
tageons  I'avisdujuge  Anglin  qui  declarait  dans  sa  decision  sur  la  cause  Toronto, 
Hamilton  &  Buffalo  R.W.  Co.  contre  Simpson  Brick  Co.  8  C.R.C.  464  a  470: 

TRADUCTION 

**L'ex  press  ion  "passages  de  ferme**  semble  etre  une  expression 
employee  dans  la  loi  pour  la  distinguer  de  l*expression  **croisements  de 
voies  publiques"  et  semble  devoir  comprendre  tous  les  droits  prives  de 
passage  dont  jouissent  *Mes  personnes  dont  le  chemin  de  fer  coupe  les 
terres*\  quelle  que  soit  la  nature  de  ces  terrains  ou  I'usage  qui  en  est  fait.** 

Avant  la  loi  de  1888,  aucune  loi  ne  renfermait  de  disposition  similaire  a 
I'article  275,  et  le  proprietaire  dont  les  terrains  etaient  traverses  n'avait  pas 
droit  a  un  passage  de  ferme. 

Cependant,  rien  n*empechait  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer,  avant  l*annee 
1888,  lors  de  I'acquisition  de  son  emprise,  de  prendre  le  terrain  necessaire  sous 
reserve  d*assurer  au  cedant  les  droits  de  passage  ou  servitudes  dont  on  pouvait 
etre  convenu  et  qui  n*etaient  pas  incompatibles  avec  I'utilisation  de  I'emprise 
pour  les  fins  du  chemin  de  fer. 

Dans  la  cause  T.H.  &  B.  contre  Simpson  que  nous  venons  de  mentionner, 
le  droit  de  passage  avait  fait  l*objetd*un  contrat  qui  stipulait  que  la  compagnie 
de  chemin  de  fer  devait  fournir  et  tenir  en  bon  etat  un  ** passage  de  ferme**  en 
un  point  determine.  Le  juge  Anglin,  a  la  page  469,  en  interpretant  I'expression 
** passage  de  ferme**  dit: 

TRADUCTION 

"...  il  semble  que  l*objet  de  ce  contrat  etait  de  fournir  un  passage 

pour  les  besoins  eventuels  des  proprietaires  de  ce  terrain  et  non  pas  seule- 
ment  un  passage  dont  l*usage  serait  restreint  aux  "besoins  de  la  ferme**, 
au  sens  ordinaire  de  cette  expression.  En  verite,  je  crois  que  le  terme 
"ferme**  pourrait  tres  bien  etre  laisse  de  cote  dans  ^interpretation  du 
contrat,  et  que  celui-ci  peut  etre  interprets  comme  conferant  un  droit  de 
passage  pour  toutes  les  fins  auxquelles  le  terrain  separe  par  le  chemin  de 
fer  pourra  servir  avec  profit  et  commodite.  A  mon  avis,  ce  serait  aller  a 
l*encontre  des  intentions  des  parties  au  contrat  que  de  soutenir  que  l*utilisa- 
tion  du  passage  doive  etre  strictement  reservee  aux  besoins  de  la  ferme. 

Mais  si  le  terme  "ferme**  ne  peut  etre  rejete  ni  ignore,  alors  je  conclurais 
que  l*expression  "passage  de  ferme**  a  ete  employee  par  les  parties  a  titre

de  description  commode  du  droit  de  passage  etabli  par  I'article  191  de  la 
Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  de  1888. 

Dans  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  de  1888,  seulement  deux  sortes  de 
passages  sont  prevus:  les  passages  aux  *'croisements  de  voies  publiques*' 
et  les  passages  qui  sont  designes  dans  le  titre  et  en  marge  de  I'article 
191,  mais  non  dans  I'article  meme,  sous  le  nom  de  * 'passages  de  ferme'*." 

Puis,  a  la  page  471,  le  juge  Anglin  continue: 

TRADUCTION 

*'Comme  nous  I'avons  deja  fait  remarquer,  I'article  191  renfermait  la 
seule  disposition  de  la  loi  de  1888  qui  ait  trait  aux  passages  de  chemin 
de  fer  autres  que  les  passages  aux  croisements  de  voies  publiques.  Les 
chemins  de  fer  traversent  necessairement  un  grand  nombre  de  proprietes 
qui  ne  sont  des  fermes  en  aucun  sens  du  mot.  L*article  191  se  lit  ainsi: 
**Chaque  compagnie  fera,  pour  les  personnes  dont  le  chemin  de  fer  coupe 
les  terres,  des  chemins  de  traverse  convenables  et  commodes  pour  permettre 
aux  instruments  aratoires  des  cultivateurs,  charrettes  et  autres  vehicules 
de  traverser  la  voie.'*  A  moins  que  ces  derniers  mots  ne  doivent  etre 
interpretes  comme  restreignant  le  sens  general  de  cet  article  dans  ce  qui 
precede  et  comme  limitant  I'usage  de  tout  passage  prevu  a  cet  article  aux 
instruments  aratoires  des  cultivateurs,  aux  charrettes  des  cultivateurs  et 
aux  autres  vehicules  des  cultivateurs,  il  n*y  a  rien  dans  Tarticle  meme 
qui  justifie  Topinion  selon  laquelle  cet  article  etait  destine  a  prevoir 
seulement  des  passages  pour  les  "besoins  de  la  ferme'*.  Bien  au  contraire, 
Particle  s'etend  a  toutes  les  terres  que  traverse  le  chemin  de  fer.  Le  terme 
''cultivateurs*'  ne  se  rapporte  necessairement  qu'au  terme  "instruments 
aratoires".  II  ne  determine  pas  necessairement  les  mots  "charrettes  et 
autres  vehicules''.  Mais  s'il  les  determine,  le  membre  de  phrase:  "conve- 
nables et  commodes  pour  permettre  aux  instruments  aratoires  des  culti- 
vateurs, charrettes  et  autres  vehicules  de  traverser  la  voie"  decrit  non  les 
usages  auxquels  le  passage  pourra  servir  mais  le  genre  de  construction 
que  la  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  doit  fournir,  c'est-a-dire,  un  passage 
construit  et  dispose  de  fa9on  a  assurer  un  passage  convenable  aux  instru- 
ments aratoires  des  cultivateurs,  charrettes  et  aux  autres  vehicules.  Quel 
que  soit  I'usage  auquel  servent  les  terres  coupees  par  le  chemin  de  fer,  le 
proprietaire  n'aura  pas  le  droit  d'exiger  de  la  compagnie  qu'elle  fournisse 
ou  entretienne  un  passage  d'une  qualite  ou  d'une  classe  superieure  a  celle 
qui  est  ainsi  decrite.  Mais  il  ne  s'ensuit  nullement  que  le  passage  doive 
etre  restreint  aux  besoins  de  la  ferme." 

Nous  aussi  sommes  d'avis  que  I'usage  des  passages  dits  "passages  de 
de  ferme"  ne  doit  pas  etre  restreint  aux  "besoins  de  la  ferme"  dans  le  sens 
ordinaire  de  I'expression.  Lorsqu'une  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer,   pour  la 
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construction  de  son  chemin  de  fer,  sectionne  un  terrain,  le  proprietaire  des  deux 
parties  de  ce  terrain  qui  se  trouvent  de  chaque  cote  du  chemin  de  fer  a  un  droit 
statutaire  a  un  passage  de  ferme  en  vertu  de  I'article  275,  et  il  peut  obliger 
la  compagnie  a  etablir  un  passage  convenable  et  commode  croisant  la  voie  ferree. 

Ces  passages  sont  ordinairement  faits  par  les  compagnies  de  chemin  de  fer 
sans  la  permission  de  la  Commission.  En  vertu  de  I'article  275,  la  Commission 
n'intervient  qu'a  la  demande  ou  a  la  suite  d'une  plainte  du  proprietaire  dont  le 
terrain  est  traverse  par  le  chemin  de  fer  lorsque  ce  dernier  a  neglige  de  satisfaire 
aux  prescriptions  de  cet  article.  II  semblerait  que  la  Commission  a  juridiction 
exclusive  pour  disposer  des  plaintes  portees  en  vertu  de  Tarticle  275.  Dans  la 
cause  Grand  Trunk  R.W.  Company  of  Canada  centre  Ernest  Perrault,  5  C.R.C. 
293  a  300,  le  juge  Davies  de  la  Cour  supreme  du  Canada,  qui  a  rendu  le  juge- 
ment,  apres  examen  de  la  competence  de  la  Cour  du  Banc  du  roi,  siegeant  en 
appel,  province  de  Quebec,  et  de  celle  de  la  Commission,  dit  a  la  page  298: 

TRADUCTION 

''Par  consequent,  le  seul  droit  statutaire  que  possede  le  Requerant  a 
un  passage  est  celui  que  lui  conferent  les  lois  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  de 
1888  et  de  1903.  La  question  qui  se  pose  alors  est  de  savoir  s'il  appartient 
exclusivement  a  la  Commission  des  transports  du  Canada  de  faire  respecter 
ce  droit. 

"Je  suis  d'avis  qu'il  en  est  ainsi

Ce 
reglement  prevoit  une  largeur  minimum  entre  les  poteaux  des  barrieres,  une 
surface  carrossable  minimum,  une  rampe  maximum,  etc.  L'ordonnance  generale 
nO  55  ne  vise  pas  a  faire  donner  a  tous  les  passages  de  ferme  exactement  la 
meme  largeur  ni  la  meme  rampe.  Ce  a  quoi  elle  vise,  c'est  de  prevoir  le  minimum 
dont  le  chemin  de  fer  devra  tenir  compte  dans  la  construction  des  passages  de 
ferme  pour  que  ces  passages  soient  convenables  et  commodes  pour  le  proprietaire 
du  terrain  traverse  par  le  chemin  de  fer.  Ce  qui  est  requis  pour  que  le  passage 
soit  convenable  et  commode  pourra  varier  avec  les  circonstances. 
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En  raison  des  circonstances  de  Ja  presente  cause,  nous  ne  voyons  pas  de 
raisons  de  modifier  Ja  decision  rendue  par  la  Commission  dans  sa  lettre  du  24 
mai  1962,  decision  que  confirme  le  present  jugement.

JUDGMENT 

DUMONTIER,  D.C.C.: 

In  1961,  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada  applied  to  the  City  of 
Drummondville  for  the  Municipality's  legal  consent  to  the  construction  of  its 
lines  of  telephone  along  the  sides  of  and  across  or  under  Bernard  Boulevard  and 
Janelle  Street,  in  the  said  City.  By  resolution  dated  April  10th,  1961,  the  City 
approved  the  plans  submitted  by  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada,  subject 
to  the  following  conditions: 

a)  The  Applicant  would  be  responsible  for  all  future  damages  resulting  directly 
or  indirectly  from  the  works  involved; 
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b)  The  works  should  be  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  Engineer  of  the  City; 

c)  The  City  of  Drummondville  shall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  the  Applicant  or  others 
any  cost  of  relocating  the  plant  of  any  indemnity  whatsoever  on  account  of  the 
widening  by  the  City  of  the  streets  in  question;  and 

d)  The  City  of  Drummondville  shall  not  be  liable  for  damages  which  might  be 
caused  involuntarily  by  itself,  its  employees  or  contractors,  to  the  underground 
lines  of  the  Applicant  as  a  result  of  a  leakage  or  break  of  sewers  and  watermains 
or  for  any  other  cause  outside  the  control  of  the  City. 

As  the  works  referred  to  in  the  application  to  the  City  of  Drummondville 
were  considered  urgent,  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  applied  to  the  Board  for  an 
Order  under  section  378  (3)  and  all  other  relevant  sections  of  the  Railway  Act 
for  leave  to  exercise  its  statutory  powers  to  construct  its  lines  of  telephone  on 
the  streets  of  the  City  of  Drummondville  previously  referred  to,  but  reserving  for 
further  hearing,  if  deemed  advisable,  the  question  of  terms  and  conditions  sought 
to  be  imposed  by  the  City  of  Drummondville. 

The  City  agreed  that  the  Applicant's  request  be  granted  immediately  with  the 
reservation  concerning  the  terms  and  conditions  sought  by  the  City  to  be  deter- 
mined later  by  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners.  Order  number  104513 
dated  May  19th,  1961,  was  issued  and  the  lines  of  telephone  were  constructed. 

At  the  hearing,  Counsel  for  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada,  sub- 
mitted that  the  conditions  sought  by  the  City  of  Drummondville  were  neither 
acceptable  nor  reasonable  and,  in  support  of  this  allegation,  referred  to  previous 
judgments  of  the  Board  in  similar  cases,  and  more  particularly  to  the  case  of  the 
City  of  Ottawa  reported  in  vol.  46,  Canadian  Railway  Cases,  page  165. 

He  also  submitted  that  the  conditions  that  the  Board  has  power  to  impose 
on  the  company  are  not  conditions  which  would  in  effect  annihilate  the  powers 
and  privileges  granted  to  the  Company  by  its  Act  of  Incorporation.  He  stated  that 
section  3  of  the  Act  incorporating  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  sets  out  all  the 
conditions  that  might  apply  to  works  of  this  kind.  To  show  that  the  principles 
referred  to  in  the  case  of  the  City  of  Ottawa  have  been  followed  by  the  Board 
ever  since.  Counsel  referred  to  the  case  of  the  City  of  Chicoutimi  where  the 
City  consented,  but  upon  the  condition  which  it  asked  to  have  imposed  by  the 
Board,  that  the  proposed  works  would  not  hinder  present  or  future  municipal 
services  and  that  all  relocations  thereof  would  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the 
telephone  company  and  where  the  Order  of  the  Board  following  the  judgment  of 
the  Deputy  Chief  Commissioner  authorized  the  construction  of  the  lines  of  tele- 
phone without  any  reference  to  the  conditions  sought  by  the  City. 

He  also  referred  to  the  several  orders  of  the  Board  approving  applications 
without  conditions  after  the  County  of  Kent  had  refused  to  give  municipal  consent 
or  had  asked  for  impossible  conditions  to  be  imposed. 
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Dealing  with  the  conditions  requested  by  the  City  of  Drummondville,  Counsel 
for  the  Applicant  submitted  as  follows: 

Condition  (a)  '*It  is  in  the  Act,  section  3,  of  the  Law  of  the  Bell  Telephone 
Company.  It  is  therefore  unnecessary,  and  the  tribunals  do  not  see  the  need  for 
including  in  Orders  some  stipulations  which  are  already  contained  in  the  Act  and 
would  only  tend  to  create  confusion.'* 

Condition  (b)  ''Here  again  the  law  says  that  the  works  should  be  approved  by  an 
engineer  of  the  City." 

Conditiori  (c)  **It  is  like  the  case  of  the  City  of  Ottawa.  I  submit  that  it  antici- 
pates the  future  and  that  the  question  should  arise  only  when  the  City  of  Drum- 
mondville  widens  or  relocates  its  streets.  There  will  then  be  an  opportunity  for 
agreement  with  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  ....  In  any  event,  should  we  not 
reach  agreement,  the  City  of  Drummondville  could  make  application  to  the  Board 
for  a  decision  in  the  matter.*' 

Condition  (d)  **That  is  a  matter  of  civil  law  and  I  submit  that  it  is  beyond  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board.  Should  a  truck  belonging  to  the  City  be  involved  in  an 
accident  or  should  the  City  break  an  underground  cable,  the  Bell  Telephone 
Company  has  the  right  to  apply  to  the  courts  and  it  would  be  a  civil  tribunal  who 
would  decide  of  the  matter.  It  is  obvious  that  it  is  a  matter  for  the  civil  courts 
and  I  do  not  think  that  the  Board  could  impose  such  a  condition.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  it  has  never  done  so." 

Counsel  for  the  City  of  Drummondville  insisted  mainly  on  conditions  "b" 
and  referred  to  above.  He  admitted  that  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  is 

administered  under  federal  legislation  and  is  operating  under  a  special  charter 
granted  by  the  federal  government  and  that  when  there  is  conflict  between  federal 
and  provincial  legislation,  the  federal  statute  takes  precedence.  He  contended, 
however,  that  when  there  is  no  contradiction  in  wording,  no  incompatible  terms 
in  the  federal  and  provincial  legislation,  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  when  it 
operates  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  where  there  are  statutes  relating  to  the 
operation  of  telephone  and  telegraph  companies,  it  should  meet  the  provisions  of 
the  provincial  statute  which  are  not  contrary  to  the  federal  statutes. 

Because  of  the  similarity  of  the  language  in  the  statutes  of  Canada  and  the 
provincial  legislations  with  respect  to  the  power  given  to  telegraph  and  telephone 
company  **to  enter  upon,  and,  as  often  as  the  company  thinks  proper,  break  up 
and  open  any  highway,  square  or  public  place,  etc."  Counsel  thought  he  had  the 
rigjit  to  refer  to  authority  and  decisions  rendered  in  telephone  matters  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec.  He  stated:  "While  I  cannot  ask  that  the  Provincial  Act  be 
applied,  I  can  at  least  request  that  consideration  be  given  to  an  act  similar  to 
the  federal  act  in  question  here  today".  He  then  referred  to  the  case  of  the 
Saguenay  Telephone  Company  vs.  the  City  of  Chicoutimi  reported  at  65  B.R. 
(Q.B.)  page  222. 
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The  question  to  decide  here  is  whether  or  not  the  Board  should  impose  on 
the  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada  the  conditions  sought  by  the  City  of 
Drummondville  in  connection  with  the  work  authorized  by  Board  Order  No.  104513, 
dated  May  19th,  1961.  In  this  case,  the  Board  is  governed  by  the  Railway  Act 
which  applies  equally  throughout  Canada  and  the  Company's  Special  Act.  The 
determination  of  the  present  case  rests  on  the  interpretation  of  these  Acts. 
Although  the  Saguenay  Telephone  Company  is  not  a  company  under  the  Board's 
jurisdiction,  the  Board,  in  considering  a  case  before  it,  is  neither  barred  from 
nor  under  any  obligation  of  considering  cases  decided  by  other  courts,  on  similar 
subject  matters.  However,  I  find  it  unnecessary  to  draw  from  the  conclusions 
reached  in  the  case  of  the  Saguenay  Telephone  Company  vs.  the  City  of  Chicou- 
timi  in  arriving  at  a  decision  in  the  present  case,  having  ample  jurisprudence  to 
rely  upon  from  previous  decisions  of  this  Board. 

The  request  of  the  City  of  Drummondville  is  similar,  in  many  aspects,  to 
requests  made  by  various  cities  where  Bell  Telephone  Company  operates. 

In  the  case  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  vs.  Ottawa  reported  in  46  C.R.C. 
where  the  City  was  seeking  to  impose  to  Bell  certain  conditions  in  connection 
with  the  construction  of  telephone  lines  along  and  across  city  streets,  the  then 
Chief  Commissioner  had  this  to  say: 

'^Notwithstanding  the  broad  powers  vested  in  the  Board  to  impose  terms  in 
respect  of  these  applications,  I  do  not  consider  that  any  terms  should  be  imposed 
which  would  derogate  from  the  terms  of  the  Special  Act  or  limit  or  control  or 
deny  any  special  rights  or  privileges  which  Parliament  has  accorded  to  the 
Company,  I  do  not  wish  it  to  be  inferred  from  what  I  have  just  said  that  the 
Board  has  not  power  to  impose  any  condition  which  it  may  deem  expedient  within 
the  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act,  but  that  for  the  purpose  of  the  present  applica- 
tion, the  imposition  of  proper  terms  and  conditions  need  not  in  any  respect  in- 
fringe upon  the  rights  of  the  Applicant  company  under  its  Special  Act."  I  agree 
with  this  view  and  consider  that  it  is  equally  applicable  to  the  present  case. 

By  section  3  of  its  Special  Act,  "the  Company  may  construct,  erect  and 
maintain  its  line  or  lines  of  telephone  along  the  side  of  and  across  or  under  any 
public  highways,  streets,  bridges,  water  courses  or  other  such  places  or  across 
or  under  any  navigable  waters,  either  wholly  in  Canada  or  dividing  Canada  from 
any  other  country,  provided  that  the  said  Company  shall  not  interfere  with  the 
public  right  of  travelling  on  or  using  such  highways,  streets,  bridges,  water 
courses  or  navigable  waters;  and  provided  that  in  cities,  towns  and  incorporated 
villages,  the  location  of  the  line  or  lines  and  the  opening  up  of  the  streets  for 
the  erection  of  poles  or  for  carrying  the  wires  underground  shall  be  done  under 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  engineer  or  such  other  officer  as  the  Council 
may  appoint,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Council  may  direct  and  that  the  surface 
of  the  streets  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  restored  to  its  former  condition  by  and  at 
the  expense  of  the  Company." 
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Considering  condition  (a)  I  think  that  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  place  upon 
the  Company,  responsibility  for  damages  that  may  occur  after  the  work  has  been 
carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  City,  as  is  required  by  the  Special  Act. 

As  to  condition  (b)  the  requirements  of  section  3  of  the  Special  Act  make 
this  condition  unnecessary. 

Condition  (c)  refers  to  relocation  of  the  plant  for  street  widening.  If  the 
City  wishes,  in  the  future,  to  widen  its  streets  necessitating  thereby  the  reloca- 
tion of  the  Company's  plant,  the  Board  will  decide  under  all  circumstances 
prevailing  at  the  time,  upon  application,  should  the  parties  not  agree  on  the 
apportionment  of  cost. 

With  respect  to  condition  (d)  I  do  not  think  that  the  Board  has  jurisdiction 
to  impose  such  a  condition. 

I  consider  that  the  conditions  the  City  of  Drummondville  seek  to  impose  on 
the  Bell  Telephone  Company  ought  not  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Board. 

An  Order  will  issue  rescinding  clause  2  of  Order  No.  104513  to  give  effect 
to  this  Judgment.

En  1961,  la  Compagnie  de  telephone  Bell  du  Canada  a  demande  a  la  ville  de 
Drummondville  de  lui  accorder  le  consentement  legal  de  la  municipalite  ^  la 
construction  de  ses  Ugnes  telephoniques  le  long  et  en  travers  ou  au-dessous  du 
boulevard  Bernard  et  de  la  rue  Janelle,  dans  ladite  ville.

II  a  aussi  soutenu  que  les  conditions  que  la  Commission  a  le  pouvoir  d*im- 
poser  a  la  Compagnie  ne  sont  pas  de  celles  qui  pourraient,  en  fait,  invalider  les 
pouvoirs  et  privileges  donnas  S  la  Compagnie  p9r  sa  loi  de  constitution.  II  a 
declare  que  I'article  3  de  la  Loi  constituant  la  Compagnie  de  telephone  Bell 
pr^voit  toutes  les  conditions  qui  peuvent  s'appljquer  aux  ouvrages  de  ce  genre. 
Pour  d6montrer  que  les  principes  invoques  dans  la  cause  de  la  ville  d'Ottawa 
ont  continue  d'etre  observes  par  la  Commission  depuis  lors,  I'avocat  a  cite  la 
cause  de  la  ville  de  Chicoutimi  qui  avait  donne  son  consentement  sous  reserve 
de  conditions  qu'elle  demandait  a  la  Commission  d'imposer  et  selon  lesquelles 
les  travaux  projet^s  ne  devraient  pas  nuire  aux  services  municipaux  actuels  ou 
futurs  et  tous  les  d^placements  n^cessaires  seraient  faits  aux  frais  de  la  com- 
pagnie de  t^l^phone  et  ou  une  ordonnance  de  la  Commission,  faisant  suite  S  un 
jugement  rendu  par  le  commissaire  en  chef  suppliant,  autorisait  la  construction 
des  lignes  t^lephoniques  sans  faire  aucune  mention  des  conditions  demandees 
par  la  ville. 
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II  a  aussi  mentionn€  les  nombreuses  ordonnances  de  la  Commission  approuvant 
des  demandes  sans  conditions  apr^s  que  le  comt^  de  Kent  eut  refuse  le  consente- 
ment  municipal  ou  eut  demand^  I'imposition  de  conditions  deraisonnables. 

Parlant  des  conditions  demandees  par  la  ville  de  Drummondville,  I'avocat 
de  la  Requ^rante  a  d^clar^  ce  qui  suit: 

Condition  a)  —  "C'est  dans  la  Loi,  article  3  de  la  Loi  sur  la  Compagnie  de 
telephone  Bell.  Par  consequent,  il  est  inutile,  et  les  tribunaux  ne  voient  pas  la 
n^cessite  de  mentionner  dans  des  ordonnances  des  dispositions  qui  sont  d6jS 
contenues  dans  la  Loi,  ce  qui  ne  servirait  qu'a  embrouiller  les  choses." 

Condition  b)  —  **Ici  aussi  la  loi  mentionne  que  les  travaux  doivent  §tre  approuves 
par  un  ingenieur  de  la  ville." 

Condition  c)  —  **La  question  est  la  meme  que  dans  la  cause  de  la  ville  d'Ottawa. 
Je  dis  que  c'est  anticiper  sur  les  ^venements  et  que  la  question  n'a  pas  d  etre 
soulevee  avant  que  la  ville  de  Drummondville  n'elargisse  ou  ned^place  ses  rues. 
II  y  aura  alors  possibilite  d'entente  avec  la  Compagnie  de  telephone  Bell ....  De 
toute  fagon  si  alors  nous  ne  pouvions  pas  nous  mettre  d'accord,  la  ville  de 
Drummondville  pourrait  demander  a  la  Commission  de  rendre  une  decision  sur  la 
question." 

Condition  d)  —  *'C'est  une  question  de  droit  civil  et  je  suis  d'avis  qu'elle  ne 
reldve  pas  de  la  juridiction  de  la  Commission.  Advenant  qu'un  camion  appartenant 
§  la  ville  soit  implique  dans  un  accident  ou  que  la  ville  brise  un  cable  souterrain, 
la  Compagnie  a  droit  de  recours  aux  tribunaux  et  c'est  une  cour  civile  qui  decide- 
rait  de  la  question.  II  est  evident  que  cette  question  relive  des  tribunaux  civils 
et  je  ne  crois  pas  que  la  Commission  puisse  imposer  une  telle  condition.  En  fait, 
elle  ne  I'a  jamais  fait." 

L'avocat  de  la  ville  de  Drummondville  a  surtout  insists  sur  les  conditions 
b)  et  c)  mentionn^es  ci-dessus.  II  a  reconnu  que  la  Compagnie  de  telephone  Bell 
est  administr^e  en  vertu  d'une  loi  f^derale  et  est  exploit^e  en  vertu  d'un  acte 
d'association  special  qui  lui  a  ^t^  accord^  par  le  gouvernement  federal  et  que 
lorsqu'il  y  a  contradiction  entre  les  lois  f^erale  et  provinciale,  c'est  la  loi 
f^derale  qui  s'applique.  II  a  soutenu,  toutefois,  que  lorsqu'il  n'y  a  pas  contra- 
diction dans  les  mots,  que  les  termes  de  la  loi  federale  et  de  la  loi  provinciale 
ne  sont  pas  incompatibles,  la  Compagnie  de  telephone  Bell  exer9ant  son  activity 
dans  la  province  de  Quebec  ou  existent  des  lois  relatives  aux  compagnies  tele- 
phoniques  et  tel^graphiques  doit  observer  les  dispositions  de  la  loi  provinciale 
qui  ne  s'opposent  pas  a  celles  de  la  loi  federale. 

Vu  que  la  loi  f^d^rale  et  la  loi  provinciale  prevoient,  dans  des  dispositions 
redigdes  de  fagon  similaire,  que  les  compagnies  de  t614graphe  et  de  telephone 
ont  le  pouvoir  de  "p6netrer  dans  une  voie  publique,  un  square  ou  autre  lieu 
public,  et,  aussi  souvent  que  la  compagnie  le  juge  a  propos,  y  ouvrir  et  creuser 
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le  sol,  etc.",  I'avocat  estimait  avoir  le  droit  de  se  reporter  aux  autorisations 
accordees  et  aux  decisions  rendues  dans  des  causes  relatives  aux  compagnies 
de  telephone  dans  la  province  de  Quebec.  II  a  d^clar^:  *'Bien  que  je  ne  puisse 
pas  demander  I'application  de  la  loi  provinciale,  je  puis  au  moins  demander 
qu'on  tienne  compte  d'une  disposition  d'une  loi  identique  S  la  disposition  de  la 
loi  federale  qui  est  en  cause  ici  aujourd'hui. "  II  a  alors  mentionn§  la  cause  de 
la  Compagnie  de  telephone  du  Saguenay  contre  la  ville  de  Chicoutimi  (65  B.R. 
(Q;B.)  page  222). 

La  question  qu'il  s'agit  de  trancher  ici  consiste  a  savoir  si,  oui  ou  non,  la 
Commission  doit  imposer  a  la  Compagnie  de  telephone  Bell  du  Canada  les  condi- 
tions demandees  par  la  ville  de  Drummondville  au  sujet  des  travaux  autoris^s  par 
I'ordonnance  de  la  Commission  n^  104513  du  19  mai  1961.  En  cette  affaire,  la 
Commission  doit  suivre  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  qui  s'applique  uniform^ment 
dans  tout  le  Canada  et  la  Loi  speciale  de  la  compagnie.  Dans  la  cause  qui  nous 
occupe,  la  decision  qui  sera  prise  devra  se  fonder  sur  I'interpretation  de  ces 
lois.  Bien  que  la  Compagnie  de  telephone  du  Saguenay  ne  soit  pas  une  compagnie 
qui  relive  de  la  Commission,  rien  n'interdit  ni  n'ordonne  ^  la  Commission 
lorsqu'elle  etudie  une  cause  dont  elle  est  saisie  de  consid^rer  des  jugements 
rendus  par  d'autres  tribunaux  dans  des  causes  semblables.  Toutefois,  je  ne  crois 
pas  qu'il  soit  necessaire  de  considerer  les  conclusions  de  la  cause  de  la  Com- 
pagnie de  t^l^phone  du  Saguenay  contre  la  ville  de  Chicoutimi  vu  que  les  deci- 
sions ant^rieures  de  la  Commission  constituent  un  fond  amplement  suffisant 
ou  puiser  pour  prendre  une  decision  dans  la  pr^sente  cause.

Dans  la  cause  de  la  Compagnie  de  telephone  Bell  contre  Ottawa  (46  C.R.C.) 
oii  la  ville  demandait  que  certaines  conditions  soient  impos^es  S  la  Compagnie 
relativement  S  la  construction  de  lignes  tel6phoniques  le  long  et  en  travers  des 
rues  de  la  ville,  le  Commissaire  en  chef  pour  lors  declarait: 

TRADUCTION 

*'Bien  que  la  Commission  ait  de  vastes  pouvoirs  lui  permettant  d*imposer 
des  conditions  relativement  a  ces  requetes,  je  crois  qu'aucune  condition  ne 
doit  etre  imposee  qui  serait  en  contradiction  avec  les  termes  de  la  Loi  speciale 
ou  qui  limiterait,  assujettirait  a  un  controle  ou  rejetterait  un  droit  ou  un  privilege 
special  que  le  Parlement  a  accorde  a  la  Compagnie.  Je  ne  voudrais  pas  qu'on 
d^duise  de  ce  que  je  viens  de  dire  que  la  Commission  n'a  pas  le  pouvoir  d'im- 
poser  les  conditions  qu'elle  juge  opportunes  et  qui  sont  conformes  aux  disposi- 
tions de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer,  mais  j'estime  qu'aux  fins  de  la  requete 
pr^sentement  en  cause,  ^imposition  de  termes  et  de  conditions  appropries  n'a  h

En  vertu  de  Tarticle  3  de  sa  loi  sp^ciale,  '*la  Compagnie  peut  construire, 
^riger  et  entretenir  sa  ligne  ou  ses  lignes  de  t616phone  le  long  de,  a  travers  ou 
sous  toutes  grandes  routes,  rues,  chemins,  ponts,  cours  d'eaux  ou  autres  lieux 
semblables,  ou  5  travers  ou  sous  toutes  eaux  navigables,  situees  entidrement 
au  Canada  ou  divisant  le  Canada  de  tout  autre  pays,  pourvu  que  ladite  Compagnie 
ne  gene  en  rien  la  circulation  publique  ou  Tusage  de  ces  grandes  routes,  rues, 
chemins,  ponts,  cours  d'eaux  ou  eaux  navigables;  et  le  trac4  de  la  ligne  ou  des 
lignes  et  Touverture  des  rues  pour  ['Erection  des  poteaux  ou  pour  faire  passer  les 
fils  sous  terre  devra  etre  fait  sous  la  direction  ou  surintendance  de  I'ing^nieur 
ou  de  tel  autre  officier  que  le  Conseil  peut  designer,  et  de  telle  mani§re  que  le 
Conseil  peut  prescrire,  et  que  la  surface  de  la  rue  sera,  dans  tous  les  cas, 
remise  dans  son  premier  4tat  par  la  Compagnie  et  S  ses  frais." 

En  ce  qui  concerne  la  condition  a),  je  crois  qu'il  ne  serait  pas  raisonnable 
de  tenir  la  Compagnie  responsable  des  dommages  qui  pourraient  survenir  apr^s 
I'ex^cution  des  travaux  faits  a  la  satisfaction  de  la  ville  comme  I'exige  la  Loi 
speciale. 

Pour  ce  qui  est  de  la  condition  b),  les  dispositions  de  I'article  3  de  la  Loi 
speciale  rendent  cette  condition  inutile. 

La  condition  c)  concerne  le  d^placement  de  I'installation  en  cas  d'elargisse- 
ment  des  rues.  Si,  ^ventuellement,  la  ville  desire  ^largir  ses  rues  et  que  le 
d^placement  des  installations  de  la  Compagnie  est  requis  h  cette  fin,  la  Com- 
mission, sur  requite,  rendra  une  decision,  suivant  les  circonstances  qui  existe- 
ront  alors,  advenant  que  les  parties  en  cause  ne  s'entendent  pas  sur  le  partage 
des  frais. 

Quant  h  la  condition  d),  je  ne  crois  pas  que  la  Commission  ait  competence 
pour  imposer  une  telle  condition. 

J'estime  que  les  conditions  que  la  ville  cherche  a  faire  imposer  h  la  Com- 
pagnie de  telephone  Bell  ne  doivent  pas  etre  prescrites  par  la  Commission. 

Une  ordonnance  sera  rendue  pour  abroger  la  clause  2  de  I'ordonnance  nO 
104513  en  vue  de  rendre  le  present  jugement  executoire.

JUDGMENT 

KIRK,  Commissioner: 

The  Applicant,  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  "Cumberland*',  seeks 
authority  to  increase  certain  of  its  rates  on  coal  on  the  general  grounds  of 
revenue  insufficiency. 

Cumberland  is  successor  to  the  Sydney  and  Louisburg  Railway  Company. 
Its  acquisition  of  the  former  company  was  the  subject  of  hearing  before  the  Board 
upon  which  Judgment  was  given  on  July  25,  1%2,  which  stated,  inter  alia: 

"The  Cumberland  Railway  Company,  which  was  formerly  the  Cumberland 
Railway  and  Coal  Company,  is  a  railway  company  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Board.  By  successive  steps,  it  has  abandoned  its  line  of  railway  and 
is  now  no  longer  an  operating  railway  company. 
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"Sydney  and  Louisburg  Railway  Company  operates  between  Sydney,  N.S., 
and  Louisburg,  N.S.,  with  branch  lines  serving  New  V/aterford  and  Glace 
Bay.  The  railway,  works  and  undertakings  of  the  Sydney  and  Louisburg 
Railway  Company  were  declared  to  be  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada 
by  Chapter  74  of  the  Statutes  of  Canada  1960-61. 

**0n  September  30th,  1961,  the  two  railway  companies  entered  into  an 
agreement  under  which  The  Cumberland  Railway  Company  would  purchase, 
with  effect  from  October  1st,  1961,  all  the  properties  and  assets  of  Sydney 
and  Louisburg  Railway  Company  as  described  in  the  agreement. 

"Both  railway  companies  have  applied  jointly  to  the  Board  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  153  of  the  Railway  Act  for  an  Order  recommending  to 
the  Governor  in  Council  the  sanction  of  the  agreement. 

"If  effect  is  given  to  the  agreement,  Cumberland  Railway  will  operate 
the  undertaking  of  Sydney  and  Louisburg  Railway,  with  no  consequent 
change  in  the  present  service. 

"Each  railway  company  is  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary  of  Dominion  Coal 
Company  Limited.  The  common  shares  of  the  latter  are  wholly  owned  by 
Dominion  Steel  and  Coal  Corporation  Limited."  (52  B.T.C.  401) 

The  said  agreement  was  sanctioned  by  the  Governor  in  Council  by  P.C. 
1962  -  1145,  August  15,  1962. 

Prior  to  being  declared  to  be  a  work  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada 
in  1961,  the  Sydney  and  Louisburg  Railway  was  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  pursuant  to  the  somewhat  tenuous  provisions  of  Section  6(1)  (c)  of  the 
Railway  Act  in  that  it  was  owned  by  the  Dominion  Coal  Company  which  also 
owned  the  Cumberland  Railway  &  Coal  Company  —  a  company  subject  to  the 
Railway  Act.  Since  the  passage  of  the  Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act  in  the  year 
1927  the  freight  rates  of  the  Sydney  and  Louisburg  Railway  Company,  and 
as  now  adopted  and  continued  by  Cumberland,  have  been  established  and  main- 
tained mainly  in  accordance  with  Section  8  of  that  Act. 

SUMMARY  OF  THE  APPLICATION: 

The  application  is  submitted  as  a  general  revenue  case,  predicated  upon 
the  allegation  that  total  revenue  is  insufficient  to  meet  total  expenses.  Rates 
on  coal  only  are  involved.  Coal  traffic  constitutes  98  per  cent  of  the  Cumber- 
land's total  traffic. 

It  is  alleged  that  the  deficiency  in  revenue  occurs,  mainly,  from  a  shifting 
of  coal  movements  over  the  Cumberland  from  water  transport  via  the  International 
Pier  at  Sydney  to  all-rail  via  Sydney  and  the  Canadian  National  Railways  there- 
from. Cumberland's  revenue  from  Glace  Bay,  for  example,  to  the  International 
Pier  is  derived  from  a  normal  rate  of  $1.29  per  short  ton,  whereas  for  substanti- 
ally the  same  distance  to  the  C.N.R.  interchange  at  Sydney  the  revenue  is 
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derived  from  a  normal  rate  of  50%  cents  per  short  ton.  The  shifting  of  the  move- 
ment is  depicted  by  the  following  comparisons  which  have  been  taken  from 
Exhibit  14  filed  at  the  hearing:

As  a  general  revenue  case  the  Applicant  relies  upon  the  provisions  of 
Section  3(2)  (b)  of  the  Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act  and  does  not  consider  that 
Section  3  (2)  (c)  is  pertinent  to  its  case.  For  convenience  the  said  provisions 
of  the  Statute  are  reproduced  as  follows: 

**3.  (2)  The  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners,  hereinafter  called  the 
Board,  is  authorized  and  directed  to 

(b)  maintain  or  cause  to  be  maintained  such  substituted  tariffs,  sub- 
ject to  all  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act  respecting  tariffs  of  tolls 
not  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  on  the  general  level  of  approximately 
twenty  per  cent  below  the  tolls  or  rates  existing  on  the  1st  day 
of  July,  1927,  while  the  cost  of  railway  operation  in  Canada  remains 
approximately  the  same  as  at  the  said  date,  but  the  Board  may 
allow  the  increase  or  reduction  of  such  tolls  or  tariffs  from  time  to 
time  to  meet  increases  or  reductions,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  such 
cost  of  operation;  and 

(c)  adjust  or  vary  such  substituted  tolls  or  rates  from  time  to  time 
as  new  industrial  or  traffic  conditions  arise,  but  always  in  con- 
formity with  the  intent  of  this  Act  as  expressed  in  sections  6  and  7 
and  other  relative  sections.'* 

(R.S.  1952,  c.  174) 

The  application  is  also  made  under  the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  the  Mari- 
time Freight  Rates  Act  which  reads,  in  part: 

*'8.  (1)  Other  companies  owning  or  operating  lines  of  railway  in  or  extend- 
ing into  the  select  territory  may  file  with  the  Board  tariffs  of  tolls 
respecting  freight  movements  similar  to  the  preferred  movements, 
meeting  the  statutory  rates  referred  to  in  section  6;  and  the  Board, 
subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act  respecting  tariffs 
of  tolls,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  shall  approve  the  tariffs 
of  tolls  filed  under  this  section. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  subsection  (2)  of  section  3  and  of  Sections  6  and 
7  apply  to  the  tariffs  of  tolls  filed  under  this  section." 
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Section  6  of  the  Act  provides  that  the  rates  established  pursuant  to  the  Act 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  statutory  and  Section  7  sets  out  that  "The  purpose  of  the 
Act  is  to  give  certain  statutory  advantages  in  rates  to  persons  and  industries  in 
the"  select  territory. 

It  is  advisable  to  insert  here  the  Board's  interpretation  of  "meeting  the 
statutory  rates''  as  stated  in  Section  8(1).  Circular  No,  213  of  the  Board,  dated 
June  18,  1927,  states: 

"(c)  'Meeting  the  statutory  rates'  means  that  these  other  companies,  with 
respect  to  freight  movements  similar  to  the  preferred  movements,  may  reduce 
their  rates  to  the  level  of  the  rates  reduced  under  the  provisions  of  section 
3  of  the  Act;  provided,  however,  that  such  reduction  shall  in  no  case  exceed 
20  per  cent  from  the  normal  rates  to  be  certified  by  the  Board." 

Against  this  statutory  background  the  Applicant  must  show  changes  in  cost 
of  operation  "in  Canada".  In  this  respect  it  has  submitted  in  evidence  certain 
exhibits  showing  Cumberland's  operating  expenses  for  each  of  the  years  1958 
to  1961  inclusive  and  an  estimate  for  the  constructive  year  1963.  The  details 
thereof  will  be  dealt  with  later. 

Counsel  for  the  Applicant  stated: 

"I  assume  also  insofar  as  the  ruling  and  judgments  of  the  Board  in  the 
various  revenue  cases  are  concerned,  that  in  each  case  up  until  the  final 
judgment  there  has  been  inherent  in  the  judgment  a  ruling  to  the  effect  that 
the  cost  of  operation  in  Canada  has  increased.  We  have  to  take  it  on  from 
there,  and  my  submission  is  not  only  can  this  Board  look  at  the  evidence 
which  has  been  adduced,  but  there  is  also  available  to  it  information  which, 
perhaps,  is  not  available  to  us,  from  which  you,  as  a  Board,  can  view  the 
cost  of  railway  operations  in  Canada  from  the  reports  that  have  been  filed 
with  you  from  time  to  time  and  which,  I  submit,  show  beyond  peradventure 
that  there  has  been  this  increase." 

.    (Transcript,  p.  3496) 

The  "revenue  cases"  to  which  Counsel  refers  are  those  which  extended 
from  1948  to  1958;  the  last  being  decided  November  17,  1958,  pursuant  to  which 
the  railways  adjusted  their  tariffs  effective  on  December  1,  1958.  (77  CRTC 
113.)  While  these  various  cases  dealt  with  revenue  deficiencies,  the  main  cause 
thereof  was  increased  expenses.  What  has  occurred  since  December  1958  in  the 
matter  of  expenses  is  what  is  here  involved. 

The  Applicant  asserts  that  its  principal  increase  in  expense  is  in  "Per 
Diem"  charges  which  since  1958  have  increased  from  $2.88  to  $3.06  per  car  day. 
or  approximately  6  per  cent;  and  in  wages,  which  for  running  trades  have  in- 
creased since  1958  from  $1,989  per  hour  to  $2,323,  or  approximately  17  per 
cent,  and  for  non-operating  from  $1,785  per  hour  to  $2,046,  or  approximately  15 
per  cent. 
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A  comparative  statement  submitted  subsequent  to  the  hearing  respecting 
Exhibits  1  and  2  shows   total  railway  operating  expenses  as  follows: 


In  the  year  1962  and  for  the  constructive  year,  equipment  rents  were  reduced 
by  $270,756  and  $251,256  respectively.  These  reductions  were  explained  by  the 
Applicant's  witness  as  follows: 

'*up  until  1961  the  rental  charged  by  Dominion  Rolling  Stock  Company 
Limited  was  the  equivalent  of  the  capital  cost  allowances  under  the  Income 
Tax  Regulations  available  each  year  on  the  equipment,  plus  the  interest 
on  the  long  term  debt. 

Q.  Was  any  change  made  subsequently? 

A.  When  it  came  to  1962  and  continued  into  1963  this  rental  was  reduced 
—  this  Dominion  Rolling  Stock  rental  to  the  railway  was  reduced  —  to  the 
amount  of  the  contractual  obligations  under  the  trust  deeds  securing  the 
serial  equipment  bonds  and  notes.  That  is,  what  the  railway  was  charged 
represented  the  cash  required  to  meet  the  principal  repayments  and  the 
interest  on  the  bonds.  The  reason  for  this  change  was  in  order  to  create 
taxable  income  in  the  books  of  the  Cumberland  Railway  Company,  to  offset 
against  it  losses  carried  forward  from  previous  years."  (Transcript,  pp. 


Applicant's  Exhibit  1  sets  out  the  estimated  annual  cost  and  surplus  for 
the  constructive  year.  The  total  operating  expense  shown  therein  is  $3,264,792 
to  which  is  added  $553,528  for  surplus  and  which  is  stated  to  net  $277,000  after 
taxes,  or  about  7  per  cent  of  gross  revenue. 

Cumberland  is  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary  of  the  Dominion  Coal  Company 
which  owns  all  the  fixed  assets  of  the  railway  except  the  rolling  stock.  Cumber- 
land is  charged  an  annual  rental  of  $125,000  by  Dominion  Coal  Company  for  the 
fixed  assets  and  the  evidence  is  that  this  amount  is  expected  to  continue  to  be 
charged. 


The  rolling  stock  is  owned  by  Dominion  Rolling  Stock  Company  Limited, 
which  is  also  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary  of  Dominion  Coal  Company,  and  is 
rented  to  Cumberland  on  the  basis  already  explained. 

Cumberland's  equipment  is  not  interchanged  with  other  railways,  and  except 
for  movement  between  Sydney  and  Sydney  Mines  under  a  running  rights  agreement, 
does  not  leave  the  Cumberland  Railway,  consequently  such  rolling  stock  does  not 
accrue  per  diem  credits.

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Traffic  moving  to  or  via  the  Canadian  National  Railways  through  the  Sydney 
interchange  incurs  per  diem  charges,  without  reclaim,  and  Exhibit  18  shows  that 
as  of  January  1,  1964,  the  estimated  average  per  diem  cost  is  $3.06  per  car  day, 
which  is  an  increase  of  $1.91  per  car  day  since  1945.  Based  on  an  average  car 
cycle  of  5.69  days  the  said  increase  is  18.11  cents  per  ton  for  a  60  ton  carload 
and  16.72  cents  for  a  65  ton  carload. 

The  exhibit  contrasts  this  additional  cost  with  the  total  increase  in  normal 
rates  since  April  8,  1948  of  19.75  cents  per  ton  which  results  in  net  rate  in- 
creases of  1.64  cents  and  3.03  cents  per  ton  available  to  meet  other  increased 
expenses. 

Equipment  rented  to  Cumberland  by  the  Dominion  Rolling  Stock  Company 
consists  of  1,100  hopper  cars,  6  cabooses  and  15  diesel  locomotives.  The  net 
book  value  of  this  equipment  at  July  31,  1963  was  $2,485,233.  Rental  from 
Dominion  Coal  Company  is  shown  to  consist  of  125  cars  of  various  types,  build- 
ings, machinery  and  yards.  The  book  value  at  July  31,  1963  is  stated  to  have 
been  $363,842.  The  combined  book  value  of  these  assets  was  $2,849,075. 

Witness  Turner  for  the  Applicant  estimated  that  the  annual  depreciation  on 
equipment  plus  interest  would  total  $508,000  (Transcript,  p.  3401)  which  appear 
to  be  for  comparison  with  the  annual  rental  paid  to  Dominion  Rolling  Stock 
Company  of  $366,363  as  shown  in  Exhibit  1.  Mr.  Turner  was  unable  to  supply  the 
book  value  of  the  assets  rented  to  Cumberland  by  Dominion  Coal  Company  at  an 
annual  cost  of  $125,000. 

Exhibit  1  shows  a  revenue  need  by  Cumberland  of  $3,818,320  which  is 
inclusive  of  surplus  of  $553,528,  and  Exhibit  6  computes  the  revenue  from 
present  rates,  upon  anticipated  traffic  volume,  as  $3,177,052  and  an  overall 
revenue  deficiency  of  $666,268. 

Exhibit  7  shov/s  that  by  increasing  normal  rates  to  the  Canadian  National 
Railways  interchange  by  25  cents  per  short  ton,  and  by  establishing  new  rates 
where  presently  no  charges  is  made,  and  by  increasing  other  rates  where  the 
present  charges  are  not  provided  for  by  tariff  rates,  it  will  achieve  an  increase 
in  gross  revenue  of  $667,768. 

(It  should  be  noted  that  where  the  term  '^normal  rate**  is  used  it  is  the  rate 
upon  which  Cumberland  receives  its  revenue  and  comprises  the  rate  paid  by  the 
public  under  the  Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act  statutory  reductions  and  the  reim- 
bursement paid  in  respect  of  such  reductions.) 

SUMMARY  OF  OPPOSITION  TO  THE  APPLICATION: 

(a)  Bras  D'Or  Coal  Company  Limited: 

This  company  is  not  opposed  to  any  increase  if  the  Applicant  demonstrates 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  it  is  actually  required  to  meet  current  operating 
expenses  and  is  not  in  violation  of  the  Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act.  It  points  out 
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that  the  equipment  rental  paid  by  Cumberland  produces  approximately  a  16  per 
cent  return  to  the  owners  of  the  equipment  on  the  net  book  value  thereof  in  addi- 
tion to  the  proposed  7  per  cent  return  on  Cumberland's  gross  revenue. 

(b)  The  Maritime  Transportation  Commission: 

Witness  Dickson  for  the  Commission  submitted  Exhibit  22  showing  that  the 
revenue  increase  proposed  by  the  Applicant  is  to  be  secured  from  the  following 
coal  traffic  sources: 

To  C.N.R.  Interchange  $399,500 
New  Rates  85,675 
Sydney  Mines  traffic  181,094 
Coal  Bank  to  Steel  Plant  1,500 

$667,769 

which  is  $1,500  more  than  shown  in  Exhibit  7.  Witness  Matheson  for  the  Appli- 
cant agreed  that  Exhibit  7  should  so  read. 

Other  than  this  evidence.  Counsel  for  the  Commission  (Mr.  Cooper)  confined 
its  case  to  cross  examination  of  the  Applicant's  witnesses  and  argument.  Mr. 
Cooper's  submission  may  be  broadly  summarized  as  follows: 

The  increased  rates  applied  for  are  contrary  to  and  would  be  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act: 

The  tolls  of  Cumberland  having  been  filed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  must  be  maintained  in  accordance  with  Section  3(2)  (b)  thereof: 

**Cost  of  railway  operation"  referred  to  in  that  section  of  the  Act  is  the 
cost  **in  Canada"  and  not  specifically  limited  to  Cumberland: 

No  evidence  has  been  submitted  as  to  cost  '*in  Canada"  although  the 
Applicant  has  brought  evidence  of  some  increase  in  cost  on  its  railway  alone; 
but  the  Board  may  of  its  own  motion  determine  whether  or  not  the  cost  **in 
Canada"  has  increased: 

The  date  from  which  increased  cost  is  to  be  determined  is  December  1, 
1958  and  the  Applicant  has  not  shown  its  costs  have  increased  since  that  date  — 
in  fact  the  evidence  shows  a  cost  decrease: 

The  requirement  for  surplus  is  questionable  inasmuch  as  the  Applicant 
owns  no  fixed  assets  or  equipment.  It  merely  operates  a  line  with  rented  equip- 
ment, amounting  practically  to  the  position  of  manager  of  the  line: 

The  application  is  not  one  for  a  general  revenue  increase  but  is  for  varia- 
tions and  adjustments  of  certain  rates  which  cannot  be  obtained  directly  under 
section  3(2)  (c)  and  should  not  be  sought  indirectly  under  section  3(2)  (b): 
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Under  section  7  of  the  Act  the  Board  is  directed  to  *'not  approve  or  allow 
any  tariffs  that  may  destroy  or  prejudicially  affect'*  the  statutory  advantages 
conferred  by  the  Act;  and  that  if  the  application  is  granted  it  will  favour  those 
situated  outside  the  select  territory  which  preference  can  be  redressed  only  by 
corresponding  increase  in  such  other  rates  outside  the  select  territory: 

The  **new''  rates  proposed  are  for  the  Board  to  determine  their  proper  level 
and  whether  they  are  just  and  reasonable. 

In  reply,  Counsel  for  the  Applicant  submitted,  inter  alia,  that  the  Board  has 
no  jurisdiction  to  compel  service  to  be  given  without  appropriate  compensation; 
that  the  Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act  is  permissive  only  for  Cumberland  and 
nothing  prevents  it  from  seeking  approval  of  compensatory  rates;  that  the  applica- 
tion is  a  general  revenue  case  affecting  substantially  the  revenue  of  the  Appli- 
cant; and  that  the  increases  sought  do  not  necessarily  have  any  effect  outside  the 
select  territory. 

COMMENTS  AND  CONCLUSIONS: 

This  case  is  not  without  complications:  the  incidence  of  the  Maritime  Freight 
Rates  Act;  the  effect  of  post-war  general  freight  rate  increases;  the  distortions 
in  the  present  and  proposed  freight  rate  structure;  and  the  inter-corporate  rela- 
tionship of  the  coal,  railway,  equipment  and  steel  companies  in  the  '*Dosco" 
industrial  complex  have  all  made  the  task  of  the  Board  somewhat  difficult. 

Insofar  as  the  Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act  is  concerned  it  is  a  prime  neces- 
sity that  there  be  evidence  of  a  change  in  the  cost  of  railway  operation  in  Canada 
—  this  the  Applicant  leaves  to  the  Board  to  determine.  In  the  Judgment  rendered 
in  the  1948  general  revenue  case  (38  JOR&R  1-A,  at  p.  39)  it  states  that  the 
Board  used  its  own  resources  to  determine  the  facts  concerning  cost  of  operation 
of  all  railways,  but  authorized  rate  increases  predicated  upon  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company's  requirements  as  a  yardstick  for  all  railways. 

The  investigation  of  cost  of  operation  then  conducted  by  the  Board's  staff 
infers  that  the  Board  was  interpreting  section  3(2)  (b)  as  requiring  evidence  in 
respect  of  all  railways,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  the  question  is  one  of  law  upon 
which,  under  section  12(2)  of  the  Railway  Act,  the  opinion  of  the  presiding  Chief 
Commissioner  must  prevail.  His  opinion,  which  I  am  authorized  to,  set  out  here, 
is  as  follows: 

**I  have  no  serious  doubts  that  the  cost  of  railway  operation  in  Canada, 
in  Section  3(2)  (b)  means  in  Canada  at  large  and  generally  all  railways  —  as 
it  was  treated  in  the  21%  Judgment  —  and  that  now,  as  at  that  time,  the 
Board  may  make  the  determination  even  although  Cumberland  offered  very 
little  evidence  in  that  respect." 

Pursuant  thereto  the  Board's  Director  of  Economics  and  Accounting  has 
investigated  the  costs  for  all  railways  and  has  submitted  the  following  report 
which  I  adopt  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment: 
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"We  have  made  a  study  of  railway  costs  and  efficiency  in  1962  vis-a-vis 
1958.  This  study  was  based  on  reports  for  all  railways  in  Canada,  as  pub- 
lished by  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics. 

During  the  post-war  period  there  have  been  major  changes  in  railroading, 
including  dieselization,  hump  yards,  new  types  of  rolling  stock,  faster 
freight  schedules  and  general  technological  advance.  Railway  operating 
expenses  per  1,000  gross  ton  miles  changed  from  $6.58  in  1958  to  $6.72  in 
1962;  using  1958  as  a  base  year  this  represents  a  rise  in  this  index  from 
100  to  102.1. 

During  this  4-year  period  the  average  annual  wage  index  for  all  railways 
rose  from  100  to  116.8.  The  average  cost  of  treated  ties  index  dropped  from 
100  to  94.7.  The  index  for  the  average  cost  of  new  rails  rose  from  100  to 
102.1.  The  index  for  cost  of  fuel  per  1,000  gross, ton  miles  dropped  from 
100  to  80.1.  The  over-all  cost  index,  as  aforenoted,  rose  from  100  to  102.1. 

Efficiency  factors,  other  than  those  involving  wages,  improved  as  is  shown 
by  the  following  indices:

It  may  well  be  that  section  3(2)  (b)  of  the  Act  contemplates 

a  general  adjust- 

ment  of  the  statutory  rates  upon  a  showing  that  costs  of  operation  for  all  rail- 
ways, collectively,  have  changed.  Our  studies  indicate  a  two  per  cent  increase 
in  cost  since  December  1958  for  all  railways  but  we  are  not  requested  to  allow  a 
general  increase  to  compensate  therefor. 

That  no  such  general  increase  application  has  been  made  is  due  to  certain 
subsidies  which  have  been  paid  to  the  two  major  railways  and  certain  other  lines 
in  consideration  of  their  maintaining  freight  rate  levels  without  increase.  Cumber- 
land does  not  participate  in  such  subsidies.  In  the  circumstances  I  am  of  the 
opinion  it  is  within  the  powers  of  the  Board  to  review  the  cost  and  revenue  posi- 
tion of  the  Applicant  under  this  section  of  the  statute. 

Cumberland's  position  in  respect  of  its  costs  is  somewhat  conflicting;  its 
total  costs  of  railway  operation  are  lower  in  1963  than  in  the  four  years,  1958- 
1961  inclusive,  but  are  higher  than  in  1962.  The  reduction  below  1958-1961 
appears  to  be,  mainly,  the  result  of  reduction  in  inter-company  rental  charges, 
reduced  maintenance  and  dieselization. 
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It  has  stressed,  however,  that  its  major  cost  increases  are  in  wages  and  per- 
diem  charges.  It  states  that  it  follows  the  major  railways  in  its  wage  rates  and  by 
Exhibit  3  shows  that  the  wage  index  for  running  trades  stood  at  236.6  and  for 
non-operating  at  241.3  in  1962  in  relation  to  index  100  for  the  year  1946.  By 
Exhibit  4  the  index  of  per-diem  costs  for  1964  is  266  in  relation  to  index  100  for 
the  year  1945.  It  was  pointed  out  in  argument  by  Counsel  for  the  Applicant  that 
both  the  wage  levels  and  per-diem  charges  were  of  country-wide  uniformity. 

Cumberland  proposes  to  increase  its  revenue  from  coal  traffic  by  $667,769 
from  a  total  revenue  presently  in  sight  from  this  traffic  of  $2,951,169.  This  is 
approximately  a  23  per  cent  increase.  In  relation  to  the  said  over-all  increase  in 
average  cost  of  2  per  cent  for  all  railways,  I  consider  the  proposed  increase  is 
excessive. 

The  monthly  reports  of  Cumberland  for  the  calendar  year  1963  indicate  a 
decline  in  revenue  and  some  increase  in  costs  and  I  consider  the  estimate  of 
expenses  submitted  in  evidence  and  shown  on  Exhibit  1  may  be  accepted  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Judgment.  There  is,  however,  an  amount  of  $553,528  requested 
as  ''surplus  to  cover  profits  and  something  to  come  and  go  on*'.  This  is  about  83 
per  cent  of  the  revenue  increases  sought.  It  was  stated  in  evidence  that,  after 
taxes,  the  net  amount  of  surplus  to  be  realized  would  approximate  $277,000  and 
that  the  latter  would  represent  about  7  per  cent  of  gross  revenue. 

Applicant's  witness  Turner,  in  response  to  inquiry  as  to  what  part  of  the 
requested  surplus  was  profit  and  what  was  *'to  come  and  go  on",  said: 

"What  we  have  provided  for  here  is,  of  course,  a  profit.  What  that  will  be 
is  difficult  to  say,  but  we  have  also  included  in  here  contingencies  —  that 
is,  providing  for  contingencies  such  as  you  might  call  catastrophies, 
strikes,  or  what  have  you,  —  items  of  this  nature.  Perhaps  I  will  say  'Non- 
recurring items'.  Of  course  we  are  going  to  have  poor  years  along  with 
good  years,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  level  it  off  so  that  the  results 
of  poor  years  will  be  equalized  with  the  good  ones.  ...That  is,  of  course, 
after  taxes."  (Transcript,  pp.  3398-9) 

"This  is  really  an  arbitrary  figure.  I  might  say  it  represents  seven  per 

cent  of  the  gross  revenues  of  the  railway           what  we  are  asking  for  now  — 

the  $3,818,320  —  this  figure  is  here  to  give  us  a  profit  and  provide  for  our 
contingencies."  (Transcript,  p.  3406) 

Applicant's  Counsel,  in  argument,  submitted: 

"We  are  asking  for  what  is  termed  a  surplus.  Now,  it  is  more  than  a  surplus. 
We  are  asking  for  an  amount  over  and  above  the  actual  operating  cost.  This 
expression  'something  to  come  and  go  on'  arose  in  the  30  per  cent  case. 
Perhaps  the  Board  will  remember  the  C.P.R.  asked  for  rates  which  were 
based  on  the  so-called  requirements  formula.  Now,  that  requirements  formula, 
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as  the  Board  well  knows,  covered  over  and  above  the  actual  operating  costs, 
including  depreciation,  allowances  for  equity  capital  in  the  way  of  a  divi- 
dend, and  an  allowance  for  debt  capital  in  the  way  of  fixed  charges,  and  over 
and  above  that  they  were  allowed  $15,235,000  as  a  surplus,  or  something  to 
come  and  go  on....  That  was  after  all  income  taxes  had  been  paid. 

**Now,  in  the  present  case  what  we  are  asking  for  is  only  an  amount  over 
and  above  the  actual  operating  costs  to  cover,  first,  an  allowance  for  capi- 
tal, and  then  over  and  above  that  something  that  will  be  equivalent  to  what 
was  allowed  to  the  C.P.R.  for  its  fixed  charges  and  its  dividend,  or  wage 
of  the  equity  capital.  Over  and  above  that  there  was  allowed  something  to 
come  and  go  on  in  the  order  of  $15, 235, 000. ...the  C.P.R.  did  not  bring  that 
item  in  in  the  first  instance  as  an  allowance  for  surplus,.... it  brought  it  in 
under  another  heading,  namely,  the  heading  of  additions  and  betterments.'* 
(Transcript,  pp.  3497-98) 

*'Now,  you  will  see  there,  that  in  this  case  this  was  over  and  above  their 
capital  requirements.  In  our  present  case  what  we  are  asking  for  is  not 
over  and  above  the  capital  requirements.  The  capital  requirements  are  in- 
cluded in  that.  The  amount  that  was  allowed  in  the  C.P.R.'s  case  was 
roughly  five  per  cent  after  taxes  for  surplus,.. ..five  per  cent  of  the  gross 
revenue  of  the  C.P.R.  for  that  year.  What  we  are  asking  is  seven  per  cent  of 
the  gross  revenue  after  taxes,  but  as  I  pointed  out  the  difference  is  that 
included  in  this  amount  worked  out  on  the  basis  of  about  seven  percent  is  an 
allowance  for  capital  requirements  over  and  above  something  to  come  and  go 
on,  and  the  contingencies  and  these  matters  which  must  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration, as  the  Chief  Commissioner  said  in  his  judgment.*'  (Transcript, 
pp.  3499-3500) 

Counsel  further  submitted: 

"With  respect  to  the  item  of  surplus,  or  something  to  come  and  go  on  I  sub- 
mit it  must  be  considered  in  the  light  of  the  submissions  I  have  made  to  the 
Board.  I  have  tried  to  indicate  that  it  is  not  truly  a  surplus,  or  something  to 
come  and  go  on,  but  that  it  embraces  much  more.  It  embraces  capital  cost 
over  and  above  the  actual  running  expenses  of  the  railway,  and  inclusive 
of  depreciation  charges."  (Transcript,  p.  3510) 

I  have  included  these  extracts  in  order  to  assess  what  is  being  requested  by 
way  of  surplus.  Witness  Turner  appears  to  say  that  the  surplus  is  required  for  a 
profit  and  contingencies  such  as  he  describes,  including  a  hoped-for  equaliza- 
tion of  good  and  bad  years.  Counsel  speaks  of  it  as  required  to  meet  capital 
requirements,  fixed  charges,  dividends  and  the  contingencies  mentioned  by  Mr. 
Turner  and  points  to  the  Board's  treatment  of  the  surplus  allowed  in  the  case 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway, 
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The  Board  has,  in  all  of  the  general  revenue  cases,  recognized  the  entitle- 
ment of  the  companies  to  earn  a  reasonable  profit.  In  the  1948  case,  as  in  the 
later  ones,  the  allowed  surplus  was  never  fixed  in  ratio  to  gross  revenue.  Except 
for  an  adjustment  in  1957  because  of  an  increase  in  investment,  due  to  transferof 
certain  non-rail  assets  to  rail,  the  amount  allowed  in  1948  has  not  changed. 
Perusal  of  later  judgments  also  indicates  that  the  allowed  surplus  related  more 
to  investment  than  otherwise. 

While  the  Canadian  Pacific  requirements  were  used  as  a  yardstick  in  the 
general  revenue  cases,  the  diversified  nature  of  Canadian  Pacific's  operations 
as  compiared  with  those  of  Cumberland  indicate  that  the  yardstick  is  not  neces- 
sarily appropriate  for  Cumberland.  I  note  that  Cumberland's  exhibits  show  the 
requested  surplus  would,  if  realized,  result  in  an  operating  ratio  of  approx- 
imately 93  per  cent,  but  the  Applicant  has  shown  by  Exhibit  2  that  during  the 
five  years  1958-1962,  the  ratio  of  expenses  to  revenue  has  ranged  from  95.25 
per  cent  to  100.05  per  cent. 

A  further  study  of  Cumberland's  revenues  and  expenses  for  the  sixteen 
years  1947-1962  indicates  eight  years  in  which  deficits  occurred  and  eight  years 
where  the  net  earnings  averaged  $102,000. 

I  consider  that  Cumberland's  profit  and  loss  position  over  the  years  as 
shown  by  this  historical  record  is  useful  in  determing  what  amount  the  Board 
should  allow  for  profit  or  surplus  in  the  present  circumstances  and  having  regard 
thereto  and  the  nature  and  extent  of  Cumberland's  operations  and  the  fact  that  it 
has  no  investment  in  the  railway  or  other  fixed  assets  or  rolling  stock  and  pays 
rentals  to  the  owners  thereof,  the  amounts  of  which  are  set  by  the  owners  and  are 
included  in  the  expenses  of  Cumberland  that  are  being  allowed  herein,  I  would 
allow  for  rate-making  purposes  a  surplus  of  $100,000  ($200,000  before  taxes), 
which  in  my  view  would  be  a  reasonable  amount  to  allow. 

Upon  this  basis,  a  restatement  of  Exhibit  1  coupled  with  Exhibit  6  is  as 
follows:

The  Applicant's  evidence  and  exhibits  indicate  no  major  changes  in  total 
coal  traffic  volume.  The  coal  traffic  of  Dominion  Coal  Company  for  the  three 
years  1961-1963  is  shown  in  Exhibit  14  as:

Some  additional  tonnage  of  Bras  D'Or  Coal  Company  should  be  added  there- 
to —  the  only  figure  stated  was  100,000  tons  for  the  year  1963. 

Exhibit  2,  however,  shows  the  Applicant's  total  revenue  as  follows:

It  is  evident  that  the  deficiency  in  revenue  is  not  due  to  increased  expense; 
in  fact,  total  expenses  have  been  reported  to  have  increased  in  eleven  months  of 
1963  over  1962  to  only  a  relatively  small  extent. 

The  general  revenue  increases  allowed  on  coal  traffic  have  been  in  stated 
amounts  per  ton,  either  in  tons  of  2,000  pounds  or  2,240  pounds.  Such  increases 
have  been  applied  to  both  single-line  and  joint-line  hauls.  Cumberland  (Sydney 
and  Louisburg  as  it  was  previously)  was  party  to  the  first  two  general  revenue 
increase  applications  but  was  not  party  to  the  subsequent  applications.  It  has, 
however,  followed  the  same  course  as  other  lines  and  has  adjusted  its  rates 
upon  the  same  levels  as  allowed  to  other  lines  by  merely  filing  tariff  changes. 
The  Board  has  approved  these  tariffs  under  the  provisions  of  the  Maritime 
Freight  Rates  Act,  consequently  it  may  be  presumed  that  they  were  deemed  to 
have  been  established  in  accordance  with  the  Board's  decisions  allowing  general 
increases. 
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Where  the  same  increase  per  ton  is  applied  to  single  and  to  joint  line  hauls 
the  latter  involved  a  division  of  the  consequent  revenue  between  the  lines  con- 
cerned. The  effect  upon  Cumberland  is  illustrated  by  the  following  example:

The  application  shows  that  in  1963  the  coal  traffic  tonnage  to  the  Interna- 
tional Pier  is  618,218  less  than  in  1961,  and  381,738  less  than  in  1962;  to  the 
C.N.R.  interchange  the  1963  tonnage  is  835,902  more  than  in  1961  and  533,816 
more  than  in  1962.  In  1963  the  total  tonnage  to  both  the  pier  and  the  interchange 
exceeds  the  1961  total  by  217,684  and  1962  by  152,078.  The  Applicant's  pro- 
posed rate  structure  is  mainly  concerned  with  adjusting  the  effect  of  the  shifting 
of  the  movement  from  the  water  route  to  the  all-rail  route. 

I  have  computed  the  total  net  ton  miles  of  revenue  coal  traffic  for  the  con- 
structive year  as  shown  in  Exhibits  6  and  14  as  approximating  65,500,000, 
Dividing  this  into  the  adjusted  total  revenue  requirements  from  coal  traffic  of 
$3,340,673  it  approximates  an  over-all  requirement  of  five  cents  per  revenue  ton 
mile. 

The  longest  haul  upon  Cumberland  tracks  alone  is  26.1  miles  from  Broughton 
to  C.N.R.  interchange  on  which  the  present  ton-mile  yield  is  2.5(^.  The  shortest 
distance  is  1  mile  from  the  Coal  Bank  to  Steel  Plant  upon  which  movement  no 
present  charges  are  assessed. 

The  longest  haul  by  Cumberland  equipment  is  between  Sydney  Mines  and 
Seaboard  Power,  a  distance  of  35.3  miles  which  movement  presently  yields 
approximately  one-half  of  one  cent  per  ton  mile. 

The  present  and  proposed  normal  rates  and  the  weighted  ton  mile  revenue 
for  the  tonnage  shown  in  the  Exhibits  for  the  constructive  year  are  as  follows:

The  foregoing  tabulation  indicates  that  in  some  instances  inadequate  revenue 
is  due  to  no  revenue  being  charged;  in  other  instances  a  possible  inadequacy  of 
the  revenue  where  no  rate  is  published  and  by  comparison  some  evidence  of 
excessive  charges  in  the  effective  normal  rates  and  resulting  revenue.  In  the 
proposed  normal  rates  there  are  evident  some  distortions,  for  example,  for  a 
distance  of  2.3  miles  the  proposed  normal  rate  is  75%<^:  whereas  for  3.5  miles  it 
is  8<^;  from  Glace  Bay  to  the  interchange  it  is  proposed  to  establish  a  normal 
rate  of  75%(f  for  a  distance  of  14.4  miles  but  to  maintain  a  normal  rate  to  the 
Pier  of  129(^  for  a  distance  of  15  miles. 

A  substantial  volume  of  coal  tonnage  moves  by  Cumberland  equipment  to 
and  from  Sydney  Mines.  This  movement  takes  place  partly  over  Canadian  National 
Railways  tracks  under  a  running  rights  agreement,  copy  of  which  was  furnished 
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to  the  Board  subsequent  to  the  hearing.  Exhibit  5  shows  that  783,000  tons  (ex- 
clusive of  C.N.R.  deliveries)  is  estimated  to  move  from  Sydney  Mines  to  Cum- 
berland points,  Coal  Bank  to  Seaboard  Power  inclusive,  and  that  185,000  tons 
is  to  move  from  Glace  Bay  and  New  Waterford  to  Sydney  Mines,  collectively  this 
totals  968,000  tons.  These  movements  represent  about  23,000,000  net  ton  miles. 

The  present  revenue  derived  by  Cumberland  from  this  movement  is  $378,469 
and  it  is  proposed  to  be  increased  by  $181,093  or  to  a  total  revenue  of  $559,562. 

Under  the  running  rights  agreement,  which  was  executed  between  the  Cana- 
dian National  Railways  and  the  Sydney  and  Louisburg  Railway  Company  on 
August  i25th,  1921,  Cumberland  trains  (cars  and  locomotives)  are  operated  by 
Canadian  National  employees  and  Cumberland  is  charged,  inter  alia,  the  cost 
of  wages  and  an  amount  per  train  mile.  The  agreement  restricts  the  traffic  carried 
by  these  trains  to  "goods  end  materials  wholly  owned  ,ot  belonging  to  the  British 
Corporation  (British  Empire  Steel  Corporation  Limited)"  and  provides  that 
Cumberland  shall  not  be  entitled  to  act  as  a  common  carrier. 

The  costs  incidental  to  the  movement  of  the  Cumberland  trains  under 
this  agreement  were  stated  (at  p.  3433  of  the  Transcript)  to  be  passed  on  to 
the  Dominion  Coal  Company.  At  pp.  3478-9  it  was  stated  that  Cumberland 
cars  and  power  performed  the  service  under  the  agreement  and  that  while  such 
equipment  is  included  in  the  equipment  rental  charge  paid  by  Cumberland  to 
Dominion  Rolling  Stock  Company  no  allowance  is  made  to  Cumberland  while 
such  cars  are  engaged  in  the  Sydney  Mines  hauls. 

Subsequent  to  the  hearing  we  requested  and  secured  information  as  to  the 
total  tonnage  hauled  in  a  representative  12  months  and  the  total  amount  paid  to 
the  Canadian  National  Railways  therefor.  From  the  data  supplied  we  have  com- 
puted the  cost  per  ton  to  average  16. 7(^  in  the  12-month  period  commencing 
December  1962. 

The  existence  of  this  running  rights  agreement  was  unknown  to  the  Board 
prior  to  the  hearing,  but  now  that  it  is  known  we  muifet  deal  with  it  as  part  of  the 
Applicant's  case.  The  propriety  of  merely  assessing  the  Cumberland's  cost  of 
performing  the  movement  to  the  Dominion  Coal  Company  which  may  have  been 
justifiable  in  1921  does  not  appear  to  be  justified  now.  The  Sydney  &  Louisburg 
Railway  was  not  declared  to  be  a.  work  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada  until 
September  29,  1961  following  which  the  Cumberland  Railway  acquired  its  assets. 
Cumberland  was  already  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board. 

As  I  view  the  matter  Cumberland's  operation  under  the  running  rights  agree- 
ment is  similar  to  its  position  elsewhere;  that  is,  Cumberland  rents  its  line  from 
the  Dominion  Coal  Company  and  carries  thereon  traffic  for  Dominion  Coal  Com- 
pany for  which  it  provides  appropriate  rates  for  revenue  purposes.  I  can  see  no 
reason  why  coal  should  be  transported  at  revenue  rates  on  the  one  hand  and 
at  costs  of  operation  on  the  other.

No  evidence  has  been  submitted  to  show  whether  Cumberland  is  assuming 
the  incidental  costs  of  operation  of  the  trains  apart  from  what  accrues  to  the 
Canadian  National  Railways,  but  in  my  opinion  the  costs  of  performing  the 
service,  whether  they  be  fuel  and  materials,  equipment  rental  or  payments  to 
the  C.N.R.,  are  properly  a  charge  to  be  assumed  by  Cumberland  and  should  be 
offset  by  appropriate  charges  per  unit  for  the  goods  transported.  As  I  view  it, 
when  there  is  a  movement,  for  example,  between  Sydney  Mines  and  Glace  Bay 
the  total  mileage  involved  is  that  upon  which  reasonable  and  non-discriminatory 
rates  should  be  established. 

I  realize  and  agree  that  such  rates  as  may  be  required  to  meet  this  change 
of  procedure  would  be  subject  to  the  Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act  and  see  no 
reason  why  the  tariff  rates  should  not  be  established  on  that  basis  with  con- 
sequent reimbursement  in  the  regular  manner.

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Section  5(c)  of  the  Act  specifically  excludes  import  traffic  to  Canada, 
originating  at  points  overseas,  from  the  application  of  the  Act.  The  Judgment 
dealt  with  a  number  of  submitted  examples  of  movements  where  the  possibility 
of  evading  the  excluded  provisions  might  be  employed,  such  as  by  taking  delivery 
at  the  port  of  import  and  subsequently  forwarding  the  traffic  as  a  local  consign- 
ment. The  governing  principle  laid  down  in  the  Judgment  was  that  the  "intent" 
involved  in  the  transportation  from  overseas  to  final  destination  would  govern. 

Traffic  moving  by  water  to  St.  Lawrence  ports,  upon  which  reimbursement 
for  the  rail  haul  of  Cumberland  to  the  Pier  has  been  always  paid,  is  not  a  type 
of  movement  specifically  referred  to  in  either  Section  4  or  5  of  the  Act.  It  has 
been  treated  as  coming  within  Section  4(1)  (a)  reading:  "Local  traffic,  all  rail  - 
between  points  on  the  Eastern  Lines;  for  example,  Sydney  to  Newcastle;". 

Counsel  were  invited  to  submit  their  views  upon  the  continuance  or  other- 
wise of  the  application  of  the  Act  to  this  movement.  There  is  no  doubt  that  when 
traffic  is  forwarded  to  the  Pier  it  is  intended  to  move  beyond  by  water  and  a  sub- 
stantial part  of  it  is  known  to  be  going  to  points  outside  the  select  territory.  As 
far  as  Cumberland  is  concerned,  the  rail  movement  begins  and  ends  as  an  "all- 
rail"  movement.  Considering  that  the  purpose  of  the  Act  as  stated  in  Section  8 
is  to  "give  certain  statutory  advantages  in  rates  to  persons  and  industries  in  the 
three"  Maritime  Provinces,  and  that  when  the  traffic  is  forwarded  by  all-rail 
to  points  west  of  the  select  territory  the  Act  is  clearly  applicable,  it  would  be 
anomalous  to  now  find  that  Section  4(1)  (a)  does  not  apply  to  the  movement  by 
rail  to  the  Pier.  Both  Counsel  for  Applicant  and  opposition  urge  that  no  change 
be  made  and  that  the  Act  is  applicable.  I  can  see  no  compelling  reason  to  read 
a  prohibition  into  the  Act  which  is  not  there  even  by  inference  and  would  find 
that  the  existing  practice  be  continued. 

In  my  opinion  the  Applicant  has  shown  that  its  revenue  position  is  unduly 
affected  by  the  level  of  the  rates  to  the  interchange  and  I  would  be  prepared  to 
entertain  an  application  for  a  revised  rate  structure  that  would  remove  the  dis- 
tortions I  have  previously  indicated;  that  would  bring  back  to  parity  the  rates  to 
the  interchange  and  the  pier  which  existed  prior  to  April  7,  1948;  and  that  would 
apply  to  all  traffic  carried.  This,  I  believe,  would  entail  some  reductions  in 
present  and  proposed  rates  in  order  not  to  exceed  the  adjusted  revenue  require- 
ments previously  set  out  herein. 

Witness  Matheson  for  the  Applicant  expressed  doubt  as  to  the  advisability 
of  changing  the  rate  to  the  Pier.  He  indicated  that  plans  were  being  made  to 
carry  a  substantial  volume  of  coal  by  water  by  a  ship  or  ships  built  for  that 
particular  purpose.  It  is  of  knowledge  to  the  Board  that  a  ship  of  over  20,000 
tons  carrying  capacity  is  now  under  construction  for  the  purpose  of  moving  coal 
from  Sydney  through  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway. 
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It  has  been  brought  to  light  at  the  hearing  that  the  Applicant  carries  some 
traffic  upon  which  it  assesses  rates  according  to  tariff;  some  upon  which  no 
charge  is  made;  and  some  upon  which  rates  are  charged  which  are  not  contained 
in  its  tariffs  of  tolls.  Additionally,  the  traffic  carried  under  the  running  rights 
agreement  is  partly  charged  under  the  above  premises  and  partly  by  recovery 
only  of  the  costs  incurred  under  that  agreement.  The  Applicant  is  expected  to 
adjust  these  matters  promptly  and  has  stated  it  intends  to  do  so  upon  disposition 
of  this  Application.  A  reasonable  amount  of  time  will  be  allowed  in  which  to 
correct  the  present  situation  but  it  cannot  be  allowed  to  continue  indefinitely. 

The  present  application  is  denied  but  without  prejudice  to  further  consider- 
ation upon  submission  of  a  more  comprehensive  and  equitable  rate  structure.  If, 
upon  such  submission,  the  Applicant  considers  its  revenue  requirements  as 
revised  and  set  out  herein  will  not  be  met  by  such  revised  rate  structure,  the 
Board  will  give  further  consideration  thereto  at  that  time. 

No  Order  is  necessary  at  this  time.

RULING 

By  the  Board: 

KERR,  C.C.,  GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.,  KIRK,  C: 

By  a  letter  dated  March  25,  1963,  the  Applicant  asked  for  a  Ruling  by  the 
Board  in  respect  of  a  claim  of  the  Applicant  for  an  adjustment  of  demurrage 
charges  that  the  Applicant  had  paid  to  the  Canadian  Car  Demurrage  Bureau  on 
cars  of  lumber  received  at  Bathurst,  N.B.,  for  unloading  by  the  Applicant  in  the 
period  February  28,  1960,  to  December  31,  1961.  The  payment  made  by  the 
Applicant  consisted  of  $1,797  in  respect  of  cars  delivered  in  the  period  of 
August,  1959,  to  January,  1960,  and  $2,292  in  respect  of  cars  delivered  in  the 
period  February  28,  1960,  to  December  31,  1961.  The  dispute  before  the  Board 
relates  only  to  the  latter  period.  The  application  is  being  determined  by  consent 
of  the  parties  on  the  basis  of  their  written  submissions. 

In  its  letter  to  the  Board,  dated  July  10,  1963,  the  Applicant  stated  in  part 
as  follows: 

First  of  all  in  connection  with  the  endorsement  on  our  cheque  amounting  to 
$4,089.00;  we  believe  we  have  sent  you  copies  of  all  relevant  correspond- 
ence and  if  you  will  refer  to  our  letter  dated  April  9,  1962  addressed  to  Mr. 
J.L.  Brean  you  will  note  that  we  objected  to  payment  of  $1,797.00  due  to 
the  fact  that  credit  for  bunching  and  run»arounds  which  form  part  of  the  total 
demurrage  account  for  the  period  referred  to,  had  not  been  rendered  in  detail, 
in  other  words  it  took  us  from  the  beginning  of  1960  until  May  29,  1962  when 
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Mr.  Levy  visited  our  office,  to  have  the  credits  explained  to  us  relative  to 
the  charts,  copies  of  which  he  sent  us  on  April  27,  1962.  These  were  of  no 
value  to  us  until  they  were  explained  and  followed  through  with  us  on  May 
29,  1962. 

In  the  meantime  the  railway  legal  department  were  claiming  in  addition  to  the 
$1,797.00  covering  period  August  1959  to  January,  I960  demurrage  charges 
which  had  accrued  from  February  28,  1960  to  December,  1961.  This  amounted 
to  $2,292.00  with  no  allowance  made  for  bunching  and  run-arounds.  We  were 
threatened  with  suit  by  the  C.N.R.  and  as  we  did  not  have  the  time  nor 
could  we  afford  to  go  to  court  over  this  matter  we  issued  a  cheque  on  July 
31,  1962  for  $4,089.00. 

What  we  are  claiming  is  credit  for  bunching  and  run-arounds  on  the  amount 
of  $2,292.00  covering  period  February  28,  1960  and  December  31st,  1961. 
This  claim  was  made  by  us  on  July  25,  1962  which  was  within  sixty  days 
from  the  date  the  account  for  $1,797.00  was  properly  explained  to  us,  with 
charts  on  May  29,  1962." 

Insofar  as  the  issue  before  the  Board  in  the  present  case  is  concerned,  it 
may  be  said  that  by  virtue  of  a  tariff  C.T.C.  No.  6,  issued  by  the  Canadian  Car 
Demurrage  Bureau,  entitled  "Special  Arrangements  Tariff  of  Canadian  Car  Demur- 
rage Rules"  which  became  effective  on  January  1,  1960,  48  hours  are  allowed 
as  free  time  for  unloading  cars  without  any  demurrage  being  charged  for  that  time 
and  Rule  7  of  the  Tariff  applies  in  respect  of  what  are  known  as  "bunching"  and 
"run-arounds"  of  cars.  Rule  7  is  as  follows: 

"Rule  7.  Bunching. 

(a)  Cars  for  Loading.  When,  by  reason  of  delay  or  irregularity  of  the  carrier 
in  filling  orders,  cars  are  bunched  and  placed  for  loading  in  numbers  in 
excess  of  daily  orders,  the  shipper  shall  be  allowed  such  free  time  for 
loading  as  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  had  the  cars  been  placed  for  load- 
ing as  ordered. 

(b)  Cars  for  Unloading  or  Reconsigning.  When  for  any  reason  for  which  the 
shipper  or  consignee  is  not  responsible,  cars  originating  at  the  same  point, 
routed  by  rail  or  rail  and  car  ferry  via  the  same  route  to  the  same  consignee 
at  the  same  destination  are  bunched  at  point  of  origin,  in  transit,  or  at 
destination,  so  that  they  are  tendered  for  delivery  in  numbers  in  excess  of 
the  daily  numbers  shipped,  the  consignee  shall  be  allowed  such  free  time 
as  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  had  the  cars  been  tendered  for  delivery 
in  accordance  with  the  daily  numbers  shipped.  In  computing  such  allowance 
nothing  in  this  Rule  shall  be  construed  as  obligating  the  carrier  to  tender 
cars  for  delivery  in  the  same  daily  order  and  numbers  as  shipped.  Under 
this  Rule,  cars  moving  from  different  points  or  via  different  routes  to  desti- 
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nation  and  arriving  on  different  dates  will  be  considered  bunched  if  tendered 
for  delivery  oh  one  day  and  such  free  time  shall  be  allowed  as  the  consignee 
would  have  been  entitled  to,  had  the  cars  been  tendered  for  delivery  in  the 
order  of  their  arrival. 

Claims  for  adjustment  under  this  Rule  7  must  be  presented  in  writing  to  the 
carrier's  agent  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  date  on  which  the  bill  for 
demurrage  is  rendered  and  must  be  supported  by  a  statement  showing  complete 
loading  or  unloading  record,  as  the  case  may  be,  date  of  shipment,  point 
of  origin  and  routing  of  each  car  involved.  Unless  claims  are  so  presented 
the  railway  shall  not  be  liable." 

The  Canadian  Car  Demurrage  Bureau  refused  to  entertain  the  claim  for 
adjustment  of  demurrage  in  respect  of  cars  delivered  in  the  period  February  28, 
1960,  to  December  31,  1961,  on  the  ground  that  the  claim  was  made  more  than 
60  days  after  the  date  on  which  the  bills  for  demurrage  for  such  cars  were  ren- 
dered to  the  Applicant.  The  Bureau  stated  in  its  letter  dated  May  23,  1963,  in 
part  as  follows: 

"Supplementing  information  in  the  Lumber  Company's  letter  of  March  25th; 
claimants  submitted  a  bunching  claim  for  relief  from  demurrage  assessed 
against  cars  handled  during  the  year  1959.  This  claim  was  charted  by  the 
Bureau  and  there  then  arose  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  allowance  and 
also  as  to  the  information  to  which  they  were  entitled.  This  difference  of 
opinion  was  eventually  resolved.  Claimants  then  submitted  another  claim 
on  July  25,  1962  covering  cars  handled  during  the  years  1960  and  1961,  and 
it  was  this  latter  claim  that  was  declined  by  the  Bureau  on  the  grounds  that 
it  was  not  seasonable. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  disagreement  concerning  the  first  claim  would 
not  relieve  the  La  Perrelle  Company  from  the  obligation  to  submit  sub- 
sequent claims  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  date  the  demurrage  bills  were 
rendered,  as  called  for  in  the  final  paragraph  of  Rule  7  "Bunching"  of 
C.T.C.  No.  6,  Canadian  Car  Demurrage  Rules,  quoted  below: 

.  .  .  .(Rule  7  recited  above).  . .  . 

Possibly  a  few  words  with  respect  to  the  background  of  the  above  quotation 
would  be  enlightening. 

C.T.C.  No.  5  had  a  limitation  clause  of  fifteen  (15)  days  which  was  found 
to  be  wholly  inadequate,  and  consequently  there  was  continual  pressure  to 
have  it  extended.  It  was  first  extended  by  varying  lengths  of  time;  and  then 
eventually  had  to  be  thrown  wide  open  with  the  result  there  was  no  way  the 
line  could  be  held.  In  other  words,  if  one  month  was  reasonable,  then  one 
month  and  one  week  must  also  be  reasonable,  and  so  on  until  the  clause 
was  observed  entirely  in  its  breach. 
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It  was  with  the  above  as  part  of  the  background  that  negotiations  with  all 
interested  brganizations  were  entered  into  for  the  formulation  of  a  new  code 
of  Car  Demurrage  Rules.  Negotiations  were  carried  on  for  more  than  seven 
years  before  reaching  agreement  on  what  rules  should  comprise  C.T.C.  No. 
6.  The  sixty  (60)  day  limitation  period  for  submitting  claims,  rather  than  a 
shorter  period  of  time,  was  at  the  instigation  of  the  Bureau.  It  was  then 
agreed  that  after  such  period  had  expired  the  railways  would  not  be  liable, 
and  this  was  included  in  the  rule.  When  the  tariff  was  filed  effective  January 
1st,  1960,  there  was  no  objection  received  in  this  respect  from  any  organiza- 
tion or  individual  in  the  country.  Since  that  time  claims  have  been  turned 
down  on  a  number  of  occasions,  and  this  decision  was  accepted  without 
rancor  on  the  part  of  those  involved. 

In  the  circumstances,  as  the  La  Perrelle  Lumber  Company  Limited  did  not 
submit  their  claim  within  the  prescribed  period,  the  Bureau  was  without 
tariff  authority  to  take  a  course  other  than  they  did.  Moreover,  to  do  so  would 
leave  the  railways  open  to  a  charge  of  unjust  discrimination  by  those  whose 
claims  have  heretofore  been  declined  for  the  same  reason." 

CONCLUSIONS 

In  our  opinion  the  effect  of  Rule  7  is  that,  in  the  case  of  bunching,  demur- 
rage is  chargeable  and  free  time  is  not  allowed  unless  a  claim  for  adjustment  in 
respect  of  the  alleged  bunching  is  made  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  date  on 
which  the  bill  for  demurrage  is  rendered.  In  the  present  case  the  Applicant's 
claim  for  adjustment  was  not  made  within  the  prescribed  sixty  (60)  days  and 
consequently  no  entitlement  to  an  adjustment  on  that  account  came  into  exist- 
ence.

JUDGMENT 

DUMONTIER,  D.C.C.: 

On  April  25th,  1962,  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  sub- 
mitted an  application  to  the  Board  for  a  road  crossing  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company  and  the  Canadian  National  Railways  tracks  on  Fourteenth 
Street,  near  its  junction  with  Old  Columbia  Street.  The  C.N.R.  advised  the 
Board  that  they  did  not  object  to  the  crossing  provided  the  cost  of  its  construc- 
tion was  borne  by  the  City.  They  were  prepared  to  accept  responsibility  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  crossing  over  their  own  track. 
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The  C.P.R.  and  the  British  Columbia  Hydro  and  Power  Authority  opposed 
the  establishment  of  a  level  crossing  at  this  location  as  extremely  undesirable 
from  a  railway  operating  point  of  view. 

The  City  of  New  Westminster  insisted  that  the  crossing  should  be  built  in 
order  to  relieve  the  difficulties  of  the  industries  in  the  area.  On  October  31, 
1962,  the  City  advised  that  it  was  withdrawing  its  application  for  a  crossing  of 
the  C.P.R.  track  since  a  crossing  at  this  location  was  already  covered  by  an 
Agreement  between  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  and  the 
C.P.R.,  dated  April  13,  1909.  By  this  Agreement,  the  City  granted  permission 
to  the  Company  to  construct  the  track  on  the  street  and  Board's  Order  No.  9441, 
dated  February  1st,  1910,  authorized,  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  con- 
tained in  this  Agreement,  the  C.P.R.  as  lessee,  exercising  the  franchise  of  the 
Vancouver  and  Lulu  Island  Railway  Company,  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
its  railway  along  and  across  Fourteenth  Street.  The  Railway  Company  agreed  to 
plank  the  track  and  to  restore  the  streets  in  the  same  condition  as  they  were 
prior  to  the  construction  of  the  track. 

The  C.N.R.  was  authorized  to  construct  its  line  of  railway  across  Four- 
teenth Street  by  Order  No.  46285,  dated  February  16,  1931.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  City  is  senior  with  respect  to  these  two  railway  tracks,  the  construction 
of  which,  across  Fourteenth  Street,  was  authorized  by  the  Board. 

There  is  a  third  line  also  belonging  to  the  C.P.R.,  which  was  opened  to 
traffic  on  the  14th  of  August,  1887,  and  for  which  a  plan  was  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Railways  and  Canals  on  March  30,  1886.  According  to  a  map  of 
the  City  of  New  Westminster,  dated  1880,  Fourteenth  Street  existed  under  the 
name  of  Dublin  Street,  and  extended  to  the  river. 

The  proposed  crossing  is  for  the  purpose  of  providing  an  additional  access 
to  the  industries  located  on  the  waterfront  between  Fourteenth  Street  and  Tenth 
Street.  The  industries  located  between  these  two  streets  are:  Evans,  Coleman 
and  Evans  Limited,  Marshall  Wells  Corporation,  Powers  Lumber  Company  and 
Johnston  Terminal  Limited.  These  companies  are  presently  served  by  the  crossing 
at  Tenth  Street.  Fourteenth  Street  crossing  would  be  located  between  the 
marshalling  Yard  of  the  C.P.R.  and  the  Yard  of  the  B.C.  Hydro  and  Power  Author- 
ity where  considerable  interchange  of  cars  between  the  two  yards  takes  plac6. 

An  inspection  was  made  by  one  of  the  Board's  engineers  in  company  with 
the  representatives  of  the  Railways  and  the  City,  after  which  the  Board  advised 
the  City  that  a  crossing  at  Fourteenth  Street,  as  proposed,  would  not  only  create 
an  appreciable  hazard  for  vehicular  traffic  but  would  also  interfere  with  railway 
operations.  The  Board  also  indicated  in  its  letter  of  October  22,  1962,  that  the 
industrial  area  is  now  adequately  served  by  the  existing  crossing. 

In  a  letter  dated  December  17,  1962,  the  City  of  New  Westminster  advised 
the  Board  of  its  intentions  to  improve  the  street  at  this  crossing  and  requested 
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the  Board  to  make  clear  to  the  Railway  Company  that  its  obligations  concerning 
this  crossing  should  be  met  in  order  that  the  crossing  at  Fourteenth  Street  by  the 
Company,  is  operated  in  the  future  in  a  manner  affording  the  best  means  of 
protection,  safety  and  convenience  to  the  public. 

In  a  further  submission  dated  January  31,  1963,  the  City  advised  that  it  had 
no  intention  of  relinquishing  its  rights  on  Fourteenth  Street,  which  were  safe- 
guarded by  the  Agreement  of  1909.  On  April  8,  1963,  the  City  wrote  to  the  Board 
stating  that  it  wished  to  be  informed  prior  to  any  work  to  be  commenced  whether 
the  Board  intended  to  concern  itself  with  the  construction  on  Fourteenth  Street 
by  way  of  the  exercise  of  any  Board  powers.  In  reply  to  this  letter^  the  Board 
advised  the  City  of  its  intentions  to  have  another  inspection  made  by  its  engi- 
neers with  representatives  of  the  railways  and  the  City  with  a  view  to  determining 
how  the  danger  might  be  removed  or  minimized  at  the  proposed  crossing.  At  this 
inspection,  the  representatives  of  the  railways  produced  figures  of  train  move- 
ments over  the  proposed  crossing  and  pointed  out  the  potential  interference  with 
road  traffic. 

Following  inquiries  by  the  Board,  the  C.P.R.  advised  on  September  10th 
that,  as  requested,  they  had  investigated  the  possibility  of  changing  the  opera- 
tion in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  crossing  at  Fourteenth  Street  and  that  they 
had  not  been  able  to  discover  any  change  that  would  make  the  use  of  this  cross- 
ing practicable.  They  again  submitted  that  a  highway  crossing  should  not  be 
opened  at  this  point  as  it  would  interfere  very  seriously  with  the  efficient 
operation  of  the  railway  and  would  be  subject  to  long  delays  to  highway  traffic. 

The  British  Columbia  Hydro  and  Power  Authority  in  their  submission  dated 
September  24,  1963,  advised  that  they  had  under  consideration  for  some  time, 
the  movement  of  the  yard  operation  which  is  now  located  immediately  west  of  the 
proposed  Fourteenth  Street  crossing  to  a  site  further  to  the  west.  They  also 
advised  that  this  movement  might  take  place  in  the  next  year  or  so.  They  pointed 
out,  however,  that  even  if  the  yard  and  locomotive  shop  facilities  should  be  so 
relocated,  it  will  not  make  a  great  deal  of  difference  in  the  problems  at  the 
proposed  Fourteenth  Street  crossing. 

They  also  advised  that  they  agreed  fully  with  the  C.P.R. 's  submissions  of 
September  10th. 

On  October  3rd,  1963,  Counsel  for  the  City  of  New  Westminster  in  a  telegram 
informed  the  Board  that  the  City  would  commence  constructing  the  Fourteenth 
Street  crossing  and  requested  that  the  Board  issue  an  Order  setting  out  conditions 
of  safety  at  the  crossing.  The  Board  replied  on  October  11th,  1963,  that  a  public 
hearing  would  be  held  at  the  City  of  New  Westminster  during  the  week  of  No- 
vember 24th,  1963. 

At  the  hearing,  Mr.  Stewardson,  City  Engineer,  produced  a  plan  marked  as 
Exhibit  1,  showing  the  streets  presently  used  by  traffic  travelling  between  the 
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west  end  of  the  City  and  the  industrial  area  via  the  10th  Street  crossing.  He 
also  produced  Exhibit  2,  showing  that  on  May  16,  1963,  between  7  a.m.  and 
5  p.m.,  260  cars  and  270  trucks  entered  Terminal  Avenue  and  240  cars  and 
260  trucks  left  Terminal  Avenue,  via  10th  Street  crossing,  and  also  showing 
that  of  the  total  vehicles  entering  Terminal  Avenue,  130  cars  and  130  trucks 
approached  from  the  west,  and  of  the  total  leaving  Terminal  Avenue,  150  cars  and 
110  trucks  proceeded  in  the  westerly  direction. 

Asked  by  Counsel  for  the  City  if  there  had  been  an  improvement  in  traffic 
as  a  result  of  a  road  constructed  in  the  westerly  part  of  the  City,  Mr.  Stewardson 
stated  that  the  construction  of  the  Stewardson  Way  from  the  downtown  area  of 
New  Westminster  toward  Marine  Drive  to  the  west  had  been  completed  and  the 
function  of  that  artery  was  to  let  traffic  in  and  out  of  New  Westminster  to  the 
west  without  the  necessity  of  climbing  a  very  steep  grade  on  12th  Street  to  6th 
Avenue  and  then  out  6th  Avenue.  He  also  stated  that  the  primary  object  of  con- 
structing the  Stewardson  Way  was  to  relieve  the  heavy  truck  traffic  of  the  neces- 
sity of  climbing  the  steep  grades  on  12th  Street.  At  the  same  time,  it  was  intended 
to  join  14th  Street  up  to  Columbia  Street  as  the  industrial  connection  for  this 
heavy  truck  traffic  and  so  far  as  possible,  keep  it  out  of  the  more  commercial 
areas  of  the  Town. 

Mr.  Stewardson  testified  to  the  effect  that  Terminal  Avenue  and  Columbia 
Street  are  constructed  up  to  the  intersection  of  Columbia  Street  and  14th  Street, 
that  14th  Street  is  paved  to  Third  Avenue  and,  east  of  Third  Avenue,  is  at 
present  constructed  as  a  gravel  road  up  to  the  tracks. 

In  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Green,  as  to  the  ownership  of  lots  35  and  36, 
which  are  adjacent  to  Fourteenth  Street,  the  City  Engineer  advised  that  these 
lots  were  registered  in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  West- 
minster. 

In  answer  to  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Mitchell,  Mr.  Stewardson  stated  that 
there  is  a  proposal  to  negotiate  with  the  B.C.  Hydro  to  move  their  tracks  westerly 
and  then  extend  Stewardson  Way  down  13th  Street  to  Queen's  Avenue,  then  along 
Queen's  Avenue  and  out  to  12th  Street. 

Mr.  Fountain,  Consultant  to  the  City  Counsel  on  planning  matters,  in  hi? 
evidence,  said  that: 

"Basically,  this  waterfront  is  a  transshipment  point  for  lumber  and  the 
lumber  shipment  originates  in  the  lumber  mills  on  Lulu  Island,  along  the  north 
arm  of  the  Eraser  River  into  the  City  of  Vancouver.  We  have  several  big  mills  in 
Vancouver  and  a  great  deal  of  that  material  after  manufacture  is  transported  by 
truck  and  by  railway  along  Marine  Drive  and  into  the  City  of  New  Westminster 
for  continuance  in  vessels  to  wherever  it  goes.  Similarly,  we  have  shipments  from 
the  other  mills  to  the  east  of  the  city  and  we  have  then  a  difficult  highway 
problem  in  truck  traffic  that  is  increasing  all  the  time,  bringing  goods  from  out 
of  the  City  of  New  V/estminster  for  unloading  and  transshipment  at  the  dockage 
area  here." 
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*'Now,  in  the  process  the  linkage  between  the  railway  and  the  industrial 
area  to  a  point  has  achieved  a  peculiar  situation.  It  is  substantially  a  case  of 
the  servant  becoming  the  master  in  my  opinion.  The  railway  is  there  to  serve 
the  industry  and  basically  to  serve  the  people  who  live  in  New  V/estminster,  but 
here  now  we  have  the  railways  which  have  so  accumulated  and  extended  their 
activities  to  the  point  where  they  are  beginning  to  throttle  the  lifeblood  of  the 
city.  We  have,  as  you  know,  four  railways  entering  New  Westminster*:  The  Great 
Northern,  the  Canadian  National,  the  C.P.R.  and  the  B.C.  Hydro,  all  of  them 
competing  for  trackage  along  this  area,  all  of  them*-'' 

have  dealt  in  general  terms  with  the  importance  of  the  problem  of  the 
waterfront  of  New  Westminster  in  the  economic  life  of  the  city  and  of  the  region. 
It  is  important  that  there  should  be  adequate  facilities  in  order  to  convey  goods 
to  and  from  this  waterfront  area,  and  the  amount  of  truck  traffic  as  the  mode  of 
conveyance  is  increasing  considerably.  I  have  not  any  figures  on  that  but  cities 
in  other  parts  of  the  country  are  finding  that  this  is  the  fact." 

"We  have,  as  I  previously  mentioned,  this  traffic  which  is  basically  lumber 
traffic  coming  by  heavy  trucks  into  the  city  from  both  east  and  west  and  partic- 
ularly coming  in  along  Marine  Drive.  Now,  in  order  to  facilitate  this  traffic  and 
to  avoid  it  becoming  confused  with  the  normal  commercial  and  residential  traffic 
of  the  city,  the  city  of  New  Westminster  did  develop  a  roadway  known  as  Steward- 
son  Way  leading  substantially  from  the  west  boundary  of  the  city  and  parallelling 
the  former  British  Columbia  Electric  interurban  line  into  the  industrial  area.'* 

**Now,  it  was  anticipated  that  this  road  would  continue  after  crossing  the 
railway  tracks  and  become  an  industrial  roadway  and  thus  separate  industrial 
traffic  from  the  business  traffic  of  the  city,  but  the  completion  of  this  road  is 
blocked  by  the  necessity  to  cross  the  tracks  and  the  only  link  missing  is  approx- 
imately 100  feet  of  roadway  in  order  to  achieve  an  industrial  roadway  which 
will  then  separate  the  industrial  traffic  from  the  rest  of  the  traffic  in  the  city." 

'*In  the  absence  of  such  facility  the  heavy  trucks  go  down  Stewardson  Way 
and  then  instead  of  continuing  on  14th  Street  and  across  into  the  waterfront 
area,  they  have  to  turn  left  at  Third  Avenue  and  then  make  their  way  up,  which 
incidentally  is  uphill,  and  then  downhill  again  on  12th  Street  and  into  the  area 
along  the  route  which  Mr.  Stewardson  previously  discussed  with  you.  So  that  the 
one  remaining  section  which  is  vital  to  the  industrial  welfare  of  the  city  is  this 
crossing  of  the  tracks  in  order  to  link  up  Stewardson  Way  approach  to  the  city 
with  the  industrial  roadway  system  which  is  between  the  trackage  and  the  water- 
front and  it  is  the  achievement  of  this  last  link  where  the  difficulty  has  occurred 
with  the  railway  companies  and  the  city.  The  city  has,  as  was  previously 
mentioned,  extended  their  roadway  system  up  to  a  point  so  that  there  is  a  complete 
road  on  both  sides  of  this  railway  crossing  and  if  the  railway  crossing  is  com- 
pleted it  will  then  be  a  complete  highway  system  to  separate  the  industrial  traffic 
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from  the  rest  of  the  normal  city  traffic  in  this  area  and  at  the  same  time  achiev- 
ing a  better  use  of  this  dockage  area.*' 

In  cross-examination,  Counsel  for  the  C.P.R.  asked  Mr.  Fountain  what  traffic 
was  to  make  a  long  circuitous  route  in  around  Columbia  Street  and  take  Tenth 
Street  crossing  and  them  come  back  along  Terminal  Avenue?  Mr.  Fountain 
answered:  "that  the  people  who  would  have  to  make  the  full  circuitous  route 
would  be  those  people  whose  origin  was  west  of  the  City  and  whose  destination 
was  the  property  now  owned  by  Evans,  Coleman.  But  at  the  same  time,  there  are 
many,  many  other  trucking  enterprises  which  have  to  get  into  the  city  street 
system  when  that  industrial  congestion  could  be  avoided  by  this  very  small 
connection  between  14th  Street  and  Columbia  Street  up  and  in  the  vicinity  of 
Evans,  Coleman  and  Evans  Limited.'* 

The  foregoing  indicates  the  present  intention  of  the  City,  which  became 
apparent  at  the  hearing,  to  use  the  proposed  14th  Street  crossing,  not  only  to 
provide  an  additional  access  to  the  industrial  area  but  also  to  divert  industrial 
and  through  truck  traffic  from  the  normal  city  traffic. 

Later,  Mr.  Green  asked  the  following  question: 

"So,  if  there  was  a  crossing  there  at  14th  Street  and  this  is  the  point  of 
interchange  between  the  two  railways  and  where  the  trains  are  made  up,  if  that 
interchange  point  was  broken  up  and  a  crossing  put  in  there  it  would  mean 
tremendous  delay  to  the  trains  of  both  railways,  wouldn't  it?"  To  which  Mr. 
Fountain  gave  the  following  answer*: 

"I  can  acknowledge  that  the  use  of  14th  Street  by  the  city  as  a  highway 
will  undoubtedly  have  an  adverse  effect  upon  the  railway  operation." 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Mitchell,  Mr.  Fountain  gave  the  following  evidence: 

"Q.  I  take  it  from  your  evidence  that  you  anticipate  a  heavy  flow  of  in- 
dustrial traffic  over  this  proposed  crossing  if  the  crossing  is  opened  out? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Have  you  considered  the  problem  related  to  public  safety  at  this  crossing 
if  the  crossing  is  opened  and  that  traffic  develops? 

A.  Not  in  very  great  detail,  no,  not  at  this  time. 

Q.  Have  you  considered  what  signal  protection  might  be  installed? 

A.  That  is  —  can  I  stretch  your  question  a  little? 

Q.  No,  I  am  asking  you  have  you  considered  signal  protection? 

A,  No,  if  I  answer  your  question  directly  I  have  not  considered  signaliza- 
tion." 

Mr.  Fountain  was  questioned  by  the  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  as  to 
alternatives  to  the  proposed  crossing  and  the  following  passage  took  place 
between  him  and  Counsel  for  the  City:

"TIIE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  Well,  we  anticipate  that  you  for  the  city  will 
adhere  to  a  strict  position,  Mr,  Button,  but  our  position  is  as  a  board  that  we  are 
charged  under  the  Railway  Act  with  the  public  responsibility  which  we  wish  to 
discharge  properly  and  that  means  considering  alternatives  that  might  to  a 
greater  degree  protect  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public.  So  if  you  have 
no  objection  at  this  point  we  would  like  Mr.  Fountain  to  deal  with  it. 

MR.  HUTTON:  I  presume  that  the  Board  would  give  to  Mr,  Fountain  some 
protection  in  the  fact  that  you  are  inquiring  in  this  particular  instance,  as  you 
say,  under  your  powers  under  the  Railway  Act,  and  what  he  would  now  say  would 
come  under  that  perhaps  and  contrary  perhaps  to  some  other  province  here  which 
of  course  would  wish  to  expand  if  possible  into  these  fields. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  I  think  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  Board  is  asking 
Mr.  Fountain  to  deal  with  any  possible  alternatives  and  in  so  doing  it  should 
be  quite  clear  we  will  —  at  least  will  not  consider  anything  he  says  is  vol- 
unteered in  any  way  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  Mayor  and  city  council.'* 

And  following  an  adjournment: 

''MR.  HUTTON:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  received  instructions  from  the  city 
fathers  to  the  effect  that  the  city  is  most  reluctant  at  this  time  to  explore 
alternatives  on  the  premise  that  the  city  is  senior  on  the  street  and  wants  to 
use  its  own  street  for  proper  purposes  as  the  most  satisfactory  solution  from 
the  city's  point  of  view.  If  however  the  railways  make  some  submissions  which 
include  alternatives  I  am  instructed  to  say  that  Mr.  Fountain  would  be  most 
glad  to  assist  in  any  way  he  may  and  he  is  available  from  the  city  for  that 
purpose.  I  think  that  is  the  gist  of  my  instructions." 

Mr.  H.H.  Logan,  former  superintendent  of  Railway  Operations  of  B.C.  Hydro 
and  Power  Authority,  who  held  the  position  of  Superintendent  from  1950  to 
August  1963,  gave  evidence  as  to  rail  movements  in  the  area  and  stated  that 
there  was  movement  of  a  continuous  nature  between  8:00  and  9:00  every  morning 
and  that,  on  occasions,  when  it  is  necessary  to  double  over  in  order  to  pick  up 
more  than  40  cars,  the  train  has  to  occupy  the  crossing,  pull  over  it  and  back  on 
to  another  track  in  the  yard.  Asked  by  Mr.  Mitchell  what  alternative  would  be 
left  if  the  railway  was  forced  to  clear  the  crossing  within  five  minutes,  Mr. 
Logan  answered  that  it  could  be  possible  to  cut  the  train  at  the  crossing  and  then 
come  back  over  it  but  after  coupling  the  train  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  an 
air  brake  test  which  could  not  be  done  without  occupying  the  crossing.  Mr. 
Logan  stated  that  in  the  fall  of  the  year,  when  fog  conditions  prevail  because 
of  the  proximity  of  14th  Street  to  the  river,  the  fog  condition  remains  for  a  longer 
time  than  it  does  at  other  points  of  the  town. 
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Mr.  J.H.  Gilley,  New  Westminster  and  Fraser  Valley  manager  for  Evans, 
Coleman  and  Evans,  examined  by  Mr.  Carrothers,  stated  that  approximately  90 
per  cent  of  their  annual  traffic  is  distributed  by  trucks  and  that  possibly  45 
per  cent  of  that  truck  traffic  would  be  headed  towards  the  westerly  destinations 
from  their  plant,  the  balance  of  it  being  towards  an  easterly  direction.  He  pointed 
out  that  the  westerly  destined  traffic  has  a  mile  and  a  half  added  haul  which 
reduces  the  area  of  operations  with  the  distribution  of  concrete.  He  also  stated 
that  a  crossing  would  certainly  have  the  advantage  of  giving  them  an  alternative 
access  to  their  storage.  He  pointed  out  that  at  the  moment,  the  only  access  is 
frequently  blocked  with  freight  traffic. 

Mr.  A.E.  Hilling,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Vancouver  Division  of 
the  C.P.R.  explained  that  at  the  present  time,  a  train  anywhere  between  50  to 
65  cars,  is  built  and  is  stopped  so  that  the  head^end  of  the  train  is  kept  clear 
of  the  10th  Street  crossing  but  goes  across  the  area  that  would  be  14th  Street 
crossing.  If  14th  Street  was  opened  as  a  public  crossing  and  had  to  be  kept 
clear  then  it  would  mean  either  shortening  up  trains  but  in  order  to  couple  45 
or  50  cars  would  require  occupying  the  crossing  over  five  minutes  almost  every 
day.  Questioned  by  Mr.  Green  as  to  the  necessity  for  giving  regular  service  to 
the  company's  customers,  Mr.  Hilling  stated: 

* 'Transportation  is  highly  competitive  today  and  any  change  in  the  service 
that  we  provide  to  our  customers  could  very  easily  result  in  their  traffic  being 
diverted  to  some  other  carrier.  V/e  are  vitally  concerned  with  our  transportation 
position,  that  it  is  the  one  that  -  the  rail  transportation  is  not  given  as  big  a 
share  of  the  transportation  dollar  as  they  used  to  and  we  try  with  all  the  means 
at  our  command  to  arrest  that  trend  and  see  that  we  stay  as  competitive  as  we 
can." 

Mr.  Green  also  asked  Mr.  Hilling: 

"Would  it  be  possible  to  only  obstruct  that  crossing  for  five  minutes  at 
a  time?"  and  his  answer  was: 

''Oh,  it  would  not.  We  could  not  possibly  carry  on  the  switching  pattern 
we  have  there  now  if  we  had  to  clear  the  crossing  every  five  minutes.  The 
difficulty  there  would  be  too  if  we  cleared  the  crossing  every  five  minutes 
and  the  C.N.R.  came  in  later  and  occupied  the  crossing  at  that  time  and  they 
cleared  the  crossing  and  then  the  B.C.  Electric  came  in  and  occupied  the  cross- 
ing, we  could  go  as  far  as  15  minutes  being  off  the  crossing,  then  go  on  the 
crossing,  the  time  they  clear,  and  during  which  time  the  crossing  could  be 
continuously  blocked  and  no  one  railroad  on  there  over  the  five  minutes." 

To  the  following  question  asked  by  Counsel  for  the  City  in  cross-examina- 
tion: 

"Now,  I  was  just  wondering,  Mr.  Hilling,  drawing  on  your  experience,  would 
some  closer  coordination  between  the  B.C.  Hydro  operation  and  the  CP.  operation

making  it  more  analogous  to  a  single  operation,  would  that  do  away  with  some  of 
the  duplication  which  must  now  take  place,  in  other  words,  a  closer  agreement 
to  find  some  method  to  assist  to  clear  this  intersection  that  is  of  concern  to  the 
Board?'^ 

Mr.  Hilling  replied:  **Not  to  my  knowledge.  There  has  got  to  be  a  physical 
interchange  of  cars  between  us  and  them.** 

Mr.  Fish,  Division  Engineer  of  the  Vancouver  Division  of  the  C.P.R.  Com- 
pany, stated  in  his  evidence  that  the  construction  of  an  underpass  at  the  location 
of  14th  Street  was  feasible  but  would  be  very  expensive  and  questioned  whether 
or  not  its  construction  and  maintenance  could  be  economically  justified.  He 
stated  that  the  same  thing  applied  to  an  overhead  bridge.  He  estimated  that 
either  of  those  structures  would  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  half  a  million 
dollars.  He  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  might  be  possible  to  open  a  crossing 
at  14th  Street  but  that  the  railway  operations  would  be  very  seriously  hampered 
with  loss  of  service  to  the  railway's  customers.  Asked  by  the  Assistant  Chief 
Commissioner  as  to  possible  alternatives,  Mr.  Fish  stated  that  there  could  be 
the  alternatives  of:  a  level  crossing,  or  a  protected  level  crossing,  or  a  grade 
separation.  He  also  mentioned  as  an  alternative  the  possibility  of  the  City  re- 
developing the  traffic  pattern  in  some  other  location  away  from  the  Railway. 

Mr.  Dunbar,  Assistant  Manager  in  the  Real  Estate  Department  of  the  C.P.R. 
in  Vancouver,  testified  to  the  effect  that  the  line  from  New  Westminster  Junction, 
now  called  Coquitlam,  to  New  Westminster  was  opened  on  the  14th  of  June  1887 
and  that  the  plan  of  this  railway  was  approved  by  the  Department  of  Railways  and 
Canals  on  March  30th,  1886. 

Recalled  in  order  to  give  his  views  as  to  possible  alternatives  to  14th 
Street  crossing,  the  City  Engineer,  Mr.  Stewardson,  suggested  some  arrangement 
between  the  railways  to  eliminate  a  good  number  of  their  tracks.  One  other 
suggestion  was  the  relocation  of  the  tracks  on  the  north  side  of  14th  Street  so 
that  the  proposed  crossing  could  be  moved  from  14th  Street  to  a  location  west  of 
Third  Avenue.  As  a  third  alternative,  he  suggested  some  exchange  of  land  by 
which  the  City  would  convey  to  the  railway  the  road  allowance  at  14th  Street  and 
receive  a  strip  of  land  immediately  south  of  14th  Street,  now  owned  by  Rayonier 
Company,  which  would  permit  the  use  of  the  present  crossing  at  Third  Avenue. 

Mr.  Stewardson  generally  agreed  with  the  statements  made  by  Mr.  Fish  with 
respect  to  cost  and  difficulties  concerning  a  grade  separation  at  14th  Street. 

Mr.  Fountain  was  recalled  to  give  his  opinion  on  possible  alternatives  and 
stated  that  he  agreed  with  one  of  the  alternatives  suggested  by  Mr.  Stewardson 
that  is,  the  extension  of  Columbia  Street  through  the  Rayonier  Plant  up  to  Third 
Avenue,  but  considered  that  it  was  not  a  desirable  method  of  bringing  highway 
traffic  into  the  area.  Mr.  Fountain  also  suggested  the  removal  of  existing  tracks 
and  sorting  yards  to  some  area  outside  of  the  downtown  area. 
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Although  the  City  of  New  Westminster  has  withdrawn  its  application  for  a 
crossing  at  14th  Street,  it  nevertheless  requested  from  the  Board  an  Order  setting 
out  conditions  of  safety  at  14th  Street  crossing. 

The  position  taken  by  the  City  is  that  14th  Street  was  in  existence  in  1880 
and  that  it  is  senior  to  all  the  railways  that  were  constructed  across  this  street. 

According  to  the  evidence  adduced,  the  first  railway  line  was  opened  to 
traffic  in  1887  while  Col.  Moody's  plan  dated  1880,  shows  Dublin  Street,  which 
subsequently  became  14th  Street,  extending  to  the  river.  The  second  C.P.R. 
track  across  14th  Street  as  well  as  the  C.N.R.  track  were  authorized  by  the 
Board  in  1910  and  1931  respectively. 

The  fact  that  the  City  did  not  request  the  railways  to  construct  a  crossing 
at  the  time  the  railways  were  constructed  across  the  street  allowance  does  not 
mean  that  the  City  has  lost  its  rights  to  a  crossing  at  this  location.  In  the  case 
of  the  Municipality  of  Sasman  v.  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway  Company,  20 
C.R.C.,  246  to  249,  the  then  Chief  Commissioner  had  this  to  say  with  respect 
to  the  principle  of  seniority: 

*'The  Company  as  a  matter  of  fact  gets  no  title  in  a  road  allowance.  It 
obtains  under  the  Act  the  right  to  cross  it.  This  applies  in  so  far  as  all  road 
allowances,  existing  at  the  time  the  railway  is  constructed,  are  concerned 
whether  the  road  has  been  built  or  not.  The  title  is  in  the  Crown  or  in  the  munic- 
ipality, as  the  case  may  be,  and  when  it  is  desired  by  the  proper  authority 
to  make  and  open  such  a  highway,  no  matter  how  long  the  railway  may  have  been 
constructed,  in  my  mind  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  railway  ought  to  be  con- 
sidered as  junior,  and,  therefore,  ought  to  put  in  and  maintain  the  necessary 
highway  crossing,  in  cases  where  such  crossings  are  found  to  be  necessary  and 
compatible  with  public  safety." 

These  words  apply  equally  well  to  the  present  case.  The  seniority  rule  still 
applies  today  to  new  crossings  as  it  applied  then  and  I  cannot  accept  the  view  of 
the  railway  that  because  the  City  did  not  see  that  the  crossing  was  constructed 
at  the  same  time  as  the  railway,  it  should  not  now  be  permitted  to  open  a  cross- 
ing at  this  location. 

The  reasons  advanced  by  the  City  in  favour  of  the  opening  of  a  level  cross- 
ing at  14th  Street  are: 

a)  To  permit  an  additional  access  to  the  industries  located  on  the  waterfront 
between  10th  and  14th  Streets.  In  this,  the  City  is  supported  by  some 
industries  mainly,  Evans,  Coleman  and  Evans  Limited. 

b)  To  develop  a  truck  route  via  Terminal  Avenue  in  order  to  relieve  the  traffic 
congestion  on  other  city  streets. 

The  local  traffic  serving  the  industries  on  the  waterfront  crosses  the  railway 
at  10th  Street,  which  is  the  only  access  at  present  to  this  industrial  area.  This 
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traffic  is  in  the  order  of  one  thousand  vehicles  per  day  and  it  is  possible  that 
if  a  crossing  was  opened  at  14th  Street,  this  traffic  would  be  evenly  divided 
between  the  two  crossings. 

According  to  Mr.  Stewardson's  evidence,  B.C.  Hydro  may  move  their  tracks 
westerly  and  Stewardson  V/ay  will  be  extended  down  on  13th  Street  to  Queen's 
Avenue  and  out  to  12th  Street. 

It  is  difficult  to  see  why  truck  traffic  moving  through  the  City  would  want 
to  go  via  Terminal  Avenue  where  it  would  have  to  cross  the  railway  at  two 
locations,  namely,  14th  Street  and  10th  Street,  unless  it  had  to  stop  on  business 
somewhere  in  the  industrial  area.  It  is,  therefore,  impossible  at  this  time  to 
estimate  the  effect  of  through  truck  traffic  at  14th  Street  crossing. 

In  opposing  this  proposal,  the  railways  have  mainly  stressed  the  adverse 
effect  that  such  a  crossing  would  have  on  their  switching  operations,  the  danger 
to  the  vehicular  traffic  and  the  possibility  of  the  crossing  being  blocked  more 
than  five  minutes  at  one  time. 

Reference  was  made  at  the  hearing  to  the  crossing  at  Royal  Avenue,  which 
was  closed  in  1960.  This  crossing  was  located  approximately  half-way  between 
the  existing  10th  Street  and  proposed  14th  Street  crossing.  It  is  doubtful  that  a 
level  crossing  at  14th  Street  would  make  the  operations  of  the  Railway  more 
difficult  than  they  were  when  Royal  Avenue  was  open.  As  to  the  question  of 
danger  to  the  highway  traffic,  I  believe  that  there  is  no  reason  why  a  proper 
form  of  automatic  protection  which  could  be  operated  manually,  when  necessary, 
(i.e.  for  switching  movements)  could  not  be  installed  at  this  crossing.  It  is 
evident  that  the  railways  would  be  put  to  a  certain  amount  of  inconvenience  in 
order  to  avoid  extensive  blocking  of  the  crossing,  but  the  problem  should  not  be 
insurmountable. 

The  City  is  requesting  a  crossing  at  the  intersection  of  14th  Street  and  the 
Railways  but  several  alternatives  have  been  considered.  A  subway  or  an  over- 
head bridge  at  this  location  would  remove  the  objections  of  the  Railway  in  so 
far  as  the  railway  operations  are  concerned,  would  eliminate  the  danger  of 
collisions  between  railway  traffic  and  highway  traffic  and  would  make  it  possible 
for  all  traffic  to  be  handled  without  delay.  Witnesses  for  both  railways  and  the 
City  have  expressed  the  opinion  that  such  a  structure  would  be  difficult  to  build 
and  would  be  very  expensive.  The  Board  has  received  no  evidence  that  the 
highway  traffic  that  would  use  14th  Street  crossing  would  be  such,  in  the  fore- 
seeable future,  as  to  warrant  an  expenditure  of  the  order  of  half  a  million  dollars. 

Another  alternative  that  was  considered  was  the  construction  of  a  level 
crossing  west  of  the  Third  Avenue  crossing,  which  perhaps  would  not  cause  so 
much  inconvenience  to  the  railway  operations.  This  proposal,  however,  was  not 
favored  by  the  City. 
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The  City  Engineer,  in  his  evidence,  suggested  an  exchange  of  land  between 
the  City  and  the  Railway  by  which  the  City  would  convey  part  of  the  street 
allowance  presently  occupied  by  the  tracks  in  exchange  for  a  strip  of  land  south 
of  the  C.N.R.  track  in  order  to  connect  Columbia  Street  with  Third  Avenue,  in 
which  case  the  highway  traffic  could  use  Third  Avenue  crossing  to  reach  the 
industrial  area  without  the  necessity  of  having  to  construct  a  new  crossing  at 
14th  Street.  The  City  Planning  Consultant  indicated  in  his  evidence  that  this 
alternative  might  be  acceptable  to  the  City  for  the  time  being. 

,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  City  of  New  Westminster  is  senior  to  the  railways  at 
14th  Street  and  that  it  has  the  right  to  a  crossing.  In  view  of  the  nature  of  the 
railway  operations  at  this  point,  I  consider  that  a  level  crossing  should  not  be 
opened  without  the  installation  of  flashing  lights  and  bells  properly  designed  for 
the  traffic  conditions. 

I  would  therefore  direct  that  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  and 
Canadian  National  Railways  construct  a  crossing  over  their  respective  tracks 
where  they  cross  14th  Street  in  the  City  of  New  Westminster,  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  at  the  location  shown  on  plan  dated  April  25th,  1962,  on  file  with  the 
Board  under  file  No.  27073.336  and  in  accordance  with  a  detail  plan  to  be  sub- 
mitted for  the  approval  of  an  engineer  of  the  Board. 

I  would  also  direct  that  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  install  and 
thereafter  maintain  automatic  protection  at  the  said  crossing,  consisting  of  two 
flashing  light  signals  and  two  bells  with  push  buttons  to  enable  the  protection 
to  be  manually  operated  for  switching  movements;  the  said  protection  to  be 
installed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  General  Orders  no.  811  and  no. 
830,  detail  plans  of  said  protection  shall  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  an 
engineer  of  the  Board. 

I  would  further  direct  that  the  construction  of  the  said  crossing  and  the 
installation  of  the  said  automatic  protection  be  completed  within  ninety  days 
from  the  date  of  an  Order  to  be  issued  by  the  Board. 

I  would  apportion  the  cost  of  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  crossing, 
as  well  as  the  cost  of  installation,  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  protection, 
one-third  by  Canadian  National  Railways  and  two-thirds  by  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company.  I  would  also  direct  that  the  said  crossing  be  not  opened  for 
the  use  of  the  public  until  the  said  automatic  protection  has  been  completed  and 
placed  in  service. 
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An  Order  will  issue  accordingly. 

In  view  of  the  alternatives  suggested,  if  the  City  and  the  railways  can  agree 
to  a  more  suitable  location  for  the  crossing  of  the  railway  by  the  highway,  the 
rights  held  by  the  City  at  14th  Street  would  be  transferred  to  the  other  location.

UPON  hearing  this  matter  at  a  sittings  of  the  Board  held  at  New  Westminster, 
British  Columbia,  on  November  25th  and  26th,  1963,  in  the  presence  of  Counsel 
for  the  City  of  New  Westminster,  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  the 
British  Columbia  Hydro  and  Power  Authority,  the  Canadian  National  Railways 
and  Evans,  Coleman  and  Evans  Limited;  and  upon  reading  the  submissions  filed— 

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 

1.  The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  the  Canadian  National  Rail- 
ways shall  construct  a  crossing  over  their  respective  tracks  where  they  cross 
14th  Street  in  the  City  of  New  Westminster,  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
at  the  location  shoWn  on  plan  dated  April  25,  1962,  on  file  with  the  Board  under 
file  No.  27073.336. 

2.  The  said  crossing  shall  be  constructed  in  compliance  with  a  detailed 
plan  which  shall  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  an  Engineer  of  the  Board. 

3.  The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  shall  install,  and  shall  there- 
after maintain,  automatic  protection  consisting  of  two  flashing  light  signals  and 
two  bells  with  push  buttons  to  enable  the  protection  to  be  manually  operated  for 
switching  movements,  at  the  said  crossing. 
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4.  The  said  protection  shall  be  installed  in  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  General  Orders  Nos.  811  and  830,  and  detailed  plans  showing  the  layout  there- 
of shall  be  submitted  to,  and  approved  by,  an  Engineer  of  the  Board. 

5.  The  construction  of  the  said  crossing  and  the  installation  of  the  said 
automatic  protection  shall  be  completed  within  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  this 
Order. 

6.  The  cost  of  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  said  crossing,  as  well 
as  the  cost  of  installation,  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  said  automatic 
protection  shall  be  borne  and  paid  one-third  by  the  Canadian  National  Railways 
and  two-thirds  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

7.  The  said  crossing  shall  not  be  opened  for  the  use  of  the  public  until  the 
said  automatic  protection  has  been  CQmpleted  and  placed  in  service.

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JUDGMENT 


IN  THE  MATTER  OF  the  joint  application  of  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  and  Canadian  National  Railway  Company  for  an  Order  authorizing  the 
establishment  and  operation  of  a  joint  telegraph  office  in  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Sault  Ste,  Marie,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  for  approval  of  a  MemO' 
randum  of  Agreement,  dated  June  19,  1963,  pursuant  to  sections  318  and  380(12) 
of  the  Railway  Act: 


BY  THE  BOARD: 

On  September  30,  1963,  Canadian  National  Railway  Company  and  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company  applied  to  the  Board,  pursuant  to  section  318  of  the 
Railway  Act,  for  an  Order  authorizing  the  establishment  and  operation  of  a  joint 
telegraph  office  in  the  City  of  Sault  Ste*  Marie,  Ontario. 

The  Railway  Companies  also  applied,  under  section  380(12)  of  the  Railway 
Act,  for  approval  of  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement  dated  June  19,  1963,  setting 
forth  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  joint  telegraph  office  would  be 
established. 

In  their  application  the  Companies  submitted  that,  based  on  1962  operation, 
it  is  expected  that  the  revenue  advantages  to  Canadian  Pacific  would  amount  to 
$6,607.00  per  annum,  and  to  Canadian  National  $3,108.00  per  annum. 

The  Board  notified  Canadian  National  Division  No.  43  and  Canadian  Pacific 
Division  No.  1  of  the  Commercial  Telegraphers'  Union  of  the  receipt  of  the 
application. 

By  letter  dated  October  15,  1963,  Mr.  Pawson,  on  behalf  of  both  Divisions 
of  the  Union,  acknowledged  the  Board's  communication  and  requested  a  post- 
ponement of  the  hearing.  The  Board,  on  October  25,  advised  Mr.  Pawson  that 
**in  recent  cases  of  a  similar  nature,  the  Board  has  not  found  it  necessary  to 
hold  a  public  hearing  and  this  may  also  be  the  case  in  this  instance.'' 


Fi7e  No,  10041J63. 
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On  October  29  and  30,  respectively,  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Sault  Ste, 
Marie  and  the  Canadian  Labour  Congress  requested  a  public  hearing. 

On  November  26  the  Board  wrote  to  the  bodies  mentioned  above  and  to  the 
Sault  Ste.  Marie  and  District  Labour  Council,  referring  to  the  request  for  a  public 
hearing  and  asking  for  some  specific  submissions  in  support  of  a  public  hearing 
and  in  opposition  to  the  application.  Replies  were  received  from  the  City,  the 
Canadian  Labour  Congress  and  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  and  District  Labour  Council. 

On  January  14  the  Board  wrote  to  all  the  above  bodies  advising  that  the 
Board  had  reviewed  the  representations  made  by  each  and  the  letter  continued 
to  say: 

''The  Board  heard  a  similar  application  at  Fort  William  in  November  of 
1960.  In  the  Judgment,  in  that  casp,  the  Board  said: 

'Because  of  section  318  of  the  Railway  Act  the  companies  may  not 
pool  their  tolls  or  divide  their  earnings  without  leave  of  the  Board.  Such 
leave  is  not  required  under  section  318  to  operate  a  joint  office  where 
no  pooling  of  tolls  or  revenues  is  entailed.' 

You  will  see  from  the  foregoing  that  the  Board's  jurisdiction  is  limited 
by  the  Railway  Act  to  the  approving  of  the  pooling  of  tolls.  The  Board's 
discretion  in  approving  the  agreement  is  limited  to  passing  upon  its  terms. 

There  seems  to  the  Board  no  purpose  in  holding  a  hearing  in  this  matter 
to  hear  objections  which  appear  to  be  outside  its  jurisdiction.  The  objections 
that  you  have  made  appear  to  be  in  this  category.  Unless  in  three  weeks 
you  raise  objections  which  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  outlined 
above,  there  would  be  no  useful  purpose  served  in  holding  public  hearings." 

On  February  3  the  Commercial  Telegraphers'  Union  advised  the  Board  that 
it  had  made  a  request  to  the  Government  of  Canada,  by  letter  addressed  to  the 
Deputy  Minister  of  Transport,  that  the  Railways  be  asked  to  defer  their  applica- 
tion and  enclosed  a  copy  of  that  letter.  The  Board  requested  the  Railway  Com- 
panies' submissions,  which  it  received  on  March  5. 

At  a  sittings  of  the  Board  held  at  Fort  William,  Ontario,  on  November  1  and 
2,  1960,  the  Board  heard  a  joint  application  of  Canadian  National  Railways  and 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  an  Order  authorizing  the  establishment 
and  operation  of  a  joint  telegraph  office  at  the  City  of  Fort  William.  Represented 
before  the  Board  were  the  two  Railway  Companies,  both  Divisions  of  the  Com- 
mercial Telegraphers'  Union,  Fort  William-Port  Arthur  and  District  Labour 
Council,  and  the  City  of  Fort  William.  Also  appearing  on  behalf  of  his  constituents 
was  Mr.  H.  Badanai,  M.P. 

On  January  16  following,  the  Board  issued  its  Judgment  in  the  matter. 
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In  its  Judgment  the  Board  held  that  its  jurisdiction  is  limited  to  the  granting 
or  refusal  of  leave  to  pool  telegraph  tolls  and  to  the  approval,  or  otherwise,  of 
any  agreement  or  arrangement  entered  into  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the 
arrangement.  The  Board,  in  its  Judgment,  said  in  part: 

*'A  clear  distinction  should  be  established  between  the  operation  of  a 
joint  office  on  the  one  hand  and  the  pooling  of  tolls  or  the  division  of 
earnings  on  the  other.  It  would  be  entirely  possible  for  two  railway  com- 
panies to  operate  a  joint  office  for  telegraph  purposes  while  keeping  tolls 
separate  so  that  no  division  of  earnings  would  take  place.  It  would  also  be 
possible  for  two  companies  to  pool  their  tolls  and  divide  their  earnings 
while  maintnining  and  operating  separate  offices.  In  the  present  case, 
howevpf,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  two  companies  to  operate  a  joint  office 
and  also  to  pool  crrinin  foils  anH  divnle  certain  earnings.  Because  of  section 
318  of  the  !Vailw<iy  Act  the  Cv:mp-?ni»\s  [cuy  not  pooi  iheir  tolls  or  divide 
their  enrniru"s  witiiout  ;t'ove  of  the  TioMfd,  Such  leave  is  not  required  under 
section  318  to  opt;rate  n  joint  office  where  no  pooling  of  tolls  or  revenues 
is  entailed.  Under  section  380(12)  of  the  Railway  Act,  however,  no  contract, 
agreement  or  arrangement  of  the  type  contemplated  in  the  application,  that 
may  be  entered  into  between  the  two  companies,  has  any  force  or  effect 
until  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Board." 

Pursuant  to  the  Judgment,  the  Board,  by  its  Order  No.  104137,  dated  March 
30,  1961,  authorized  the  Applicants  to  pool  the  tolls  and  divide  the  earnings  of 
their  joint  telegraph  office  in  the  City  of  Fort  William  in  accordance  with  the 
Memorandum  of  Agreement  which  by  the  Order  was  approved. 

By  petition  dated  March  28,  1961,  the  Commercial  Telegraphers'  Union 
appealed  the  said  Order  to  the  Governor  in  Council. 

By  Order  in  Council  P.C.  1961-638,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General 
in  Council  dismissed  the  petition.

The  application  also  contained  a  request  under  section  380(12)  of  the  Rail- 
way Act  for  approval  of  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the  two  Com- 
panies dated  June  15,  1963,  setting  forth  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which 
the  joint  telegraph  office  would  be  established  and  operated. 

The  Board  has  received  requests  for  a  public  hearing. 

For  the  reasons  set  out  in  the  Board's  Judgment  in  a  similar  application, 
dated  September  30,  1963,  in  respect  of  a  joint  telegraph  office  at  Sault  Ste.

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 


1.  Protective  devices  of  the  flashing  light  type  installed  by  railway  compa- 
nies subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board,  pursuant  to  an  Order  of  the  Board, 
shall  comply  with  the  specifications  contained  in  this  Order  for  protective 
devices  of  the  flashing  light  type,  and  shall  be  maintained  and  tested  in  accord- 
ance with  this  Order. 

2.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board,  protective  devices  installed 
prior  to  the  date  of  this  Order  are  not  required  to  conform  with  the  specifications 
herein,  but  such  protective  devices  shall  be  maintained  and  tested  in  accordance 
with  this  Order. 

3.  In  this  Order  the  "Company"  means  the  railway  company  responsible  for 
the  installation,  maintenance  and  testing  of  the  protective  device  signals  ordered 
by  the  Board. 


Specifications  for  highway  crossing  protective  devices  of  the  FLASHING 
LIGHT  type  —  (with  or  without  gates). 

1.  When  the  Board  orders  the  installation  of  a  protective  device  of  the 
flashing  light  type,  the  railway  company  concerned  shall  submit  to  the  authority 


PART  I 
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having  jurisdiction  over  the  highway  for  its  approval  as  to  location  of  the  pro- 
tection in  relation  to  the  hi[;hway  and  the  railway,  four  copies  of  a  plan  showing 
the  layout.  Such  plan  shall  also  contain  the  following  information: 

(1)  Minimum  length  of  operating  circuit. 

(2)  Maximum  distance  from  the  signal  to  the  standard  side  clearance  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  track  or  tracks. 

(3)  Distance  from  the  centre  of  signal  to  centre  of  travelled  roadway  to 
the  nearest  foot;  this  dimension  preferably  be  not  less  than  18  feet 
measured  at  right  angles  to  the  centre  line  of  the  highway. 

(4)  Distance  from  the  centre  of  signal  to  the  gauge  side  of  the  nearest 
rail  to  the  nearest  foot. 

(5)  Length  of  bracket  arm  or  cantilever  arm  if  used. 

(6)  Clearance  above  crown  of  road,  of  bracket  or  cantilever  structure  if 
used. 

(7)  ivlaxiinum  speed  of  trains  in  each  direction  on  each  main  track  within 
the  operating  circuits. 

2.  The  four  copies  of  the  said  plan  when  approved  by  the  road  authority 
shall  be  filed  by  the  railway  company  with  the  i3oard  for  approval  by  one  of  its 
Engineers. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  authorized  by  the  Board,  a  signal  of  the  flashing  light 
type  shall  be  placed  on  each  side  of  the  tracks  and  to  the  right  of  approaching 
highway  traffic,  and  each  signal  shall  have  not  less  than  four  electric  light 
units. 

(1)  The  assembly  of  apparatus  shall  conform  to  Board's  drawing  entitled 
"Highway  Grade  Crossing  Signals  of  the  Flashing  Light  Type" 
dated  October  1,  1963,  attached  to  and  forming  part  of  the  Order  as 
Appendix  "A",  except  that  where  the  standard  assembly  cannot 
be  so  located  due  to  local  conditions,  the  Company  may  use  canti- 
lever or  bracket  signal  support  or  left-hand  signals.  Where  signals 
are  spaced  more  than  25  feet  from  the  centre  of  highway,  cantilever 
signal  supports  shall  be  used. 

(2)  Parts  which  function  as  background  or  hood  for  light  signal  indica- 
tions shall  be  non-reflecting  black.  All  other  parts  shall  be  white  or 
aluminum. 

(3)  The  signboard  prescribed  by  Section  270  of  the  Railway  Act  which 
forms  part  of  the  apparatus,  shall  have  the  letters  marked  in  black 
upon  a  background  painted  white,  aluminum  or  of  a  reflective  material 
satisfactory  to  the  Board.

(4)  When  more  than  one  truck  is  protected,  signs  shall  indicate  the  number 
of  tracks  to  be  crossed  between  signals.  The  signs  shall  be  marked 
the  same  as  the  signboard  except  that  numerals  shall  be  SVi  inches 
high  and  letters  4  inches  high. 

4.  Electric  lights  shall  flash  alternately  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  30  nor 
more  than  45  flashes  per  minute,  and  each  light  shall  burn  approximately  the 
same  length  of  time  during  the  entire  operating  time  of  the  signal. 

5.  Electric  liglit  units  shall  conform  to  the  A.A.R.  Signal  Section  Specifi- 
cation No.  190  or  the  equivalent.  The  proper  roundel  within  such  Specification 
shall  be  used  as  determined  by  local  conditions. 

6.  Electric  light  units  shall  be  equipped  with  a  lamp  having  a  rating  of  at 
least  18  watts  and  operated  within  10%  of  rated  voltage. 

7.  When  the  Board  orders  the  installation  of  a  bell,  such  bell  shall  be 
mounted  parallel  to  the  roadway  and  form  part  of  the  signal.  Bell  shall  conform 
to  A.A.R.  Signal  Section  Specification  No.  44  or  the  equivalent. 

8.  (1)  Signals  shall  operate  for  not  less  than  20  seconds  before  the  crossing 

is  entered  by  a  train  at  a  speed  in  excess  of  10  m.p.h.;  provided  that 
where  the  distance  as  measured  parallel  to  the  centre  line  of  the 
highway  between  the  governing  signal  and  the  standard  side  clearance 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  farthest  protected  track  is  more  than  35 
feet,  the  operation  time  of  20  seconds  shall  be  increased  1  second 
for  each  additional  10  feet  or  fraction  thereof.  Signal  shall  continue 
to  operate  until  the  train  has  cleared  the  crossing. 

(2)  Signals  shall  operate  for  not  less  than  7  seconds  before  the  cross- 
ing is  entered  by  a  train  at  a  speed  of  10  m.p.h.  or  less.  Signal  shall 
continue  to  operate  until  the  train  has  cleared  the  crossing. 

9.  Where  train  speeds  on  a  main  track  vary  considerably,  additional  control 
circuits  may  be  required  with  timing  devices  so  arranged  that  a  warning  time, 
adequate  for  the  slower  trains,  will  be  automatically  adjusted. 

10.  Cut-out  controls  may  be  required  to  minimize  unnecessary  operation  of 
the  signals  when  trains  make  regular  operating  stops  or  perform  switching  oper- 
ations within  the  operating  circuits. 

(1)  If  such  controls  are  automatically  operated,  circuits  shall  be  so 
designed  or  train  speed  restricted  as  to  ensure  the  required  operating 
time  of  signals  when  the  train  again  proceeds  towards  the  crossing. 

(2)  Automatic  control  to  actuate  the  signals  by  approaching  trains,  other 
than  the  train  that  has  stopped  or  is  performing  switching  operations 
shall  take  preference  over  sucii  cut-out  feature. 
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(3)  Means  shall  be  provided  to  ensure  restoring  of  such  controls  to 
automatic  operation. 

11.  The  normal  functioning  of  any  device  shall  not  be  interfered  with  in 
testing  or  otherwise,  without  first  taking  adequate  measures  for  the  safety  of  the 
traffic  which  depends  on  the  normal  operation  of  such  devices. 

12.  Crossing  gates  may  be  required  where  they  are  necessary  to  provide 
proper  protection  of  highway  traffic.  V/hen  such  gates  are  required,  they  shall 
be  installed  as  adjuncts  to  signals  of  the  flashing  light  type  and  shall  comply 
with  the  following  additional  requirements  for  this  type  of  protective  device. 

(1)  The  assembly  of  the  gate  apparatus  shall  conform  with  the  Board's 
drawing  entitled  ''Gates  at  Highway  Crossings",  dated  October  1, 
1963,  attached  to  and  forming  part  of  this  Order  as  Appendix  "B". 

(2)  (a)  A  gate  shall  be  placed  on  each  side  of  the  track,  preferably  at 

right  angles  and  to  the  right  of  approaching  highway  traffic;  and 

(b)  When  such  gate  indicates  the  approach  of  a  train,  it  shall  present 
to  approaching  highway  traffic  the  aspect  of  an  arm  equipped 
with  red  lights  being  lowered  across  the  lane  or  lanes  used  by 
highway  traffic  or  at  rest  in  a  horizontal  position  across  such 
lanes. 

(3)  The  gate  shall  preferably  be  mounted  on  the  same  post  as  the  flash- 
ing light  signal. 

(4)  Each  individual  gate  shall  be  equipped  with  an  independent  operating 
mechanism. 

(5)  Each  gate  arm  shall  be  equipped  with  not  less  than  three  red  lights 
arranged  to  shine  in  both  directions  along  the  highway.  Such  lights 
shall  operate  at  all  times  when  the  gate  is  in  position  to  obstruct 
highway  traffic.  Such  lights  to  be  located  and  operated  as  follows: 

(a)  The  light  nearest  the  tip  to  be  not  less  than  14,  nor  more  than 
36  inches  from  the  tip  of  the  arm  and  burn  steadily;  and 

(b)  The  other  two  lights  to  be  located  to  suit  local  conditions  and 
to  flash  alternately  in  unison  with  the  lights  on  the  signal. 

(6)  The  gate  arms  shall  have  alternate  diagonal  stripes  of  black  and 
white  on  both  sides,  16  inches  wide,  and  all  other  parts  shall  be 
white  or  aluminum. 

(7)  The  gate  arms  when  not  indicating  the  approach  of  a  train  shall  not 
obstruct  nor  interfere  with  highway  traffic. 

(8)  The  gate  arms  shall  operate  uniformly,  smoothly,  and  complete  all 
movements  without  rebound  or  slap,  and  shall  be  securely  held  when 
in  raised  position. 
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(9)  The  mechanism  shall  be  so  designed  that  if  the  gate  arms,  while 
being  raised  or  lowered,  strike  or  foul  any  object,  they  will  readily 
stop  and  on  removal  of  the  obstruction,  the  mechanism  should  assume  j 
the  position  corresponding  with  the  control  apparatus. 

(10)  So  far  as  practicable,  the  design  of  the  gate  operating  mechanism  will 
ensure  proper  operation  during  all  weather  conditions,  and  when  such  ] 
operating  mechanism  is  out  of  order  the  gate  arms  shall  assume  the 
horizontal  position  across  the  highway.  1 

(11)  Circuits  for  operation  of  the  gate  shall  be  arranged  so  that  the  gate  j 
arms 

(a)  Start  their  downward  motion  not  less  than  three  seconds  after  the  \ 
signal  lights  start  to  operate;  j 

(b)  Reach  full  horizontal  position  before  any  train  on  a  main  track  j

13.  Signals,  gates,  operating  mechanisms  and  control  circuits  shall  be  in  ] 
accordance  with  A.A.R.  recommended  practice.  I 

14.  The  instrument  cases  shall  be  locked  when  not  being  used.  \ 

15.  (1)  All  highway  crossing  protective  devices  upon  the  line  of  any  raihvay  ' 

company  subject  to  the  le^;islative  authority  of  the  rnrliament  of  ] 
Canada  shall  be  efficiently  maintnincd  by  the  railway  company  upon  • 
whose  line  the  protection  is  installed  and  shall  be  tested  as  follovvs:  ^ 

For  all  crossings  protected  by  flashing  li^ht  signals  and  bells; 
or  by  flashing  li|Z.ht  signals,  bells  and  gates  the  tests  shall  be 
made  at  least  once  in  each  calendar  week.  ^ 

(2)  The  method  of  tests  shall  be  such  as  will  indicate  whether  or  not 
the  highway  crossing  protective  devices  are  in  good  working  order. 
If  the  highway  crossing  protective  devices  fail  to  operate  or  operate  j 
improperly,  notice  shall  be  given  at  once  by  the  railway  employee  * 
discovering  such  failure  or  improper  operation,  either  to  the  station 
agent  nearest  such  highway  crossing  protective  device,  or  to  the

train  dispatcher,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  report  the  matter  at  once 
to  the  Department  having  charge  of  the  operation  and  repair  of  such 
highway  crossing  protective  devices.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the 
receipt  of  such  notice  a  flagman  shall  be  placed  at  such  crossing  in 
order  that  all  users  of  the  said  crossing  may  be  protected  until  the  j 
highway  crossing  protective  device  concerned  has  been  repaired.

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16.(1)  When  the  Board  by  Order  has  apportioned  the  cost  of  maintenance  of 
any  highway-railway  crossing  signals,  the  Company  shall  not,  except 
in  case  of  emergency  brought  about  by  accident  or  other  conditions 
where  immediate  action  is  necessary,  and  except  as  provided  in  ss. 
(2)  of  this  section,  begin  any  major  repair  the  cost  of  which  exceeds 
$500.00  without  leave  of  the  Board  and  notice  sent  to  other  parties 
required  to  share  in  the  maintenance  cost  of  the  crossing  signal; 

(2)  When  all  parties  required  to  share  in  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the 
crossing  signals  agree  with  the  company  to  share  in  the  payment  of 
the  cost  of  the  major  repair  referred  to  in  ss.  (1)  of  this  section,  no 
leave  of  the  Board  is  required  before  beginning  such  major  repairs. 

PART  II 

Specifications  for  highway  crossing  protective  devices  other  than  Flashing 
Light  type  —  (with  or  without  gates). 

Every  railway  company  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  shall,  unless 
otherwise  authorized  by  the  Board,  comply  with  the  following  specifications  and 
requirements  with  respect  to  signals  of  the  wigwag  type  at  highway  crossings. 

1.  (1)  the  assembly  and  painting  of  apparatus  shall  conform  to  the  Board's 

drawing  entitled  "Highway  Grade  Crossing  Signals  of  Wigwag  Type", 
dated  October  1st,  1963,  attached  to  and  forming  part  of  this  Order  as 
Appendix  "C". 

(2)  The  "Railway  Crossing"  sign  and  signal  shall  be  mounted  on  the 
same  post. 

(3)  A  signal  shall  be  placed  on  each  side  of  the  track. 

2.  Automatic  signal  devices  used  to  indicate  the  approach  of  trains  shall 
so  indicate  for  not  less  than  twenty  seconds  before  the  arrival  of  the  fastest 
train  operated  over  the  crossing. 

3.  Circuits  for  automatic  operation  of  wigwag  signals  shall  be  so  arranged 
that  signals  will  operate  until  rear  of  train  reaches  or  clears  the  crossing. 

4.  Signal  lights  shall  shine  in  both  directions  along  the  highway. 

5.  Lenses  or  roundels  shall  be  five  inches  diameter  and  shall  be  in  accord- 
ance with  A.A.R.  Signal  Section  Specification  No.  69. 

6.  The  signal  light,  when  the  disc  is  suspended  vertically,  shall  have  a 
range,  at  night,  of  fifteen  hundred  feet  through  a  total  angle  of  not  less  than  30 
degrees  when  a  10-watt  lamp  rated  at  1,000  hours  is  burned  at  rated  voltage. 

7.  Movement  from  one  extreme  to  the  other  and  back  constitutes  a  cycle.  The 
number  of  cycles  per  minute  shall  be  30  minimum,  45  maximum. 
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8.  Bell  sh.ill  be  used  when  specified  and  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
A.A.R.  Signal  Section  Specification  No.  44. 

9.  All  highway  crossing  protective  devices  upon  the  line  of  any  railway 
company  subject  to  the  legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  shall 
be  efficiently  maintained  by  the  railway  company  upon  whose  line  the  protection 
is  installed  and  shall  be  tested  as  follows: 

For  all  crossings  protected  by  bell  and  danger  signs,  or  by  mechanical 
gates,  or  by  wigwag  signals,  the  tests  shall  be  made  at  least  once  a 
day,  except  during  week-ends  and  legal  holidays  when  not  more  than  two 
days  may  elapse  on  which  no  test  is  made. 

10.  The  method  of  tests  shall  be  such  as  will  indicate  whether  or  not  the 
highway  crossing  protective  devices  are  in  good  working  order.  If  the  highway 
crossing  protective  devices  fail  to  operate  or  operate  improperly,  notice  shall 
be  given  at  once  by  the  railway  employee  discovering  such  failure  or  improper 
operation,  either  to  the  station  agent  nearest  such  highway  crossing  protective 
device,  or  to  the  train  dispatcher,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  report  the  matter  at 
once  to  the  Department  having  charge  of  the  operation  and  repair  of  such  highway 
crossing  protective  devices.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice 
a  flagman  shall  be  placed  at  such  crossing  in  order  that  all  users  of  the  said 
crossing  may  be  protected  until  the  highway  crossing  protective  device  con- 
cerned has  been  repaired.  If  the  protection  is  for  more  than  four  tracks  two  flag- 
men shall  be  used. 

11.  (1)  When  the  Board  by  Order  has  apportioned  the  cost  of  maintenance  of 

any  highway-railway  crossing  signals,  the  Company  shall  not,  except 
in  case  of  emergency  brought  about  by  accident  or  other  conditions 
where  immediate  action  is  necessary,  and  except  as  provided  in  ss. 
(2)  of  this  section,  begin  any  major  repair,  the  cost  of  which  exceeds 
$500.00,  without  leave  of  the  Board  and  notice  sent  to  other  parties 
required  to  share  in  the  maintenance  cost  of  the  crossing  signal; 

(2)  When  all  parties  required  to  share  in  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the 
crossing  signals  agree  with  the  company  to  share  in  the  payment  of 
the  cost  of  the  major  repair  referred  to  in  ss.  (1)  of  this  section,  no 
leave  of  the  Board  is  required  before  beginning  such  major  repairs.

JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

This  is  a  joint  application  by  Northern  Telephone  Limited  and  the  Town  of 
Kenora  (which  I  refer  to  as  **Kenora")  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Railway 
Act  for  an  Order  that  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada  (which  I  refer  to  as 
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"BelP')  provide  to  the  Applicants  an  interconnection  of  their  facilities  with 
those  of  Bell  at  Bell's  long  distance  switchboard  at  Fort  William,  such  intercon- 
nection to  be  used  for  the  interchange  of  long  distance  telephone  traffic  between 
the  systems  of  the  Applicants  centred  at  Kenora  and  the  system  of  Bell. 

Of  the  several  telephone  systems  to  which  I  shall  make  reference,  only  Bell 
is  within  the  Board's  jurisdiction. 

The  evidence  as  to  the  present  and  past  telephone  service  at  and  in  the 
vicinity  of  Kenora  is  set  out  clearly  and  succinctly  in  the  argument  of  Mr.  Swack- 
hamer,  Counsel  for  the  Applicants. 

Telephone  service  at  Kenora  is  provided  by  the  Kenora  Municipal  Telephone 
System,  which  is  owned  by  Kenora.  The  free  calling  area  of  Kenora  includes  the 
local  service  at  Keewatin  of  the  Keewatin  Municipal  Telephone  System  and  also 
the  adjacent  exchange  area  in  the  Township  of  Jaffray-Melick,  where  service 
is  provided  by  Northern  Telephone  Limited. 

In  1956  a  Company  known  as  Northern  Telephone  Company  Limited,  an 
Ontario  Company,  purchased  a  controlling  interest  in  Norwesto  Communications 
Limited  and  in  a  Company  known  as  Norwesto  Enterprises  Limited.  In  1960  these 
three  Companies  were  amalgamated  to  form  Northern  Telephone  Limited  (which  I 
refer  to  as  "Northern")- 

Northern  operates  in  Northern  Ontario  and  the  adjacent  regions  of  Quebec. 
In  addition  to  the  areas  of  Kenora,  Keewatin,  Jaffray  and  Melick,  Northern 
provides  telephone  or  telegraph  service,  or  in  some  instances  both,  to  some  150 
communities  or  settlements  in  Northwestern  Ontario  centred  on  Kenora.  Many  or 
most  of  the  services  connecting  these  points  are  by  radio. 

Fort  Frances  is  served  by  Bell.  Northern  has  three  long  distance  circuits 
connecting  Kenora  and  Fort  Frances,  over  which  Kenora-Fort  Frances  traffic 
passes. 

Northern  provides  the  service  at  Atikokan  and  operates  three  long  distance 
circuits  between  Fort  Frances  and  Atikokan. 

Northern  has  seven  circuits  connecting  Atikokan  with  Fort  William.  These 
seven  circuits  connect  with  the  Bell  long  distance  switchboard  at  Fort  William 
and  carry  the  long  distance  toll  traffic  between  Atikokan  and   Fort  William. 

The  circuits  connecting  the  cities  or  towns  mentioned  above  do  not  provide 
continuous  long  distance  channels  between  Kenora  and  Fort  William. 

Dealing  now  with  Kenora:  Up  until  1952  all  long  distance  traffic  in  and  out 
of  Kenora  was  carried  on  the  circuits  of  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company 
(which  I  refer  to  as  '^Canadian  Pacific").  It  terminated  at  the  Winnipeg  switch- 
board of  the  Manitoba  Telephone  System  (which  I  refer  to  as  "Manitoba  Tele- 
phone"). It  consisted,  not  only  of  traffic  for  Manitoba  and  other  parts  of  Western 
Canada,  but  also  for  Eastern  Canada  and  the  United  States. 
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Until  1946  the  revenues  were  divided  equally  between  Kenora,  Manitoba 
Telephone  and  Canadian  Pacific.  As  a  result,  Kenora  shared  in  the  line-haul 
revenues  of  the  traffic.  In  1946  a  new  arrangement  was  entered  into  between 
Manitoba  Telephone  and  Kenora,  under  which  Manitoba  Telephone  agreed  to 
lease  the  circuits  from  Canadian  Pacific.  The  traffic  over  these  circuits  continued 
to  include  that  for  Eastern  Canada  and  the  United  States.  By  the  terms  of  the 
arrangement,  the  toll  revenues  were  divided  between  Manitoba  Telephone  and 
Kenora. 

In  1952,  pursuant  to  a  request  received  by  Kenora  from  Manitoba  Telephone, 
a  change  was  made  and  all  long  distance  traffic  to  and  from  Eastern  Canada 
was  transmitted  by  Bell  over  circuits  leased  by  it  from  Canadian  Pacific. 

In  1951  Kenora  and  Norwesto  had  agreed  to  interconnect  traffic  between 
their  two  systems  at  Kenora.  (As  mentioned  previously,  Norwesto  was  amalgam- 
ated with  Northern  some  five  years  later).  This  agreement  remained  in  effect 
until  April,  1960,  when  it  was  replaced  by  an  operating  lease  and  traffic  agree- 
ment between  Northern  and  Kenora. 

In  1958,  pursuant  to  a  letter  received  by  Kenora  from  Manitoba  Telephone, 
a  change  was  made  under  which  traffic  to  Western  Canada  and  the  United  States 
passed  from  Kenora  to  Bell  instead  of  being  handled,  as  previously,  by  Manitoba 
Telephone.  Only  traffic  between  Kenora  and  Manitoba  was  thereafter  handled  by 
Manitoba  Telephone. 

In  1960  Kenora  leased  its  toll  centre  and  its  toll  equipment  to  Northern  for! 
a  term  of  twenty  years.  At  the  same  time  Northern  and  Kenora  entered  into  a  I 
traffic  agreement  under  which  they  agreed,  among  other  things,  that  Northern 
should  connect  its  system  with  Kenora*s  at  the  central  office  in  Kenora  and 
that  Kenora  should  comply  with  the  instructions  of  Northern  as  to  routing  of 
communications  and  as  to  operating  methods  and  practices.  It  provides  also 
that  Northern  shall  perform  all  toll  operating  required  in  connection  with  com- 
munications interchanged  under  the  agreement.  The  term  of  the  agreement  is 
twenty  years. 

Presently,  all  long  distance  toll  traffic  to  and  from  Kenora,  Keewatin, 
Jaffray  and  Melick  and  Northern's  system  in  Northern  Ontario  is  handled  through 
Kenora's  toll  facilities,  which  are  leased  to  Northern. 

Since  1961  Bell  has  constructed  new  circuits  by  cable  from  Fort  William  to 
Vermilion  Bay  (via  Oxdrift)  and  microwave  circuits  from  Vermilion  Bay  to  Hawk 
Lake  and  thence  to  Fort  Frances.  In  the  summer  of  1963  it  constructed  a  micro- 
wave link  from  Hawk  Lake  to  the  outskirts  of  Kenora.  The  planning  of  these 
facilities  began  in  1958  and  the  plans  for  the  several  stages  were  given  final 
approval  for  implementation  on  the  following  dates: 
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Fort  William  to  Oxdrift  -  October,  1960. 
Oxdrift  to  Vermilion  Bay  -  August,  1961. 
Vermilion  Bay  to  Fort  Frances  -  August,  1961. 
Hawk  Lake  to  Kenora  -  October,  1962. 

The  capacity  of  the  system  is,  or  can  be  made,  adequate  to  meet  the  present 
and  foreseeable  demands  upon  it. 

Since  the  construction  of  the  cable  and  microwave  channels.  Bell  transmits 
thereby  long  distance  traffic  between  Fort  William  and  the  points  these  facilities 
serve,  including  Fort  Frances.  The  Fort  William-Kenora  traffic  continues  to  pass 
over  the  circuits  leased  by  Dell  from  Canadian  Pacific. 

In  February,  1963,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  between  Northern  and 
Norcom  Telecommunications  Limited,  a  corporation  with  its  head  office  at 
Kenora,  whereby  Norcom  agreed  to  lease  certain  telephone  transmission  facil- 
ilities  to  Northern.  The  lease  would  provide  Northern  with  voice  circuits  between 
Kenora  and  Fort  William  by  way  of  cable  from  the  Kenora  Exchange  Office  to 
Northern's  microwave  tower  at  Kenora,  thence  by  Norcom  microwave  facilities 
to  Dog  Tooth  Lake,  some  15  miles  in  a  direct  line,  thence  by  th6  Canadian 
National-Canadian  Pacific  microwave  system  to  Fort  William.  The  facilities 
from  Dog  Tooth  Lake  are  to  be  obtained  by  Norcom  from  Canadian  National 
Telecommunications  and  the  agreement  to  lease  is  open  for  acceptance  until  June 
30,  1964.  The  term  of  the  proposed  lease  to  Northern  is  17  years.  The  intention 
in  that  these  channels  would  carry  all  traffic  in  and  out  of  Kenora  for  interchange 
with  Bell  to  or  from  Eastern  and  Western  Canada,  Manitoba  and  the  United  States 
but  would  not  include  traffic  interchanged  with  Bell  at  Fort  Frances. 

The  evidence  is  that,  should  the  Board  authorize  the  interconnection  sought. 
Northern  could,  by  means  of  these  facilities,  connect  the  long  distance  toll 
circuits  from  Kenora  to  Fort  William  within  one  month  from  the  making  of  such 
Order.  There  was  no  question  raised  at  the  hearing  as  to  the  quality  or  adequacy 
of  these  facilities. 

There  are  no  Bell  subscribers  centred  on  Kenora. 

In  April  of  1963  Kenora  gave  Bell  notice  of  its  intention  to  cancel  the 
existing  long  distance  traffic  agreement  between  them,  the  effective  date  being 
the  date  upon  which  a  new  traffic  agreement  between  Bell  and  Northern  becomes 
effective.  Following  receipt  of  this  letter,  Bell  pointed  out  that  under  the  exist- 
ing agreement  cancellation  becomes  effective  in  60  days,  whether  or  not  a  new 
agreement  be  negotiated  with  Northern,  and  wrote  to  Kenora  that: 

— we  are  hereby  giving  sixty  days'  notification  of  cancellation  as  of 
May  15,  1963,  in  line  with  your  expressed  notification.'^ 

Following  upon  this  exchange,  the  traffic  agreement  between  Bell  and 
Kenora  terminated  as  of  July  15,  1963. 
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Following  upon  this  and  in  May,  1963,  Manitoba  Telephone  gave  notice  to 
Kenora  of  the  cancellation  of  the  traffic  agreement  between  Manitoba  Telephone  I 
and  Kenora  to  be  effective  June  30,  1963.  The  notice  read  in  part  as  follows:  » 

**In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Town  of  Kenora  is  now  not  directly  operating 
long  distance  traffic  to  and  from  the  Kenora  Toll  Centre,  the  Manitoba 
Telephone  System  feels  that  the  traffic  interchanged  under  our  present 
agreement  should  now  be  treated  just  the  same  as  all  other  Manitoba-Ontario 
long  distance  telephone  messages  for  settlement  purposes. 

As  you  are  probably  aware  the  Manitoba  Telephone  System,  as  a  member  of 
the  Trans-Canada  Telephone  System,  is  obligated  to  the  interchange  of 
Trans-Canada,  Interprovincial  and  International  traffic  as  to  facilities, 
routing  and  settlement  in  accordance  with  arrangements  agreed  to  by  that 
body.  Manitoba-Kenora  Toll  Centre  traffic  is  Interprovincial  traffic  and  we 
are  arranging  to  have  it  included  for  settlement  purposes  with  the  rest  of  the 
Manitoba-Ontario  traffic.  This  letter,  therefore,  is  notice  of  cancellation 
effective  June  30,  1963  of  the  Agreement  dated  April  15,  1946,  as  amended 
from  time  to  time,  between  the  Manitoba  Telephone  System  and  the  Town  of 
Kenora.  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada,  who  is  the  member  Trans- 
Canada  Telephone  System  representative  in  Ontario,  and  who  settles  with  us 
for  all  other  Manitoba-Ontario  traffic,  will  now  arrange  settlement  for  the 
traffic  in  question  with  the  appropriate  authority  in  Ontario,  to  be  effective 
July  1,  1963.'' 

Consequently,  by  July  15,  1963,  the  traffic  agreements  between  Bell  and 
Kenora  and  between  Manitoba  Telephone  and  Kenora  had  been  terminated. 

Some  evidence  was  given  as  to  who  instigated  or  initiated  moves  in  what 
had  become  an  interplay  of  interests.  Evidence  was  also  given  as  to  the  invest- 
ment of  Bell  and  Northern  in  Northwestern  Ontario.  Evidence  was  also  given 
as  to  correspondence,  negotiations  or  attempted  negotiations,  or  the  absence  of 
negotiations.  This  evidence  does  not  assist  us  to  a  decision.  The  issue  is 
simply  this:  In  the  circumstances  now  existing,  should  an  Order  be  made  requir- 
ing Bell  to  provide  to  the  Applicants  an  interconnection  with  its  system  at  Fort 
William? 

The  section  of  the  Railway  Act  under  which  the  application  is  made  is 
Section  380,  Subsection  8,  which  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

^'Whenever  any  company  or  any  province,  municipality  or  corporation,  having 
authority  to  construct  and  operate,  or  to  opejrate,  a  telephone  system  or  line 

 is  desirous  of  using  any  telephone  system  or  line  owned,  controlled  or 

operated  by  the  company,  in  order  to  connect  such  telephone  system  or  line 
with  the  telephone  system  or  line  operated  or  to  be  operated  by  such  first 
mentioned  company,  or  by  such  province,  municipality  or  corporation  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  direct  communication,  whenever  required,  between  any 
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telephone  or  telephone  exchange  on  the  one  telephone  system  or  line  and 
any  telephone  or  telephone  exchange  on  the  other  telephone  system  or  line, 
and  cannot  agree  with  the  company  with  respect  to  obtaining  such  use, 
connection  or  communication,  such  first  mentioned  company  or  province, 
municipality  or  corporation  may  apply  to  the  Board  for  relief,  and  the  Board 
may  order  the  company  to  provide  for  such  use,  connection  or  communication, 
upon  such  terms,  including  compensation  if  any,  as  the  Board  deems  just 
and  expedient,  and  may  order  and  direct  how,  when,  where,  by  whom,  and 
upon  what  terms  and  conditions  such  use,  connection,  or  communication 
shall  be  had,  constructed,  installed,  operated  and  maintained.*^ 

Kenora  owns  the  telephone  system  within  its  corporate  limits.  It  has,  how- 
I  ever,  leased  its  toll  exchange  and  facilities  to  Northern.  It  has  interposed 
j  Northern  between  its  system  and  the  outside  circuits.  It  cannot,  in  my  opinion, 
j  ask  for  an  interconnection  of  its  system  with  that  of  Bell  at  Fort  William,  since 
it  has  no  facilities  with  which  to  make  such  an  interconnection.  It  appears 
I  physically  impossible  for  it,  at  least  for  the  duration  of  the  lease,  to  avail  itself 
\  of  the  Order  sought. 

I  would  be  disposed  to  dismiss  the  application  of  Kenora. However,  by  reason 
of  my  conclusion,  it  is  unnecessary  to  make  a  finding  on  this  point. 

Evidence  was  called  as  to  the  desirability  of  making  available  to  Kenora 
services  provided  by  Bell  such  as  T.W.X.,  Data  Transmission,  Facsimile, 
Telescript,  and  other  special  services.  Telex,  a  service  similar  to  T.W.X.,  is 
available  to  Kenora  over  the  facilities  of  Canadian  Pacific.  It  is  true  that 
T.W.X.  and  Telex  are  not  interconnected  and  subscribers  to  Telex  cannot  be 
reached  over  T.W.X.  or  vice  versa.  However,  I  do  not  think  that  the  avail- 
ability or  absence  of  these  facilities  is  a  matter  that  I  should  consider  in  deter- 
mining the  issue  in  these  proceedings. 

The  evidence  is  that,  if  the  application  is  granted,  the  loss  of  revenue  to 
Bell  would  be  substantial.  In  this  respect,  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Rankin,  Vice- 
President  of  Bell  and  General  Manager  of  its  Western  area,  was: 

'*Q.  Now,  Mr,  Rankin,  what  would  be  the  effect  on  the  Bell  Telephone 
Company  of  taking  this  point  of  connection  from  Kenora  and  moving  it  down 
here  to  Fort  William,  leaving  the  point  of  connection  at  Fort  Frances  un- 
disturbed but  presumably  connecting  the  heavy  usage  circuits  to  Manitoba? 

A.  Well,  it  would  have  two  effects." 

The  witness  then  dealt  with  investment  and  the  evidence  continued  later  as 
to  revenue: 

**Q.  But  I  think  you  said  there  were  two  effects,  Mr,  Rankin? 

A.  Now,  the  second  effect,  I  had  a  study  made  but  it  was  based  on  the 
supposition  that  the  request  was  to  move  the  point  of  connection  from 
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Kenora  to  Fort  William  only  for  the  traffic  going  to  eastern  Canada  and 
western  Canada,  it  did  not  include  the  traffic  to  Manitoba.  And  we  estimate 
that  our  loss  in  revenue  would  be  in  the*  neighbourhood  of  $150,000.  Now,  if 
you  are  to  include,  as  I  now  understand  the  proposition  — 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  Q.  $150,000  per  annum? 

A.  Per  annum.  Now,  if  you  are  to  include  also  all  the  traffic  going  to 
Manitoba  I  think  that  would  be  considerably  increased.  It  is  a  heavy 
traffic  group  from  Kenora  to  the  Manitoba  border  or  to  Winnipeg,  and 
that  $150,000  might  become  about  $300,000,  although  I  have  no  definite 
carefully-made  study  on  that." 

Mr.  Swackhamer  has  also  invited  the  Board  to  find  that  Bell  made  an  invest- 
ment in  the  microwave  link  from  Hawk  Lake  to  Kenora  on  speculation,  and  that 
it  should  not  benefit  from  its  existence.  In  his  submission.  Bell  began  construc- 
tion of  the  link  in  July  of  1963,  at  a  time  when  the  traffic  agreement  between 
Bell  and  Kenora  had  been  terminated,  or,  in  the  knowledge  of  Bell,  was  about 
to  terminate.  Bell  constructed  this  link  at  its  own  risk  —  this  at  a  cost  of  some 
$180,000.  It  stands  constructed,  but  is,  for  the  main  part,  salvageable. 

However,  the  evidence  is  that  the  microwave  link  was  part  of  a  plan  con- 
ceived in  1958  and  approved  for  construction  in  October,  1962.  As  I  have  said, 
since  1952  Bell  has  been  carrying  the  traffic  from  Kenora  to  and  from  Eastern i 
Canada  (and  from  1958,  all  traffic  other  than  Manitoba  traffic).  It  is  still  carrying' 
the  traffic,  although  the  former  traffic  agreements  are  no  longer  in  effect. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  Bell  has  not  been  meeting  its  responsibilities  in 
providing  sufficient  circuits  of  a  modern  design.  The  establishment  of  the  cable 
and  microwave  circuits  appears  consistent  with  the  discharge  of  the  Company's 
responsibilities.  In  the  interplay  of  interests  that  occurred  in  the  area  between 
Bell  and  Northern,  I  do  not  think  Bell  can  be  criticized  for  not  jettisoning  its 
plans.  However,  the  contention  has  little  or  no  bearing  on  the  application  before 
us,  which  is  for  interconnection  at  Fort  William. 

The  following  passage  from  Mr.  Swackhamer's  argument  does,  I  think,  sum- 
marize, to  some  extent,  the  nature  and  purpose  of  the  application: 

**Now,  sir,  to  summarize,  I  submit,  first  of  all,  that  all  of  the  long  distance 
toll  traffic  proposed  to  be  interconnected  at  Fort  William  is  Kenora  traffic. 
There  is  not  one  Bell  subscriber  in  the  area  affected.  And  I  submit  that  all 
of  the  applicants  desire  is  that  which  Mr.  Rankin  stated,  when  he  said  that 
Bell  would  like  to  handle  traffic  for  its  own  customers.  At  page  498  to  499, 
Mr,  Rankin  said: 

'Because  we  feel  that  we  would  like  to  continue  to  use  our  own  facilities 
for  the  connection  of  our  own  customers,..' 
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Mr.  Rankin  went  on  at  page  506.  In  connection  with  that  statement  I 
asked  him,  at  line  21: 

"Q.  Yes,  and  I  have  also  I  think  what  appears  to  be  a  notation  that  'Bell 
likes  to  continue  to  use  our  facilities  for  connecting  with  our  own  custom- 
ers rather  than  leasing  them  to  a  middle-man  who  would  lease  them  to 
Northern*. 

A.  Yes. 

Q,  Yes.  Well,  you  are  not  suggesting  that  Kenora  is  your  centre,  are  you? 
A.  No.  • 

Q.  Or  your  customer,  that  the  customers  at  Kenora  are  your  customers? 
A.  No,  they  are  not.' 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  Just  develop  that  a  little  further,  though,  if  you 
will,  for  me.  What  is  the  analogy?  You  say:  All  the  applicants  desire  is  that 
they  too,  like  Bell,  wish  to  handle  traffic  for  their  own  customers  —  in 
other  words  using  their  facilities  to  Fort  William? 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  No,  using  our  facilities  to  Fort  William. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  That  is  what  I  mean,  using  the  facilities  

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  Of  Northern. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  Yes. 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  To  Fort  William. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  As  opposed  to  what? 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  As  opposed  to  handing  it  over  to  Bell  in  the  telephone 
exchange  in  Kenora,  for  transmission  to  Fort  William,  because  that  is  what 
Bell  proposes  to  do.  We  say:  'That  is  our  traffic;  we  originate  it;  we 
generate  it;  we  have  the  facility,  just  the  same  as  your  facility.'  Historical- 
ly, we  have  promoted  and  invested,  and  brought  this  community  and  this  area 
into  what  is  now  a  profitable  area.  Now  we  want  the  benefits  which  we  say, 
with  respect,  are  rightfully  ours. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  It  comes  down,  essentially,  to  the  matter  of 
revenue? 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  Yes,  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  altruism  here. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  But  to  clarify  my  own  thinking,  it  is  this,  that 
if  we  make  the  order  which  the  applicants  seek,  then  from  the  total  revenue 
their  participation  in  it  would  be  greater  than  it  would  be  from  any  inter- 
connection at  any  point  between  Fort  William  and  Kenora? 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  I  think  my  friend  and  I  would  agree  that  it  would  be, 
I  believe  —  and  I  am  not  a  technician  and  certainly  do  not  pretend  to  know 
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very  much  about  engineering,  but  it  would  be  impracticable  to  intercon- 
nect at  any  point  other  than  Fort  William.  But  Mr.  Rankin  said,  I  think,  that 
Fort  William  was  the  centre  to  which  all  the  toll  traffic  was  brought  in  from 
northwestern  Ontario.  That  was  the  intention.  It  was  the  primary  centre,  and 
it  was  Bell's  intention  to  bring  it  into  Fort  William  for  distribution  from  that 
point.  I  think  that  he  gave  evidence  that  they  had  established  in  Fort  William 
a  primary  centre,  a  big  building,  for  distribution  of  traffic  from  that  point;  and 
that  is  why  Fort  William  was  chosen  as  the  proposed  point  of  connection. 
It  may  be  that  the  engineers  and  the  technicians  do  not  agree  with  my 
interpretation  on  that,  but  I  think  there  has  been  no  suggestion, that  I  have 
heard,  that  there  should  be  some  other  intermediate  point  of  connection, 
such  as  Oxdrift  or  Vermilion  Bay,  or  any  other  place.  As  I  understand  it, 
it  is  either  Kenora  or  Fort  William. 

COMMISSIONER  KIRK:  When  you  say  'Kenora',  you  mean  in  the  town 
itself  or  on  its  outskirts? 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  For  the  point  of  connection,  sir. 

COMMISSIONER  KIRK:  Yes. 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  The  proposal,  as  I  understand  it,  is  in  the  town 
itself,  at  the  exchange.  If  I  understand  the  purpose  of  the  second  application, 
as  explained  by  Mr,  Burgess  the  other  day,  it  is  to  connect  the  microwave 
tower  located  just  outside  the  town  to  the  town  exchange.  If  you  will  recall,! 
asked  the  question  as  to  what  they  proposed  to  do  when  they  got  the  ex- 
change, and  Mr.  Burgess  suggested  they  would  seek  a  connection  from  the 
Ontario  Telephone  Service  Commission. 

COMMISSIONER  KIRK:  I  am  thinking  of  possible  connection  outside  the 
town.  I  understand  Bell's  microwave  tower  and  Northern's  facilities  are 
almost  alongside.  Could  a  connection  not  be  made  there? 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  I  really  do  not  know. 

COMMISSIONER  KIRK:  I  do  not  either,  but  that  is  what  I  understood, 
that  it  was  a  feasible  thing  to  establish  a  connection  there,  so  there  would 
be  a  point  of  possible  connection  other  than  at  Fort  William, 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  technically  possible, 
but  I  can  say  that  from  the  economic  point  of  view  we  would  not  want  that, 
because  the  purpose,  economically,  is  to  get  the  line-haul  benefits. 

COMMISSIONER  KIRK:  I  have  in  mind  that  in  section  380(8)  there  is 
some  burden  put  on  the  Board  as  to  possible  compensation  for  such  a 
connection. 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  Yes,  sir. 
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COMMISSIONER  KIRK:  That  might  be  a  factor  that  we  have  to  take  into 
consideration. 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  Just  developing  Mr.  Kirk's  point,  I  would  suggest 
that  the  point  of  connection  for  Kenora  centred  traffic  is  Fort  William. 
That  is  the  point  of  connection.  Whether  it  be  Bell  or  whether  it  be  Northern 
who  haul  it  there,  that  is  where  it  goes  in  order  to  be  distributed.  Somebody 
has  got  to  get  it  there. 

COMMISSIONER  KIRK:  Pardon  me,  are  we  talking  of  the  function  once 
the  path  is  laid  where  the  traffic  may  flow,  or  are  we  talking  of  a  physical 
connection  where  it  may  be  established? 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  I  think  we  are  probably  talking,  and  I  have  been 
guilty  of  that,  of  talking  of  two  separate  things,  and  that  is  both.  The 
physical  connection  between  the  two  systems,  I  submit,  as  we  are  seeking, 
should  be  at  Fort  William.  What  I  am  saying,  and  what  I  just  meant  to  say 
was  that  as  far  as  the  path  is  concerned,  the  path  for  the  traffic  from  Kenora 
must  go  to  Fort  William,  if  I  understand  Mr.  Rankin's  evidence  correctly. 
Whether  it  follow  a  path  marked  'BelT  or  whether  it  follow  a  path  marked 
'Northern',  it  has  to  go  to  Fort  William.  Now,  my  job  is  to  try  to  lure  it  down 
the  Northern  path,  and  have  the  physical  point  of  connection  at  Fort 
William." 

Here  I  merely  mention  that  the  witness  (Mr.  Rankin),  in  describing  the  path 
of  the  traffic  to  Fort  William,  excluded  the  Kenora -Manitoba  traffic. 

And  again,  in  Mr.  Swackhamer's  submission: 

"Now,  I  submit  by  reason  of  the  fact,  as  I  have  already  pointed  out,  that 
all  of  the  traffic  originates  from  the  Kenora  and  Northern  systems,  it  is 
surely  reasonable  that  those  systems  should  have  the  benefits  of  the  line- 
haul.  It  is  abundantly  clear,  as  the  Chairman  has  pointed  out,  that  the 
applicants  hope  to  benefit  from  this  application,  and  I  submit  that  is  not 
a  hope  which  should  surprise  anyone. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  In  effect,  I  would  take  it  as  being  the  nub  of 
this  whole  matter;  that  is,  that  as  the  traffic  originates  from  Kenora  and 
Northern  it  is  reasonable,  in  your  submission,  that  Kenora  and  Northern 
should  have  a  greater  participation  in  the  line-haul  than  would  otherwise 
result. 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  Yes,  sir." 

Then,  again,  it  is  put  by  Mr.  Swackhamer  this  way: 

"Mr.  Kirk  asked  this  morning  a  question  concerning  a  point  of  connection 
at  Redditt  Road"  (i.e.,  just  outside  the  corporate  limits  of  Kenora).  "I 
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understand  that  as  a  physical  fact  a  point  of  connection  could  be  made  there.  i 
In  other  words,  there  is  no  engineering  reason  why  it  should  not  be  made  j 
there.*' 

And  then  Mr.  Swackhamer  carries  on  to  say: 

"I  cannot  leave  that  point  without,  I  submit,  pointing  out  that  although 
it  is  physically  possible  to  make  a  connection  it  is  abundantly  obvious  that 
if  the  point  of  connection  is  to  be  there  then  the  Bell  facility  will  have  to  s 
be  expanded  to  handle  the  traffic  because  it  is  at  present  inadequate,  I 
then  ask  the.  question:  'Why  give  it  to  Bell  at  Redditt  Road?'  The  only 
answer  I  can  give  to  that  rhetorical  question  is  that  the  Bell  are  there.  j 
They  have  spent  the  money.  They  are  there  and,  therefore,  it  should  be  ; 
given  to  them.  My  respectful  submission  is  that  that  answer  begs  the  issue.  \ 
We,  the  applicants,  are  also  in  Kenora,  and  we  have  —  and  I  cannot  over- 
emphasize this  —  a  point  of  connection  between  the  Northern  system  | 
in  northwestern  Ontario  and  the  Bell  system.  That  point  of  connection  is  at  ' 
P'ort  William,  as  I  have  already  stated,  and  I  respecfully  submit  that  since  j 
the  traffic  has  to  be  hauled  —  that  is,  our  originating  traffic  —  since  the  ! 
traffic  of  our  customers  has  to  be  hauled  by  someone  to  Fort  William,  then  | 
we  should  be  permitted  to  connect  that  traffic  to  the  point  of  connection,  ■  | 
and  establish  the  point  of  connection  between  our  systems."  j 

In  respect  of  this  argument,  however  (i.e.,  that  the  originating  carrier  should 
have  the  long-line  haul)  I  should  also  set  out  the  following  observations  of  Mr. 
Commissioner  Kirk  and  the  answers  of  Mr.  Swackhamer:  ! 

''COMMISSIONER  KIRK:  Let  us  assume  that  the  traffic  instead  of 

originating  in  Kenora  originates  in  Toronto.  Whose  traffic  is  that? 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  That  would  be,  I  suppose.  Bell's  traffic. 

COMMISSIONER  KIRK:  Then,  on  that  point  what  I  would  like  you  to  ] 
explain  to  me,  if  you  will,  is  how  important  it  is  that  we  should  consider  \ 
the  originating  carrier  in  respect  to  what  is  before  us?  i 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  In  taking  your  example  of  Toronto  traffic.  Bell  would 
haul  that  to  Fort  William,  and  we  would  haul  it  from  Fort  William  in.  When-  ! 
ever  a  line  haul  company  hauls  traffic  this  consideration  applies,  otherwise 
you  would  have  a  complete  duplication  of  services,  one  coming  in  and  one  j 
going  out.  j 

COMMISSIONER  KIRK:  That  is  true,  and  that  is  what  we  have  been  told 
will  occur  in  this  particular  application  with  the  facilities  that  Bell  has. 
They  maintain  there  would  be  a  duplication.  1 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  I  respectfully  submit,  sir  
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COMMISSIONER  KIRK:  That  is,  not  necessarily  into  Kenora,  but  —  all  I 
am  trying  to  find  out  is  what  is  the  difference  in  philosophy  concerning  the 
originator  of  the  traffic.  If  the  philosophy  is  that  the  originating  carrier 
should  have  the  long  line  haul,  or  as  far  as  it  can  take  it  -  in  the  case  of 
Northern  that  is  bringing  it  to  Fort  William  -  then  is  Bell  entitled  to  argue  - 
and  maybe  they  will  -  that  they  should  carry  this  traffic  to  the  Redditt 
Road  point  where  it  would  be  connected?  Where  would  that  leave  us? 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  First  of  all,  sir,  I  would  recall  to  your  mind  Mr. 
Rankin's  testimony  that  Bell  wanted  to  haul  their  own  customers'  traffic, 
and  that  is,  as  far  as  philosophy  is  concerned,  and  getting  back  to  the 
point  that  the  Chairman  made  earlier,  a  philosophy  based  upon  economics. 

COMMISSIONER  KIRK:  And  self-interest? 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  I  am  cynical  enough  to  suggest  that  self-interest  and 
economics  are  parallel. 

COMMISSIONER  KIRK:  Maybe. 

MR.  SWACKHAMER:  But  be  that  as  it  may,  these  applicants  say  that  this 
is  their  traffic.  They  say:  'This  is  traffic  that  is  generated  in  our  area,  and 
this  is  traffic  which  we  should  haul  as  far  as  we  can  haul  it'.  I  do  not  think 
I  can  say  anything  further." 

In  the  submission  of  Mr.  Weir,  Counsel  for  Bell,  it  is  wrong  to  term  the 
Kenora  traffic  '*our  traffic"  in  respect  of  Northern.  In  other  words,  to  speak  of 
**our  traffic"  is  to  endeavour  to  establish  that,  because  the  toll  centre  at  Kenora 
is  operated  by  Northern,  this  gives  it  some  proprietary  right  in  the  traffic  passing 
between  Kenora  and  Fort  William.  This,  in  his  submission.  Northern  does  not 
have.  The  toll  circuits  between  Fort  William  and  Kenora  are  a  two-way  channel 
taking  traffic  from  Bell's  customers  elsewhere  in  Ontario  and  Quebec  to  Kenora, 
as  well  as  taking  to  other  points  traffic  originating  at  Kenora.  In  his  submission, 
the  Board  might  as  well  consider  who  **owns"  the  subscribers  in  Toronto  as  to 
consider  who  '*owns"  the  subscribers  in  Kenora. 

Mr.  Weir  submits  that  the  issue  is  simply  this:  Who  is  to  earn  the  revenue  for 
the  line-haul  traffic  between  Kenora-Fort  William  and  Kenora-Winnipeg?  He  has 
asked  the  Board  to  consider  whether  it  should  disturb  the  present  situation  and 
in  the  result  turn  these  revenues  over  to  Northern. 

Between  Kenora  and  Fort  William  it  is  Bell  that  has  had  the  responsibility 
over  the  years  of  providing  the  circuits  and  adding  to  them,  when  necessary. 
These  circuits  have  handled  the  traffic  to  and  from  the  Kenora  area  and  to  and 
from  Northern's  subscribers  in  the  more  northerly  part  of  the  Province. 

The  Applicant,  Northern,  has  now  come  to  the  Board  and  says  that  it  wishes 
now  to  enjoy  line-haul  revenue,  not  only  to  and  from  Fort  William  but  also  the 
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Kenora-Manitoba  traffic.  It  asks  the  Board  to  make  an  Order  to  effect  this.  It 
supports  this  request  to  some  extent  on  the  contention  that,  as  the  traffic  flow- 
ing from  the  area  has  its  origin  in  the  systems  of  Northern  and  Kenora,  it  is 
only  reasonable  that  these  systems  should  have  the  benefit  of  the  line-haul. 

What  are  other  principal  submissions  in  support  of  the  application?  They 

are: 

1.  That,  as  an  interconnection  now  exists  at  Fort  William  for  traffic  between 
that  point  and  Northern's  system  at  Atikokan,  it  should  be  expanded  to 
provide,  the  interconnection  sought. 

2.  That,  if  Northern  had  the  line-haul  between  Fort  William  and  Kenora,  it 
would  be  in  a  position  to  implement  the  traffic  agreement  executed  with 
Kenora  in  1960  (Exhibit  4)  in  respect  of  traffic  to  or  from  Bell  on  a  more 
generous  division  than  presently  is  in  effect. 

3.  That,  if  Northern  had  the  line-haul  between  Fort  William  and  Kenora,  it 
would  earn  sufficient  additional  revenues  to  enable  it  to  eliminate  **other 
line  charges"  to  its  subscribers  (in  the  more  northerly  parts  of  the 
Province),  and  substitute  "air-line  mileage  charges",  which  would 
result  in  lower  tolls  to  these  subscribers. 

As  to  1  above:  The  interconnection  at  Fort  William  is  for  traffic  to  and  from 
Atikokan.  The  evidence  is  that,  if  the  application  is  granted,  it  would  be  neces- 
sary for  Bell  to  enlarge  its  Fort  William  facilities  and  possibly  the  capacity  of 
the  *'Trans-Canada"  microwave  link  between  Fort  William  and  Winnipeg.  How- 
ever, there  is  nothing  before  us  to  show  why  an  interconnection  at  Fort  William 
for  traffic  to  and  from  Kenora  should  be  ordered  merely  because  Atikokan  traffic 
is  interconnected  at  that  point. 

As  to  2  above:  To  make  an  Order  on  that  ground  would  be  to  say  that  the 
Company  that  offers  the  greater  participation  to  Kenora  (or  any  other  local 
system)  is  the  one  that  should  have  the  line-haul. 

Bell  has  interconnection  with  a  substantial  number  of  independent  telephone 
systems,  and  under  like  circumstances  and  conditions  the  traffic  agreements 
made  with  such  systems  are  uniform  as  to  terms  and  conditions.  AH  of  them 
have  been  voluntarily  established  pursuant  to  Section  380(12)  of  the  Railway 
Act,  and  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  as  the  Statute  requires.  Bell  may  not 
vary  particular  agreements  simply  to  compete  with  another  contender  for  the 
line-haul,  particularly  as  Section  319(3)  of  the  Railway  Act,  to  which  Bell  is 
subject,  prohibits  undue  preference  or  prejudice.  In  its  consideration  of  agree- 
ments submitted  for  approval,  the  Board  must  be  governed  by  these  statutory 
prohibitions. 

In  my  view,  the  fact  that  a  competing  carrier  is  prepared  to  offer  more  is 
not  a  ground  for  substituting  it  for  the  existing  carrier. 
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As  to  3  above:  Either  the  charges  to  Northern  subscribers  are  justified  or 
they  are  not.  If  they  are  unjustifiably  high  they  should  be  reduced.  If  the  charges 
are  proper  they  should  remain.  This  is  not  a  matter  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Board.  The  argument  surely  is  this:  If  we  (Northern)  can  make  more  money 
from  another  source,  we  can  afford  to  reduce  the  rates  to  our  subscribers.  In 
my  opinion,  any  possible  reduction  of  rates  to  Northern's  subscribers  is  not  a 
ground  for  the  granting  of  the  application. 

As  I  have  mentioned  above,  the  traffic  between  Kenora  and  Winnipeg  has 
been  carried  for  many  years  on  the  circuits  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  leased  by 
Manitoba  Telephone,  The  volume  of  traffic  between  Kenora  and  Winnipeg  is 
greater  than  that  flowing  to  and  from  the  East.  The  customer  pays  the  air-line 
mileage  rate  for  121  miles  between  Kenora  and  Winnipeg  and  would  continue 
to  do  so.  If  the  application  of  Northern  is  granted,  the  following  change  would 
take  place  in  the  route  of  this  traffic.  It  would  be  carried  an  air-line  distance 
of  257  miles  to  Fort  William  by  Northern  over  circuits  leased  from  Norcom,  includ- 
ing circuits  leased  by  Norcom  from  Canadian  National  Telecommunications;  it 
would  be  interconnected  with  Bell  at  Fort  William  and  it  would  then  be  carried  from 
Fort  William  on  the  Trans-Canada  microv;ave  to  Winnipeg,  an  air-line  distance  of 
363  miles.  In  the  reverse  direction  the  same  route  would  be  followed.  Some  back- 
haul may  be  inevitable  for  long  distance  telephone  communication  but  to  require 
Kenora-Winnipeg  traffic  to  be  sent  over  a  route  of  620  miles  when  it  has  been 
satisfactorily  routed  over  121  miles,  merely  to  bring  additional  revenue  to  North- 
ern, does  not  lend  weight  to  the  reasonableness  of  the  application. 

Subsection  10  of  Section  380,  in  referring  to  an  application  made  under 
Subsection  8  of  that  Section  (i.e.,  this  application)  says: 

*'Upon  any  such  application  the  Board  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other 
consideration  affecting  the  case,  take  into  consideration  the  standards, 
as  to  efficiency  and  otherwise,  of  the  apparatus  and  appliances  of  such 
telephone  systems  or  lines,  and  shall  only  grant  the  leave  applied  for 
in  case  and  in  so  far  as,  in  view  of  such  standards,  the  use,  connection 
or  communication  applied  for  can,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  be  made  or 
exercised  satisfactorily  and  without  undue  or  unreasonable  injury  to  or 
interference  with  the  telephone  business  of  the  company,  and  where  in 
all  the  circumstances  it  seems  just  and  reasonable  to  grant  the  same.'* 

Mr.  Weir  invites  the  Board  to  find  that  the  granting  of  the  application  would 
cause  "undue  or  unreasonable  injury  to  or  interference  with  the  telephone 
business  of  the  Company'*  in  that  it  would  cause  injury  to  or  interference  with 
the  earnings  and  business  of  the  Company  of  providing  the  toll  service. 

I  do  not  need  to  deal  with  this  point  as  I  see  no  ground  before  us  that  would 
justify  granting  the  application.

Reference  was  made  in  argument  to  the  Board's  decisions  in  North  Fraser 
Harbour  Commissioners  v.  C.N.R,  1931,  39  C.R.C.  1,  and  Acme  Shingle  and 
Lumber  Co.  Ltd.  v.  C.P.R.  1959,  79  C.R.T.G.  314. 

The  principles  are  not  dissimilar,  although  the  facts  are  entirely  different. 

In  the  case  of  North  Fraser  Harbour  Commissioners  v.  C.N.R.  the  Board 
was  asked  for  an  Order  which,  if  granted,  would  have  resulted  in  the  inter- 
connection of  two  railways  at  a  point  where  no  interconnection  existed  before. 
The  Board  found  that  the  interconnection  sought  would  operate  to  the  detriment 
of  the  one  railway  in  that  the  purpose  was  to  secure  a  share  of  the  business 
enjoyed  by  that  railway.  In  dismissing  the  application  the  Board  held  that  there 
was  no  preponderance  of  public  convenience  to  warrant  granting  the  application. 

The  Acme  Shingle  case  affirmed  the  principles  set  forth  in  the  above 
decision. 

On  the  facts  before  us,  it  is  neither  just  nor  reasonable  to  grant  the 
application. 

I  would  dismiss  the  application. 

It  is,  of  course,  open  to  Northern  and  Bell  to  agree  upon  a  point  of  inter- 
connection elsewhere,  subject  to  approval  under  the  provisions  of  Subsection  12 
of  Section  380.

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Kirk,  Commissioner: 

I  concur  in  the  reasons  for  Judgment  of  the  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner 
and  in  the  decision  he  has  reached.  My  concurrence,  while  unqualified,  is  also 
because  of  the  consideration  I  have  given  to  the  subject  of  division  of  revenue 
between  the  telephone  systems  involved  in  this  case. 

In  all  instances  where  the  Bell  system  is  connected,  for  long  distance 
joint  service,  with  other  telephone  systems,  there  are  voluntary  agreements  in 
forcewhich  were  established  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  subsection  12,  section 
380  of  the  Railway  Act.  Under  these  provisions  it  is  required  that  such  agree- 
ments receive  approval  of  this  Board  before  they  can  have  any  force  or  effect. 

These  voluntary  traffic  agreements,  generally,  are  uniform  as  to  terms  and 
conditions  and  it  has  been  the  practice  to  submit  the  form  of  agreement  to  the 
Board  for  approval  although  each  agreement,  when  executed,  is  submitted  to  the 
Board  for  individual  approval. 

In  *'Re  Bell  Telephone  Co.  Traffic  Agreements",  68  C.R.T.C.  23,  at  p.  34, 
it  was  stated: 

*'The  practice  of  giving  approval  to  a  so-called  standard  form  of  agree- 
ment appears  to  be  redundant  when  approval  is  also  given  to  specific 
agreements  as  they  are  executed  between  the  parties.  On  the  other  hand 
once  approval  has  been  given  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  agreements 
such  agreements  may  be  entered  into  with  reasonable  assurance  that  the 
specific  approval  will  not  be  denied." 

"It  is  apparent  that  there  are  instances  where  'standard  agreements* 
are  not  suitable,  in  which  event  Bell  would  be  expected  and  required  to 
explain  fully  the  reasons  for  departure  from  standard  agreements  when  sub- 
mitting *non-standard'  agreements  for  individual  approval." 

Standard  agreements  provide,  in  general,  for  the  designation  of  the  pointer 
points  of  connection;  the  charging  of  toll  rates;  and  the  division  of  the  revenue. 
The  latter  is  designated  as  Appendix  ''B"  and  is  divided  into  three  parts:  first, 
a  so-called  ''commission"  per  message  accruing  to  the  system  originating  the 
message;  second,  a  "commission"  accruing  to  the  system  performing  the  operat- 
ing functions  of  the  call;  and  third,  a  pro-rate  of  the  residual  revenue  according 
to  the  air-line  distance  between  the  point  of  connection  and  the  point  of  origina- 
tion or  termination  of  the  message. 

Commencing  in  the  year  1958  an  Alternate  Appendix  *'B"  was  introduced 
and  approved  which  provides  a  higher  level  of  "commissions"  and  a  consequent 
lower  residual  amount  for  pro-rate.  The  alternate  schedule  was  amended  in  1960 
and  1961  and  again  in  1962.  The  alternate  schedule  is  designed  to  accrue  a 
greater  share  of  the  total  revenue  to  telephone  systems  having  little  or  no  line 
haul.  Each  telephone  system  connecting  with  the  Bell  system  may  elect  to  be 
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party  to  either  Appendix  *'B"  or  the  Alternate  Appendix  **B",  but  paragraph  1 
of  the  Traffic  Agreement  provides: 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Agreement,  the  system  of  each  Company  shall 
be  deemed  to  consist  of  all  systems  which  it  owns  and/or  operates,  together 
with  all  other  systems  for  which  it  provides  interchange  of  communications 
with  the  system  of  the  other  Company."  (Exhibit  30) 

While  it  has  been  and  is  considered  that  Agreements  executed  under  the 
provisions  of  subsection  12  are  within  the  managerial  functions  of  Bell,  the 
Board's  approval  is  predicated  upon  its  satisfaction  that  the  revenue  of  Bell  is 
not  dissipated  to  the  detriment  of  its  subscribers;  and  that  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions are  reasonable  and  not  unjustly  discriminatory.  It  was  upon  these 
principles  that  the  Board  refused  approval  of  Bell's  proposals  to  amend  the 
pro-rate  under  Appendix  "B"  which  led  to  the  subsequent  hearing  and  decision 
in  the  Traffic  Agreement  case,  supra. 

Counsel  for  Bell  suggested  that  if  a  connecting  company  was  dissatisfied 
with  the  terms  of  Traffic  Agreements  voluntarily  established  under  subsection  12 
it  could  have  recourse  to  bringing  an  application  before  the  Board,  and  cited  the 
case  of  "Union  Telephone  Co.  Ltd,  v.  Bell  Telephone  Co.  of  Canada",  71  C.R. 
T.C.  81,  decided  June  7,  1954.  That  case,  however,  was  launched  under  sub- 
section 8  and  the  issues  were  not  the  same  as  in  the  instant  case,  nor  was  a 
Traffic  Agreement  involved. 

Section  380  of  the  Railway  Act,  subsection  12,  limits  the  power  given  to 
Bell  by  its  Act  of  Incorporation  *'to  make  connection,  for  the  purpose  of  tele- 
phone business,  with  the  line  or  lines  of  any  .  . .  telephone  company  in 
Canada"  (C.  95,  1882,  s.2)  by  adding  the  requirement  that  such  connecting 
agreements  are  * 'subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be  submitted 
to  and  approved  by  the  Board  before  such  contract  agreement  or  arrangement 
has  any  force  or  effect," 

In  dividing  the  revenue  under  the  Traffic  Agreements,  the  "commission" 
portions  of  the  division  are  predicated  upon  first  determining  the  average  revenue 
per  message  "sent  paid"  and  "received  collect"  to  which  the  Agreement 
relates.  The  "commission"  schedules  of  the  Bell  agreements  are  applied, 
according  to  the  average  revenue  so  determined,  to  the  total  number  of  "sent 
paid"  and  "sent  collect"  messages. 

A  Traffic  Agreement  between  the  systems  of  Kenora  and  Northern  filed  in 
this  case  as  Exhibit  4,  indicates  the  same  method  of  computation,  but  an  agree- 
ment between  the  Kenora  system  and  the  Manitoba  Telephone  System  filed  as 
Exhibit  26  applied  the  average  revenue  per  message  to  "sent  paid"  and 
"received  collect"  messages.  Exhibit  40-5  indicates  that  if  the  Bell  method  of 
calculation  was  applied  to  the  Kenora-Manitoba  traffic  it  would  result  in  23 
per  cent  more  messages  qualifying  for  commission  payments  than  under  the 
Manitoba  system  agreement  in  "that  tourist  areas  such  as  Kenora  originate  more 
collect  messages  to  large  centres  such  as  Winnipeg  than  they  receive." 
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Prior  to  the  middle  of  July,  1963,  the  Kenora  system  was  party  to  a  Traffic 
Agreement  with  the  Manitoba  Telephone  System  applicable  to  traffic  between 
Kenora  and  Manitoba  handled  via  direct  leased  circuits  to  and  from  Kenora. 
Similarly  Kenora  was  party  to  an  agreement  with  Bell  applicable  to  traffic  to  and 
from  Kenora  which  originated  or  terminated  upon  or  via  the  Bell  system.  These 
agreements  were  cancelled  under  circumstances  described  in  the  Judgment  of  the 
Assistant  Chief  Commissioner. 

The  agreement  which  was  previously  in  force  between  Kenora  and  Bell  was 
subject  to  the  Alternate  Appendix  "B**  of  1961;  the  later  Alternate  of  1962  had 
not  been  made  applicable  to  the  Agreement  up  to  the  time  of  its  cancellation. 

Two  agreements,  not  subject  to  the  Alternate  Appendix  **B'*,  are  in  force 
between  Bell  and  Northern  and  are  operative  within  the  Kenora  district.  One  of 
these  applies  to  traffic  to  and  from  Pickle  Crow,  Ontario,  and  connection  is  made 
at  the  central  office  in  Kenora,  The  agreement  does  not  apply  to  traffic  to  and 
from  the  Manitoba  System;  Kenora;  Keewatin;  Jaffray-Melick;  Northern  Telephone 
''other  line"  points;  nor  Fort  Frances  when  routed  via  facilities  of  Northern.  The 
other  applies  to  Kenora-Fort  Frances  traffic,  including  tributaries  of  Fort  Frances 
which  allocates  the  line  haul  revenue  for  traffic  betwe^jn  Fort  Frances  and 
Kenora  to  Northern.  Where  tributary  traffic  is  involved  the  line  haul  pro-rate  is 
according  to  the  standard  basis.  The  point  of  connection  is  at  Fort  Frances. 

Neither  of  these  two  agreements  was  affected  by  the  cancellation  of  the 
Kenora  system  agreements  previously  referred  to.  If  there  is  any  intention  to 
cancel  or  alter  them  such  intention  was  not  expressed  during  the  hearing  of  this 
application. 

The  1960  Traffic  Agreement  between  the  Kenora  system  and  Northern 
appears  to  provide,  inter  alia,  for  connection  at  Kenora*s  central  office;  charges 
to  be  at  Northern  rates;  Northern  to  perform  all  toll  operating  and  certain  other 
services  for  the  Kenora  local  service  area;  and  for  a  division  of  revenue  accord- 
ing to  Appendix  "B"  of  the  agreement.  The  agreement  runs  for  an  initial  period 
of  20  years  and  thereafter  from  year  to  year. 

On  the  same  date  as  the  above  agreement  Kenora  leased  to  Northern  its 
"Toll  Centre"  and  "Toll  Equipment"  situated  in  the  Central  Office  Building 
of  the  Kenora  system.  The  lease  is  for  a  period  of  20  years  and  may  be  extended 
for  a  further  period.  The  validity  of  the  lease  was  challenged  by  Counsel  for 
Bell.  I  am  disposed  to  treat  it  as  merely  indicating  that  the  Kenora  system  has 
placed  its  toll  facilities  in  the  hands  of  Northern  and  that  Northern  performs  the 
operating  functions  on  behalf  of  the  Kenora  system.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that 
while  the  lease  and  Traffic  Agreement  were  in  force  the  Kenora  system  had  inter- 
connection and  traffic  agreements  with  the  Manitoba  and  Bell  systems.  I  can  see 
no  reason  why  such  an  arrangement  cannot  continue  in  the  future  as  it  did  in  the 
past, 
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It  is  important  to  note  that  Bell  is  the  only  telephone  system  involved  in 
these  proceedings  which  is  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board.  Kenora  has 
seen  fit  to  place  its  toll  facilities  in  other  hands  and  considers  it  has  benefitted 
thereby;  Northern  has  assumed  the  function  of  connecting  Kenora's  customers 
with  other  telephone  systems  and  seeks  to  do  so  to  the  Company's  best  advantage 
in  the  application  now  before  us. 

The  evidence  indicates  that  42  per  cent  of  the  telephone  messages  are 
between  Kenora  and  Manitoba,  38  per  cent  between  Kenora  and  Bell,  and  20  per 
cent  Kenora-Northern.  It  also  indicates  that  the  average  revenue  per  message 
of  the  Kenora-Manitoba  traffic  is  about  $1.50  and  for  Kenora-Bell  traffic  about 
$2.50.  If  the  Manitoba  and  Bell  traffic  is  combined  the  average  revenue  per 
message  is  estimated  to  approximate  $2.00. 

Kenora's  interest  in  the  matter  of  interconnection  appears  to  lie  mainly  in 
improving  its  net  revenue  position.  Its  letter  to  Bell  of  April  24,  1963  (Exhibit  6), 
which  served  notice  of  intention  to  cancel  the  then  existing  agreement,  so 
indicates  in  that  it  reads,  in  part: 

"the  existing  agreement  between  the  Town  of  Kenora  and  Northern  Tele- 
phone Limited  for  the  operation  of  the  local  toll  system  has  proven  mutually 
advantageous,  and  it  has  become  apparent  that  benefits  will  accrue  to  the 
Town  if  the  toll  responsibilities  presently  handled  by  Bell  are  assumed  by 
Northern." 

It  is  equally  clear  that  Kenora's  decision  to  cast  its  lot  in  with  Northern 
was  not  because  of  complaint  as  to  the  quality  of  Bell's  services.  The  same 
letter  also  said: 

**the  Town  would  like  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  officials  and  staff 
of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company,  for  the  co-operation  that  they  have  given 
the  Kenora  System  since  the  Kenora-Bell  relationship  began  in  1952." 

and  in  a  subsequent  letter  of  May  22,  1963  (Exhibit  22),  said: 

"It  is  assumed  that  by  July  15,  1963  progress  will  have  been  made  by 
Northern  Telephone  Limited  and  Bell  in  the  negotiating  a  new  traffic  agree- 
ment covering  the  interchange  of  traffic  at  Kenora,  and  that  the  high  standard 
of  toll  service  to  this  area  will  be  continued  without  interruption." 

Having  no  jurisdiction  over  the  Kenora  or  Northern  systems  it  is  not  for  this 
Board  to  question  the  arrangements  entered  into  between  these  systems  for  the 
operation  of  Kenora's  toll  facilities,  or  the  Traffic  Agreement  (Exhibit  4) 
which  has  been  executed  by  them.  However,  it  appears  that  for  Northern  to  carry 
out  whatever  obligations  it  incurred  by  the  leasing  of  the  toll  facilities  and  by 
the  terms  of  the  Traffic  Agreement,  Northern  desires  to  obtain  a  share  of  line 
haul  revenue  which  it  has  not  enjoyed  in  the  past.  This  it  proposes  to  secure  by 
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invoking  the  powers  of  the  Board  under  subsection  8,  section  380  of  the  Railway 
Act  by  seeking  that  it  be  given  interconnection  with  Bell  at  Fort  William  and  not 
elsewhere.  The  evidence  indicates  the  intention  to  handle  Kenora  traffic  via 
Fort  William  no  matter  where  its  ultimate  origin  or  destination  may  be. 

Subsection  8,  section  380  of  the  Railway  Act  has  been  dealt  with  by  the 
Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  and  its  pertinent  provisions  are  set  out  in  his 
Judgment.  Its  provisions  are  not  contained  in  the  Act  of  Incorporation  of  Bell.  In 
my  opinion  subsection  8  was  not  enacted  to  promote  the  interests  of  other  tele- 
phone systems  but  is  designed  to  make  possible  the  bringing  of  Bell  Long  Dis- 
tance facilities  to  the  public  which  are  not  directly  served  by  Bell  and  thereby 
affording  joint  long  distance  service  to  the  wide  territory  served  by  Bell  and  its 
connections  both  in  Canada  and  elsewhere. 

The  Board  is  given  wide  powers  under  these  provisions  and  may  **direct 
how,  when,  where,  by  whom,  and  upon  what  terms  and  conditions*'  the  inter- 
connection be  made.  The  subsection  also  forsees  that  some  compensation  may 
be  required  and,  obviously,  if  interconnection  is  forced  upon  Bell  to  its  detriment 
any  compensation  required  must  be  to  Bell.  This  principle  was  established  in 
**Ingersoll  Telephone  Co.  v.  Bell  Telephone  Co.  of  Canada",  53  S.C.R.  583  (22 
C.R.C.  135). 

In  approving  the  many  voluntary  Traffic  Agreements  between  Bell  and  Con- 
necting systems  the  Board  has  recognized  that  such  agreements  are  fair  and 
reasonable  to  both  parties.  Where  connecting  companies  have  substantial  line 
hauls  and  elect  to  divide  the  joint  revenue  in  accordance  with  Appendix  *'B*' 
the  Board's  approval  signifies  its  satisfaction  as  to  the  fairness  thereof;  the 
subsequently  established  Alternate  Appendix  **B*'  which  some  systems  find 
to  be  of  greater  advantage  than  Appendix  **B'*  is  likewise  approved  upon  the 
same  principle. 

The  Traffic  Agreement  form  which  we  have  approved  as  a  standard  document 
does  not  permit  a  connecting  company  to  participate  in  both  Appendix  '*B**  and 
its  alternate  at  the  same  time,  consequently  as  Northern  is  a  line  haul  connect- 
ing system  of  Bell  it  cannot  qualify  concurrently  for  Alternate  Appendix  '*B*' 
under  the  present  terms  of  the  standard  agreement. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  main  consideration  is  to  assure  the 
continuance  of  long  distance  calling  between  the  Kenora  toll  centre  and  the 
Bell  system  and  its  connections.  To  accomplish  this  it  has  not  been  necessary 
in  the  past  to  interpose  the  Northern  system  nor  do  I  consider  it  is  necessary  to 
to  do  so  for  the  future.  The  principle  of  fair  treatment  of  the  connecting  systems, 
to  which  I  have  previously  referred,  is  certainly  apposite  as  between  Bell  and 
Kenora. 

Although  the  Manitoba  System  cancelled  its  agreement  with  Kenora  and 
advised  Kenora  it  would  be  required  to  deal  in  future  with  Bell,  there  was 
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evident  concern  on  the  part  of  Manitoba  Telephone  that  Kenora's  revenue  sharing 
be  maintained  as  favourably  as  previously.  An  inter-office  memorandum  of  Bell, 
dated  March  28,  1963,  filed  as  Exhibit  40-2,  states  in  part: 

"At  the  Trans-Canada  Management  Meeting  I  spoke  to  Jim  Fenton  about  the 
possibility  of  negotiating  with  the  Manitoba  System  to  take  over  the  leases 
from  the  Manitoba  boundary  to  Kenora.  It  would  of  course  involve  taking 
over  the  Kenora  Traffic  agreement, 

*'Mr.  Fenton  would  be  very  happy  to  make  such  an  arrangement  and  include 
the  Kenora  traffic  in  the  regular  interprovincial  settlement,  providing  that 
the  town  of  Kenora  would  not  si'ffer  as  a  result." 

Subsequent  correspondence,  included  in  Exhibit  40,  between  Bell  and 
Manitoba  Telephone  indicates  that  Kenora's  revenue  position  would  be  preserved 
and  possibly  improved,  particularly  when  Kenora  is  equipped  for  and  permits 
inward  dialing  of  Direct  Distance  Dialing  messages. 

On  an  average  revenue  per  message  of  $1.50  Kenora  received  from  Manitoba 
an  **A"  commission  of  26  cents  per  originated  message,  and  a  '*B"  commission 
of  28V2  cents,  or  a  total  of  54V2  cents.  It  is  assumed  that  the  ''B"  commission 
is  in  consideration  of  the  operating  function  of  the  calls  as  it  is  in  standard 
Bell  agreements. 

Under  Bell  Alternate  Appendix  ''B"  (1962)  the  '*A''  commission  for  ''Dial 
Terminal  Per  Station'*  for  this  average  revenue  per  message  is  33.1  cents  and 
the  *'B*'  commission  is  21.4  cents,  therefore  the  total  payable  is  the  same  as 
the  former  Manitoba  agreement.  As  Kenora  retains  the  **A"  commission  and 
pays  over  the  **B"  commission  to  Northern,  Kenora  stands  to  gain  an  additional 
7.1  cents  per  message  and  the  operating  commission  would  be  lower  by  that 
amount. 

The  Traffic  Agreement  of  1960  between  Kenora  and  Northern,  filed  as 
Exhibit  4,  which  designates  Kenora  as  the  "Connecting  Company",  includes 
Appendix  "B"  reading  in  part: 

"1.  The  amount  to  which  the  Connecting  Company  is  entitled  for  all  facilities 
and  services  furnished  by  it  in  connection  with  telephone  communications 
interchanged  under  the  said  Traffic  Agreement  shall  be  determined  as 
hereinafter  described  under  paragraphs  A  or  B  whichever  shall  result  in 
the  greater  amount  payable  to  the  Connecting  Company  in  any  billing 
period. 

"A.  COMMISSIONS 

The  originating  charge,  hereinafter  called  commission,  to  which  the 
Connecting  Company  shall  be  entitled,  shall  be  computed  in  accordance 
with  the  following: 
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(a)  On  all  traffic  originated  by  the  Connecting  Company  destined  for 
points  within  the  Manitoba  Telephone  System,  and  carried  via  circuits 
directly  to  Winnipeg,  the  rate  of  commission  payable  shall  be  in  accord- 
ance with  Schedule  *A'  of  the  Manitoba  Telephone  System  Commission 

■  Schedule  currently  in  effect  with  Kenora. 

(b)  On  all  traffic  originated  by  the  Connecting  Company  and  carried  to 
destination  over  Northern  circuits  the  rate  of  commission  payable  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  Schedule  *A'  of  the  Manitoba  Telephone  System 
Commission  Schedule  currently  in  effect  with  Kenora. 

(c)  On  all  traffic  originated  by  the  Connecting  Company  and  destined 
for  points  other  than  in  (a)  and  (b)  above  the  rates  of  commission 
payable  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Schedule  *A'  of  the  alternate 
Appendix    'B'    of  the  Bell  Telephone  Schedule  currently  in  effect. 

"B.  REVENUE  SHARING 

The  Connecting  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  thirty-five  per  cent  of 
the  amount  which  represents  commissions  and  participation  of  line  haul  on 
originating  basis  only  retained  by  Northern  in  its  settlements  with  com- 
panies with  which  Northern  interconnects  on  all  sent-paid  and  sent-collect 
messages  originated  by  the  connecting  company." 

Appendix  '*A*'  to  this  agreement  provides  that  Northern  shall  perform  all 
toll  operating  required  in  connection  with  communications  interchanged  under 
this  agreement.  It  will  be  remembered  that  Kenora  has  leased  its  toll  centre 
and  facilities  to  Northern. 

As  this  agreement  was  executed  while  the  Kenora-Manitoba  agreement  was 
in  force  the  wording  of  paragraph  (a)  seems  to  indicate  either  that  the  agreement 
was  to  be  continued  or  that  other  direct  circuits  Kenora-Winnipeg  would  be  used. 
The  cancellation  by  Manitoba  of  its  agreement  with  Kenora  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  anticipated  by  the  latter  since  it  sought  to  negotiate  the  matter  further 
with  Manitoba  Telephone  System  but  was  met  with  refusal  to  alter  the  decision. 
Manitoba's  advice  to  Kenora  that  future  settlements  must  be  made  between  Kenora 
and  Bell  was  undoubtedly  upon  the  premise  that  the  handling  of  Kenora-Manitoba 
traffic  would  continue  to  be  via  the  direct  circuits  leased  by  Manitoba  and  sub- 
leased to  Bell  insofar  as  their  location  is  in  Ontario. 

With  the  cancellation  of  the  Manitoba-Kenora  traffic  agreement  and  under 
the  present  application  for  connection  at  Fort  William,  the  evidence  is  that  the 
Kenora-Manitoba  traffic  will  flow  via  Fort  William  if  the  present  application 
were  granted.  In  that  event  it  is  presumed  that  paragraph  (c)  of  the  Kenora- 
Northern  1960  traffic  agreement  would  then  apply,  or  alternatively  Clause  **B*V 
which  provides  for  revenue  sharing. 
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The  average  revenue  per  message  for  the  Kenora-Manitoba  traffic  is  stated 
to  be  $1.50  and  assuming  this  reflects  Kenora-Winnipeg  traffic,  a  change  in  the 
route  of  the  traffic  would  not  alter  the  rate  paid  by  the  public,  but  a  traffic  agree- 
ment between  Bell  and  Northern  would  bring  into  play  Appendix  **B'*  of  the  Bell 
agreements.  Due  to  the  extra  mileage  involved  via  Fort  William  and  the  lower  rate 
of  "Commissions*' in  Appendix  "B"  of  Bell  agreements  I  calculate,  roughly,  that 
where  Kenora  received  an  **A**  commission  of  26  cents  per  message  under  the 
former  Manitoba  agreement,  or  would  receive  33.1  cents  per  message  under  Bell 
1962  Alternate  Appendix  **B*'  (Dial  Terminal  Per  Station  Basis),  it  would  receive 
about  30  cents  per  message  under  the  revenue  sharing  arrangement  of  the 
Northern-Kenora  agreement. 

For  traffic  interchanged  between  Kenora  and  Bell  it  was  stated  that  the 
average  revenue  per  message  was  $2.50.  Assuming  that  this  may  reflect  calls 
between  Kenora  and  Toronto,  a  traffic  agreement  between  Northern  and  Bell, 
via  Fort  V/illiam,  would  approximately  accrue  39  cents  per  message  to  Kenora 
under  the  revenue  sharing  plan  of  the  Kenora-Northern  traffic  agreement,  compared 
with  a  maximum  of  34.7  cents  which  would  accrue  to  Kenora  as  originating 
commission  under  the  '*Dial  Terminal  Per  Station'*  commission  schedule  of  Bell 
Alternate  1962  Appendix  *'B"  when  Kenora  is  equipped  for  and  permits  inward 
Direct  Distance  Dialing  of  messages. 

Considering  that  the  Kenora-Manitoba  traffic  is  greater  than  the  Kenora- 
Bell  traffic  the  additional  revenue  division  indicated  above  in  respect  of  Kenora- 
Toronto  may  well  be  offset  by  the  lesser  division  Kenora-Winnipeg. 

I  am  aware  that  these  calculations  may  not  be  accurate  but  I  have  not  seen 
indications  that  Kenora's  division  of  the  revenue  will  be  enhanced  by  the 
implementation  of  the  connection  sought  by  this  application. 

It  is  of  some  significance  that  the  revenue  sharing  arrangement  provided  in 
the  Kenora-Northern  traffic  agreement  appears  to  contemplate  that  it  will  apply 
only  to  traffic  carried  by  Northern  to  companies  with  which  it  interconnects. 

It  was  not  alleged  that  the  present  Bell  Traffic  Agreements,  in  the  forms 
approved  by  the  Board,  are  unfair,  unreasonable  or  unjustly  discriminatory. 

The  connection  at  Kenora  with  Bell  for  traffic  to  and  from  points  other  than 
Manitoba  has  provided  satisfactory  service  and  was  intended  to  be  continued 
and  supplemented  by  the  facilities  the  cable  and  micro-wave  would  provide. 

The  connection  at  Kenora  with  the  circuits  of  Manitoba  Telephone  System 
has  provided  satisfactory  service  and  was  proposed  to  be  continued  under  ap- 
propriate provisions  with  Bell  without  revenue  detriment  to  Kenora. 
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For  the  reasons  stated  herein  and  those  set  out  in  the  Judgment  of  the 
Assistant  Chief  Commissioner,  I  fully  concur  in  the  decision  that  the  present 
application  be  denied.

JUDGMENT 

DUMONTIER,  D.C.C. 

The  first  application  in  connection  with  this  matter  was  made  by  the  Muni- 
cipal Corporation  of  the  County  of  Portneuf,  in  a  resolution  dated  March  12,  1958, 
requesting  the  enlargement  of  the  subway  under  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  at 
Pont  Rouge.  This  resolution  was  addressed  to  the  Board  and  to  the  Minister  of 
the  Quebec  Roads  Department. 

In  its  submission  dated  May  22,  1958,  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  sug- 
gested that  instead  of  reconstructing  the  existing  subway,  it  would  be  prefer- 
able to  relocate  the  roadway  to  pass  under  the  bridge  at  mileage  134.9  between 
the  west  abutment  and  Pier  No.  1,  and  to  close  the  existing  subway  at  mileage 
134.8. 
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The  Municipality  agreed  to  the  C.P.R.'s  suggestion  and  the  Department  of 
Roads  of  Quebec  submitted  a  project  of  a  road  diversion  under  the  railway  bridge 
which  would  permit  the  closing  of  the  existing  subway. 

On  November  6,  1961,  the  Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Pont  Rouge  passed 
a  resolution  requesting  the  C.P.R.  to  continue  to  maintain  the  subway  even  if 
another  road  was  opened  elsewhere  by  the  Provincial  Department  of  Roads  but 
on  December  6,  1962,  the  Village  wrote  to  the  Board  advising  that  the  Municipality 
approved  the  project  submitted  by  the  Quebec  Department  of  Roads  of  closing  the 
old  subway  and  constructing  a  road  under  the  C.P.R.  bridge.  The  cost  \  of  the  new 
road  was  estimated  by  the  Department  at  $113,190,00  and  the  Department  sug- 
gested that  the  cost  be  apportioned:  50  per  cent  or  $56,595  to  the  Railway  Grade 
Crossing  Fund;  15  per  cent  or  $16,980  to  the  C.P.R.  Company  and  the  remainder, 
to  the  Quebec  Department  of  Roads. 

The  Railway  Company  offered  to  contribute  $5,000  towards  the  cost  of  this 
project  being  in  its  view  the  total  value  of  the  benefits  that  would  derive  from  the 
closing  of  the  existing  subway. 

No  agreement  having  been  reached  as  to  the  apportionment  of  cost  and,  as 
the  Department  was  anxious  to  proceed  with  this  work,  the  Board  issued  Order 
No.  111583,  dated  June  28,  1963,  authorizing  the  construction  of  a  deviation  of 
the  highway  across  and  under  the  railway  bridge  over  the  Jacques  Cartier  River, 
at  mileage  134.9,  Quebec  Subdivision. 

The  allocation  of  the  cost  of  this  project  was  reserved  for  further  considera- 
tion and  Order  of  the  Board. 

The  existing  subway  was  constructed  in  1923  to  eliminate  a  level  crossing 
considered  dangerous  because  of  its  steep  approaches  and  very  poor  visibility. 

When,  in  1921,  the  Village  of  Pont  Rouge  applied  for  the  elimination  of  this 
level  crossing,  the  Railway  considered  that  the  traffic  did  not  justify  the  expend- 
iture of  a  grade  separation  and  suggested  the  installation  of  wigwag  signals  or  a 
deviation  of  the  road  to  cross  the  railway  under  the  railway  bridge  across  Jacques 
Cartier  River,  similar  to  the  project  submitted  by  the  Quebec  Department  of  Roads 
and  approved  by  Order  No.  111583  of  June  28,  1963. 

The  Village  of  Pont  Rouge,  however,  objected  to  the  solution  suggested  by 
the  Railway  and  was  very  insistent  on  the  construction  of  a  subway.  It  requested 
that  the  subway  should  not  be  more  than  18  feet  wide  and  12  feet  high  in  order 
that  its  cost  be  kept  to  a  minimum  and  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  damages  to 
the  adjacent  properties. 

The  Board  heard  the  application  in  Quebec  City  and,  as  a  result,  issued  its 
Order  No.  33284  of  January  8,  1923,  directing  the  C.P.R.  Company  to  construct  a 
subway  12  feet  deep  and  18  feet  wide  at  the  crossing.  The  Order  stipulated  that 
the  excavation  for  the  subway  was  to  be  performed  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
Applicant,  up  to  the  line  of  the  Railway  Company's  right  of  way,  while  the  work 
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within  the  limits  of  the  Railway  was  to  be  performed  by  the  Railway  Company, 
except  for  the  macadamized  road  surface.  The  Order  also  authorized  grants  of 
25  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  six-sevenths  of  which  was  to  be  paid  to  the 
Railway  and  one-seventh,  to  the  Applicant. 

Although  a  greater  part  of  the  cost  of  the  subway  was  allocated  to  the  Rail- 
way, the  decision  as  to  the  limited  size  of  it  was  not  made  by  Uie  Railway  Com- 
pany and  if  some  forty  years  later  it  is  considered  inadequate,  the  Railway  Com- 
pany cannot  be  held  responsible  for  such  inadequacy.  The  Railway  could  certainly 
not  be  accused  in  this  case  of  placing  an  obstruction  to  highway  traffic  since  the 
Municipality  had  refused  their  proposal  of  diverting  the  highway,  as  now  proposed 
by  the  Quebec  Department  of  Roads,  and  had  insisted  on  a  subway  not  larger  than 
above-mentioned. 

The  Board  has  recognized  that  the  subway  is  inadequate  for  present  day 
traffic  and  has  approved  the  road  deviation  suggested  by  the  Quebec  Department 
of  Roads  which  permits  the  closing  of  the  existing  subway.  The  cost  of  the  work 
was,    however,   reserved  for  further  consideration  and  Order  of  the  Board. 

The  evidence  adduced  at  the  hearing  by  witnesses  for  the  Quebec  Depart- 
ment of  Roads  was  mainly  to  establish  that  their  project  was  a  necessary  improve- 
ment over  the  existing  situation  and  that  the  subway  will  be  closed  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  road  diversion.  The  only  witness  for  the  Railway  gave  evidence  as 
to  the  value  of  the  benefits  that  the  Railway  would  derive  from  the  elimination  of 
the  existing  subway. 

Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Order  authorizing  the  road  diversion,  the  Quebec 
Department  of  Roads  had  requested  that  the  cost  of  the  work  be  apportioned;  50 
per  cent  from  the  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund,  15  per  cent  from  the  C.P.R.  and 
the  remainder  by  the  Department  of  Roads.  No  evidence  was  given  at  the  hearing 
to  support  the  division  of  costs  as  suggested  by  the  Department. 

Counsel  for  the  Department,  however,  argued  that  the  reconstruction  of  the 
subway  at  the  present  location  would  not  permit  a  greater  vertical  clearance, 
unless  the  C.P.R.  track  and  the  Railway  bridge  over  the  river  were  raised,  which 
would  considerably  increase  the  cost  of  the  new  structure,  and  that  it  was  to 
avoid  this  additional  expense  that  the  Department  decided  to  divert  the  highway. 

He  also  argued  that  the  amount  offered  by  the  Railway  was  not  sufficient  as 
he  considered  that  the  situation  was  as  bad  for  the  Railway  as  it  was  for  the 
highway  traffic. 

Counsel  for  the  C.P.R.  submitted  in  argument  that  the  Railway  would  derive 
a  benefit  of  approximately  $5,000  and  that  in  view  of  other  cases  and  Orders  of 
the  Board  to  which  he  referred,  the  Board  should  assess  an  amount  of  not  more 
than  $5,000  against  the  Railway. 

Counsel  for  the  Railway  also  submitted  that  it  was  not  shown  that  the  Rail- 
way had  suffered  any  ill  effect  except  for  minor  repairs  made  as  a  result  from  some 
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collisions  with  the  bridge  but  that  those  had  had  no  effect  upon  the  railway  traffic 
and  the  Railway  was  not  asking  for  any  change. 

Section  265  of  the  Railway  Act,  being  Chap.  234  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Canada  1952,  established  what  is  known  as  *'The  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund" 
and  empowers  the  Board,  in  its  discretion,  but  within  the  limits  set  out  in  the 
section,  to  apply  the  Fund  towards  the  cost  of: 

(a)  Work  actually  done  for  the  protection,  safety  and  convenience  of  the 
public  in  respect  of  existing  crossing  at  rail  level. 

(b)  Work  actually  done  in  respect  of  reconstruction  and  improvement  of 
grade  separations  that  are  in  existence  at  crossings  upon  the  coming 
into  force  of  this  subsection  and  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  are 
not  adequate  by  reason  of  their  location,  design  or  size  for  highway 
traffic  using  them. 

(c)  Placing  reflective  markings  on  the  sides  of  railway  cars. 

(d)  Relocating  a  public  utility  plant  that  is  part  of  a  work  ordered  by  the 
Board  for  the  protection,  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public  in  respect 
of  a  crossing  at  rail  level;  and 

(e)  The  construction  of  a  new  grade  separation  when  a  crossing  at  rail  level 
is  closed  or  nearly  all  highway  traffic  using  it  is  diverted  therefrom,  and 
the  Board  deems  the  grade  separation  to  be  a  work  for  the  protection, 
safety  and  convenience  of  the  public  in  respect  of  that  existing  level 
crossing. 

The  discretion  of  the  Board  is  of  course  limited  to  the  case  covered  by  (a), 
(b),  (c),  (d)  and  (e)  abovementioned,  and  by  paragraph  6  of  section  265  which 
prohibits  any  contribution  from  the  Fund  towards  the  cost  of  work  actually  done 
in  respect  of  any  crossing  unless  such  crossing  has  been  in  existence  at  least 
three  years  prior  to  the  making  of  the  Order. 

It  is  evident  that  the  work  towards  the  cost  of  which  the  Department  of  High- 
ways of  the  Province  of  Quebec  requests  a  contribution  from  the  Fund  does  not 
fall  in  the  category  (a),  (c),  (d)  and  (e).  There  remains  the  work  contemplated  by 
paragraph  (b)  which  I  quote  again: 

(b)  Work  actually  done  in  respect  of  reconstruction  and  improvement  of  grade 
separations  that  are  in  existence  at  crossings  upon  the  coming  into  force 
of  this  subsection  and  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  are  not  adequate 
by  reason  of  their  location,  design  or  size  for  highway  traffic  using  them. 

The  grade  separation  at  mileage  134.8  was  definitely  in  existence  at  the  time 
subsection  (b)  came  into  force.  There  was  sufficient  evidence  adduced  to  satisfy 
us  that  the  grade  separation  in  question  was  not  adequate  by  reason  of  its  size 
for  the  highway  traffic  using  it.  However,  has  the  Department  of  Highways  of  the 
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Province  of  Quebec  reconstructed  and  improved  that  grade  separation?  If  this 
question  can  be  answered  in  the  affirmative  then,  by  reason  of  Section  265(2) 
(b)  of  the  Act,  the  Board,  in  its  discretion,  could  authorize  from  the  Fund  a  contri- 
bution of  50  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  such  reconstruction  and  improvement  of  the 
grade  separation  if  it  ordered  or  authorized  the  work. 

The  law  and  the  jurisprudence  is  to  the  effect  that  the  fund  is  to  be  applied 
towards  the  cost  of  construction  of  a  work  which  the  Board  may  order  or  authorize 
for  the  protection,  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public  in  respect  of  existing 
crossings  at  rail  level,  including  the  construction  of  a  grade  separation  crossing 
which  will  eliminate  an  existing  crossing  at  rail  level  or  divert  therefrom  substan- 
tially all  highway  traffic  using  it  if  the  Board  deems  such  work  to  be  a  work  for 
the  protection,  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public  in  respect  of  the  existing 
crossing  at  rail  level,  and  including  also  work  actually  done  in  respect  of  re- 
construction and  improvement  of  a  grade  separation,  etc. 

The  work  authorized  by  the  Board  Order  No.  111583  is  to  cross  under  the 
railway  bridge  at  mileage  134.9  with  its  diverted  highway.  The  Department  of 
Roads  of  Quebec  did  not  need  leave  to  divert  its  road,  but  it  could  not  cross 
under  the  railway  bridge  without  leave. 

The  road  diversion  was  not  made  to  eliminate  a  crossing  at  rail  level.  It  was 
not  made  to  divert  substantially  all  highway  traffic  using  a  crossing  at  rail  level. 
Moreover,  the  work  authorized  was  not  a  reconstruction  and  improvement  of  the 
grade  separation  at  mile  134.8 

It  may  very  well  be  that  the  road  diversion  with  the  new  crossing  under  the 
railway  bridge  is  an  improvement  over  the  old  grade  separation.  However,  the  fact 
remains  that  the  work  actually  done  is  not  in  fact  a  work  as  contemplated  by  section 
265(1)  (b). 

Consequently,  interpreting  the  law  as  it  now  appears  in  the  Statute,  we  are  un- 
able to  find  the  power  and  jurisdiction  which  could  enable  us  to  authorize  a  grant 
from  the  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund  towards  the  cost  of  the  work  authorized  by 
Order  No.  111583. 

There  now  remains  the  apportionment  of  the  cost  between  the  railway  company 
and  the  Department  of  Roads  of  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

In  order  to  decide  what  proportion  of  the  cost  of  the  road  diversion  the  Rail- 
way should  pay,  it  is  necessary  to  consider  the  circumstances  under  which  the  old 
subway  was  constructed. 

If  the  Municipality  of  Pont  Rouge  had  accepted  in  1923  to  divert  the  road  or 
install  protection  at  the  level  crossing,  instead  of  requesting  the  construction  of 
a  subway  with  limited  clearance,  the  Department  of  Roads  would  not  be  in  the  posi- 
tion today  of  having  to  spend  a  large  sum  of  money  to  build  a  road  diversion  that 
will  permit  the  closing  of  the  old  subway.  It  is  clear  today  that  the  best  solution 
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to  the  problem  that  existed  at  the  crossing  in  1923,  was  not  adopted  and  that  the 
responsibility  for  this  cannot  be  placed  on  the  railway. 

Because  the  Railway  will  be  relieved  of  the  obligation  of  maintaining  the 
subway  and  perhaps  contributing  towards  the  cost  of  its  reconstruction  in  the 
future,  it  has  offered  to  contribute  $5,000  towards  the  cost  of  the  road  diversion 
if  the  subway  is  closed.  The  Municipality  of  Pont  Rouge  has  agreed  to  its  closing. 

In  view  of  those  circumstances,  I  believe  that  the  amount  offered  by  the  rail- 
way is  fair  and  reasonable  and  that  the  remainder  of  the  cost  should  be  paid  by 
the  Department  of  Roads. 

I  would  order  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  close  the  subway 
crossing  at  mileage  134.8,  Quebec  Subdivision,  as  soon  as  the  road  diversion  is 
completed  and  opened  to  traffic. 

An  Order  will  issue  accordingly.

1.  The  allocation  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  the  work  authorized  by  Order 
No.  111583,  dated  June  28,  1963,  reserved  by  the  said  Order  for  further  considera- 
tion and  Order  of  the  Board,  shall  be  as  follows:  $5,000  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  the  remainder  shall  be  paid  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Roads  of  the  Province  of  Quebec.

JUGEMENT 


La  premiere  requete  a  ce  sujet  a  ete  faite  par  la  Corporation  municipale  du 
comte  de  Portneuf  dans  une  resolution,  datee  du  12  mars  1958,  par  laquelle  etait 
demande  I'agrandissement  du  passage  inferieur  sous  la  voie  ferree  du  Pacifique- 
Canadien,  k  Pont-Rouge.  Cette  resolution  etait  adressee  a  la  Commission  et  au 
ministre  de  la  Voirie  de  la  province  de  Quebec. 

Dans  son  memoire  date  du  22  mai  1958,  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  du 
Pacifique-Canadien  exprimait  I'avis  qu'au  lieu  de  reconstruire  le  passage  infe- 
rieur existant,  il  serait  preferable  de  deplacer  la  route  pour  la  faire  passer  sous 
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le  pont  au  point  milliaire  134.9  entre  la  culee  ouest  et  la  pile  1  et  de  fermer  le 
passage  inferieur  existant,  au  point  milliaire  134.8. 

La  municipalite  accepta  la  proposition  du  Pacifique-Canadien  et  le  ministere 
de  la  Voirie  presenta  un  projet  de  deviation  de  la  route  pour  la  faire  passer  sous 
le  pont-rail,  ce  qui  devait  permettre  la  fermeture  du  passage  inferieur  existant. 

Le  6  novembre  1961,  la  Corporation  du  village  de  Pont-Rouge  adoptait  une 
resolution  par  laquelle  elle  demandait  au  Pacifique-Canadien  de  conserver  le 
passage  inferieur  meme  si  le  ministere  provincial  de  la  Voirie  ouvrait  un  autre 
chemin  ailleurs  mais  le  6  decembre  1962,  le  village  ecrivait  a  la  Commission  pour 
I'informer  que  la  municipalite  approuvait  le  projet  presente  par  le  ministere  de  la 
Voirie  et  comportait  la  fermeture  de  I'ancien  passage  inferieur  et  la  construction 
d'un  chemin  passant  sous  le  pont  du  Pacifique-Canadien.  Le  ministre  evaluait  a 
$113,190  le  cout  du  nouveau  chemin  et  il  proposait  que  ce  cout  soit  reparti  ainsi: 
que  50  p.  100,  ou  $56,595,  proviennent  de  la  Caisse  des  passages  a  niveau,  que 
15  p.  100  ou  $16,980  soient  a  la  charge  de  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  du 
Pacifique-Canadien  et  le  solde  a  la  charge  du  ministere  de  la  Voirie  de  la  province 
de  Quebec. 

La  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  a  offert  de  payer  $5,000  sur  le  cout  du  projet, 
ce  qui,  selon  elle,  representait  toute  la  valeur  des  avantages  qu'elle  retirerait 
de  la  fermeture  du  passage  existant. 

Comme  on  n'etait  pas  parvenu  a  s'entendre  sur  la  repartition  du  cout  et  que 
le  ministere  voulait  entreprendre  ces  travaux  le  plus  tot  possible,  la  Commission 
a  rendu  I'ordonnance  n^  111583,  datee  du  28  juin  1963,  autorisant  la  construction 
d'une  deviation  de  route  qui  passerait  sous  le  pont-rail  qui  franchit  la  riviere 
Jacques-Cartier,  au  point  milliaire  134.9  de  la  subdivision  de  Quebec. 

La  repartition  du  cout  de  ce  projet  etait  reservee,  devant  faire  I'objet  d'etude 
ulterieure  de  la  Commission  et  d'une  autre  ordonnance. 

Le  passage  inferieur  actuel  a  ete  construit  en  1923  afin  d'eliminer  un  passage 
a  niveau  juge  dangereux  a  cause  de  ses  approches  a  forte  pente  et  d'une  tres 
mauvaise  visibilite. 

Lorsque  le  village  de  Pont-Rouge,  en  1921,  a  demande  ^elimination  de  ce 
passage  a  niveau,  le  chemin  de  fer  a  juge  que  le  trafic  ne  justifiait  pas  la  depense 
d'un  etagement  de  voies  at  a  propose  d'installer  des  pendules  avertisseurs  ou  de 
devier  la  route  de  fa^on  a  la  faire  passer  sous  le  pont-rail  qui  enjambe  la  riviere 
Jacques-Cartier,  de  la  maniere  proposee  par  le  ministere  de  la  Voirie  et  approuvee 
par  I'ordonnance  n^  111583  du  28  juin  1%3. 

Cependant,  le  village  de  Pont-Rouge  s'opposa  a  la  solution  que  proposait  le 
chemin  de  fer  et  insista  beaucoup  pour  obtenir  la  construction  d'un  passage  infe- 
rieur. II  demandait  que  ce  passage  inferieur  n'ait  pas  plus  de  18  pieds  de  largeur 
et  12  pieds  de  hauteur  afin  d'en  reduire  le  cout  au  minimum  et  d'eviter  la  possibi- 
lite  de  dommages  aux  proprietes  avoisinantes. 
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La  Commission  entendit  la  requete  a  Quebec  et,  en  consequence,  rendit  son 
ordonnance  n°  33284  du  8  Janvier  1923,  qui  ordonnait  a  la  Compagnie  de  chemin 
de  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien  de  construire  un  passage  inferieur  de  12  pieds  de 
hauteur  et  de  18  pieds  de  largeur.  L'ordonnance  stipulait  que  I'excavation  du 
passage  inferieur  devait  etre  effectu^e  par  le  Requerant,  a  ses  frais,  jusqu'a  la 
ligne  de  demarcation  de  I'emprise  de  la  Compagnie,  tandis  qu'a  l*interieur  de 
cette  emprise  les  travaux  devaient  etre  effectues  par  la  Compagnie,  sauf  en  ce 
qui  conceme  la  macadamisation  de  la  surface  de  la  route.  L'ordonnance  autorisait 
egalement  des  subventions  de  25  p.  100  du  cout  des  travaux,  dont  six  septiemes 
devaient  etre  verses  au  chemin  de  fer  et  un  septieme  au  Requerant. 

Bien  que  la  majeure  partie  du  cout  de  ce  passage  inferieur  ait  ete  attribuee 
a  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer,  la  decision  relative  a  ses  dimensions  restreintes 
n*a  pas  ete  prise  par  elle  et,  si  quelque  quarante  ans  plus  tard,  le  passage  est 
juge  insuffisant,  elle  ne  saurait  etre  tenue  responsable  de  cet  etat  de  choses.  Le 
chemin  de  fer  ne  pent  certainement  pas  etre  accuse,  dans  le  cas  present,  d'en- 
traver  la  circulation  routiere  puisque  la  municipalite  avait  refuse  son  projet  de 
devier  la  route  comme  le  propose  maintenant  le  ministere  de  la  Voirie  du  Quebec 
et  qu'elle  avait  insiste  pour  que  les  dimensions  du  passage  inferieur  ne  soient 
pas  superieures  a  celles  qui  sont  mentionnees  ci-dessus. 

La  Commission  a  admis  que  le  passage  inferieur  est  insuffisant  pour  le  trafic 
actuel  et  elle  a  approuve  la  route  de  deviation  proposee  par  le  ministere  de  la 
Voirie  du  Quebec,  laquelle  permettrait  de  fermer  le  passage  inferieur  actuel. 
Cependant,  la  repartition  du  cout  des  travaux  a  ete  reservee  et  devait  faire  l*objet 
d'une  etude  ulterieure  de  la  Commission  et  d'une  autre  ordonnance. 

La  preuve  presentee,  lors  de  I'audition,  par  le  ministere  de  la  Voirie  du 
Quebec  etait  surtout  destinee  a  etablir  que  son  projet  constituait  une  ameliora- 
tion necessaire  de  la  situation  actuelle  et  que  le  passage  inferieur  serait  ferme 
une  fois  la  route  de  deviation  terminee.  La  deposition  du  seul  temoin  du  Chemin 
de  fer  a  porte  sur  les  avantages  que  retirerait  le  Chemin  de  fer  de  I'elimination 
du  passage  inferieur  actuel. 

Avant  que  I'ordonnance  autorisant  la  route  de  deviation  n'eut  ete  rendue,  le 
ministere  de  la  Voirie  du  Quebec  avait  demande  que  le  cout  des  travaux  soient 
repartis  de  la  fa9on  suivante:  50  p.  100  a  verser  par  la  Caisse  des  passages  a 
niveau,  15  p.  100  par  le  Pacifique-Canadien  et  le  solde  par  le  ministere  de  la 
Voirie.  Aucun  temoignage  n'a  ete  depose,  lors  de  1' audition,  a  I'appui  de  la  re- 
partition du  cout  de  la  maniere  proposee  par  le  ministere. 

Cependant,  I'avocat  du  ministere  a  soutenu  que  la  reconstruction  du  passage 
inferieur  a  son  emplacement  actuel  ne  permettrait  pas  un  degagement  vertical  plus 
considerable,  a  moins  de  surelever  la  voie  ferree  du  Pacifique-Canadien  et  le  pont- 
rail  qui  enjambe  la  riviere,  ce  qui  augmenterait  considerablement  le  cout  du  nouvel 
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ouvrage  et  que  c*etait  afin  d'eviter  ces  frais  supplementaires  que  le  ministere 
avait  decide  de  devier  la  route. 

II  a  egalement  soutenu  que  le  montant  offert  par  le  chemin  de  fer  n'etait  pas 
suffisant,  vu  que  la  situation  etait  aussi  mauvaise  pour  le  chemin  de  fer  que  pour 
le  trafic  routier. 

L*avocat  du  Pacifique-Canadien  a  soutenu  que  le  Chemin  de  fer  retirerait  un 
avantage  d*enviroa  $5,000  et  que,  vu  les  causes  et  les  ordonnances  de  la  Com- 
mission auxquelles  il  s*est  reporte,  la  Commission  ne  devrait  pas  imposer  au 
Chemin  de  fer  un  montant  superieur  a  $5,000. 

L'avocat  du  Chemin  de  fer  a  ensuite  soutenu  qu'il  n'etait  pas  prouve  que  le 
Chemin  de  fer  avait  subi  des  dommages,  si  ce  n'est  la  necessite  de  faire  quelques 
reparations  secondaires  par  suite  de  chocs  regus  par  le  pont  mais  que  ces  accidents 
n'avaient  eu  aucun  effet  sur  la  circulation  ferroviaire  et  que  le  Chemin  de  fer  ne 
demandait  pas  de  changements. 

L'article  265  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer,  ch.  234  des  Statuts  revises  du 
Canada,  1952,  etablit  ce  qui  est  connu  sous  le  nom  de  "Caisse  des  passages  a 
niveau"  et  il  donne  a  la  Commission  le  pouvoir,  a  sa  discretion,  mais  dans  les 
limites  prevues  a  cet  article,  d'affecter  les  fonds  de  la  Caisse  au  cout  des  travaux 
suivants: 

a)  Travaux  reellement  executes  en  vue  d'assurer  la  protection,  la  securite 
et  la  commodite  du  public  relativement  a  un  passage  a  niveau  existant. 

b)  Travaux  reellement  executes  relativement  a  la  reconstruction  et  a  I'ame- 
lioration  d'etagements  de  voies  existant  a  des  croisements  lors  de  I'entree 
en  vigueur  du  present  paragraphe  et  que  la  Commission  juge  insuffisants, 
a  cause  de  leur  emplacement,  construction  ou  dimensions,  pour  le  trafic 
routier  qui  les  utilise. 

c)  Apposition  de  marques  reflechissantes  sur  les  cotes  des  wagons  de  chemin 
de  fer. 

d)  Deplacement  d'une  installation  d*utilite  publique  faisant  partie  de  travaux 
ordonnes  par  la  Commission  pour  la  protection,  la  securite  et  la  commodite 
du  public  relativement  a  un  passage  a  niveau;  et 

e)  Construction  d*un  nouvel  etagement  de  voies  lorsqu'un  passage  a  niveau 
est  ferme  ou  que  presque  tout  le  trafic  routier  qui  I'utilisait  en  est  detourne 
et  que  la  Commission  juge  que  cet  etagement  de  voies  est  un  ouvrage 
destine  a  assurer  la  protection,  la  securite  et  la  commodite  du  public  rela- 
tivement a  ce  passage  a  niveau  existant. 

La  discretion  de  la  Commission  est  evidemment  restreinte  aux  cas  prevus 
en  a),  b),  c),  d)  et  e)  ci-dessus  et  par  le  paragraphe  (6)  de  I'article  265,  lequel 
interdit  toute  contribution  de  la  Caisse  des  passages  a  niveau  au  cout  de  travaux 
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reellement  executes  relativement  a  un  passage  a  moins  que  ce  passage  n'ait 
existe  depuis  au  moins  trois  ans  a  la  date  de  l*ordonnance. 

II  est  evident  que  les  travaux  a  i'egard  du  cout  desquels  le  ministere  de  la 
Voirie  de  la  province  de  Quebec  demande  une  contribution  de  la  Caisse  ne  tombent 
pas  dans  les  categories  a),  c),  d)  ou  e).  II  reste  les  travaux  prevus  a  I'alinea  b), 
que  je  cite  de  nouveau: 

b)  Travaux  reellement  executes  relativement  a  la  reconstruction  et  a  I'ame- 
lioration  d'etagements  de  voies  existant  a  des  croisements  lors  de  1' entree 
en  vigueur  du  present  paragraphe  et  que  la  Commission  juge  insuffisants 
par  suite  de  leur  emplacement,  construction  ou  dimensions  pour  le  trafic 
routier  qui  les  utilise. 

L'etagement  de  voies  du  point  milliaire  134.8  existait  certainement  au  moment 
de  I'entree  en  vigueur  de  I'alinea  b).

134.8

J'ordonnerais  a  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien  de 
fermer  le  passage  inferieur  du  point  milliaire  134.8  de  la  subdivision  de  Quebec, 
des  que  la  route  de  deviation  sera  terminee  et  ouverte  a  la  circulation.

JUDGMENT 

DUMONTIER,  D.C.C.: 

The  application  of  the  Department  of  Roads  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  herein- 
after called  the  Department,  for  the  construction  of  an  overhead  bridge  at  mileage 
100.36  to  replace  the  existing  subway  at  mileage  100.54,  Sherbrooke  Subdivision, 
was  made  on  June  22nd,  1962. 

The  cost  of  the  proposed  overhead  bridge  was  estimated  at  $341,800.00.  The 
Department  suggested  that  the  apportionment  of  cost  be:  50  per  cent  from  the  Rail- 
way Grade  Crossing  Fund,  20  per  cent  from  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company, 
hereinafter  called  the  Company,  and  the  balance,  from  the  Department. 
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In  its  first  submission,  the  Company  indicated  that  there  had  been  several 
serious  accidents  on  account  of  the  narrow  subway,  that  it  had  no  objections  to 
the  proposed  overhead  bridge  and  that  the  bridge  would  greatly  improve  conditions 
at  this  location.  In  a  further  submission  dated  November  26,  1962,  the  Company 
offered  to  contribute  the  sum  of  $15,000  representing  the  capital  value  of  the  saving 
to  the  Company  that  would  result  from  the  bridge  replacing  the  subway,  provided  that 
the  Department  assumes  the  cost  of  future  maintenance  of  the  bridge. 

Again,  on  December  3rd,  the  Company  wrote  the  Board  stating  in  part:  '*If  our 
contribution  is  to  be  as  outlined  in  my  letter  of  November  26,  we  already  have 
sufficient  information  and  have  no  further  comments.  However,  if  we  are  required 
to  pay  a  percentage  of  the  cost  of  the  new  project  we  will  need  to  check  furtlier 
and  will  require  a  general  plan  and  profile**. 

The  information  requested  by  the  Company  was  supplied  by  the  Department, 
but  in  spite  of  the  long  exchange  of  correspondence  between  the  Company,  the 
Department  and  the  Board,  no  agreement  could  be  reached  with  respect  to  the 
apportionment  of  cost  of  the  proposed  structure. 

The  Department  was  anxious  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  over- 
head bridge  and  asked  the  Board  to  issue  an  Order  authorizing  the  work  but  reserv- 
ing the  question  of  the  cost  to  be  decided  later. 

On  December  7th,  1962,  the  Board  issued  its  Order  109763,  authorizing  the 
construction  of  an  overhead  bridge  to  replace  the  existing  subway.  The  Order 
authorized  a  grant  of  50  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  construction  from  the  Railway  Grade 
Crossing  Fund  and  reserved  the  balance  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  the  bridge 
for  further  consideration  and  Order  of  the  Board.  It  also  placed  the  cost  of  future 
maintenance  of  the  bridge  on  the  Applicant  and  directed  the  Company  to  close  the 
existing  subway  as  soon  as  the  overhead  bridge  is  completed  and  opened  for  the 
use  of  the  public. 

At  the  hearing,  the  Department  presented  evidence  to  the  effect  that  the  old 
subway  consisted  of  a  concrete  arch  20  feet  wide  with  a  maximum  vertical  clear- 
ance of  13  feet  at  the  center  line,  and  that  two  trucks  normally  loaded  could  not 
meet  and  pass  in  the  subway.  It  was  also  given  in  evidence  that  there  was  a  sharp 
curve  in  the  highway  on  each  side  of  the  subway  limiting  the  visibility  to  a  mini- 
mum. The  witness  for  the  Department  stated  that  the  regular  traffic  amounts  to 
3800  vehicles  a  day  as  an  average,  with  a  maximum  of  9000. 

The  evidence  given  by  the  only  witness  for  the  Company  was  with  respect  to 
the  benefits  that  the  Company  will  derive  as  a  result  of  the  closing  of  the  subway. 
As  previously  submitted  in  its  letter  of  November  26,  the  Company  contends  that 
the  amount  of  15,000  towards  the  cost  of  the  new  structure  represents  the  present 
day  value  of  the  improvement  in  its  net  financial  position  that  would  result  from 
discontinuance  of  its  commitments  to  maintain  the  existing  structure.  The  Railway 
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estimates  the  cost  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  existing  subway  in  kind  at  $72,000 
and  its  annual  cost  of  maintenance  at  $234.00,  and  claims  that  after  taxation,  these 
amounts  are  reduced  to  $50,040  and  $117.00  respectively.  These  are  the  figures 
used  in  calculating  the  value  of  their  benefit. 

The  Department  gave  no  details  with  respect  to  the  contribution  of  20  per  cent 
of  the  total  cost  that  it  was  asking  from  the  Railway  but  submitted  that  the  respon- 
sibilities of  the  Company  towards  the  new  structure  are  estimated  at  15  per  cent 
and  that  the  capitalized  value  of  the  maintenance  of  the  old  structure  is  estimated 
at  5  per  cent  making  a  total  of  20  per  cent. 

In  his  argument.  Counsel  for  the  Department  stated  that  the  old  subway  was 
built  by  the  Company,  very  narrow  and  with  curves  on  each  side  blocking  the  view. 
He  stated  that  the  Company,  because  of  its  obligations,  should  pay  20  per  cent  of 
the  cost  of  the  new  structure.  He  also  argued  that  if  the  railway  was  not  there,  the 
Department  could  simply  widen  its  road  and  straighten  it  without  having  to  spend 
large  sums  of  money  to  build  a  new  grade  separation. 

Counsel  for  the  Company  stated  in  his  argument  that  the  Department  did  not 
even  attempt  suggesting  any  benefits  to  the  Company  that  the  Company  should 
pay  for,  that  are  not  included  in  the  estimates  filed  by  the  Company.  He  also 
stated  that  no  indication  was  given  by  the  Department  as  to  how  the  percentage 
proposed  as  a  contribution  from  the  Company  was  worked  out.  He  argued  that  there 
is  no  relationship  between  the  cost  of  the  new  highway  facilities  and  the  benefits 
received  by  the  Company  therefrom  and  that  no  case  had  been  presented  to  the 
Board  by  the  Applicant  for  any  increase  in  the  contribution  beyond  the  $15,000 
that  the  Company  had  suggested,  which  the  Company  considers  to  be  the  value  of 
its  benefit  that  it  should  be  required  to  pay  and  would  pay  willingly. 

The  old  subway  was  constructed  in  1908  and  was  authorized  by  Board's  Order 
4593  of  April  10th,  1908.  The  plan  referred  to  in  this  Order  shows  that  until  1908 
the  track  was  supported  over  the  highway  by  a  trestle  with  an  opening  of  19  feet, 
8  inches,  and  a  vertical  clearance  of  20  feet.  The  plan  also  shows  that  although 
the  travelled  portion  of  the  highway  may  have  been  not  more  than  20  feet,  the  road 
allowance  appears  to  have  been  more  than  40  feet.  The  Company  decided  to  con- 
struct a  concrete  arch  with  an  opening  of  20  feet  and  a  vertical  clearance  at  the 
center  of  the  highway  of  14  feet.  The  subway  was  constructed  almost  at  right  angles 
to  the  railway,  which  resulted  in  sharp  curves  in  the  highway  each  side  of  the  sub- 
way. 

It  appears  that  the  Company  paid  the  entire  cost  of  this  subway  as  it  was 
replacing  a  wooden  trestle.  This  is  a  typical  case  of  a  grade  separation  constructed 
by  the  Company  that  has  become  inadequate  for  the  present  day  highway  traffic. 

Section  267  of  the  Railway  Act  is  as  follows: 

"Every  structure  by  which  any  railway  is  carried  over  or  under  any  highway

or  by  which  any  highway  is  carried  over  or  under  any  railway,  shall  be  so  con- 
structed, and,  at  all  times,  be  so  maintained,  as  to  afford  safe  and  adequate  facili- 
ties for  all  traffic  passing  over,  under  or  through  such  structure." 

It  is  evident  that  the  concrete  arch  subway  constructed  by  the  Company  in 
1908  became  far  from  adequate  in  later  years,  as  it  was  impossible  for  two  trucks 
normally  loaded  to  meet  and  pass  in  the  subway,  it  having  been  constructed  as 
an  arch  with  a  maximum  vertical  clearance  of  14  feet  in  the  center  of  tlie  road 
and  with  overhead  and  side  clearance  much  more  restricted  than  they  had  been 
under  the  old  trestle  where  the  overhead  clearance  was  20  feet  over  the  full  width 
of  the  road. 

In  trying  to  establish  the  value  of  its  contribution,  the  Company  makes  the 
assumption  that  its  obligation  is  limited  to  the  maintenance  or  the  replacement 
of  the  old  structure.  Yet,  according  to  section  267  of  the  Railway  Act,  these  struc- 
tures "shall  be  so  constructed  and  at  all  times  be  so  maintained  as  to  afford 
safe  and  adequate  facilities  for  all  traffic  passing  over,  under  or  through  them." 

I  believe  that  this  can  only  be  interpreted  as  meaning  that  the  obligations 
of  the  Railway  are  related  to  the  adequate  facilities  required,  rather  than  to  only 
the  old  structure,  where  it  is  no  longer  adequate  for  the  traffic  offering. 

In  the  case  of  replacement  of  a  level  crossing  by  a  grade  separation,  the 
Railway  is  asked  to  contribute  on  a  percentage  basis  towards  the  cost  of  the 
grade  separation.  The  Board  has  established  a  formula  of  apportionment  of  costs 
of  construction  whereby  the  Railway  usually  contributes  5  per  cent,  which  has  been 
generally  accepted  as  representing  the  responsibility  of  the  Railways  with  respect 
to  such  improvements.  As  the  Board  contributes  80  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  such 
works,  the  Railway's  share  is  the  equivalent  of  one  quarter  of  the  remainder  of  the 
cost. 

I  believe  that  the  responsibility  of  the  Railway  is  no  less  in  respect  of  the 
replacement  of  a  grade  separation  which  is  inadequate  for  present  day  traffic. 
The  fact  that  the  Railway  Act  limits  the  contribution  from  The  Railway  Grade 
Crossing  Fund  to  50  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  new  structure  is  no  reason  why 
the  proportion  to  be  paid  by  the  Company  should  be  less  than  one-quarter  of  the 
remainder,  as  is  the  case  for  new  grade  separations. 

I  cannot  agree  with  the  position  taken  by  the  Company  that  its  obligation  to 
contribute  towards  the  cost  of  grade  separations  to  replace  inadequate  structures 
should  be  limited  to  the  value  of  the  improvement  in  its  net  financial  position  that 
would  result  from  discontinuance  of  its  commitments  to  maintain  its  existing 
structure.  On  the  other  hand,  I  consider  that  the  suggestion  of  the  Department 
that  the  Company  should  contribute  20  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  structure  is 
not  well  founded.  There  is  no  doubt  that  it  will  be  difficult  to  assess,  in  dollars 
and  cents,  the  value  of  the  advantages  that  will  accrue  to  the  highway  traffic  as 
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a  result  of  this  improvement.  It  is  not  difficult  to  see,  however,  that  the  benefits 
are  greater  to  the  highway  than  they  are  to  the  Railway. 

I  consider  that  it  is  fair  and  reasonabfe  in  this  case  to  require  the  Company 
to  contribute  one-quarter  of  the  remainder  of  the  cost  of  construction,  after  the 
50  per  cent  grant  from  The  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund,  or  Yl^i  per  cent  of  the 
total  cost,  the  remainder  to  be  paid  by  the  Quebec  Department  of  Roads. 

An  Order  will  issue  accordingly.

JUGEMENT 

DUMONTIER,  commissaire  en  chef  suppleant: 

La  requete  du  ministere  de  la  Voirie  de  la  province  de  Quebec,  ci-apres 
denomme  **Ministere",  concernant  la  construction  d*un  passage  superieur  au 
point  milliaire  100.36  en  remplacement  du  passage  inferieur  existant  au  point 
milliaire  100.54  de  la  subdivision  de  Sherbrooke  a  ete  presentee  le  22  juin  1962. 

Le  cout  du  passage  superieur  projete  a  ete  evalue  a  $341,800.  Le  Ministere 
a  propose  que  ce  cout  soit  reparti  ainsi:  que  50  p.  100  proviennent  de  la  Caisse 
des  passages  a  niveau,  que  20  p.  100  soient  a  la  charge  de  la  Compagnie  de 
chemin  de  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien,  ci-apres  denommee  *'Compagnie",  et  le 
solde  a  la  charge  du  Ministere. 

Dans  son  premier  memoire,  la  Compagnie  indiquait  que  plusieurs  accidents 
graves  s'etaient  produits  a  cause  de  I'etroitesse  du  passage  inferieur  existant, 
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qu'elle  ne  voyait  pas  d'objections  au  passage  superieur  projete  et  que  le  pas- 
sage superieur  constituerait  une  grande  amelioration  a  cet  endroit.  Dans  un  autre 
memoire,  date  du  26  novembre  1962,  la  Compagnie  offrait  de  contribuer  la  somme 
de  $15,000,somme  representant  la  valeur  en  capitaux  fixes  des  avantages  qu'elle 
retirerait  du  remplacement  du  passage  inferieur  par  un  passage  superieur,  a  condition 
que  le  Ministere  assume  le  cout  de  I'entretien  futur  du  passage  superieur. 

De  nouveau,  le  3  decembre  la  Compagnie  ecrivait  a  la  Commission  en  partie  ce 
qui  suit:  "Si  notre  contribution  doit  etre  celle  qui  est  mentionnee  dans  ma  lettre 
du  26  novembre,  nous  possedons  deja  suffisamment  de  renseignements  et  nous 
n'avons  rien  a  ajouter.  Cependant,  si  nous  sommes  tenus  de  payer  un  pourcentage 
du  cout  du  nouveau  projet,  nous  devrons  etudier  la  question  plus  a  fond  et  nous 
aurons  besoin  d'un  plan  et  d^un  profil  d'ensemble.'* 

Le  Ministere  a  fourni  les  renseignements  que  demandait  la  Compagnie,  mais 
en  depit  d*un  echange  prolonge  de  lettres  entre  la  Compagnie,  le  Ministere  et  la 
Commission,  on  ne  parvint  pas  a  s'entendre  sur  la  repartition  du  cout  de  I'ouvrage 
projete. 

Le  Ministere  desirait  entreprendre  la  construction  du  passage  superieur  et 
il  demanda  a  la  Commission  de  rendre  une  ordonnance  autorisant  la  construction 
de  I'ouvrage  mais  reservant  a  une  decision  ulterieure  la  question  du  cout. 

Le  7  decembre  1962,  la  Commission  rendait  I'ordonnance  n*^  109763,  qui 
autorisait  la  construction  d'un  passage  superieur  en  remplacement  du  passage 
inferieur  existant.  L'ordonnance  autorisait  le  versement  d'une  subvention  de 
50  p.  100  du  cout  de  la  construction  par  la  Caisse  des  passages  a  niveau  et 
reservait  la  repartition  du  solde  du  cout  de  la  construction  du  passage  superieur 
a  une  etude  plus  approfondie  de  la  part  de  la  Commission,  qui  devait  rendre  une 
autre  ordonnance.  En  outre,  elle  stipulait  que  les  frais  d'entretien  du  passage 
superieur  seraient  a  la  charge  du  Requerant  et  elle  enjoignait  a  la  Compagnie 
de  fermer  le  passage  inferieur  existant  des  que  le  passage  superieur  serait  termine 
et  ouvert  a  I'usage  du  public. 

Le  Ministere,  lors  de  Taudition,  a  demontre  que  I'ancien  passage  inferieur 
consistait  en  une  arche  en  beton  de  20  pieds  de  largeur  a  degagement  vertical 
maximum  de  13  pieds  au  centre  et  que  deux  camions  ayant  une  charge  normale 
ne  pouvaient  se  rencontrer  ni  se  depasser  dans  ce  passage  inferieur.  II  a  aussi 
demontre  que  la  route  faisait  une  courbe  prononcee  de  chaque  cote  du  passage 
inferieur,  ce  qui  reduisait  la  visibilite  au  minimum.  Le  temoin  du  Ministere  a 
declare  que  la  circulation  ordinaire  comprenait  3,800  vehicules  par  jour,  en  moyen- 
ne,  et  9,000,  au  maximum. 

La  deposition  du  seul  temoin  de  la  Compagnie  portait  sur  les  avantages  que 
la  Compagnie  retirerait  de  la  fermeture  du  passage  inferieur.  Comme  dans  sa 
lettre  du  26  novembre,  la  Compagnie  pretend  que  la  somme  de  $15,000  represente, 
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a  I'egard  du  cout  du  nouvel  ouvrage,  la  valeur  actuelle  de  ramelioration  de  sa 
position  financiere  nette  qui  resulterait  de  I'abandon  de  ses  engagements  a  main- 
tenir  l*ouvrage  existant.  Le  Chemin  de  fer  evalue.a  $72,000  ie  cout  de  la  reconstruc- 
tion du  passage  inferieur  existant  et  a  $234  les  frais  annuels  d'entretien,  et  il 
pretend  qu'apres  deduction  des  impots,  ces  montants  ne  sont  plus  respectivement 
que  de  $50,040  et  de  $117.  Ce  sont  les  chiffres  utilises  pour  le  calcul  de  la  va- 
leur des  avantages  qu'il  retirerait. 

Le  Ministere  n'a  pas  donne  de  details  au  sujet  de  la  contribution  de  20  p. 
100  du  cout  total  qu'il  demandait  au  Chemin  de  fer  mais  il  a  sig^iale  que  les 
responsibilites  de  la  Compagnie  a  I'egard  du  nouvel  ouvrage  etaient  evaluees 
a  15  p.  100  et  que  la  valeur  capitalisee  de  I'entretien  de  I'ancien  ouvrage  etait 
evaluee  a  5  p.  100,  soit  au  total  20  p.  100. 

Dans  son  plaidoyer,  I'avocat  du  Ministere  a  affirme  que  I'ancien  passage 
inferieur  avait  ete  construit  par  la  Compagnie,  qu'il  etait  tres  etroit  et  que  des 
courbes  de  chaque  cote  bouchaient  la  vue.  II  a  declare  que  la  Compagnie,  a 
cause  de  ses  obligations,  devrait  payer  20  p.  100  du  cout  du  nouvel  ouvrage. 
II  a  egalement  soutenu  que  si  le  chemin  de  fer  n'etait  pas  la,  le  Ministere  pourrait 
simplement  elargir  son  chemin  et  le  redresser  sans  avoir  a  depenser  de  fortes 
sommes  pour  construire  un  nouvel  etagement  de  voies. 

L'avocat  de  la  Compagnie  a  soutenu  dans  son  plaidoyer  que  le  Ministere 
n*a  meme  pas  tente  de  nommer  des  avantages  que  retirerait  la  Compagnie,  pour 
lesquels  elle  devrait  payer  et  qui  ne  sont  pas  mentionnes  dans  I'estimation  de- 
posee  par  la  Compagnie.  II  a  egalement  affirme  que  le  Ministere  n'avait  indique 
d'aucune  fa9on  comment  le  pourcentage  de  contribution  de  la  Compagnie  etait 
calcule.  II  a  soutenu  qu*il  n'existait  aucune  relation  entre  le  cout  des  nouvelles 
installations  routieres  et  les  avantages  qu'en  retirerait  la  Compagnie  et  que  le 
Requerant  n'avait  apporte  a  la  Commission  aucune  raison  pouvant  justifier  une 
augmentation  de  la  contribution  de  $15,000  qu'avait  proposee  la  Compagnie, 
contribution  que  cette  derniere  juge  etre  la  valeur  des  avantages  qu'elle  retire- 
rait et  qu'elle  devrait  etre  tenue  de  verser  et  verserait  volontiers. 

L'ancien  passage  inferieur  a  ete  construit  en  1908  et  autorise  par  I'ordon- 
nance  n^  4593  de  la  Commission,  en  date  du  10  avril  1908.  Le  plan  mentionne 
dans  cette  ordonnance  montre  que  jusqu'en  1908  la  voie  ferree  etait  supportee 
au-dessus  de  la  route  par  un  pont  sur  chevalets  comportant  une  ouverture  de 
19  pieds  et  8  pouces  et  un  degagement  vertical  de  20  pieds.  II  indique  egale- 
ment que  la  surface  de  roulement  de  la  route  n'etait  peut-etre  pas  de  plus  de  20 
pieds  mais  que  la  reserve  du  chemin  semble  avoir  ete  de  plus  de  40  pieds.  La 
Compagnie  decida  de  construire  une  arche  en  beton  ayant  une  ouverture  de  20 
pieds  et  un  degagement  vertical,  au  centre  de  la  route,  de  14  pieds.  Le  passage 
inferieur  fut  construit  presque  perpendiculairement  a  la  voie  ferree,  ce  qui  eut 
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pour  effet  de  donner  a  la  route  des  courbes  prononcees  de  chaque  cote  du  pas- 
sage. 

II  appert  que  la  Compagnie  a  paye  le  cout  entier  de  ce  passage  inferieur  vu 
qu'il  remplagait  un  pont  sur  chevalets.  II  s'agit  d'un  cas  typique  d'etagements 
de  voies,  construits  par  la  Compagnie  et  devenus  insuffisants  pour  le  trafic  routier 
actuel. 

L'article  267  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  se  lit  ainsi: 

"Tout  ouvrage  au  moyen  duquel  un  chemin  de  fer  passe  au-dessus  ou  au- 
dessous  d'une  voie  publique,  ou  une  voie  publique  passe  par-dessus  ou  par-dessous 
un  chemin  de  fer,  doit  etre  construit  et  constamment  entretenu  de  maniere  a  offrir 
un  passage  sur  et  les  facilites  necessaires  pour  tous  les  transports,  par-dessus, 
par-dessous  ou  dans  cet  ouvrage." 

II  est  evident  que  le  passage  inferieur  construit  en  1908  par  la  Compagnie 
etait  loin  d*etre  suffisant  en  ces  dernieres  annees,  puisque  deux  camions  charges 
normalement  ne  pouvaient  s*y  rencontrer  ou  s'y  depasser  parce  qu'il  etait  consti- 
tue  par  une  arche  d'un  degagement  vertical  de  14  pieds  au  centre  du  chemin,  ayant 
ainsi  un  degagement  vertical  et  un  dfigagement  lateral  bien  inferieurs  a  ceux  de 
I'ancien  pont  sur  chevalets,  ou  le  degagement  vertical  etait  de  20  pieds  sur  toute 
la  largeur  du  chemin. 

Dans  sa  tentative  d*etablir  la  valeur  de  sa  contribution,  la  Compagnie  suppose 
que  les  obligations  qui  lui  incombent  se  limitent  a  I'entretien  ou  au  remplacement 
de  I'ancien  ouvrage.  Pourtant,  selon  I'article  267  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de 
fer,  ces  ouvrages  "doivent  etre  construits  et  constamment  entretenus  de  maniere 
a  offrir  un  passage  sur  et  les  facilites  necessaires  pour  tous  les  transports,  par- 
dessus,  par-dessous  ou  dans  ces  ouvrages". 

La  seule  interpretation  que  nous  puissions  donner  a  ce  texte,  je  crois,  c'est 
que  les  obligations  du  chemin  de  fer  se  rapportent  aux  installations  suffisantes 
qui  sont  necessaires,  plutot  qu*uniquement  a  I'ancien  ouvrage,  lorsque  celui-ci 
n'est  plus  suffisant  pour  le  trafic  qui  se  presente. 

Dans  le  cas  du  remplacement  d'un  passage  a  niveau  par  un  etagement  de 
voies,  on  demande  au  Chemin  de  fer  de  contribuer  au  cout  de  I'etagement  d'apres 
un  certain  pourcentage.  La  Commission  a  etabli  une  formule  de  repartition  des 
frais  de  construction  selon  laquelle  le  Chemin  de  fer  contribue  d'ordinaire  5  p. 
100,  ce  qui  a  ete  generalement  accepte  comme  representant  la  responsabilite  du 
Chemin  de  fer  en  ce  qui  a  trait  a  ces  ameliorations.  Comme  la  Commission  con- 
tribue 80  p.  100  du  cout  de  ces  ouvrages,  la  part  du  Chemin  de  fer  equivaut  au 
quart  du  solde  du  cout. 

Je  crois  que  la  responsibilite  du  Chemin  de  fer  n'est  pas  moindre  en  ce  qui 
concerne  le  remplacement  d'un  etagement  de  voies  qui  est  insuffisant  pour  le 
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trafic  actuel.  Le  fait  que  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  limite  la  contribution 
de  la  Caisse  des  passages  a  niveau  a  50  p.  100  du  cout  du  nouvel  ouvrage  n'est 
pas  une  raison  pour  que  la  proportion  a  payer  par  la  Compagnie  soit  inferieure 
au  quart  du  solde  et  ne  soit  pas  ceile  qui  est  exigee  pour  les  nouveaux  etagements 
de  voies,  c'est-a-dire  le  quart  du  solde. 

Je  ne  puis  accepter  la  position  prise  par  la  Compagnie,  position  selon  la- 
quelle  I'obligation  qui  lui  incombe  de  contribuer  a  des  etagements  de  voies  rem- 
pla^ant  des  ouvrages  insuffisants  devrait  se  limiter  a  la  valeur  de  ^amelioration 
de  sa  situation  financiere  nette  par  suite  de  I'abandon  des  engagements  qu*elle 
a  pris  relativement  a  I'entretien  de  son  ouvrage  existant,  D* autre  part,  j'estime 
que  la  proposition  du  Ministere  portant  que  la  Compagnie  devrait  contribuer  20  p. 
100  du  cout  de  l*ouvrage  n'est  pas  fondee.  II  ne  fait  aucun  doute  qu*il  sera  dif- 
ficile d*evaluer  en  dollars  et  en  cents  la  valeur  des  avantages  qui  resulteront  de 
ces  ameliorations  pour  le  trafic  routier.  Toutefois,  il  n'est  pas  difficile  de  voir 
que  les  avantages  seront  plus  considerables  pour  la  route  que  pour  le  Chemin  de  fer. 

Je  suis  d*avis  qu*il  est  juste  et  raisonnable,  dans  le  cas  present,  d'enjoindre 
a  la  Compagnie  de  contribuer  le  quart  du  solde  du  cout  de  la  construction,  apres 
la  contribution  de  50  p.  100  de  la  Caisse  des  passages  a  niveau,  soit  12^3  p. 
100  du  cout  total,  le  solde  devant  etre  paye  par  le  ministere  de  la  Voirie  de  la 
province  de  Quebec. 

Une  ordonnance  sera  rendue  en  consequence.

1,  Protective  devices  of  the  flashing  light  type  installed  by  railway  com- 
panies subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board,  pursuant  to  an  Order  of  the 
Board,  shall  comply  with  the  specifications  contained  in  this  Order  for  protective 
devices  of  the  flashing  light  type,  and  shall  be  maintained  and  tested  in  accord- 
ance with  this  Order. 

2,  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board,  protective  devices  installed  prior 
to  the  date  of  this  Order  are  not  required  to  conform  with  the  specifications 
herein,  but  such  protective  devices  shall  be  maintained  and  tested  in  accordance 
with  this  Order. 

3,  In  this  Order  the  ''Company'*  means  the  railway  company  responsible  for 
the  installation,  maintenance  and  testing  of  the  protective  device  signals  ordered 
by  the  Board, 

PART  I 

Specifications  for  highway  crossing  protective  devices  of  the  FLASHING 
LIGHT  type  —  (with  or  without  gates). 

1.  When  the  Board  orders  the  installation  of  a  protective  device  of  the 
flashing  light  type,  the  railway  company  concerned  shall  submit  to  the  authority 
having  jurisdiction  over  the  highway  for  its  approval  as  to  location  of  the 
protection  in  relation  to  the  highway  and  the  railway,  four  copies  of  a  plan 
showing  the  layout.  Such  plan  shall  also  contain  the  following  information: 

(1)  Minimum  length  of  operating  circuit. 
54  B.T.C. 
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(2)  Maximum  distance  from  the  signal  to  clearance  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  track  or  tracks, 

(3)  Distance  from  the  centre  of  signal  to  centre  of  travelled  roadway  to 
the  nearest  foot;  this  dimension  preferably  to  be  not  less  than  18 
feet  measured  at  right  angles  to  the  centre  line  of  the  highway. 

(4)  Distance  from  the  centre  of  signal  to  the  gauge  side  of  the  nearest 
rail  to  the  nearest  foot. 

(5)  Length  of  bracket  arm  or  cantilever  structure  if  used, 

(6)  Clearance  above  the  crown  of  road  of  the  bracket  arm  or  cantilever 
structure  if  used. 

(7)  Speed  for  which  the  operating  circuits  are  designed  to  comply  with 
Subsection  (1)  of  Section  8  of  this  Order. 

2.  The  four  copies  of  the  said  plan  when  approved  by  the  road  authority 
shall  be  filed  by  the  railway  company  with  the  Board  for  approval  by  one  of  its 
Engineers. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  authorized  by  the  Board,  a  signal  of  the  flashing  light 
type  shall  be  placed  on  each  side  of  the  tracks  and  to  the  right  of  approaching 
highway  traffic,  and  each  signal  shall  have  not  less  than  four  electric  light 
units. 

(1)  The  assembly  of  apparatus  shall  conform  to  Board's  drawing  entitled 
''Highway  Grade  Crossing  Signals  of  the  Flashing  Light  Type"  dated 
August  1,  1964,  attached  to  and  forming  part  of  the  Order  as  Appendix 
"A*',  except  that  where  the  standard  assembly  cannot  be  so  located 
due  to  local  conditions,  cantilever  or  bracket  signal  support  or  left- 
hand  signals  may  be  used.  Where  signals  are  located  more  than  25 
feet  from  the  centre  of  highway,  cantilever  signal  supports  shall  be 
used. 

(2)  Parts  which  function  as  background  or  hood  for  light  signal  indica- 
tions shall  be  non-reflecting  black.  All  other  parts  shall  be  white  or 
aluminum, 

(3)  The  signboard  prescribed  by  Section  270  of  the  Railway  Act  which 
forms  part  of  the  apparatus,  shall  have  the  letters  marked  in  black 
upon  a  background  painted  white,  aluminum  or  of  a  reflective  material 
satisfactory  to  the  Board, 

(4)  When  more  than  one  track  is  protected,  signs  shall  indicate  the 
number  of  tracks  to  be  crossed  between  signals.  The  signs  shall  be 
marked  the  same  as  the  signboard  except  that  numerals  shall  be  at 
least  5^2  inches  high  and  letters  at  least  4  inches  high. 
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4.  Electric  lights  shall  flash  alternately  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  30  nor 
more  than  45  flashes  per  minute,  and  each  light  shall  burn  approximately  the 
same  length  of  time  during  the  entire  operating  time  of  the  signal. 

5.  Electric  light  units  shall  conform  to  the  A.A.R.  Signal  Section  Specifica- 
tion No.  190  or  the  equivalent.  The  proper  roundel  within  such  specification  shall 
be  used  as  determined  by  local  conditions. 

6.  Electric  light  units  shall  be  equipped  with  a  lamp  having  a  rating  of  at 
least  18  watts  and  operated  within  10%  of  rated  voltage. 

7.  When  the  Board  orders  the  installation  of  a  bell,  such  bell  shall  be 
mounted  parallel  to  the  highway  and  form  part  of  the  signal.  Bell  shall  conform 
to  A.A.R.  Signal  Section  Specification  No.  44  or  the  equivalent, 

8.  (1)  Signals  shall  operate  for  not  less  than  20  seconds  before  the  crossing 

is  entered  by  a  train  at  a  speed  in  excess  of  10  m.p.h;  provided  that 
where  the  distance  as  measured  parallel  to  the  centre  line  of  the 
highway  between  the  governing  signal  and  clearance  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  farthest  protected  track  on  which  trains  operate  in  excess 
of  10  m.p.h.  is  more  than  35  feet,  the  operation  time  of  20  seconds 
shall  be  increased  1  second  for  each  additional  10  feet  or  fraction 
thereof.  Signals  shall  continue  to  operate  until  the  train  has  cleared 
the  crossing. 

(2)  Signals  shall  operate  for  not  less  than  7  seconds  before  the  crossing 
is  entered  by  a  train  at  a  speed  of  10  m.p.h,  or  less.  Signals  shall 
continue  to  operate  until  the  train  has  cleared  the  crossing, 

9.  Where  train  speeds  on  a  main  track  vary  considerably,  additional  control 
circuits  may  be  required  with  timing  devices  so  arranged  that  a  warning  time, 
adequate  for  the  slower  trains,  will  be  automatically  adjusted, 

10,  Cut-out  controls  may  be  required  to  minimize  unnecessary  operation  of 
signals  when  trains  make  regular  operating  stops  or  perform  switching  operations 
within  the  operating  circuits. 

(1)  If  such  controls  are  automatically  operated,  circuits  shall  be  so 
designed  or  train  speed  restricted  as  to  ensure  the  required  operating 
time  of  signals  when  the  train  again  proceeds  towards  the  crossing. 

(2)  Automatic  control  to  actuate  the  signals  by  approaching  trains,  other 
than  the  train  that  has  stopped  or  is  performing  switching  operations 
shall  take  preference  over  such  cut-out  features. 

(3)  Means  shall  be  provided  to  ensure  restoring  of  such  controls  to 
automatic  operation. 

11.  The  normal  functioning  of  any  device  shall  not  be  interfered  with  in 
testing  or  otherwise,  without  first  taking  adequate  measures  for  the  safety  of 
the  traffic  which  depends  on  the  normal  operation  of  such  devices. 
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12.  When  gates  are  required,  they  shall  be  installed  as  adjuncts  to  signals 
of  the  flashing  light  type  and  shall  comply  with  the  following  additional  require- 
ments for  this  type  of  protective  device. 

(1)  The  assembly  of  the  gate  apparatus  shall  conform  with  the  Board's 
drawing  entitled  '*Gates  at  Highway  Crossings**,  dated  August  1, 
1964,  attached  to  and  forming  part  of  this  Order  as  Appendix  **B**, 

(2)  (a)  A  gate  shall  be  placed  on  each  side  of  the  track,  preferably  at 

right  angles  and  to  the  right  of  approaching  highway  traffic;  and 

(b)  When  such  gate  indicates  the  approach  of  a  train,  it  shall  present 
to  approaching  highway  traffic  the  aspect  of  an  arm  equipped  with 
red  lights  being  lowered  across  the  lane  or  lanes  used  by  highway 
traffic  or  at  rest  in  a  horizontal  position  across  such  lanes. 

(3)  The  gate  mechanism  shall  preferably  be  mounted  on  the  same  mast 
as  the  flashing  light  signal. 

(4)  Each  gate  shall  be  equipped  with  an  independent  operating  mechanism, 

(5)  Each  gate  arm  shall  be  equipped  with  not  less  than  three  red  lights 
arranged  to  shine  in  both  directions  along  the  highway.  Such  lights 
shall  operate  at  all  times  when  the  gate  is  in  position  to  obstruct 
highway  traffic.  Such  lights  to  be  located  and  operated  as  follows: 

(a)  The  light  nearest  the  tip  to  be  not  less  than  14,  nor  more  than 
36  inches  from  the  tip  of  the  arm  and  burn  steadily;  and 

(b)  The  other  two  lights  to  be  located  to  suit  local  conditions  and 
to   flash  alternately  in  unison  with  the  lights  on  the  signal. 

(6)  The  gate  arms  shall  have  alternate  diagonal  stripes  of  black  and 
white  on  both  sides,  16  inches  wide,  and  all  other  parts  shall  be 
white  or  aluminum. 

(7)  The  gate  arras  when  not  indicating  the  approach  of  a  train  shall  not 
interfere  with  highway  traffic. 

(8)  The  gate  arms  shall  operate  uniformly,  smoothly,  and  complete  all 
movements  without  rebound  or  slap,  and  shall  be  securely  held  when 
in  raised  position. 

(9)  The  mechanism  shall  be  so  designed  that  if  the  gate  arms,  while 
being  raised  or  lowered,  strike  or  foul  any  object,  they  will  readily 
stop  and  on  removal  of  the  obstruction,  the  mechanism  should  assume 
the  position  corresponding  with  the  control  apparatus. 

(10)  So  far  as  practicable,  the  design  of  the  gate  operating  mechanism 
will  ensure  proper  operation  during  all  weather  conditions  and  so 
that  when  such  operating  mechanism  is  out  of  order  the  gate  arm  will 
assume  the  horizontal  position  across  the  highway. 
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(11)  Circuits  for  operation  of  the  gate  shall  be  arranged  so  that  the  gate 
arms 

(a)  Start  their  downward  motion  not  less  than  three  seconds  after  the 
signal  lights  start  to  operate; 

(b)  Reach  full  horizontal  position  before  any  train  on  a  main  track 
reaches  the  crossing;  and 

(c)  Remain  down  until  the  train  has  cleared  the  crossing. 

13.  Signals,  gates,  operating  mechanisms  and  control  circuits  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  A.A.R.  recommended  practice. 

14.  The  instrument  cases  shall  be  locked  when  not  being  used. 

15.  (1)  All  highway  crossing  protective  devices  shall  be  maintained  by  the 

company  to  operate  as  intended  and  shall  be  tested  as  follows: 

For  all  crossings  protected  by  flashing  light  signals  and  bells; 
or  by  flashing  light  signals,  bells  and  gates,  the  tests  shall  be 
made  at  least  once  in  each  calendar  week, 

(2)  The  method  of  tests  shall  be  such  as  will  indicate  whether  or  not 
the  highway  crossing  protective  devices  are  in  good  working  order. 
If  the  highway  crossing  protective  devices  operate  improperly  or  fail 
to  operate,  notice  shall  be  given  as  soon  as  possible  by  the  railway 
employee  discovering  such  improper  operation  or  failure  so  that 
advice  promptly  reaches  the  Department  having  charge  of  the  opera- 
tion and  repair  of  such  highway  crossing  protective  devices.

1.  (1)  All  highway  crossing  protective  devices  other  than  flashing  light 

type  (with  or  without  gates)  shall  be  maintained  by  the  company  to 
operate  as  intended  and  shall  be  tested  as  follows:

ORAL  JUDGMENT 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER: 

Commissioner  Woodard  and  I  find  that  we  are  of  one  mind  in  this  case.  We 
do  not  think  that  anything  worthwhile  will  be  gained  by  delaying  an  indication 
of  our  decision.  If  we  do  delay  it  might  give  rise  to  false  hopes  that  the  applica- 
tion would  be  refused  by  us. 

In  the  light  of  our  experiences  in  other  cases  of  this  kind  and  having  regard 
to  the  evidence  and  the  submissions  that  have  been  made,  we  feel  that  Canadian 
National  has  made  out  a  sufficiently  good  case  to  justify  the  Board  in  granting 
the  application. 

The  application  was  filed  last  spring.  Some  time  has  passed  since  then  and 
we  have  come  here  to  hear  the  evidence  and  any  opposition  that  might  be  offered 
to  the  granting  of  the  application.  Reeve  Cameron  is  the  only  person  who  has 
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come  here  and  I  wish  to  thank  him  for  coming.  I  am  glad  that  he  felt  it  his  duty 
to  come  here  and  to  ask  questions  and  to  hear  exactly  what  the  evidence  is  and 
the  explanations  that  have  been  given.  Perhaps  his  very  presence  here  has 
influenced  the  Canadian  National  to  put  their  case  more  fully  than  they  would 
have  done  if  there  were  nobody  here  to  question  them  or  criticize  in  any  way 
whatsoever.  So  I  am  very  glad,  Reeve  Cameron,  that  you  saw  fit  to  come  here  and 
see  the  case  that  Canadian  National  has,  see  for  yourself  that  case. 

As  I  said  during  the  course  of  the  hearing,  we  do  not  take  all  these  figures 
exactly  as  they  are  given.  We  have  received  comparable  figures  in  other  cases 
and  we  have  queried  them  and  in  some  cases  refused  them  or  disallowed  them  or 
considered  that  we  should  not  give  the  same  effect  and  weight  to  them  as  Cana- 
dian National  thought  that  we  should  in  presenting  them.  However,  the  figures  in 
this  case  even  if  we  did  start  to  disallow  them  here  and  there,  the  figures  are 
such  that  any  disallowance  that  we  can  possibly  see  that  we  could  consider 
would  not  change  the  case  from  what  we  think  is  a  sufficient  case  for  abandon- 
ment to  one  in  which  abandonment  would  not  be  justified. 

This  Board  of  course  is  a  Board  that  must  act  on  the  facts  and  the  law  as 
they  appear  to  be  to  us  and  we  are  by  our  oath  of  office  and  our  functions  bound 
to  give  the  ji^dgment  that  we  think  the  law  and  the  circumstances  and  the  facts 
call  for.  In  this  case,  as  I  said,  we  are  using  and  taking  advantage  of  the  ex- 
perience that  we  have  had  in  other  cases  of  this  kind  and  having  regard  to  all 
that  has  been  put  before  us  we  think  we  as  a  Board  would  not  be  justified  in 
refusing  the  application. 

One  question  however  remains  and  I  would  like  to  hear  Mr.  Pye  and  also 
you,  Mr.  Cameron,  if  you  want  to  speak  to  it.  That  question  is  at  what  date  the 
operation  of  the  line  should  actually  cease?  As  I  said,  the  application  was  filed 
in  April  and  we  are  now  in  September,  So  I  would  like  to  hear  Mr.  Pye  on  that 
and  you  also  might  speak  to  it,  Mr.  Cameron. 

MR.  PYE:  I  might  just  speak  to  my  officers,  sir. 

I  think,  Mr.  Chief  Commissioner,  that  the  position  of  Canadian  National 
would  be  that  we  would  like  to  cease  operations  effective  the  first  of  December. 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  What  do  you  say,  Mr.  Cameron? 

MR.  CAMERON:  Mr.  Chief  Commissioner,  I  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  opera- 
tions do  not  cease  until  in  the  spring,  on  account  of  during  the  winter  time  we 
are  bringing  in  coal  and  then  at  that  time  the  spring  is  coming,  the  weather  is 
getting  warmer,  we  can  adjust  ourselves  as  far  as  our  business  is  concerned. 

Mr.  Pye  spoke,  said  I  was  not  relating  as  far  as  my  business  goes,  but  the 
feeling  was  that  I  brought  the  people's  needs  first  and  my  own  secondly.  I  can 
adjust  myself,  and  I  appreciate  the  time  that  you  have  given  me  to  speak  here. 
And  even  if  your  decision  is  to  have  this  line  cease  operation  I  leave  this  room 
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with  no  ill  feeling  in  my  heart  to  anyone,  because  after  all  the  case  comes  and 
the  case  goes  and  that  is  my  feeling.  But  I  would  like  to  see  the  rails  stay  if 
possible  until  after  the  first  of  March  of  after  the  spring  begins. 

MR.  PYE:  I  think,  sir,  in  answer  to  that,  we  have  some  discussions  to  carry  out 
with  Indusmin  at  this  time  with  the  removal  of  some  of  their  machinery  and  we 
are  committed  to  discuss  this  matter  with  them  and  decide  when  their  machinery 
will  come  out.  On  that  basis  the  rail  will  possibly  be  there  for  some  time.  It  is  a 
question  of  when  operations  will  cease  and  since  this  will  probably  be  there 
over  the  winter  we  would  certainly  accommodate  Mr.  Cameron  on  any  coal  ship- 
ments this  winter.  But  as  to  the  date  of  actual  ceasing  of  operations,  we  would 
like  to  consider  that  as  of  the  first  of  December,  perhaps  operate  in— 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  Well,  if  the  line  is  abandoned  on  the  first  of 
December  how  can  you  operate  over  it  when  it  ceases  to  be  a  railway?  At  least 
it  ceases  to  be  a  railway  within  our  jurisdiction  once  it  is  abandoned. 

MR.  PYE:  Well,  sir,  if  the  abandonment  is  authorized  it  would  then  depend  on 
when  we  would  physically  remove  the  line  but  we  could  cease  operation  I  presume 
and  operate  as  and  when  required  until  such  time  as  we  gave  notice  of  the  com- 
plete termination  of  operation  and  then  physically  left  the  line. 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  Let  me  be  clear  as  to  what  you  are  suggesting 
might  be  possible.  Are  you  suggesting  that  this  is  a  possibility  to  which  the 
C.N.R.  would  not  take  exception,  that  since  the  rails  won't  come  up  until  next 
year  some  time,  the  spring,  that  you  might  cease  the  twice  a  week  way  freight  the 
first  of  December  but  operate  traffic,  carry  traffic  as  and  when  required  for  the 
rest  of  the  winter  while  the  rails  are  there? 

MR.  PYE:  We  would  do  that,  sir,  yes.  That  would  be  carload  movements  only, 
sir.  - 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  The  first  of  December  was  the  date  you  suggested? 
MR.  PYE:  Yes,  sir. 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  Well,  once  again  I  say  am  I  clear  on  my  understand- 
ing with  you  on  this  that  it  would  be  satisfactory  to  you  if  we  allowed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Railway  Act  the  abandonment  of  operation  of  the  line  as  of  the 
first  of  April  next  year  and  that  as  from  the  first  of  December  of  this  year  until 
the  line  is  abandoned  you  would  operate  service  as  might  be  required  on  an  as- 
and-when  required  basis. 

MR.  PYE:  For  carload  traffic  only. 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  For  carload  traffic. 

MR.  PYE:  Yes,  sir. 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  Does  that  meet  somewhat  your  wishes,  Mr.  Cameron? 

MR.  CAMERON:  Yes,  that  is  satisfactory.  That  would  be  up  until  April  1st,  1965 
there  would  be  carload  shipments. 
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THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  As  and  when  required. 
MR.  CAMERON:  Yes. 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  The  railway  would  not  operate  once  a  week  but 
as  coal  would  come  in  this  would  be  delivered. 

MR.  CAMERON:  Yes,  that  would  be  fine.  Would  it  be  possible  for  me  to  get  that 
by  letter? 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  Well,  we  will  issue  an  order  incorporating  those 
conditions. 

MR.  CAMERON:  That  is  fine  as  long  as  it  is  official. 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  I  would  also  say  this,  that  whether  or  not  the 
C.N.R.  actually  abandon  the  line  on  the  first  of  April  or  postpone  it  afterwards 
is  a  matter  for  the  C.N.R.  to  decide.  We  will  give  the  permission  as  of  the  first 
of  April  but  if  there  were  conditions  that  would  justify  the  company  in  continuing 
for  another  month  or  so  there  is  nothing  as  far  as  we  are  concerned  that  would 
prevent  the  company  from  doing  so.  But  from  any  date  as  the  company  decided 
as  the  date  upon  which  abandonment  will  take  place,  on  the  first  of  April  or 
afterwards,  the  company  will  give  at  least  thirty  days'  notice  of  that  date  by 
posting  notices  in  the  stations  on  the  line  and  by  sending  a  copy  to  you  and  to 
the  Board. 

MR.  CAMERON:  As  far  as  express  is  concerned,  no  more  after  December  1st. 
MR.  PYE:  You  will  have  - 
MR.  CAMERON:  I  mean  by  rail. 

MR.  PYE:  Your  express  and  l.c.l.  will  be  removed  — 

MR.  CAMERON:  I  mean  by  rail? 

MR.  PYE:  No,  that  will  be  by  highway  service. 

MR.  CAMERON:  Probably  I  won't  be  seeing  you  fellows  again  in  a  group.  I  would 
request  one  favour  on  behalf  of  the  municipality.  If  an  engine  comes  up  before 
you  take  the  rails  up  please  let  us  know  so  we  can  purchase  it.  That  is  the  only 
way  we  are  going  to  get  it  in. 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  You  want  it  for  the  museum? 

MR.  CAMERON:  That  is  right,  for  the  park.  If  the  rails  are  lifted  there  is  no  other 
way  of  bringing  it  in.  So  would  you  gentlemen  like  to  keep  that  in  mind?  Thank 
you,  that  is  all  I  have  to  say,  sir. 

COMMISSIONER  WOODARD:  Mr.  Pye,  I  gather  it  is  your  understanding  that  the 
Board's  order  will  read  something  to  the  effect  that  the  C.N.R.  is  authorized  to 
discontinue  their  twice-weekly  way  freight  service  up  the  line  effective  the  first 
of  December  with  the  understanding  that  carload  freight  will  be  handled  on  an 
as-and-when  required  basis  until  the  first  of  April  1965,  is  that  correct? 
MR.  PYE:  That  is  correct,  yes. 
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THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  I  am  not  exactly  sure  -  this  is  nothing  to  worry 
about  -  I  am  not  exactly  sure  that  what  we  are  thinking  of  will  comply  100  per 
cent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act  which  provide  that  while  a  railway 
line  is  in  operation  the  company  must  receive  and  carry  traffic  as  offered.  If 
somebody  came  and  offered  you  one  little  parcel  of  express  legally  they  might 
say  you  have  to  carry  it,  but  I  don't  anticipate  there  will  be  any  great  difficulty, 
particularly  if  you  are  going  to  carry  the  express  by  highway, 

COMMISSIONER  WOODARD:  And  one  other  thing,  Mr.  Pye.  You  will  be  prepared 
to  issue  appropriate  notices,  thirty  days*  notice? 

MR.  PYE:  That  is  right,  sir. 

COMMISSIONER  WOODARD:  To  be  posted  in  the  stations. 
MR.  PYE:  That  is  right. 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  That  concludes  the  hearing,  gentlemen.

JUDGMENT 

WOODARD,  C. 

By  its  application  of  July  19,  1962,  under  Section  168  of  The  Railway  Act, 
Canadian  National  Railways  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Railway")  applied 
for  leave  to  abandon  that  portion  of  its  Buctouche  Subdivision  extending  from 
Buctouche  Junction,  Mile  0.25,  to  Buctouche,  Mile  29.95,  a  total  distance  of 
29.70  miles,  all  in  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick. 

This  matter  was  set  down  for  a  hearing  and  heard  at  Buctouche,  N.B.,  on 
June  27th  and  28th,  1963,  before  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  H.H.  Griffin  and 
the  undersigned.  Appearing  for  the  Railway  were  W.G.  Boyd  and  J.L,  Brean,  and 
Guy  A.  Richard  for  residents  of  the  area  opposing  the  application. 

On  January  9,  1964,  I  issued  a  Judgment  in  the  matter,  concurred  in  by 
Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  H.H.  Griffin, 

In  the  penultimate  paragraph  of  said  Judgment  I  stated: 

"There  is  a  possibility  that  the  traffic  and  revenue  position  of  the  line 
may  improve  in  the  period  April/63  to  March/64  and  I  think  it  would  be 
premature  to  allow  it  to  be  abandoned  now.  I  would  therefore,  not  allow 
abandonment  at  this  time.  I  consider  that  the  Board  should  stay  seized  of 
the  application,  and  review  it  after  the  results  for  the  period  April/63  - 
March/64  become  known  to  the  Board,  For  the  purposes  of  such  review  the 
Applicant  should  furnish  to  the  Board  details  of  traffic  carried  and  full 
information  in  respect  of  revenues  and  expenses  in  the  operation  of  the 
line  for  the  period  mentioned,  in  a  form  similar  to  Exhibit  No.  17  reproduced 
in  this  Judgment." 
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The  Railway  has  now  furnished  information  for  the  period  Aprii/63  —  March/64 
which  I  have  summarized  hereunder  in  relation  to  the  period  April/60  March/61 
as  considered  in  my  Judgment  of  January  9,  1964: 

(1)  Carload  freight  traffic  on  the  Buctouche  Subdivision  has  decreased  from 
402  to  364  carloads. 

(2)  The  total  revenues  are  down  from  $94,538  to  $91,606. 

(3)  The  total  estimated  expenses  are  $115,375  vis-a-vis  $141,679  for  the 
period  three  years  earlier. 

Carload  traffic  has  continued  to  decline  rather  than  register  an  upturn  which 
appeared  to  be  a  possibility  at  the  time  of  the  hearing.  The  revenue  is  some 
$3,000  lower. 

While  some  reduction  in  expenses  would  be  expected  due  to  a  lower  level  of 
traffic,  there  have  also  been  increases  in  some  items  of  expense.  The  main 
change  in  expenses,  however,  is  due  to  a  reduction  of  about  $25,000  in  the 
estimate  for  maintenance  of  way  and  structures.  Under  the  circumstances  the 
Company  decision  to  defer  maintenance,  within  the  limits  of  safety,  was  reason- 
able. The  recorded  level  of  maintenance  cannot,  however,  be  regarded  as  normal 
for  continued  operation  and  it  should  not  be  used  without  adjustment  for  purposes 
of  this  Judgment. 

In  my  previous  Judgment  I  made  adjustments  in  several  estimates  and  found 
that  the  annual  operating  loss  was  $30,079,  or  approximately  $1,000  per  mile. 
The  results  of  operation  for  the  most  recent  period  do  not  indicate  that  the 
amount  of  the  loss  would  be  lower  if  operation  were  to  continue. 

After  weighing  the  aforenoted  and  after  further  consideration  of  all  prior 
submissions  in  this  case,  I  must  now  conclude  that  the  annual  operating  loss  to 
the  Railway,  together  with  the  anticipated  net  gain  from  salvage,  outweighs  the 
loss  and  inconvenience  to  producers  and  shippers  consequent  upon  abandonment, 
I  would  grant  the  application  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways  to  abandon 
that  portion  of  its  Buctouche  Subdivision  between  Buctouche  Junction,  Mile 
0,25  and  Buctouche,  Mile  29,95,  a  total  distance  of  29,70  miles.  Such  abandon- 
ment may  take  place  at  any  time  after  January  1,  1965,  upon  30  days*  prior  notice 
filed  with  the  Board,  and  to  be  posted  in  the  Railway's  station  at  Buctouche,  and 
copy  mailed  to  Mr.  Guy  A.  Richard.

WHEREAS  the  Canadian  Freight  Association  on  behalf  of  its  member  railway 
companies  has  made  application  under  subsection  (3)  of  section  353  of  the  Rail- 
way Act  for  an  Order  amending  the  valuations  of  live  stock  set  forth  in  the  Live 
Stock  Bill  of  Lading  limiting  railway  companies*  liability  in  respect  of  the  carriage 
of  live  stock  traffic;  and 

WHEREAS  the  Board  deems  that  approval  be  granted  in  respect  of  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  the  Live  Stock  Bill  of  Lading  as  set  out  in  Appendix  '*A** 
attached  to  this  Order  — 

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 

1.  The  terms  and  conditions  set  out  in  Appendix  "A"  attached  hereto  are 
approved  for  the  carriage  of  live  stock  traffic  by  railway  companies  subject  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  when  such  traffic  is  carried  under  a  Live  Stock  Bill 
of  Lading. 

2.  Such  terms  and  conditions  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  Canadian  Freight 
Classification,  and  shall  be  available  at  all  freight  agency  stations  and  freight 
offices  of  the  Company  upon  request. 

3.  The  terms  and  conditions  prescribed  in  paragraph  1  of  this  Order  shall 
appear  on  the  live  stock  bill  of  lading  which  shall  clearly  indicate  that  it  is  not 
negotiable  and  which  shall  also  contain  the  following  clause: 

"RECEIVED,  subject  to  the  classification  and  tariffs  in  effect  on  the  date 
of  issue  of  this  original  Live  Stock  Bill  of  Lading  (except  when  inconsistent 

herewith),  at  on  .  19 —  , 

from   the  live  stock  of  the  kind  and  number,  and 
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consigned  and  destined  as  indicated  below,  which  the  said  Company  agrees 
to  carry  to  its  usual  place  of  delivery  at  said  destination,  if  on  its  road, 
otherwise  to  deliver  to  another  carrier  on  the  route  to  said  destination.  It  is 
mutually  agreed  as  to  each  carrier  of  all  or  any  of  said  live  stock,  over  all 
or  any  portion  of  said  route  to  destination,  and  as  to  each  party  at  any  time 
interested  in  all  or  any  of  said  live  stock,  that  every  service  be  performed 
hereunder  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  conditions,  whether  printed  or  written, 
herein  contained,  and  which  are  agreed  to  by  the  shipper  and  accepted  for 
himself  and  his  assigns,"

APPENDIX  "A" 


TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS  FOR  THE 
CARRIAGE  OF  LIVE  STOCK 


SECTION  1  -  The  shipper  agrees  to  pay,  if  required,  before  delivery,  all  lawful 
and  proper  charges  as  well  as  freight  thereon  to  the  carrier  at  the  rate  of.... 

 per  one  hundred  pounds,  which  is  the  lower 

published  tariff  rate,  and  is  based  on  the  express  condition  that  the  carrier 
shall  in  no  case  be  liable  for  loss  of  or  damage  or  injury  to  said  live  stock, 
in  excess  of  the  following  agreed  valuation,  or  a  proportionate  sum  in  any 
one  case,  upon  which  valuation  the  rate  charged  for  the  transportation  of  the 
said  live  stock  is  based,  and  beyond  which  valuation  neither  the  carrier  nor 
any  connecting  carrier  shall  be  liable  in  any  event,  whether  the  loss,  injury 
or  damage  occurs  through  the  negligence  of  the  carrier  or  any  connecting 
carrier,  or  their  or  either  of  their  employees,  or  otherwise,  viz,— 

Horses  or  mules   not  exceeding  $200.00  each 

Colts,  under  one  year  of  age   not  exceeding   100,00  each 

Cattle,  weighing  over  500  lbs   not  exceeding   225.00  each 

Calves,  weighing  500  lbs.  or  less ....  not  exceeding   100.00  each 

Hogs   not  exceeding     50.00  each 

Other  Domestic  Animals   not  exceeding     25.00  each 

If,  upon  inspection,  it  is  ascertained  that  the  live  stock  shipped  is  not  as 
described  in  this  Live  Stock  Bill  of  Lading,  the  freight  charges  must  be  paid 
on  the  live  stock  actually  shipped,  v/ith  any  additional  charges  lawfully 
payable  thereon. 

SECTION  2  —  No  carrier  is  bound  to  transport  said  live  stock  by  any  particular 
train,  or  in  time  for  any  particular  market,  or  otherwise  than  with  reasonable 
dispatch,  unless  by  specific  agreement  endorsed  hereon.  Every  carrier,  in 
case  of  physical  necessity,  shall  have  the  right  to  forward  said  live  stock  by 
any  railway  or  route  between  the  point  of  shipment  and  the  point  of  destination. 

SECTION  3  -  By  this  contract  the  carrier  agrees  to  transport  only  over  its  own 
line,  and  acts  only  as  agent  with  respect  to  the  portion  of  the  route  beyond 
its  own  line,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law;  no  carrier  shall  be  liable 
for  damage  or  injury  not  occurring  on  its  portion  of  the  through  route,  nor 
after  the  stock  has  been  delivered  to  the  next  carrier,  except  as  such  liability 
is  or  may  be  imposed  by  law.  Unless  a  different  agreement  is  made  with 
connecting  carriers,  in  respect  to  transportation  on  their  respective  lines, 
the  terms  and  conditions  hereof  shall  apply  to  the  transportation  by  each 
carrier  on  any  portion  of  the  route  to  destination. 
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SECTION  4  -  (1)  The  shipper  agrees  to  load,  unload  or  reload  said  live  stock 
at  his  own  expense  and  risk;  feed,  water  and  attend  same  at  his  own  expense 
and  risk  while  in  transit,  except  as  provided  in  subsection  (5)  of  this  Section. 
In  case  any  of  the  employees  of  the  carrier  load,  unload,  reload,  feed,  water 
or  otherwise  care  for  the  said  live  stock,  or  assist  in  doing  so,  they  shall  be 
treated  as  agents  of  the  shipper  for  that  purpose  and  not  as  the  agents  of  the 
carrier;  except  when  such  loading,  unloading,  reloading,  feeding  or  watering  is 
occasioned  by  some  act  or  default  of  the  carrier. 

(2)  The  carrier  agrees  to  provide  proper  loading,  unloading  or 
reloading  facilities  and  suitable  equipment  with  secure  car  door  fastenings 
for  the  transportation  of  said  live  stock. 

(3)  The  shipper  agrees  to  properly  and  securely  place  all  said 
stock  in  cars,  and  the  carrier  shall  except  in  cases  where  the  shipper  or  some 
person  on  his  behalf  accompanies  the  live  stock,  keep  said  doors  securely 
locked  or  fastened  until  placed  for  unloading, 

(4)  If  temporary  partitions  or  decks  are  put  in  the  cars  by  the 
shipper,  the  carrier  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  sufficiency  thereof,  or 
for  any  loss  or  damage  caused  by  defects  therein. 

(5)  In  the  event  of  delay  to  said  live  stock  caused  by  the  negli- 
gence of  the  carrier,  any  consequent  unloading,  reloading,  feeding  or  watering 
en  route  shall  be  at  the  carrier's  expense  and  risk;  and  any  expense  incurred 
by  the  shipper  in  connection  therewith  shall  be  repaid  to  him  by  the  carrier. 

SECTION  5  —  If  the  destination  of  the  shipment  of  said  live  stock  is  more  than 
one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  miles  from  the  point  of  shipment,  the  shipper  or 
some  person  on  his  behalf  (not  an  employee  of  the  carrier),  must,  unless 
special  arrangements  are  otherwise  made  in  writing,  accompany  and  care  for 
the  shipment  throughout  the  journey. 

SECTION  6  —  The  carrier  shall  not  be  liable  for  loss,  damage,  or  delay  to  any 
of  the  live  stock  herein  described  caused  by  the  act  of  God,  the  Queen's  or 
public  enemies,  riots,  strikes,  defects  or  inherent  vice  in  the  live  stock, 
heat,  cold,  the  authority  of  law,  quarantine,  the  act  or  default  of  the  shipper, 
or  causes  beyond  the  carrier's  control;  nor  when  caused  by  changes  in  weather 
or  delay  resulting  therefrom,  except  such  delay  is  due  to  the  carrier's  negli- 
gence, and  the  burden  of  proving  freedom  from  such  negligence  shall  be  on 
the  carrier;  nor  for  loss  or  damage  caused  by  fire  occurring  after  cars  have 
been  placed  for  unloading  at  point  of  destination. 

Except  in  case  of  the  negligence  of  the  carrier,  (and  the  burden  of 
proving  freedom  from  such  negligence  shall  be  on  the  carrier),  the  carrier 
shall  not  be  liable  for  loss,  damage  or  delay  occurring  while  the  live  stock 
is  stopped  and  held  in  transit  upon  the  request  of  the  party  entitled  to  make 
such  request. 
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SECTION  7  ~  Notice  of  claim  on  account  of  loss,  damage  or  delay  must  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  Agent  of  the  carrier  at  the  point  of  shipment,  or  to  the  Agent 
of  the  carrier  at  the  point  of  delivery;  or  to  a  Divisional  Superintendent,  a 
District  Freight  Agent,  a  Claims  Agent,  or  the  General  Counsel  of  the  carrier, 
within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  delivery  of  the  live  stock,  or  in  case  of  failure 
to  make  delivery,  then  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  a  reasonable  time  for 
delivery  has  elapsed.  Unless  notice  is  so  given  the  carrier  shall  not  be 
liable. 

SECTION  8  -  No  person  accompanying  the  said  live  stock  shall  have  the  right 
to  ride  free  or  at  a  rate  less  than  full  fare  in  connection  with  this  shipment, 
unless  and  until  he  has  signed  the  special  contract  for  such  attendants  the 
terms  of  which  are  printed  on  the  back  hereof. 

The  carrier  shall  not  be  liable  either  for  loss  of  life  or  personal  injury 
to  such  persons  accompanying  said  live  stock,  whether  such  person  is  being 
carried  free  or  at  a  rate  less  than  full  fare,  unless  such  loss  of  life  or  personal 
injury  is  caused  by  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  carrier,  its  servants  or 
employees  while  the  said  persons  are  in  the  caboose  or  other  car  provided 
for  their  transportation,  or  while  in  the  car  provided  for  the  transportation  of 
the  live  stock. 

SECTION  9  —  The  shipper  hereby  acknowledges  that  he  has  the  option  of  shipping 
the  above  described  live  stock  at  a  higher  rate  of  freight  than  that  payable 
hereunder,  and  according  to  the  classifications  and  tariffs  of  the  carrier,  or 
connecting  carriers,  the  effect  of  which  the  shipper  understands  would  be 
to  remove  the  limitation  on  the  amount  of  damages  for  which  the  carrier  or 
the  connecting  carriers  might  be  liable  as  herein  provided,  and  the  shipper 
has  voluntarily  elected  to  accept  the  limitation  of  liability  herein  contained 
to  enable  him  to  obtain  the  reduced  freight  rate  above  mentioned. 

SECTION  10  -  Any  alteration,  addition  or  erasure  in  this  Live  Stock  Bill  of 
Lading  shall  be  signed  or  initialled  in  the  margin  by  an  agent  of  the  carrier 
issuing  the  same,  and  if  not  so  signed  or  initialled  shall  be  without  effect, 
and  this  Bill  of  Lading  shall  be  enforceable  according  to  its  original  tenor. 

(This  Bill  of  Lading  to  be  signed  by  the  shipper  and  the  agent  of  the  carrier 
issuing  same.) 
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SPECIAL  CONTRACT  WITH  ATTENDANTS  IN  CHARGE  OF  STOCK. 

Nos,  of  Cars.  The  parties  actually  in  charge  of  and  accompanying  the 

within  named  stock,  are  required  to  read  the  following  agree- 
ment and  to  sign  their  names  in  ink  or  indelible  pencil  below 
the  same,  in  the  space  provided  for  that  purpose. 

In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  I  have  been  furnished 
with  , , ,     (Free  Transportation) 

(Transportation  at  less  than  full  fare). 

I  agree  to  give  the  live  Jjtock  included  in  this  shipment  all 
care  and  attention  needed  en  route.  If  anything  goes  wrong  in 
connection  with  the  shipment,  or  if  it  needs  any  care  or  atten- 
tion that  requires  the  help  or  co-operation  of  the  train  crew, 
I  will  promptly  notify  the  conductor  in  charge. 

WHEREAS,  travel  by  freight  trains  is  necessarily  more 
dangerous  than  upon  passenger  trains,  I  hereby  release  the 
said  carrier  and  each  and  every  connecting  carrier  which  may 
grant  me  such  free  transportation  or  transportation  at  less  than 
full  fare,  from  all  liability  for  any  injury  or  damage  suffered 
by  me  while  violating  any  of  the  terms  of  this  agreement  with 
the  said  carrier,  as  stated  below,  all  of  which  I  agree  to 
carefully  observe  and  obey. 

1.  I  will  remain  in  a  safe  place  in  the  caboose  or  other  car 
provided  for  my  transportation,  or  in  the  car  provided  for  the 
transportation  of  the  stock,  at  all  times  while  the  train  is  in 
motion. 

2.  I  will  not  get  on  or  off  said  caboose  or  other  car  when  the 
same  is  in  motion. 

3.  I  will  not  get  on  or  off,  or  walk  over  the  cars  while  they 
are  moving. 

4.  I  will  not  walk  or  stand  on  any  track  or  station  or  other 
premises  of  the  carrier  at  night  without  a  lighted  lantern,  I 
will  not  walk  or  stand  on  any  track  or  attempt  to  cross  any 
track  while  switching  is  being  or  is  about  to  be  done  thereon. 
I  will  at  all  times  use  every  reasonable  effort  and  precaution 
to  protect  myself  from  injury. 

5.  I  will  always  bear  in  mind  that  freight  trains  do  not  stop 
at  stations  or  places  especially  prepared  for  passengers  to 
alight;  that  freight  trains  frequently  stop  on  bridges  and  places 
along  the  line  where  it  is  not  safe  to  alight;  I  will  therefore

not  attempt  to  alight  from  the  caboose  or  other  car,  when  a 
train  may  stop  for  any  purpose,  without  first  making  a  careful 
examination,  (with  a  lighted  lantern  if  at  night  time),  and  thus 
ascertaining  that  it  is  safe  to  alight  at  that  point;  and  I  will 
not  omit  taking  these  precautions  because  of  anything  said 
or  done  by  employees  of  the  carrier. 

IN  FURTHER  CONSIDERATION  of  the  fact  that  I  have 
been  furnished  by  the  Railway  Company  with  (free  transporta- 
tion) (transportation  at  less  than  full  fare)  I  hereby  further 
agree  that  in  case  of  any  accident,  casualty  or  mishap  of  any 
kind,  howsoever  caused,  in  which  I  may  receive  any  personal 
injury  while  travelling  pursuant  to  such  transportation,  I  will 
within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  happening  of  such  injury,  and 
as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  to  maintain  any  suit  or 
action  on  account  of  such  injury,  notify  the  Railway  Company 
by  mailing  or  delivering  to  the  General  Counsel  or  the  General 
Solicitor  of  the  Railv/ay  Company,  written  notice  of  the  time, 
place,  circumstances,  character  and  extent  of  such  injury. 

I  fully  understand  that  no  agent  or  employee  of  the  Railway 
Company  has  the  right  to  waive  the  giving  of  such  notice.

JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

Canadian  National  Railway  Company  seeks  authority  to  abandon  the  Port 
Rowan  branch  of  the  Simcoe  Subdivision  from  Simcoe,  Ontario,  to  Port  Rowan. 
The  length  of  line  is  16.92  miles. 

The  Railway  Company  applied  to  the  Board  for  such  authority  on  May  2nd, 
1%3.  At  that  time  it  sent  copies  of  the  notice  to  the  Province  of  Ontario,  to 
municipalities  and  industries  in  the  area,  and  to  the  Ontario  Farmers*  Union. 

The  matter  was  brought  on  for  hearing  at  Simcoe  on  September  23rd,  1964. 
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The  line  of  railway  was  built  in  1886  as  the  South  Norfolk  Railway.  It  was 
sold  to  the  Grand  Trunk,  Georgian  Bay  and  Lake  Erie  Company  in  1888,  becoming 
part  of  the  Grand  Trunk  System. 

The  Simcoe  Subdivision  consists  of  two  separate  lines  extending  south 
from  a  common  junction  point  at  Simcoe,  the  one  extending  to  Port  Dover,  the 
other  west  to  Port  Rowan.  It  is  the  Port  Rowan  branch  only  in  respect  of  which 
the  application  is  made.  * 

There  are  four  communities  on  the  Port  Rowan  branch  (which  branch  I  will 
refer  to  as  the  "line").  They  are: 

Population 

Vittoria  400  -  500 
Walsh 

St.  Williams  300  -  400 

Port  Rowan  700  -  800 

The  line  passes  through  open  farming  country  where  fruit,  grain  and  corn  are 
the  principal  crops.  It  is  in  extremely  poor  condition.  I  do  not  intend  to  give  a 
description  of  the  line.  I  will,  however,  deal  later  with  the  cost  of  rehabilitating  it. 

The  area  is  well  served  by  improved  gravel  roads,  and  the  communities 
mentioned  above  are  linked  by  surfaced  roads  to  highways  Nos.  3,  24  and  59. 

There  is  no  passenger  service  on  the  line.  Freight  service  is  provided  on 
an  **as  required**  basis.  Express  and  the  major  portion  of  l.c.l.  freight  is  handled 
by  highway  on  a  five  day  per  week  schedule.

The  Analyses  of  Variable  Expenses  and  the  Summaries  of  Revenues  and 
Expenses  have  been  studied  by  the  Board's  officers,  and  I  have  been  furnished 
with  the  conclusions  resulting  from  this  study. 

The  1963  financial  information  in  Exhibits  14  and  15  has  been  presented  in 
a  different  form  than  the  1961  information  in  Exhibits  12  and  13.  The  1961 
exhibits  followed  the  form  of  presentation  used  at  previous  Board  hearings.  The 
1963  exhibits,  however,  when  supported  by  working  papers,  still  include  the 
basic  information  required  by  the  Board. 
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The  1963  revenues,  as  set  out  in  Exhibit  15,  appear  reasonable  for  the  traffic 
reported.  The  total  revenues  were  $22,935. 

In  the  case  of  1963  cost  estimates,  adjustments  have  been  made  in  a  manner 
similar  to  past  Judgments  of  the  Board.  Reductions  have  been  made  in  overhead 
allowances  and  in  cost  or  money.  These  reductions  total  $2,642.  The  allowance 
for  interest  on  net  salvage  has  been  re-calculated  at  the  rate  of  5%  in  lieu  of 
6.23%,  resulting  in  a  reduction  of  $863. 

The  adjusted  financial  position,  re-cast  in  the  form  set  out  in  a  directive 
issued  by  the  Board  in  1962,  is  as  follows: 

Total  System  Revenues  $22,935 

Directly  Accountable  Costs  $25,574 
Allocated  Costs  8,613 
Overhead  Allowances  2,238  36,425 

Annual  Operating  Loss  $13,490 
Interest  On  Net  Salvage  3,510 

Annual  Financial  Improvement  $17,000 

The  Company's  estimate  of  normal  annual  maintenance  for  this  line  was 
$31,000  based  on  an  average  of  $1,800  per  mile  of  line  per  annum.  This  average 
was  said  to  be  representative  of  very  low  traffic  branch  lines  on  the  Canadian 
National  System.  Only  a  minimum  amount  of  maintenance,  consistent  with  low 
frequency  and  restricted  speed,  was  performed  in  1963.  If  the  line  were  to  be 
continued  in  operation,  a  further  annual  maintenarce  expenditure  of  $24,590 
would  be  required.  When  this  amount  of  deferred  annual  maintenance  is  taken 
into  account,  the  annual  long  term  betterment  from  abandonment  would  be  $41,590. 

During  the  hearing,  the  Company  cost  witness  explained  the  basis  for  claim- 
ing two  other  items  of  additional  annual  expense  which  would  be  incurred  if  the 
line  were  retained.  The  first  of  these  items  was  Average  Annual  Net  Depreciated 
Cost  of  Replacement,  $8,124.  The  other  item  was  Annual  Salvage  Value,  $2,025. 
These  two  items  represented  the  cost  of  money  on  the  investment  which  would 
be  needed  to  replace  depreciable  road  property  if  the  line  were  to  continue  in 
operation.  It  has  not  been  the  Board's  practice  in  abandonment  cases  to  give 
weight  to  such  cost  of  money  on  replacements  and,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Judgment,  I  would  not  allow  it. 

I  intend,  then,  to  treat  the  Annual  Operating  Loss  as  being  some  $13,500, 
the  Estimated  Annual  Financial  Improvement  as  being  approximately  $17,000, 
and  the  Estimated  Annual  Long  Term  Betterment  as  being  approximately  $41,600. 

The  Annual  Operating  Loss,  as  varied,  is  still  substantial.  So  also  is  the 
estimated  Financial  Improvement  of  some  $1,000  per  mile  per  annum,  which  the 
Railway  Company  is  being  required  to  forego. 
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What  would  be  the  loss  and  inconvenience  should  the  Railway  Company  be 
given  the  relief  it  seeks? 

Evidence  in  opposition  to  the  application  was  given  by  Mr.  Stevens,  on 
behalf  of  Beaver  Lumber  Company  Limited,  Mr.  Barber,  on  behalf  of  W.G.  Barber 
&  Son  Ltd.,  Mr.  Balfour,  on  behalf  of  Leedham's  Mill,  and  Mr.  Krestel,  Reeve  of 
Port  Rowan,  on  behalf  of  that  municipality. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  opposition  to  the  application,  at  the  hearing,  came 
exclusively  from  Port  Rowan. 

Mr.  Stevens  is  District  Supervisor  of  the  Western  Ontario  Division  of  Beaver 
Lumber  Company  Limited.  The  Company  has  a  retail  storage  yard  and  sales  office 
at  Port  Rowan,  where  its  sales  volume  is  increasing.  There  is  a  three-man  staff 
at  Port  Rowan.  It  is  possible  to  spot  a  car  of  lumber  within  200  to  300  yards  of 
the  Company's  yard.  The  car  can  be  unloaded  by  the  staff  at  Port  Rowan  while 
allowing  them  to  serve  customers  and  carry  on  part  of  their  normal  duties.  To 
unload  a  car  of  lumber  at  an  alternative  rail  point  would,  in  Mr.  Stevens*  opinion, 
require  two  additional  men  for  two  days.  Assuming  the  destination  to  be  Courtland 
(some  20  miles  distant)  it  would  also  require  nine  round  trips  by  truck  (of  the 
present  capacity)  of  some  forty  miles.  The  minimum  additional  cost  per  car  of 
lumber  or  plywood  is  estimated  by  Mr.  Stevens  at  $100.  The  total  number  of  cars 
delivered  to  his  Company  at  Port  Rowan  is  stated  by  him  to  be  one  or  two  cars 
of  plywood  and  six  to  eight  cars  of  lumber  per  year  (Exhibit  17). 

Mr.  Stevens,  on  behalf  of  his  Company,  makes  the  following  suggestions  to 
the  Railway  Company,  which  I  quote  from  the  same  exhibit: 

**Some  Suggestions  that  might  be  marie  to  the  C,N,  . 

1.  Bill  freight  to  us  on  regular  basis  with  agent  at  Courtland  or  Simcoe 
authorized  to  deduct  a  flat  $100.00  from  face  of  every  freight  draft. 

2.  Hire  trucking  agent  to  unload  at  Courtland  and  truck  to  Port  Rowan 
with  charges  to  C.N.  account. 

3.  Beaver  Lumber  contract  unloading  and  delivery  costs  from  Courtland 
to  Port  Rowan  with  all  charges  for  C.N.  account. 

4.  C.N.  Transportation  Ltd.  unload  and  deliver  carload  freight  to  Port 
Rowan.'* 

Mr.  Barber's  Company  (W.G.  Barber  &  Son  Ltd.)  carries  on  the  businesses 
of  trucking  and  coal  and  is  the  local  agent  at  Port  Rowan  for  Cities  Service  Oil 
Company  Limited.  Mr.  Barber  Mas  in  the  last  three  years  brought  in  to  Port 
Rowan  the  following  cars  of  coal: 

1962  -  4  cars 

1963  —  2  cars 

1964  -  2  cars  (But  expects  to  bring  in  4  additional 

cars  to  make  a  total  of  6) 
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If  the  line  is  abandoned,  Mr.  Barber  expects  to  go  out  of  the  coal  business. 
In  addition  to  the  profit  on  the  coal,  it  is  a  business  that  supplements  his  other 
endeavours  in  that  it  keeps  two  men  busy  on  coal  deliveries  at  a  time  of  year 
when  there  is  little  or  no  work  for  his  dump  trucks. 

Mr.  Balfour  is  the  proprietor  of  Leedham's  Mill,  with  a  plant  on  railway 
property  at  Port  Rowan.  Leedham's  Mill  deals  in  grain,  fertilizers  and  also 
brings  in  commercial  poisons  for  use  in  agriculture.  Mr.  Balfour's  evidence  is 
that,  in  dealing  in  wheat,  he  is  allowed  by  the  Ontario  Wheat  Board  (presumably 
the  Ontario  Wheat  Producers'  Marketing  Board)  a  handling  charge  of  10  cents 
per  bushel.  If  it  becomes  necessary  for  him  to  truck  the  wheat  to,  say,  Courtland, 
a  distance  of  20  miles,  it  will  cost  him  some  10  cents  per  bushel  and  remove 
all  profit  from  the  transaction. 

The  evidence  is  (Exhibit  18)  that  Leedham's  Mill  shipped  out  the  following 
numbers  of  cars  between  1958  and  1961: 

1958  -  13 

1959  -  7 

1960  -  13 

1961  —   4  (when  the  evidence  is  that 

there  was  a  crop  failure) 

Mr.  Balfour's  testimony  is  that  he  shipped  out  five  cars  of  wheat  in  1963 
and  nine  cars  this  year. 

Mr.  Balfour  estimates  that  wheat  constitutes  one-third  of  his  total  business. 
He  expects  the  production  of  corn  next  year  to  increase  and  is  prepared  to  install 
the  necessary  facilities  to  handle  corn,  but  will  not  do  so  as  long  as  there  is  a 
pending  application  for  abandonment  of  the  line. 

Mr.  Krestel  gave  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  Village  of  Port  Rowan.  He  is, 
however,  a  member  of  the  County  Council  and  a  former  Warden  of  the  County  and, 
as  such,  has  a  knowledge  of  the  area. 

Mr.  Krestel  is  concerned,  not  only  at  the  direct  loss  of  taxation  should  the 
railway  line  be  removed,  but  also  at  the  loss  of  assessment  and  tax  revenue 
should  any  of  the  industries  referred  to  above  (or  the  lumber  business  of  G.A. 
Backus  Co.  Ltd.)  leave  the  Village. 

In  addition  to  those  who  appeared  at  the  hearing  to  oppose  the  application, 
there  have  been  received  by  the  Board  some  letters  and  resolutions  of  opposition. 

I  have  considered  all  the  opposition  lodged  with  the  Board.  Any  termination 
of  rail  service  occasions  some  loss  and  inconvenience  to  those  who  have  con- 
tinued to  use  the  railway's  service.  What  I  must  consider  is  the  relative  loss  and 
inconvenience  to  those  persons  as  against  the  loss  being  sustained  by  the 
Railway  Company. 
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In  the  five-year  period  1959  to  1963  there  has  been  a  continuous  decline  in 
carload  traffic  from  83  cars  in  1959  to  48  cars  in  1963.  The  loss  sustained  by 
the  Railway  in  1961  has  increased  to  some  $13,500. 

The  evidence  is  that  some  $283,000  should  be  expended  on  the  line  over  the 
next  two  to  three  years  in  order  to  bring  the  line  up  to  the  standard  to  which  it 
should  have  been  maintained. 

Normal  maintenance,  if  carried  out,  would  cost  some  $1,800  per  mile  a  year, 
or  a  total  for  the  line  of  some  $31,000  per  annum.  The  maintenance  carried  out 
in  the  year  1961  amounted  to  $3,500  only,  and  that  carried  out  in  1963  to  $6,500 
only.  As  has  been  indicated  above,  had  normal  maintenance  been  carried  out, 
the  annual  loss  in  1963  would  have  been  much  greater. 

A  previous  application  to  abandon  the  line  was  made  to  the  Board  in  the 
year  1938  (See  28  J.O.R.  &  R.  page  323).  The  evidence  was  that  the  Railway's 
deficits  in  the  preceding  years  were: 

1934  -  $10,648 
'     1935  -  9,328 

1936  -  10,084 

1937  -  4,639 

In  concurring  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Deputy  Chief  Commissioner,  Mr.  Com- 
missioner Stoneman  said: 

"In  my  opinion,  the  record  indicates,  very  clearly,  that  an  increase  in 
earnings  may  be  expected  on  this  line  in  the  very  near  future.  I  was  very 
favourably  impressed  with  the  presentation  made  on  behalf  of  those  opposing 
this  application,  and  I  therefore  agree  that  the  application  should  be  dis- 
missed." 

There  is  no  evidence  as  to  the  revenues  and  expenses  of  the  Railway 
Company  in  the  years  1938  to  1960. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  line  cannot  be  operated  much  longer  in  its  present 
condition  and  that,  over  the  next  two  or  three  years,  a  sum  in  excess  of  $250,000 
would  have  to  be  spent  for  its  restoration. 

On  the  evidence  before  us,  I  can  see  no  justification  for  denying  the  relief 
sought  by  the  Railway  Company  and  thereby  requiring  it  to  incur  an  expenditure 
of  such  magnitude.  Once  the  line  has  been  rehabilitated,  it  would  be  necessary 
to  protect  its  improved  condition  by  more  adequate  maintenance.  The  necessary 
expenditure  for  such  maintenance  would  result  in  an  annual  deficit  much  in 
excess  of  the  adjusted  loss  for  1963  of  $13,500. 

I  would  grant  leave  to  the  Railway  Company  to  abandon  operation  of  the  line. 

I  must  consider  the  time  when  abandonment  may  take  place.  A  joint  state- 
ment has  been  filed  (Exhibit  18)  by  Leedham's  Mill,  Beaver  Lumber  Company 
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Limited,  W.G.  Barber  &  Son  Ltd.,  and  G.A.  Backus  Company  Limited.  The 
statement  is  dated  April  23,  1962.  It  recites  the  number  of  carloads  ordered  by 
each  Company  in  the  years  1958  to  1961,  inclusive,  and  the  freight  charges 
paid.  It  then  continues  to  say: 

"In  view  of  above  figures,  patronage  of  many  many  years  previous  to  these 
and  account  our  local  facilities  are  mainly  of  the  siding  to  yard  type,  not 
suitable  for  highway  use,  we  unanimously  request  continued  carload  service 
to  Port  Rowan.  If  this  proves  impossible,  we  request  that  at  least  twelve 
months  advance  notice  be  given  us  by  the  Canadian  National  Railways,  to 
allow  us  sufficient  time  to  rearrange  our  supply  and  transport  facilities  for 
handling  our  traffic  on  highways. 

Sudden  discontinuance  of  carload  service  to  Port  Rowan  would  seriously 
handicap  our  businesses." 

In  his  evidence  Mr.  Barber  stated  that  the  reference  to  re-arranging  supply 
and  transport  facilities  for  handling  traffic  on  highways  was  not  applicable  to 
his  undertaking. 

The  Board  should  avoid  any  sudden  discontinuance  of  carload  service  but 
it  is  apparent  that  it  has  been  known  for  some  time  that  authority  might  be  given 
for  the  abandonment  of  the  line. 

Having  in  mind  all  the  above  circumstances,  I  would  authorize  abandonment 
to  take  place  on  a  date  not  earlier  than  January  15,  1965,  on  not  less  than  sixty 
days*  notice  to  all  municipalities  on  the  line,  and  to  those  industries  which 
appeared  in  opposition  at  the  hearing,  the  said  notice  to  be  posted  at  the  stations 
at  Simcoe  and  Port  Rowan  and  to  be  filed  with  the  Board.

WHEREAS  the  Canadian  Freight  Association  on  behalf  of  its  member  railway 
companies  has  made  application  under  subsection  (3)  of  Section  353  of  the  Rail- 
way Act  and  all  other  statutory  provisions  for  an  Order  prescribing  the  terms  and 
conditions  under  which  rail  carriers  will  receive  and  transport  goods  for  shipment 
under  the  *'Order''  and  "Straight"  Bills  of  Lading;  and 

WHEREAS  due  to  extensive  changes  in  the  handling  of  railway  traffic  to 
meet  present  day  competition,  the  Applicant  deems  it  necessary  to  put  into 
operation  billing  procedures  geared  to  keep  pace  with  new  services;  and 

UPON  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  Traffic  and  General  Courtsel 
of  the  Board,  and  after  due  consideration  of  all  the  factors  involved— 

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 

1.  The  terms  and  conditions  set  out  in  Appendix  "A"  attached  hereto  are 
prescribed  for  the  carriage  of  any  traffic  by  railway  companies  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  when  such  traffic  is  carried  under  an  *'Order*'  or 
^'Straight"  Bill  of  Lading. 
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2.  Such  terms  and  conditions  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  Canadian  Freight 
Classification,  and  shall  also  be  available  at  all  freight  agency  stations  and 
freight  offices  upon  request. 

3.  The  terms  and  conditions  prescribed  in  paragraph  1  of  this  Order  shall 
appear  on  the  **straight'*  bill  of  lading  which  shall  clearly  indicate  that  it  is 
not  negotiable  and  which  shall  also  contain  the  following  clause: 

"Received,  subject  to  the  classification  and  tariffs  in  effect  on  the  date  of 
issue  of  this  original  bill  of  lading,  goods  described  below,  in  apparent 
good  order,  except  as  noted  (contents  and  conditions  of  contents  of  packages 
unknown),  marked,  consigned  and  destined  as  indicated  below,  which  said 
company  agrees  to  carry  to  its  usual  place  of  delivery  at  said  destination,  if 
on  its  road,  otherwise  to  deliver  to  another  carrier  on  the  route  to  said  des- 
tination. It  is  mutually  agreed,  as  to  each  carrier  of  all  or  any  of  said  goods 
over  all  or  any  portion  of  said  route  to  destination,  and  as  to  each  party  at  any 
time  interested  in  all  or  any  of  said  goods,  that  every  service  to  be  performed 
hereunder  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  conditions,  whether  printed  or  written, 
herein  contained  (including  conditions  on  back  hereof)  and  which  are  agreed 
to  by  the  shipper  and  accepted  for  himself  and  his  assigns.'* 

4.  The  terms  and  conditions  prescribed  in  paragraph  1  and  the  clause 
prescribed  in  paragraph  3  of  this  Order  shall  appear  on  the  "order**  bill  of 
lading  in  addition  to  the  following  clause: 

"The  surrender  of  this  Original  ORDER  bill  of  lading  properly  endorsed 
shall  be  required  before  the  delivery  of  the  goods.  Inspection  of  goods 
covered  by  this  bill  of  lading  will  not  be  permitted  unless  provided  by  law 
or  unless  permission  is  endorsed  on  this  original  bill  of  lading  or  given  in 
writing  by  the  shipper.** 

5.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  paragraph  3  of  this  Order,  railway 
companies  may,  on  "straight**  bills  of  lading,  incorporate  by  reference  only, 
the  terms  and  conditions  prescribed  in  paragraph  1  of  this  Order  if,  in  lieu  of 
the  clause  prescribed  in  paragraph  3  of  this  Order,  the  following  clause  appears 
on  the  bill  of  lading  which  shall  also  clearly  indicate  that  it  is  not  negotiable: 

"Received,  subject  to  the  classification  and  tariffs  in  effect  on  the  date 
of  issue  of  this  original  bill  of  lading,  goods  described  below  in  apparent 
good  order,  except  as  noted  (contents  and  conditions  of  contents  of  packages 
unknown),  marked,  consigned  and  designed  as  indicated  below,  which  said 
company  agrees  to  carry  to  its  usual  place  of  delivery  at  said  destination, 
if  on  its  road,  otherwise  to  deliver  to  another  carrier  on  the  route  to  said 
destination.  It  is  mutually  agreed,  as  to  each  carrier  of  all  or  any  of  said 
goods  over  all  or  any  portion  of  said  route  to  destination,  and  as  to  each 
party  at  any  time  interested  in  all  or  any  of  said  goods,  that  every  service 
to  be  performed  hereunder  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  terms  and  conditions 
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(which  are  hereby  incorporated  by  reference  and  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  the  same  w^re  severally,  fully  and  specifically  set  forth  herein), 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada  by  General 
Order  No.  ,  dated  ,  set  forth  in 

the  Canadian  Freight  Classification  and  also  available  at  all  railway  agency 
stations  and  freight  offices  upon  request/when  said  goods  are  carried  by  a 
rail  carrier  and  which  are  agreed  to  by  the  shipper  and  accepted  for  himself 
and  his  assigns.'* 

6.  Interline  or  switching  tickets  or  receipts  issued  by  a  railway  company 
for  freight  traffic  moving  by  interswitching  service  shall  contain  the  following 
words  "received  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Company's  bill  of 
lading  which  terms  and  conditions  are  hereby  incorporated  by  reference  and 
made  a  part  hereof  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  the  same  were  severally 
set  forth  herein.*' 

7.  General  Orders  Nos.  41  (Order  7562),  272,  788,  792,  797  and  815  are 
rescinded.

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"APPENDIX  A" 

TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS  FOR  THE 
CARRIAGE  OF  FREIGHT  TRAFFIC 

SECTION  1  -  The  Carrier  of  any  of  the  goods  herein  described  shall  be  liable 
for  any  loss  thereof  or  damage  thereto  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

SECTION  2  -  In  the  case  of  shipments  from  one  point  in  Canada  to  another 
point  in  Canada,  or  where  goods  are  shipped  »mder  a  joint  tariff,  the  Carrier 
issuing  this  bill  of  lading,  in  addition  to  its  other  liability  hereunder,  shall 
be  liable  for  any  loss,  damage,  or  injury  to  such  goods  from  which  the  other 
Carrier  is  not  by  the  terms  of  this  bill  of  lading  relieved,  caused  by  or 
resulting  from  the  act,  neglect,  or  default  of  any  other  carrier  to  which  such 
goods  may  be  delivered  in  Canada,  or  under  such  joint  tariff,  or  over  whose 
line  or  lines  such  goods  may  pass  in  Canada  or  under  such  joint  tariff,  the 
onus  of  proving  that  such  loss  was  not  so  caused  or  did  not  so  result  being 
upon  the  Carrier  issuing  this  bill  of  lading.  The  Carrier  issuing  this  bill  of 
lading  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  from  the  other  carrier  on  whose  line  or 
lines  the  loss,  damage,  or  injury  to  the  said  goods  shall  have  been  sustained 
the  amount  of  such  loss,  damage,  or  injury  as  it  may  be  required  to  pay 
hereunder,  as  may  be  evidenced  by  any  receipt,  judgment  or  transcript 
thereof.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  deprive  the  holder  of  this  bill  of 
lading  or  party  entitled  to  the  goods  of  any  remedy  or  right  of  action  which 
he  may  have  against  the  Carrier  issuing  this  bill  of  lading  or  any  other 
Carrier. 

SECTION  3  -  The  Carrier  shall  not  be  liable  for  loss,  damage,  or  delay  to 
any  of  the  goods  herein  described,  caused  by  the  act  of  God,  the  Queen's 
or  public  enemies,  riots,  strikes,  defect,  or  inherent  vice  in  the  goods,  or 
the  act  or  default  of  the  shipper  or  owner;  for  differences  in  weights  of 
grain,  seed,  or  other  commodities  caused  by  natural  shrinkage  or  discrep- 
ancies in  elevator  weights  when  the  elevators  are  not  operated  by  the 
Carrier,  unless  the  weights  are  evidenced  by  Government  certificate;  the 
authority  of  law  or  by  quarantine.  For  loss,  damage,  or  delay,  except  where 
cartage  is  to  be  performed  by  the  Carrier  or  its  agents,  caused  by  fire 
occurring  after  forty-eight  hours  (exclusive  of  legal  holidays),  or  in  the 
case  of  bonded  goods  seventy-two  hours  (exclusive  of  legal  holidays) 
after  written  notice  of  the  arrival  of  said  goods  at  destination  or  at  port 
of  export  (if  intended  for  export  and  not  covered  by  a  through  bill  of  lading) 
has  been  sent  or  given,  the  Carrier's  liability  shall  be  that  of  ware- 
houseman only.  Except  in  case  of  negligence  of  the  Carrier  (and  the  burden 
of  proving  freedom  from  such  negligence  shall  be  on  the  Carrier),  the  Carrier 
shall  not  be  liable  for  loss,  damage,  or  delay  occurring  while  the  goods  are 
stopped  and  held  in  transit  upon  the  request  of  the  party  entitled  to  make 
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.  such  request.  When  in  accordance  with  general  custom,  on  account  of  the 
nature  of  the  goods,  or  at  the  request  of  the  shipper,  the  goods  are  trans- 
ported in  open  cars,  the  Carrier  (except  in  case  of  loss  or  damage  by  fire, 
in  which  case  the  liability  shall  be  the  same  as  though  the  goods  had  been 
carried  in  closed  cars)  shall  be  liable  only  for  negligence,  and  the  burden 
of  proving  freedom  from  such  negligence  shall  be  on  the  Carrier, 

SECTION  4  -  No  Carrier  is  bound  to  transport  said  goods  by  any  particular 
train  or  vessel,  or  in  time  for  any  particular  market  or  otherwise  than  as 
required  by  law,  unless  by  specific  agreement  endorsed  hereon.  Every 
Carrier  in  case  of  physical  necessity  shall  have  the  right  to  forward  said 
goods  by  any  railway  or  route  between  the  point  of  shipment  and  the  point 
of  destination;  but  if  such  diversion  be  from  a  rail  to  a  water  route  the 
liability  of  the  Carrier  shall  be  the  same  as  though  the  entire  carriage  were 
by  rail. 

The  amount  of  any  loss  or  damage  for  which  any  Carrier  is  liable  shall  be 
computed  on  the  basis  of  the  value  of  the  goods  at  the  place  and  time  of 
shipment  under  this  bill  of  lading  (including  the  freight  and  other  charges 
if  paid,  and  the  duty  if  paid  or  payable  and  not  refunded),  unless  a  lower 
value  has  been  represented  in  writing  by  the  shipper  or  has  been  agreed 
upon  or  is  determined  by  the  classification  or  tariff  upon  which  the  rate  is 
based,  in  any  of  which  events  such  lower  value  shall  be  the  amount  to 
govern  such  computation,  whether  or  not  such  loss  or  damage  occurs  from 
negligence. 

When  under  the  terms  of  the  classification  or  special  reduced  tariffs,  the  goods 
are  carried  at  owner's  risk,  such  conditions  are  intended  to  cover  only  such 
risks  as  are  necessarily  incidental  to  transportation  and  shall  not  relieve  the 
Carrier  from  liability  for  any  loss,  damage  or  delay  which  may  result  from 
any  negligence  or  omission  of  the  Carrier,  its  agents  or  employees,  and  the 
burden  of  proving  freedom  from  such  negligence  or  omission  shall  be  on  the 
Carrier. 

Notice  of  loss,  damage  or  delay  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Carrier  at  the 
point  of  delivery,  or  to  the  Carrier  at  the  point  of  origin,  within  four  months 
after  delivery  of  the  goods,  or  in  case  of  failure  to  make  delivery,  then  within 
four  months  after  a  reasonable  time  for  delivery  has  elapsed.  Unless  notice 
is  so  given  the  Carrier  shall  not  be  liable. 

Any  carrier  or  party  liable  on  account  of  loss  of  or  damage  to  any  of  said  goods, 
on  reimbursing  to  the  insured  the  premiums  paid  in  respect  thereof,  shall 
have  the  full  benefit  of  any  insurance  that  may  have  been  effected  upon  or 
on  account  of  said  goods,  so  far  as  this  shall  not  avoid  the  policies  or 
contracts  of  insurance. 
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SECTION  S  -  Grain  in  bulk  consigned  to  a  point  where  the  Carrier  has  an 
elevator  or  warehouse,  or  where  there  ivS  a  public  or  licensed  elevator  or 
warehouse,  may  be  there  delivered  and  placed  with  other  grain  of  the  same 
kind  and  grade  without  respect  to  ownership:  Provided  that  this  shall  not 
apply  to  a  point  of  final  delivery  if  it  is  otherwise  expressly  noted  hereon, 
unless  the  grain  is  not  promptly  unloaded  after  written  notice  of  arrival  has 
been  sent  or  given  to  the  person  named  herein.  Grain  so  delivered  shall  be 
subject  to  a  lien  for  elevator  charges  in  addition  to  all  other  charges  here- 
under. 

SECTION  6  -  Goods  not  removed  by  the  party  entitled  to  receive  them  within 
forty-eight  hours  (exclusive  of  legal  holidays),  or,  in  the  case  of  bonded 
goods,  within  seventy-two  hours  (exclusive  of  legal  holidays),  after  written 
notice  has  been  sent  or  given,  may  be  kept  in  car,  station,  or  place  of 
delivery  or  warehouse  of  the  Carrier,  subject  to  a  reasonable  charge  for 
storage  and  to  the  Carrier's  responsibility  as  a  warehouseman  only,  or  may 
at  the  option  of  the  Carrier  (after  written  notice  of  the  Carrier's  intention  to 
do  so  has  been  sent  or  given),  be  removed  to  and  stored  in  a  public  or  licensed 
warehouse  at  the  cost  of  the  owner  and  there  held  at  the  risk  of  the  owner 
and  without  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Carrier,  and  subject  to  a  lien  for  all 
freight  and  other  lawful  charges,  including  a  reasonable  charge  for  storage. 

Goods  in  carloads  shipped  from  a  private  siding  or  a  station,  wharf,  or  landing 
where  there  is  no  duly  authorised  agent,  shall  be  at  the  risk  of  the  owner 
until  the  car  is  lifted  or  bill  of  lading  is  issued  by  the  Carrier,  and  there- 
after shall  be  at  the  risk  of  the  Carrier.  Goods  in  carloads  destined  to  a 
private  siding  or  station,  wharf  or  landing  where  there  is  no  duly  authorized 
agent,  shall  be  at  the  risk  of  the  Carrier  until  placed  on  the  delivery  siding. 

All  goods  shall  be  subject  to  necessary  cooperage  and  baling  at  owner's  cost. 

SECTION  7  -  No  Carrier  shall  be  bound  to  carry  any  documents,  specie,  or 
any  articles  of  extraordinary  value  not  specifically  rated  in  the  published 
classification  or  tariffs  unless  a  special  agreement  to  do  so  (the  duty  of 
obtaining  such  special  agreement  to  be  on  the  Carrier  when  the  nature  of 
such  goods  is  disclosed  herein)— and  a  stipulated  value  of  the  articles  is 
endorsed  hereon.  If  such  goods  are  carried  without  a  special  agreement  and 
the  nature  of  the  goods  is  not  disclosed  hereon  the  Carrier  shall  not  be 
liable  for  any  loss  or  damage  thereto. 

SECTION  8  -  The  owner  or  consignee  shall  pay  the  freight  and  all  other 
lawful  charges  accruing  on  said  goods,  and,  if  required,  shall  pay  the  same 
before  delivery.  If  upon  inspection  it  is  ascertained  that  the  goods  shipped 
are  not  those  described  in  this  bill  of  lading,  the  freight  charges  must  be 
paid  upon  the  goods  actually  shipped,  with  any  additional  penalties  lawfully 
payable  thereon. 
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SECTION  9  ~  Except  in  case  of  diversion  from  rail  to  water  route,  which  is 
provided  for  in  Section  4  hereof,  and  except  as  provided  hereafter,  if  all  or 
any  part  of  said  goods  is  carried  by  water  over  any  part  of  said  route,  such 
water  carriage  shall  be  performed  subject  to  the  liabilities,  limitations,  and 
exemptions  provided  by  statute  and  to  the  conditions  contained  in  this  bill 
of  lading  not  inconsistent  with  such  statute  or  this  section,  and  subject 
also  to  the  condition  that  no  carrier  or  party  in  possession  shall  be  liable 
for  any  loss  or  damage  resulting  from  the  perils  of  the  lake,  sea,  or  other 
waters;  or  from  explosion,  bursting  of  boilers,  or  breakage  of  shafts  not 
arising  from  the  negligence  of  the  Carrier,  or  from  any  latent  defect  in  hull, 
machinery  or  appurtenances;  or  from  collision,  stranding,  or  other  accidents 
of  navigation  or  from  prolongation  of  the  voyage.  And  any  vessel  carrying 
any  or  all  of  the  goods  herein  described  shall  be  at  liberty  to  call  at  inter- 
mediate ports,  to  tow  and  be  towed,  and  assist  vessels  in  distress,  and  to 
deviate  for  the  purpose  of  saving  life  or  goods. 

The  term  "water  carriage"  in  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  as  including 
lighterage  or  car  ferriage  across  rivers,  or  in  lake  or  other  harbours,  and  the 
liability  for  such  lighterage  or  car  ferriage  shall  be  governed  by  the  other 
sections  hereof. 

If  the  goods  are  being  carried  under  a  tariff  which  provides  that  any  carrier  or 
carriers  party  thereto  shall  be  liable  for  loss  from  perils  of  the  sea,  then 
as  to  such  carrier  or  carriers  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  modified 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  tariff,  which  shall  be  treated  as 
incorporated  into  the  conditions  of  this  bill  of  lading. 

SECTION  10  —  Every  party,  whether  principal  or  agent,  shipping  explosives 
or  dangerous  goods  without  previous  full  written  disclosure  to  the  Carrier 
or  its  agent  of  their  nature,  shall  be  liable  for  all  loss  or  damage  caused 
thereby,  and  such  goods  may  be  warehoused  at  owner's  risk  and  expense, 
or  destroyed  without  compensation. 

SECTION  11  —  Any  alteration,  addition  or  erasure  in  this  bill  of  lading  shall 
be  signed  or  initialled  in  the  margin  by  an  agent  of  the  Carrier  issuing  the 
same,  and  if  not  so  signed  or  initialled  shall  be  without  effect,  and  this  bill 
of  lading  shall  be  enforceable  according  to  its  original  tenor.

THE  GOVERNOR  GENERAL  IN  COUNCIL. 

WHEREAS  by  Order  in  Council  P.C.  325  of  13th  February,  1939,  approval  is 
given,  pursuant  to  subsection  (1)  of  section  6  of  the  Transport  Act,  to  the  fixing 
by  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada  of  the  fee  payable  by  water 
carriers  for  the  issuance,  under  Part  II  of  the  said  Act  of  a  licence  permitting 
ships  to  transport  passengers  and/or  goods  from  a  port  or  place  in  Canada  to 
another  port  or  place  in  Canada  on  the  "Great  Lakes"  as  defined  in  the  said  Act, 
at  1^  per  ton  gross  tonnage,  with  a  maximum  charge  of  $25  for  each  ship  named  in 
every  licence  issued,  and  for  each  ship  substituted  on  any  licence,  unless  the 
Board  finds  that  the  circumstances  do  not  justify  such  a  charge; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  has  advised  that  it 
has  had  under  consideration  the  question  of  revisions  of  the  said  licence  fees 
and  that  after  full  and  careful  consideration  the  Board  has  formed  the  opinion  that 
the  present  basic  fee  of  l<t  per  ton  gross  tonnage  should  be  retained,  but  that 
the  maximum  of  $25  per  ship,  as  determined  by  the  aforesaid  Order  in  Council, 
should  be  removed; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  said  Proposal  was  submitted  by  the  Board  to  Canada 
Steamship  Lines  Ltd.,  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  Scott  Misener  Steam- 
ships, Upper  Lakes  Shipping  Ltd.,  and  Yankcanuk  Steamships  Ltd.,  for  comments 
and  Canadian  Steamship  Lines  Ltd.,  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  and 
Yankcanuk  Steamships  Ltd.,  have  advised  that  they  have  no  objection  to  the 
proposed  amendment  and  no  reply  was  received  from  the  other  two  companies. 

THEREFORE,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Transport,  pursuant  to  section  6  of  the  Trans- 
port Act,  is  pleased  hereby  to  approve  the  annexed  tariff  of  fees  fixed  by  the 
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Board  of  Transport  Commissioners,  in  substitution  for  the  Tariff  of  Fees 
approved  by  Order  in  Council  P.C.  32S  of  13tii  February,  1939.

File  No.  45464.2  -  In  the  matter  of  SecUon  387  of  the  Railway  Act  and  the 
interpretation  of  uniform  classifications  and  systems  of  accounts  prescribed 
thereunder: 

WHEREAS  Accounting  Circular  No,  1,  dated  December  14,  1956,  provides 
that  the  Board  from  time  to  time  will  issue  interpretations  designated  as  "A" 
cases. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  said  Accounting  Circular  provides  that  any  carrier  may 
object  to  an  **A**  interpretation  by  filing  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  within 
thirty  days  after  the  date  of  the  Accounting  Circular  containing  the  interpretation, 
or  within  such  further  time  as  the  Board  allows,  an  objection  in  writing  with 
reasons  in  support  thereof. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  said  Accounting  Circular  further  provides  that  whenever 
an  interpretation  is  issued  it  thereupon  applies  to  all  railway  companies  for 
which  the  Board  prescribes  uniform  classifications  and  systems  of  accounts, 
except  as  otherwise  stated  in  the  interpretation  or  an  Order  issued  in  respect 
thereof. 

AND  WHEREAS  a  draft  of  Accounting  Circular  No.  8  has  been  submitted  to 
The  Railway  Association  of  Canada  and  the  Association's  Accounting  Committee 
has  submitted  comments  thereon. 

CARRIERS  ARE  HEREBY  ADVISED  that  the  period  for  objection  to  an 
interpretation  in  this  accounting  Circular  No.  8  is  sixty  days  after  the  date  of 
this  circular,  and  that  the  interpretations  herein  are  to  be  applied  on  or  before 
March  1,  1965.

Query. 


To  what  account  should  be  charged  the  cost  of  final  inspection  and 
testing  of  air-brakes  on  trains  prior  to  leaving  departure  yards  and 
terminals  in  transportation  service,  when  performed  by  equipment 
maintenance  employees?
